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INT R O D U C T I O N. 



I Am .induced by two motives to publifh the following treatife : in the 
firil place> I ani in liopes, that feveral new obfervations contained in it 
';ivill be deemed worthy ■■ of the public attrition ; in. the next place, X am 
defirous to have an opportunity of aflertihg my right to Jbme ofumons, that 
have made their way into the world under other names. 

There, are many opinions refpe£ting the animal cecoiiomy peculiar to 
myfelf, which are frequently referred to in the courfc of the work. It is 
therefore neceflary to give a ihort explanation of fome of them, ^t the 
ttrms made ufe of may bd bitter underitood. 

I. OF SYMPATHY. 

I Divide ^rmpadiy into two idnds ; unherfalt vaA. partiaJ. 

Univer&l fympathy is, when the xnhole c«iAitution fympftthifts Vrith 
ibme &niation or a&ion. Partial fympathy is* wlun cme or more diftin^ 
parts fympathile with ftxne local feoiatton, or a^on. 

The umveiilal %mpathies are various in difierent dixies ; but thoie that 
vn iiave in the venereal difeaie are principally two ; the fyniptomatic fever, 
and the he^c fever. The fyn^ttunatic fever i& an inmiediate ei{e£t of fome 
local injury, and feldom takes place in the vepereal diiieaie in any great degree 
under any of its forms, except in the ca£; <^ a fwelled teiticle, which is it&lf 
aii initance of a partial fympathy ; die fymptomatic iever hoc, therefore^ is 
an aniyer&l fympathy ari£ng itom. a partial one. The he£tic ^er is an 
imiver^ fympathy with a local diiieaie, -which the conititiition is not able 
ta OTcrcome. This takes place oftener and in a grcatK' degree in the lues 
'Venerea than in any other form of the d^ea&.

Partial iympathy I divide into three kinds; the remote, the contiguous, 
and the continuous. . The remote is^ where there appears to be no vifible 
conne^on of parts that can account for fuch eff»3s, as the pain of the 
ihoulder in air-inflammation- of thc-livbr. The contiguoiB is, Aat which 
appears' to have no other ctfnncdtion rfian What arifcs frwn vicinity or 
contoft of feparate parts ; an inftance of which we have, in the ftomach and 
inteftines fympathifing with the integuments (rf the abdomen. The con- 
tinuous: 1$, where there is no intdruption of tnrts> and the fympathy runs 
along from the irritating pcint> as Jrom a centre^ which is the moil commoo 
of Ul the SympathicG j and wciiave ah cxan^ldof it ia the ^teading of 
IndanomatiDq. • 

II. OF DISEASED ACTIONS BEING INCCMrfPATIBLE WITH 
EACH OTHER, 

Th e venereal diieaJe is not on^ fufpe(^«4 to be pre(mt in many caies, wherr 
the nature of the diibrder Js not well marked, but it is fuppofed that it can 
be combined with other diieafes, fuch at the itch and the fcurvy : thus we 
hear of pocky itch, and of founy and the venereal difeUe cranbined ; but this 
fuppoiition appears to me to be founded in ignorance. I have never ieen any 
fuch caies, nor -do thdy ieenit to I» cosliiftcbt witfi ^iae. principles of difeafed 
ai^n m the anknal (boohoo^. Itmpprars to me^ be^mnl a. doubt,, tluli no 
two a<£tionft can take pkce iji the iAi;m! conflitution^ nor in. the iame part,, at 
one and the £une time. Dfo. two dil&oent ierers can exift in the &iiie 
conftitudionr, npr two local: di&aies ia the &me part at the &me tmK^> yet 
as the venereal difeafe,. when it attacks die ikin, is very fimikr to ths>fe 
diieaies which- are vidgarly called &oihittic, they are ofiBa.fuppo&d: to. be 
mixed and to cxiA ia the iame part. ' 

What has bem called a icorbutic cooftitution, is no more than % 
conftitution vscf fiiic^tible of an a<3ion producing eraptions on. the ikin^ 
vihenever an immediate cau& ihall take j^ce ; and there are ibme parts of 
the- bo<fy more fiiicepiible of-this than others, in which tfaetefors a Ilighter 
immediate cauje i& fufiicient to excite the adlion ; but the circumftance o5 a 
conititution's being fufceptible of one diieaie, docs not hindec it from being

foTc^itible of 6thers. ■ A man may have the lues and the fmall pox at thb 
£une time ; that is, parts of his hody may hare been contaminated by the 
venoeal poifon* and the iinall pox may take place« and both mayappcar 
tpgedier, but not in the iame parta. If both were coniequenc^ of fever, 
and each followed the fever nearly about the iame time, then it would be 
impoflible for both to have their refpeftive eruptions, even in different parts, 
at the iame time ; for it is impoflible for the preceding fevers to have been 
Goexiil:ent. 

From this principle, I think I may &irly put the following queries. Does 
not the &ilure of inoculation, and the power of refiiling many infeOions, ariJe 
from the perfco's having, at the lame time, ibme other diieaie, and therefore 
being incapable of a newa£ti(m? Does not the, great dif&scnce in the time» 
fiom the application of thecaufe, to the appearance of the diieaie, in many 
cafes, depend upon the £une principle ? For instance, a pofon is inoculated* 
and the puncture d^es not inflame for fourteen dayi^ which I have ieen ; and 
is it not becatifo there is atwiha- di^ib in the confUtution at the time of 
inoodation 7 Does not the cure of fome difeaies depend upc«i thd ikm<8 
principle, as the fuipenfion, of cure of a gcxiorrhcea by a fovo* ? 

Let me illuftrate this principle iUll further, by one of many cafes which 
have come under my own obiervation. On Thdrfday, the fixteenth of 
Mirchr one thouiand £svea hundred- and ieventy-five» I inoculated a gentle- 
man's chjldf it was obib^ed,' that I made pretty targe punctures. On the 
Sunday following, ^e nineteenth^ he appeansd to have received the in&diiori; 
a finall inflammation or rednc& appearing round each punflure, and a fnmll 
tumour above the furiace of the ikin^ having taken place. On- the twentieth', 
and the twenty-iicfl;, die child was iev^iih } but I declared it was ncA the 
various fever,, as the inflammataot had not, at ^1 advanced fince ths 
mnetoenth. , On ^e twenty-iectuid, a confiderable eruption appeared, which 
was- evidently the mealies j the fraes on the anns a^jeared to go back, 
beccHningleis inflamed. On the twenty-third, hf^v^svei^ full of the meafles} 
the panoses on Ae arms being in the lame ilate as on dv preceding day. 
On the twenty-fifth, the meaileB began to di&ppear. On the twenty-iixtiti 
and twenty-Ieventh, the puntfbires began again to look a little red. On the 
tweaty-ninthf the inflammation increafed, and there was a little matter

ibnncd. On the thirtieth, he was fdzed with fever.' The Anallpco! appeared 
at the regular time> went through its ufual cour&, and terminatedfavonrably. 
In tike tnanneft it may be obierved, that the venereal 'di&afe makes its ap- 
pearance at different periods after infedion.; Is not 'this explicable on the 
&me principle?. 



III. OF THE COMPARATIVE POWERS OF DIFFERENT PARTS 
OF THE BODY— FROM SITUATION— FROM STRUCTURE. 

Wb ihall have occafion to obferve, that the parts affbfted take on the 
action more readUy, and go on more rapidly with it, when near to the foiirce 
of the circulation than when fer^rom it j for the heart exerts its influence 
upon the different parts of the body, in proportion to their vicinity to it j 
.and the more diftant the parts are the weaker are thdr powers. 

This is, perhaps, better Uluftrated by difeafe than by any actions in health j 
fcx in health we have no comparative trials, as no two parts of the machine, 
at unequal dillances from the heart, can be throvm into equal a^on, and 
Aenrfbre no conclufions can be drawn. I may juil obferve, that all the 
Vital parts are ncaf.the heart. 

■ In difcafcs we lee mortification, arifing from debility, taking place in the 
extremities oftoier than in oth^ parts, more efpecially if the pio^n is tall ; 
the heart not propelling the blood to thefe diftant parts with equal foroe. 
In tiich a ftate of conilitution, thofe who labour under a hemiplegia, are often 
found to die at laft,from mortification taking place in the «(tremities of thie 
paralytic fide. In fome of thofe cafes the arteries give way, and allow of 
cxtra^^iation of the blood, and therefore we may reaibnably fuppofe, that 
th^ are proportionally weak in health. We alfo find, that fuch extrava&tion 
cranmonly begins in the extremities. This principle is not only evident in 
thefe two difeafes, but alfb in every difeafe that can BSk£k an animal body. 
It appears in the readinefs with which difeafcs come on, and proceed in 
parts dilbnt from the Source of the circulation, and aUb in the fteps towards 
.acurev ■

Parts di&r not only in tbdr powers, in proportion as they are neaicr or 
further frcwn the- heart, but lilcewiie according to their peculiar ftrudtures^ 
whereby they vary as much in the progrefs of Hifeaftid afhoos'as in the 
operations erf" health. • 

An animal body is compofcd of a variety o£ fiibflanccs, as muicle, tendon, 
cellular membrane, ligament, bone, nerve,. &c.> we have therdbre ah 
opportunity of obferving the comparative progrcfs.of difexfca .in them^ and 
their comparative povs^ers of performing a cure; and wc find that they diflfer 
vejy much from one another in thofe refpeds. How far thefe dif^rences 
take place in all difeafes I have not been able to determine ; but ihould 
fuppofc, that in fpecific difeafes as fcrcrfiila and cancer, there is in general 
no diflefence in the mode of affion' itt' afr^'bf 'the ftruftures,* thefe difeafes 
producing the fame ipecific tffe&.s in all the' parts that are capable of being 
afiededby them j but in difeafes arifing'^firom accideit, a great difference 
in the degrees of aftion takes place j the parts-' from futh a ciiufe being allowed 
to aft according to thdr ' natures,' which" holds ■ good alfo in the venereal 
difeafe. This &flference appears to Be eMefly in the degree* of ilrength 
and weaknefs in refiiHng dialed action. • llhe left the natural powers of 
aftion arc in any parricuJar ftnwfture of parts,- the Icfe they' are able to reiift 
difeafe; therefore bone tendon ligament and ceHular membrane go through 
their difeafed adlions more flowly than miifcle of (kin i and this principle iat 
afiplicablc to the venereal difeafe, • ; 



IV. ' OF PARTS isUSCEI*TIEi;E or PARTICULAR DISEASED. 

There arc fonie parts much mor^ fufeeptible of fpecific difeafes 'tfiait 
others. Foifens tafee their different feats in the body as if allbtted for 
them. ' Thus We have the Atin attacked vfrithr what are vulgarly called fcor- 
bu'tie emptions, and in&nj oxbir tfifeafes ; it i's alio thi feat of the fmallipdx

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and the nuailes ;, the throat is the f^t of action ia the hydrophotua iind the 
hoopingfoough. The fcrofula attacks the abforbcnt fyftetn* efpecjally tlw 
glands. . The hreaih* teiticles, and the coDglomerste glands are the {eat 
of cancer. The flun throat and nofe are more readily afieiSted l^ th« 
iues venerea than the. bones and pcriofteum, which, <ai the other hand, fuifer 
iboner than many other parts, particularly the vital pa^, which perhaps 
ate npt at all fufc^tible of diis di&afe. 



V. OF INFI.AMMATJON. 

Tccmfidcr common infliuqraation to be an ii>crea&d sL&ion of the finaljef 
veflels of a part joined wi& a peculiar mode of a^^n, by which they are 
enabled to produce the following ededs j to unite parts of the body to each 
othctr i to f(>rm pu$ } and to remove parts o£ the folids. The& e&£is are not 
produced by a iimpU increale of a^on or enlargement of the ve^s, but by 
a peculiar tdli(Hi, wl^ch K at prdhat perhaps not unda^ood. 

Thele three effects of inflammation I have called, diitinA Qiecies o^ 
infUmmaticm. That which unites parts I have called, the adbefive imjiaM- 
matm i that which ^xrtiA pus. the fuppurathe infammatm i and that which 
removes parts, the ulcerative injiammation. 

In the adhelive inflammation die artoies throw out coagulable jlympl) 
which. becomes the bond of union ; this however is not Amply extra vaiated 
but has undergone fome change before it leaves the arteries, iince in inflamed 
veins it is found lying coagulated upcHi the internal furface of the ve^, 
which could, not have happened if iimply extravalated. In the iiippurative 
influrunation a Hill ^ta^ change is produced upon the blood before it is 
thrown out by the arteries, whoeby it is formed in^ pus; which change i$ 
probably fimilax to iecretion. In the ulcerative inflammation the adlioo 
of the arteiies dpcs not remove the parts -, that office is performed by thv 
absorbent veflels which are brought into ai^on. 

In the two firft fpecies of inflammation there muft be a change in the 
cUifx^tion aod mode c^ action of the arteries j iot the fuppurative caimot be 
conJidered as £mply an iticreafe of the action of Uie adhefive, as its effed^ 
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«re totally diiftrent ; but io the third fpecies there is probably no change of 
aaion in' the arteries from fhat of the fccond, the adlion only of the ab- 
£>rbients being fupisfadded^ l^ which Iblid parts and of courie the arteries 
tbcmfelvcs are removed. 



VI. OF MORTIFICATION. 

Mortifications are of two kinds, Gns. precc^d by inflammation, 
the other not; but as the paies of mortifications, which will be men- 
tioned in this work, are all of the firA kind, I Ihall confine my ob&rvations 
fo that Q)ecie». 

I ccHiiider inflammation as an increased a^on of that power which » 
part is naturally in pofieflicm (^; this increajed a£Uon in healthy inSamma- 
tions at leaft is prob^y attended with an increaie of power : but in inAam- 
matkms which tominate m mortification there is no increaie of power ; on 
the contrary there is a diminution of power, which joined to an Increafed 
action becomes the caule of mortification, by deftroying the balance which 
ought to fubfift between the power and aflion of every part. 

If this account of mortifications be juft, we Ihall find it no difficult matter 
to eftabliih a rational pradlice j but before we attempt this, let us juft take a 
view of the treatment hitherto recommended, and iee how ^ it agrees with 
©ur Uieory. 

It is plain from the common pra^fUce that the weaknefs has been attended 
to, but it is as plain that the Increaled ai^on has been overlodced; and 
therefore the whole aim has been to increaie the ai^on with a view to remove 
the weaknefs. The Peruvian bark, confedtio cardiaca ierpentaria, &c. havei^ 
been given' in as large quantities as the cafe appeared to require, or the . 
conftitution could bear ; by which means an artificial or temporary appearance 
of flroigth has been produced, while it was only an increafed action. The 
cordials and wine, upon the principle on which they have been given, are 
rationally adminiflered ; bat there are fb^Tng reafbns for not recommending 
them, arifing from the general effed which all cordials have of increafing the 
«aion without giving real ftrength ; and the powers of "the body arc afterwards 
- fiuik proportionally as th^ havs beea railed, by which nothing can be gained 

'but 
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but a great deal may be loft j for In all cafes If the powers are allowed (o 
fink below a certain point they arc irrecoverable. 

The local trcatmcot has been as abfurd as the conftitutional; fcarifications 
.have been made down to the living parts, that ftimulating and antifceptic meJ 
dicines might be applied to them, as turpentines^ the warmer bal&ms, and 
Ibmetimes the eHential oils i vra.rm fomentations have been alfo applied as 
congenial to life, but warmth always increa&s action, and ftimulants are 
improper where the aftions are already too violent. 

Upon the principles here laid down, the bark is the only medicine that can 
l»e depended upon, as it increafes the powers and leflens the- aftion. Upon 
many occafions opium will be of Angular fervice by leflening the adtion, 
although it does not give real ftrengriij Ihave l«n good effofts from it both 
when given internally in large dofes, and when applied to the part. Keeping 
the parts cool is proper, and all the applications fiiould be cold. The above 
praAice is to be kept in view in mcvtifications that happen in the venereal 
difea&.

C R- A P T E R r. 

OF THE VENEREAL POISON. 

THE Venoeal Diieafe arifes froma poifon, which as it is^ produced by 
difeaie, and is capable of again producing a iiaillar diieaie> I call a 
morbid- poifon to diitinguilh it ihun the other poilbns, animal,- vegetable^ 
and minetal. 

'Vhe morbid poifenB are many, atld theyt have di^rent pow&t^ of cohtam- 
inatioa. Thofe which infetSl the body, either locally or conflitutibnally, but 
not in both ways, I cdll^mp/e. Thofe \rfiich are capable of afft^ting the body, 
both locally and conftitutlonally, I call compound. The venereal poifon when 
applied to the human body, po^^s a power of propagating or multiplying 
itfi^} and 35^ it is alfo capable of acting both locally and conilitutionally, iris 
a compound morbid potfi^n. Likeall fuch poifons, it may be communicated 
to others in all the various ways iii which it can be received, producing the Guxic 
difeale in-fome one of its forms. 

l: GF THE FIRST ORIGIN OF THE POISON. 

TuouGHthe firft ap|)earanee of this poi&Q is certaiilly within the period 
of modem hiikuy, yA- the peciie time and muinor of its origin has hitherto 
efcaped oor obfervation ;. and we arc iUll in doabt>.vnhether it aro& in Europe, 
or was imported from America. I ihall not attempt to difcufs this queAion, 
and thole who wifH td examine at length the fads, authorities and arguments 
brought in &vour of the latter opinion, may confult-Aftruc} and for th^ 
D former 
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ibrmei' a (hort treatife* publiihed in one thou&nd leven hundred and fifty-one, 
without a name. The author of this trcatife appears to have confidered the 
fubjeifl very fully, and as for as reafoning goes on a fubjeft of this kind, proves 
that the difeafe was not brought from the Weil-Indies : not contented with 
this, he goes cm to account for its firfl rife in Europe i but in this he is not 
equally fuccefsful. The fubjedt is a difficult one ; and the want of a fufficient 
number of fedts leaves too much room for conjedhire. 

We fhall not therefore enter further into this queflion, nor is it material to 
know at what period and in what country this difeafe arofe ; but we may 
in general afHrm, that as animals are not naturally formed with difeaie, nor 
fo as to run fpontaneoufly into difeaied aftions j but with a fufceptibiUty of 
JiM:h inipreffions as produce dileafed' aftions, difeaies muft always arife from 
impreflions made upcm the body : and as man is probably fufceptible of mora 
impreilions that become the imjnediatecauJe of difeafe than any other animal, 
and is befides the only animal which can be faid to form artificial impreflions 
wpon himfelf, he is iubjeft to the greateit variety of difea&s. In one of thofe 
felf-formed fituations therefore the impreffion mofl probably was given which 
produced the venereal difeafe. 



II. BEGAN IN THE HUMAN RACE, AND IN THE PARTS 
OF GENERATION; 

In whatever manner it arofe, it certainly began in the human race ; as wc 
Itnow no other animal that is capable of being infofted with this poiibn. It 
is probable too, that the parts of generation were the firft affeaed : for if it had 
taken place in any other part of the body it might probably never have gone 
farther than the perfon in whom it firfl arofe ; and therefore never have been 
known ; but being fcated in the parts of generation, where the only natural 
conneiJtion takes place between one human being and another, except the 
mother and child, it was in the mofl favourable fituadon for bang propagated:

Wfr know nothing of the'poifon'it&If, but only its efiefts on the human 
body. It i^ commonly in the.focm of -pus, of :iinjted with pus, or Come {uch 
^retiob, and prochices a limilar matter in oth^>. which {^asws 0iat it i» 
n)oft gmerajly* althpugh nDt.nece2an)y,'a,c;Qniequence of inflammation* 
It produces or etcites therefore in mo^ caiies an inflammation in the parts 
ewtamkaCod ; befides which inflamtf^tion^ the parts lb conteminated have a 
peculiar' mode of a^jpn fqpe^a4<kd, ;ii^rent,from all other actions attending 
ipfl^tnmattOQ b^andit is thi?{fpoC4$c,-n)pde,pf] aAL9n which produces the fpecific^ 
q^allty.ih the-paajtjert LltMjnpt.n^ceilaiy 4}at infl^nunation fhould be pre&nt 
(o keep up .this pep^Ugr mode of a^ion, bvcaufe the poifon continues to ini 
formed long after all figns of inflammation have ceaied. This appeart 
&OIU the following &^:, ma};}u^^g pnly,;w);at is called a gleet or healing 
chancre, give thf: fUi^aie to' fo^nd womaa ; ~ai)4 nt^y venneal gonorrhoe^fi 
i^pen' ^>tho)it any viable figns of ii^flammadpn. 

In women the inflammation is freq^uently very flight, and oiten there, is- 
n<Jt the leaft fign , of it ; for they .have been known to inftd men though 
tiiey themfelves have had no fymptoms of inflammation, or of the difcafe itt 
any form. Therefore the inflammation and fuppuration, when prefent, are 
onJyialjCfndants on -the -peculiar mode of a£U<Hi ; the degree in which th^ 
^ke place depoiding more on the nature of the conftitution than on that CNf 
the poifon. . ^ 

. T}ie, formation' of tpat|tpr alio, though a ve^y .general, is not a conftant 
atteifdant oathis djie^fe^.fqr we ibmetioTes find inflammation produced by 
the yencreal poifon -which does not terminate in fuppuration ; fuch inflam- 
matiofiJ fufpcfft to b?,of.,thft eryfipelatods kind. It is the matter produced, 
whfther wldi or witliwut inflamination, which alone contains the poifon j for 
wi^iout the for{xiation;of 'inatter« no venereal poifon can exiA. Therefore a 
I perfoA 
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per^-hftTihg' the vmepsal imtation in uty fenn^not attnnded 
cftiMwt- communicate tAe diJfeUb to another. To- conununicace the dlAa& 
therefore it is neceflary tftaf t6« veneroaJ a^o» Ihouldi fidl t»kc plaee^ 
that matter ihould be formed in confequence of that action, and that the 
matter fhould be applied to a found peWbn or part. 

That the vencreai' diiea& ie to be popagaOedonly by matter is-proved every 
day by a thou&nd inflances. Marritd men contrad the difeafe, and not 
AfpttfUng that th^ have (taught it, cokabit with- tAdpwives wea< fcut weoks. 
Upon-dircoveiing'fymptoms of the dlfqaiirUi^ (^coudbdiefiA!; yeeui all<my 
ppa^ee I newt' onco' fbund that^ tho complaint was eoiiUnuiiicatc4< uad<» 
iiich circumftenGeSj ^Kspt- whott< th^ Iwd^ noP beea- ^ry attentive to- tlltf 
^npitoms, and dia«fbre continued theconne3idH> after tile difcharge had 
appeared. I' have gone (6 &lt as to- allow hu^nds to coHalnV witii ^eip 
wives in onfcr to live appearances, and alXvayfr widi>fa&^. I-oouM can^ 
this ftill ikrther, and- even ailow a- man- who. Kae a' gonon^oaii tt)* havv 
oonnei^on witit a found- woman^ if he took great' care t& clear all Hie parte 
of ai^ matt^ by ftHl:lyringtng- the -urethra, making wa«eri and- wafliing- the^ 
glaiist. 

The matter whidi- is impregnated with this pdifdn, when it- ctnnes ire- 
coirtfttfb with a living port; irritetes that part, and ihllimmation is^ the oOannon' 
confequence. It muft be -applied- drfier in a f&id Itetej or rendered- ihiidl^ 
the-jmee»of the- part to- which it-isapplied. There- is no inflance whoe it 
has given the infc^onr in the form of vapor, as Is the cafe in many other 
poilbnSi ' 

IV. OF THE GREATER OR- LESS ACRIMO??Y OF THE POISON. 

Venereal matter muft in all cafes be the lame ; one quantity of matter 
cannot-have a greater degree, of poifonous^ quality than another, and if there 
is any-differenceit is only in its being more- or lefs dilutcil', which produce* 
no diflercnce in its efifefts.' One can conceive HowevcTi that it may be-fo fir 
diluted aS'Hot to have the power of' irritation; Thas-any fluid taken into the 
mouth, capable of ftimulating the nerves to tafte, maybe fo diluted as not to 
be tailed. But if the poifon can irritate the parr to which itis appKed toaftion. 
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itisallc^atis required; the aftkn will be the lame wfaedaer frota ia lai^ or 
finall quantity, from a ftrong <»- a weak Icdution. 

We £nd from cKperieaoe, that thoe is tio d^Snience in the kind of mat- 
ter] an^ no variatitHi can ariie in the difeafe from ^ matcer'$ being of dif-* 
ferent degreed of ilrength ; for it appeai^ that the £utie itueter 'oSbAsvatj 
didetentl7<£flerent people. Two moi having be^ cohtioScd widi aw woman, 
and both catching the dileafe, one of tJiettt Ihall have a violent gbnorrlKEa or 
chanoe, while the other fhall have merely a flight gonorrhoea. I have Iuu»nt 
one man give the difeaie to dificrent vpemetl. and feme of the wcmen have had. 
it very leverely. while in otho-s it has hiaa vefy flight. - The Jamc leafon^ 
Ing holds good Vnth regard to chancres; Hk vafiatiorts of the fymptoniB in 
diflx:rent perfons depend upon the conititution a»d habit of Aa patient at tiic 
time. What happens in the inoculation' of the imatl pox ftnagdieas thb 
opinion. Let the fymptoms of the patient from n^Kun tdie matter is taken 
be good CM* bad, let k be from one ^0 ba^hada great macT* puihdes, at 
from one who has had but few ; let it be from the confluent or diftinft kind, 
applied in a large quantity Or a finflU one^ it ptodoces always the &me eSSs&. 
This could only be known by the gnat numbers that have been inocuIa«ed 
under all thefe difierent circun^ances. 



V. OF THE POISON BEING THE SAME IN GONORRHOEA 
AND IN CHANCRE- 

It has been JuppoEbd by many diat the goooirhcea and die cfaancre 
arife from two diftinft poiibnfr; and their c^inion ieems to have Sama- 
foundation, when we confider only the difierent aj^jcarances of die two 
di&aies, and the difierent methods of cnre ; which in judging t^ the natoic 
of many difeafes is too often all we have to go by. Yet if we take up diia 
queftion upon other grounds, and aUo have rccourfo to experiments, therdult 
of which we can abfohitdy depend upon, we Ihall find this nodon to be 
erroneous. 

If we attend to die manner in which the venereal foiCoa was ccromunicated 

to the inhabitants of the iflands in Ac Soud^Seas, there. a«e many circam- 

E ftanccs 
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■ftances 'which, "tend td . throw light uJxJn the' prcfettt ,<jlieftion» It has been 
fuppofcd, as no mention is madp bf a gonorrhcea at Otaheite, that it muft 
have been the.chaptre that was fidl in.Qpdv^^ed ioto^thatidand j, uid that of 
coiirTe nothing but a chancre could be propagated there i for 9s no gonor- 
rhcea had been. communi<2ited no fuch difeafe could take place. Bat if we 
were to rc«fon.upion all the probabj? circMmitance§ attending the voyages to 
that part of the world,< we fhould conclude the contrary ; for it was almoft inn- 
poffibie to carry, a^chancre Co long' a veyage without- it's deftrpying the penis j 
while we know from experience, that a gonorrhoea may continue for a great 
length of. time. It is mentiwied in Cpok'e vojrage, that the people of Otahoitei 
who had ^fi di&afe, went into the country and got cured j but when it .turned 
into a pox it was then uiduntbje : this Ihews that the difeaie which they had 
miiil have been a gononhosa} -fw we know that it is only a gonorrhcea that 
can be cured by fimple means ; andfurther, if ithad been a chancre, and they 
had been acquainted with .the-mcahs of curing it, th^ could alfo have cured 
the/tt« venerea. .:■-.■ 

Wallis left Plymouth in Auguft 1766, and arrived at Otahdte in July 
1 767, eleven nionfhs after his embarlMtion j and if none of Iiis men had the 
difeaie when he failed, there was hardly a poffibility of their contracfling it 
any where afterwards in the voyage ; this appears to be too long for a 
gonorrh(Ea to laft. But let us fuppofe even that Wallis carried it thither in 
his fliip, and that one or two of his crew had it j as he ftaid there five weeks, it 
was very poflible even very probable, that fuch perfon or perfons might have 
communicated it fo quickly as to have become the caufe of contamination of 
the whole crew of his ihip j but as this did not happen, it is a prefumptivc 
proof that Wallis did not carry it thither. 

Bougainville left France in December 1766, but he touched at fcvcral places 
where fome of his people might have got the difeaie ^ the laft of which was 
Rio de la Plata, which he left in November 1767, and arrived at Otaheite in 
April 1768, five month* after. This interval of time agrees better with the 
ufual continuance of the difeafe than the length of Wallis's voyage, and there- 
fore from this circumftance it becomes more probable that Bougainville car- 
ried it thither. Befides, it is likely that he could guard his people lefs againft the 
difeafe than Wallis> for Wallis could have his choice of men at his firft fetting 

out. 
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out, which was all that was ncce^ry to prevent his carrying the dileafc with 
him, for he ran no rifle of contracting it afterwards : but although Bougain-: 
villC'hftd the fame advantage at Hrll, yet he h^ it not afterwards, for liis men 
were in the T?ray of infedion in feveral places, and he had no opportunity of 
changing them, an4 probacy no great chance of having than cured. The 
circumilance of the diieafe. being found by Bougainville at Otaheitc Ibon 
after his arrival, is a kind of proof that he carried it thither himfelf; for I 
obferved before, that ifWallishadcarrledithyoneman only, this man could 
in a v^ry few. days have fo far propagated it, as to have fpread it through thq 
whole Chip's crew ; and as Bougainville arrived at the iHand ten months after 
Wallis, tjiere was a fufficient time for the inhabitants of the whole ifland to have 
been infected, and the ranges of the diieafe muil have been evident to then^ 
immediately upon their arrivals Bougainville remained only nine days at the; 
ifland of Otaheite, and ob&rved nodiing of the difeaie till fome weeks after 
his departure, when it was foundthatieveralof the crew were infedled, which 
moll probably muft have happened in confequence of the poifon being carried 
there by fome of his own people. It is alfo menticmed by Cook, that the 
O^heiteans aicribed the introdut^on of the diieaie to Bougainville ; and we 
can hardly fuppofe that they would be fo complai£mt to our countrymen 
as to accufe Bougainville, when th^ mufl: have known whether the diieaie 
was imported by Wallis or not, elpecially as they had no reafon to be partial 
in fevour of the people who. accompanied the latter. But as we find in 
Cook's laft voyage, that the difeafe in every form is now there, and as wq 
have no new intelligence of a gonorrhcea being iince introduced, we muft 
fuppofe tliat every form of the difeafe has been propagated from one root, 
which mofl; probably was a gonorrhoea. 

If any doubt ftill remain with reipe<^ to the, Jwo dif^afes being o( tbc.fimfi 
nature, it wUl be removed by confidering that the matter produced iij both is. 
of the 6me kind, and has the iame properties, the proofs of which are, that 
the matter of a gon<Hi:hoea will fm^ducc either a gonorrh(£a,. a<Jiancre, or (he 
/ues venerea ; and the matter pf a chancre will alfo produce either a gonor-' 
ihoea, a chancre, or the lues venerea. 

The following cafe is an inftance of a gonorrhcea producing a lues veaena.] 
A gentleman twice contraftcd a gonorrhosa, of which he was cured both: 
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times 'without mercury. About two months after <ach he had fythptoms of 
the lues lenerea % thoie in confequence of the firil infe^Uon were ulcers ia the 
throat, wliich were removed by the ejctemal Bp|>)iCflUon <rf mercvry ; the 
fymptoras in eonfcf^uwicc of the lecond were blotches on the fkin, for vt^iick 
iillb , he ufed the mercurial ointment, and was tursd. We -hive too many 
ixamples of chancres producing the lues vtnereu. ' 

Since it fhould appear from the above, that the gonorr hosa and chancrt 
are the effects of the fame poiibn, it may be worthy of inquiiy, to what 
■circumftances two fuch dif^rent forms of the difeale are owing. 

To account for thde two veiy diiferent efefts of the fame poiibn^ it is 
only nece&ry to obferve the difl^rence in the mode of aAion of ^ parts 
Afl^iSted when irritated, let the irritation be what it may. The gon<»-rhoea 
kiways proceeds from a Secreting furface% and the chancre is formed chi a 
hon-fecreting ixahxx -, and in this laft the part to vtbis^ the poifbn it 
Applied muft become a ie«eting iur^ce before matter can be produced. All 
fecreting fut&cea in the body being probably funilar, <Hie mode of applicatiort 
Anly is necefiary to produce this t^leafe in them all, which is by thepdfbnOut 
matter iimply coming in contaftwith them. But to produce the chancre, 
the venereal matter may be applied in three difl^roit ways ; die firft and 
tnoft certain is by a wound, into which it mi^ be ihtix>duced ; dw fecond is 
hy applying the matter to a furface with a cuticle, and the diinner diat 
is it allows the matter to come more readily to the cutis ; and die third is 
by applying the matter to a c<xnmon ibre already formed. 

The poifon then being the £uiie in both cafes, why do diey not alwsys 
happen togedier in the &me peribn ? for one would naturally fuppofe, that 
the gonorrhoea whoi it had taken place could not fail to become the caufe 
of a chancre, and that this when it happoied firft would produce a gonor- 
rhcea. Aldtough it does not c^a happen fo, yet it fometimes does, at

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laft there is great reafbn to.bdieve fo. I have feen ca&s where a gonor- 
rhoea came on, and in a few days after in ibme, in others as iiuiny weeks, 
a chancre has appeared : and I have alio feen cafes where a chancre has 
come firft, and in the courfe of it's cure a running and pain in making water 
have fucceeded. It may be fuppofed that the two difeafes aro& from the 
ori^nal infetftipn, and only appeared at different times ; and thdr not occur- 
ring oftencr together would almoft induce us to believe it was fo, fmcc the 
nutter is the lame in both, and therefore capable of producing either the 
one or the other. 

I fulpeifb that the prefehce of erne irritation in thefe parts becomes, in 
general a preventive of the other. I have already obferved, that the two 
parts fympathile in their dileaies ; and it is ppiTible that, that very fym- 
pathy may prevent the appearance of the real dileaie j for if an action has 
idready taken place which is not venereal, it is impoffible that another ihould 
take place till that ceaies, and it is probable that this fympathy wUl not ceafe 
vt^le the caufe exciting it exiils { and therefore when both happen in the 
fame pcrfon at the £une time, I fufpeA that either the uredira never had 
fympathifed with the chancre, or if it did at firft that die fympathy hiid 
ceafed, and then the venereal matter might ftimulate the parts to aftion. 



VII. OF THE CAUSE OF THE POISONOUS QUALITY—. 
FERMENTATION— ACTION. 

As the confideratbn of this point, and the bong able to account for it, 
will throw fome li^t upon die difeafe, and cure, I may be allowed to dwell 
a little upon it. It has been fiippofed by fome, that the poiibnous quality of 
the matter arifes from a feiiientati<m taking pla(» in it as foon as it is 
Sormed, But whether this poifooous quality ari&s from that caufe ; or whe- 
ther die animal body has a power of producing matter according to the 
irritation given, whereby the living powers whenever irritated in a particular 
m^iner produce iiich an adaon in the parts as to generate a matter fimilar in 
quality to tlut which excited the a^ion, is what I am now to ccnilida-. 
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In the examination of this lubjed I Ih^ll confine myrdf to the gonorrhces. 
In fupport of either of the two opinions, it muft be fuppofed that the 
venereal matter has by its fpeciiic properties, a power of irritation beyond 
common matter. I have already obicrved,. that it has the power of exciting 
inflammation even on the common flcin, and of forming a chancre, which 
power is not poffeffed by common matter. In the firft oirinion it muil be 
fuppoled, that there is no fpecific inflammation or fuppuration produced by 
the application of the venereal matter, but only a common inflammation and 
fuppuration, and that the matter capable of producing thefe cffeds atSs as a. 
&rment upon the new formed inatter, rendering it venereal as foon, or nearly 
as ibon asi t is formed ; and as there is a fucceiHon of iecretions, there imme- 
diately follows a fucceflion of fermentations. Now, let us lee how hr this 
idea agrees with all the variety of phenomena attending the diieale. Firft, it 
may be afked, what becomes of this ferment in many cafes where the fuppur- 
ation does not come on for fome weeks after the irritation and inflammation 
have taken place ? In fuch cafes we can hardly fuppofe the original venereal 
matter to remain, and to ad as a fermoit. Secondly, when there is a ce&tion 
of the difcharge and no matter formed, which fometimes happens for a 
cooiiderable time, and yet all the fymptoms recur, what is it that produces 
this fermentation a fecond time ? Nothing can, but a new application of ftcih 
venereal matter. When, for example, the irritation is tranflated to the tefticle 
and the difcharge is totally lh>pped, as often happens, what becomes of the 
virus i and how is a new virus formed when the irritation fells back' upon 
the urethra ? Thirdly, if the poifonous quaUty were produced by fcrmentetion 
taking place in the matter already formed, it would not be an eafy matter to 
account for the fymptoms ever ceafing j for according to my idea of a fer- 
ment, it would never ceafe to aft if new matter were continually added j nor 
could any thing poflibly check it but a fubftancc immediately appUed to the 
part, which could ftop or prevent the fcrmenution taking place in the new 
matter. But as' the venereal inflammation in this fpecies of the difeafc is 
not kept up beyond a certain time, the production of the poifon cannot de- 
pend on fermentation. Fourthly, if it depended on a fermentation taking 
place in the fecreted matter all venereal cafes would be alike, nor would one 
be worfe than another, except from a greater or iinaller number of ferment- 
ing 
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ing places. Upon this fuppolition alTo all cafes would be equally eafy of 
cure, for the fermostation would bis equally ftrong In a flight cafe as in a bad 
one } it can only be fermenbition in the matter after it has left the veflels ; 
and the matter of every fore or fecreting furiace would become venereal by 
applying venereal matter to it ; which does not happen. 

When the venereal matto- has been applied to a fore, Co as to irritate, it ^ 
produces a venereal irritation and inflammation. But even this does not al- 
ways take place, for the common matter from the fore may remove the vene- 
real matter applied before it can affeit the fore, fo as to produce the vehereal 
inflammation and fuppuration there. This experiment I have made feveral 
times, and never could produce the venereal inflammation but once. But if 
the venereal matter were capable of a^ng as a ferment, then it would ia 
.all cafes produce venereal matter, without altering the nature of the fore. 

The eflefts, produced by the venereal poifon appear to me to arife from 
.it's peculiar, or ipecific ifritatbn, joined with the fufceptibility of the living 
principle to be irritated by fuch a caufe,,and the parts fo irritated afling 
accordingly. I iball therefore confider it as a poifon, which by irritating 
the living parts in a manner peculiar to itfelf, produces an inflammation 
peculiar to that irritation, from which a 'matter is produced peculiar to the 
Inflarmnation. Let us confider how fer this opinion agrees with the various 
phasnomena attending the difoafe. 

Firft, the venereal matter having a greater power of irritating than 
.common matter, approaches nearer to the idea of irritation than of fermen- 
tation. Secondly, it's producing a fpecific difeafe with fpecific fymptoms 
.and appearances, (hows that it has a fpecific power of irritation, the living 
powers neceiTarily adting according to that irritation. Thirdly, the inffem- 
mation having it's ftated time of appearing and terminating, is agreeable to 
.the laws of the animal oeconomy in moft cafes, as it is a circumftance 
.that takes place in other difeales that have a crifisj and when thedifeafo 
is longer of duration in fome than in others, it is becaufe they are much 
more fufoeptible of this kind of irritation, and there may be perhaps other 
concurrent circumflances. Fourthly, the venereal inflammation being con- 
fined to a fpecific .diftance, is more agreeable to the idea of a fpecific irrita- 
tion, than that of a fermentation. Fifthly, wc have ^ further proof of this 
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opinion, from the appearance of the difcafc being tranflated from one part 
of the body to another, as in the cafe of the fwelled tefticle, in which the 
difchargc is often flopped or otherwise afie^ted. Sixthly, the difcharge often 
flops from the conftitution being attacked by a fever, and returns after i<»ne 
days or weeks, or not at all, according to the ccmtinuance of the fever : 
now we can plainly fee why the fever fliould put a flop to die difcharge, as 
the difpolition produ9ed'by It In a part is very different from that difpoiition 
which formed the matter ; and we can plainly fee why the lame difiwfltion 
to form matter flioul^ ofben ietum j but how diat return fliould be veneteal, 
upon the principles 6f fermentation, we- do not fee. Seventhly, the produ- 
tion by art of an irritati<m of another kind, which is not fpecific, removes 
the fpeafic irritation ; now an irritation erf" another kind cannot prevent the 
fermentation from going on, but may deftrty the venereal irritation. Eighthly, 
the circimiftance of particular parts of our body being much more readily 
irritated than others by the venereal poifon, when in the conflibiticMi, fliows 
that it arifes from an irritation, and that of a particular kind. Nindily, 
fome animals are not lufeeptible of the venereal irritation ; &r reputed trials 
have (hewn that it is impofllble to give it to a dog, a bitch, or an afs'. It is 
much eafler to fuppofe, that a dog or an afs is not fufceptible of many 
iiritations of which the human body is, whidi we find to be the cafe in all 
other fpecific difeafes, and moft poifons, than that matter of the human body 
is fufceptible of a change, of which that of the dog or ais is not. 
This argument is ftill further fupporttd by comparing the venereal poifon 
.with other morbid poifons. The animal poifon, produ<9ivc of the hydro- 
phobia, feems to be owing to a particular irritation affecting certain parts, 
which (hews, that if the body or any part of the bo^ is irricitcd, it takes on 
a difpolition to a& in a peculiar manner, and diat this mode of adion is capa- 
ble of fecreting fuch juices as will throw another animal into die lame action. 
In die hydrophobia the throat and its glands are particularly afie^ted i and

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how the laliva Oiould become of Tuch a nature Ax>m the lame kind of matter 
being either carried into the conltitution, or perhaps only by the general fym- 
pathy of the conititution vni&i a I0C2A dSsdioa, and more particularly with the 
parts about the throat, is not eafily to be accounted for, without fuppofing 
either that the abtbrbed poifon circulating can produce a Ipecific conftitutional 
adion eapftbfe ofafi«£tingthe^roatasd^ands there, jn^asthe-peuJcm of the 
imall pox afiedte the fldn, or that the circulating poifon has power to affe& or 
irritate the glands of the mooth oalj,, or timt thofe parts only are capablie of 
immedialidy^fynapadLyfiDgwith thepart irritated, ta the mxi&ks of die lowcc 
jaw ace wbca tixy produce the locked jaw.

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CHAPTER ir. 



THE MODE OF VENEREAL INFECTION. 

EVERY infe£Bo(|| dl&a& has its peculiar manner of bong caa^t, .and 
among mankind there is generally fomething peculiar in die way of life, 
or fome attending clrcumAance which expoics them at one time or other to 
contraA fuch di&afes, and which if avoided would prevent their f«x}pagation. 
The itch for inilance is generally caught by a fpecies of civili^, the Ihaking 
of hands, therefore the hand is moft commonly the firll part afield. And 
as the venereal poiibn is generally caught by the connection between the fixes, 
the parts of genoation commonly firfl fufler ; from this clrcumflance people 
do not fuipedt this diieafe when the fymptcHns are any where elfe> while 
they alii^ys fufped it in every complaint of thoic parts. 

In the lower clafs of people, one as naturally thinks of the itch when diere 
is an eruption between the fingers, as we do in young men of the venereal 
xiifeaie from the genitals being afk&ed ; but as every fecreting fur&ce whether 
cuticular or non-cuticular, as was explained before. Is liable to be infcded by 
the venereal poifbn when it is applied to them, it is poflible for many otho* parts 
beildes the genitals to recdve this difeaie, therefore it appears in the anus, 
mouth, no&, eyes, ears, and, as has been fait), in the nipples of women from 
giving fuck to children who have it in their mouths ; which children have 
been infe&ed in the birth from the parts of the mother bcuig difeafed. 
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CHAPTER III. 



OF THE DIFFERENT FORMS OF THE DISEASE. 

THE venereal poifim is capable of afieding the human body in two 
difierait ways ; locally, ^t is, in thoie parts only to which it is firil 
applied ; and cnnftitutiQnaliy, that is, in coniequence of the abforption of 
the voieieal pus which afiefts parts while di^Fufed in the circulation. 

Between the firft and Jecond kind, or the local and conftitutionalV ceruin 
intermediate complaints take place in theprogrefs of abfiirption ; thefe arein- 
fiammations and fuppurations forming what are called buboes, in which the 
matter is of the lame nature with that of the original difeafe. 

When the matter has got into the conftitudon, and is circulating with die 
blood, it there irritates to a&ion. There are produced from that irritation 
many local <£feafes, as blotches on the Ikin, ulcers in the ttmiils, thickening 
of the periofteum and bones. 

Hie local or firft kind is what I hare called immediate, ariidng immediately 
upon die appUcation of venereal pus. Of this kind there are two forts leem- 
ingly vety difierent from one another. In the £rA there is a fomution of 
matter without a breach in the folids, called a gonorrhoea. In the &C(md 
there is a breach in the folids, called a chancre. Neither of thele two ways in 
which the difeafe Oiews itielf is owing to any thing peculiar in the kind of 
poifon applied, but to the difierence in the parts contaminated. 

The reidinefs vAih which the parts run into violent aftion, in this fpecies 
of inflammadon, is greater or lefs according to die nature of die parts a^ded; ' 
which perhaps does not ariic frcnn any Ipeci^p difierence in the parts, but is 
according to the oxnmon principle of ibifibili^ and irritability > for vre find 
that the vagina is not io much difiw&d to inflammation in this diieafe, as the

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urethra Is in the feme fex, bccauie it is not fo fenfible. However it is pdKblc 
there may be ibme fpecific difpofition to irritation and infknmiation in the 
urethra in man ; and what.v)Ouldi incliae Hx. to! dutrii fo is, that this canal is 
perhaps oftcner out of order than any other, producing a great variety of 
fymptoms.

Iff achaoc^ 
dii]^:ivtyQHicI>iiit-th«^l«a£e:o£iia f^ptcmg m. d tfeu o n t p«aple:> lafiiaoe 
itis extreinsb)E mAd; ioDdiQDSjeiAWSKfy-viokqt^ Whoi miic^it is gsnesaU^ 
iM^jfe- in its fymptPBiS^ haviog ' Imti &w, and dia& of ns gnat extent^ bung 
much confinod totisfi'^eciiic diAancr; bitt «ba>' violent, it faEcamai bore 
ccsnpHcatcd in its ^nnptoma, harJng a ^natei Tazki^, ami CTftnaKing itftffi 
beyond the fpecific diAsnae. This does not ad&fiaaiiaii^ rariflljr in tttG^u 
dfic virtue of the poi&iiy but^ooka diffeoence in ifav di^^ofi^tian and moA of 
ai^OD of the bodjTj.oD parts ofi the body^ fome being hwdly fiiTcxpt&lti oftthiv 
gr aoy icdtiitiDn^ oittaA being very, fiiicep^le of ic^ Midlofevcyotfeerigriihitioir, 
fo as readily to run into violent aiftion. 

The VKoasak irdtatibn however does not always follow thefe niles > far I 
hanekBOvm- yoimg men, in whom a. fore fiaai common accidcnC heajbufa «p 
readii^, yet the ihilation atteni&ig a gonorrhora. would be violent, and. x 
chancoe^pould inflame and fpreadvrith great rapidity, and even mortify. On 
the otbitF hand I iiave. known young men in whom a fiire from common tio- 
lencehas beem healed: wi^ gnat difficulty, yet when they had contracted ai 
gonorrhoea or chancre, the difeafe has been mild and- aafily curable. 

In particular people it is either mild or fevere for the moft part, uniformly. 
In. the firftflatodidi^fitionsit a not invariably fo, but theti I believe there is 
fome indifpofitbn at the time. I have known feveral gen^emen who had 
their gonorrhcBas fi» flight in common, that they frsquendy cured themfelves ; 
but it has ib happened, that a- gonorrhoea' has been^ remarkabty levere, which 
bafHing all their flcill they have appUed for affiftance, but then th^ were foon 
attacked- with the fymptoms of a fever, arid- when rfic fever has gone off the 
' ' fymptoms 
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fymptoms of the gonorrhoea immediately became mild. I may now alio ob- 
{erve, that when the dileale is in the form oSzluet venerea, dif&rent conftitu- 
tions are difierently afieded> in fbme it's' progiiefe h very rapid, in others it is 
very flow. 
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CHAPTER IV; 



OF THE LUES VENEREA BEING THE CAUSE OF 
OTHER DISEASES. 

EVERY animal may belaid to have natural tendencies to difea&d aftions, 
which may be conlidered as predifpoiing cauies> and theie may be 
called into action whenever the inmiediate caufe takes place, which may be 
fuch as to have no conneftion with thele tendencies, and cannot therefore 
be conlidered as the caufe of the difcafe. One difeafe Ihall excite another, 
and therefore is fuppofed to be the Ible caufe of it, as flight fevers, or colds, 
iinall pox, and mealies, become fi-equently the immediate caufe of icrofula, 
and certain derangements of the natural aftions of the body often bring on 
tlie gout, agues, and other difeafcs j but thefe difeafcs will be always more 
or lefs according to the conftitution and parts ; and the coniUtutions will 
dificr according to circumftanccs, which may be numerous j two of thefe 
however will be local fituation, and age. 

In this country the tendency to fcrofUla arifcs from the climate, which 
is in many a predifpofing caufe, and only requires Ibme derangement to 
become an immediate caufe and produce the whole difeafe. 

The venereal difeafe alfo becomes often the immediate caufe of other 
diforders, by calling forth latent tendencies to a(3ion. This does not happen 
fi:om its being venereal, but from it's having dellroyed the natural aiSions, 
fo that the moment die venereal adtion and difpofition is terminated, the 
other takes place ; and I have feen in many cafes the tendency fo very 
ilrong, that it has taken place before the venereal has been intirely fub- 
dued } for by purfuing the mercurial courfc the fymptoms have grown 
worfe ; but by taking up the new difpofition, and rendering it lefs afflive 
than the venereal, the venereal has come into aftion anew j and thefe effefU 
have taken place alternately feveral times. In fuch cafes it is a lucky cir- 
cumftance when the two modes of treatment can be united ; but where they 
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aA in qj^c^tioA it is very unfortunate. If the venereal diieafe attacks the 
lungs, although that difjpofidon may be corm^cd, confumptiDn may enfue ; 
and in like manner where the bones are affe&ed, or the nofe» icrofiilous 
Twellings or fiilula latrymalis may be the conlequence, though the dtfeaic 
may have been cured. 

Many of the difeafts arifing from this caufc. appear to be peculiar to fiich 
caules, and ieem to be formed out of the conftitution, the di&afe, .and 
inethod of cure ; thenfore. it is. difficult to fay of what nature fuch a difeafe 
may be ; but it' will in general have a particular tendency from the cdniH* 
tutioQ i and if we are acquainted with the general tendency of a coniUtudon 
we are to foipe^ that as the ibongeft cajiie, and that the diJeafe will partakft 
moreof it than of the other. In this country thele complaints have moil 
commonly a forofulous tendency, and are often truly fcrofolat^y the diieale 
partaking more of dut toidency than any other. 

Parts have aUb their peculiar tendencies. to difoales^ which are ftronger 
than thofc of the conftitution at large, and when injured they will of courfe 
fell into the difeaied action atiling from foch taidencies, -therefore when 
parts have had their natural aftions dcftroycd by a venereal irritation. 
thofe tendencies will be brought into a<3ion ; and therrfore the difeafes 
ariling from tiie tendencies of foch parts arc to be kept in view. They 
will be affifted likewiie by local fituation and age. 

In particular countries, and in young people, the tendency to fcrofola 
will be predominant j therefore buboes in them will more readily become 
fcrofolous. In old people they may form cancCTS j and when in parts of 
the bo^ which have a gitater tendency to cancer, that difcafe will more 
readily take place. 

The want of knowledge and attention to this fubjeA has been the caufo of 
many miftakes, for whenever fuch efieds have been produced in confequence 
of the venerea! di&ale it has immediately been blamed, and not only as a cailfc, 
but it has been fuppofed to be the difeafe itfclf. This is an inference natural 
enough for thofe wlio cannot fee that a variety of caufes are capable of pro- 
ducing one effeft, or in other wonis, that where the predifpofing caufc is the 
fame, a variety of immediate caufes may produce the fame adion. It ihews 

great 
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great ignorance however to fappoie the venereal dUeaie can be bodi the pre-* 
diiiwiing and immediate cauie. 

When the venereal difeaie attacks the urethra^ it often becomes it&4f the 
predifpoling caufe of abfccHes, and many other complaints ; when it atfiicks 
the outfide of the penis, forming chancres, they often ulcerate fo deep as to 
conununicate with the urethra, producing fiftula in the urethra, and often 
continued ph3rmole$. 

In defcribing diieafes which like the venereal diieale admit of a great va-* 
ricty of fymptoms, we ftiould keep a middle line, firft giving the moft common 
iymptoms of the difeafe in each form, then the varieties which moft commonly 
occur, and laft of all the moft uncommon; but it will be impoflible to take 
notice rfevciy poffible variety, ^erefore when a variety occurs not mentioned, 
it is not to be fuppoled that the author is leading his refers aftray^ or is 
unacquainted with the dileafe at large j for if his general principles are juft» 
tiiey will help to explain moft of the lingularities of the diieaie. 
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OF GONORRHOEA. 

WHEN 2n irritating matter cf any kind is applied to a &cceting 
Surface, it mcreales that ^retion, and changes it from it*« fuMural 
ftate (whatever that be) te 4bme odier, which is die prefrat t^eaie is a pas. 

When this takes place in the urethra it is catled a gtmon^eea ; and as it 
arifes -from -the matter heing applied to A non-cutkdar fimiace, which 
n^ttnafly-fecretes ibme fluid, it is of no ooniequoice in'n'hat part of the 
body-this iiiriace is j -for if oi-the anus it will produce' a fimilar difchargt 
there,' and a Similar «^dl t»i Aeinfideof the mouth, nole, eyes, and ears, 
It'is tonceived'by fome, that gonorrhoeas may take place without <he above- 
mentioned immediate caufe ; that is, .&at they may anfe from the cenftitu- 
tion ; if fo, they miift be -fimilar to what is foppofed to be a venereal 
ififflithalinia. Bntfreifl^'Aeaffiilogy erf" other -venereal affcftions proceeding 
from the conftitution, I very much fufpeft the exiftence pf either the one 
or the other : for when the poifon is rfirowji upon the mouth, throat, or 
nofe,- it produces -ulcers, and not an ihcreafed fecretion like a- gonorriiaBa«. 
feat We Tiever find an ulcer on the infide of the eye-lids in -thofe ophtitalt 
mms i and gonoirhceas in thcurethia arctoofreqwaat »opn>c«cdfrom.fuch 
k caufe. ■ ' ' . : r 

Till about the year 1 75 3 it was generally fappofcd, that the nfiatier from 
thf urethra in a gonorrhcea arofe from an «1^' or- -ulcers in that paf&gb j 
ibut from dbieiVatiAn it was then proved -rfiat 'this was not the cafe. ' " - 
' tt may not be improper tb'give here a ^Wrt hlfltory of the diibovety of 
matter being formed by inflammation without ulceration. -In the winter 
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1749, a child was brought into the room ufed for diiledion, in Covent 
Garden, on opening of whofe Aorax a large quantity of pus was found 
loofe in the cavity, with the furfecc of the lungs and the pleura furred 
over witl\ a..mpre foUd fubfiance fimilar' to coagulable lymph. On re- 
moving this from thofe furfeces tiicy were found intire. This appearance 
being new to Dr. Hunter, he fent to Mr. Samuel Sharp, defiring his 
attendance, and to him it. >lfo aj^jeafred new. Mr. Sharp afterwards in the 
year 1750, publifiied his Critical Enquiry, in which he introduced this 
fe£t, " That matter may be formed without a breach of fubftanccj" not 
mentioning whence he Had derived this notion. It was ever after taught by 
Dr. Hunter in his lofhires s we however find writers adopting it without 
quoting ckhcf Mr. Sharp "or Dr. Honto". So much being known, I was 
anxious to examine whether the matter in a gonorrhoea was formed in the 
feme way. In the fpring of 1753 there was an execution of eight men, 
two of whom I knew had at that time very fevcre gonorrhceas. Their bodies 
beijfg ppcured for this particular purpofe, we were very accurate in our exami- 
nation,:' but found no ulceratioo, the two urethras appeared merely a little 
blood- {hot, efpecially near the gl^s. This being another nffw ^i^^fcertained, 
it could not efcape Mr. Gather, ever attentive to his emolument, who 
was then attending Dr. Hunter's ledures, and alio pradUfing diiTet^oa under 
me. He published, foon after in 1754* a treatife on this difeafe, and 
explained, fiilly, that the matter in a gonorrhoea, did not ariic from an ulcer, 
without mentioning how he. acquired this knowle^ge^ and it has ever fince 
been adopted in publications on this fubje^t. Since the period mentioned 
above, I have confUntly paid {Articular attention to this circumfUnce, and 
have opened the urethra of many who at the time of their death had a 
gonorrhoea, yet h^ye nevpr found a fore in any ; but alw^s ob&rved that 
ihe urethra near the glans was more blood-fliot than ufual, and that the 
lacunx were often filled with matter. I have indeed feen an inftance of a 
&rc' a little within the urethra ; but this fqcc was not produced by any 
jilceration of the furfece, but from an inflaimnation taking place probably 
in one of the glands, which produced an abfpefs in the part, and that 
^fccfs opened its vray into the urethra. The very fame fore opened a way 
ihrough cxtcrn^ly at the fnenum, fo that there was a new pafTage 
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die urine, Indoed the mediod of curing a gbnorrhcea might have Aiown 
tiiat it ccHild not de^iend upon a venereal ulcer ; for there is hardly an 
inilance of a venereal ulcer bong cured but by mercury, except by efcha . 
rotics. We know however that mofl: gonorrhceas are curable without 
mercuiy j and what is' ftill moKt without any medical affiibuice, which I 
believe is never the cafe with a chancre. This h€t of there being no ulcers 
was firft taught puWicly by Dr. Hunt« at his ledtures in the year 1750, 
but he did not attempt to account for it. 



I. OF THE TIME BETWEEN THE APPLICATION AND 
. EFFECT. • 

In moft diieafes there is a certain time between the application of the 
caufe, and the appearance of. the efied. In the venereal dileaie this time i? 
found to vary cwifiderably, owing probably to the ftate of the conititiition 
when the infe^Hon was recdved. Each form of the di&aie aUb varies in this 
refpea ; die^ gmorHuea^and chancre being earlier in their appearance after 
contamination than die htes venerea, and of the two former die gonorrhcea 
appearing fooner than the chancre. In the gonorrhoea the times of appear- 
ance are very di£^rent } I have had realbn to believe that in fome the poifon 
has taken cSs£t in a few hours, vrhile in others it has been fix weeks ; and I 
have had examples of it in^ll the intomediate periods; fo&r however asvre 
can rely upon the veraci^ of our patients, and &rther cvidoice we cannot 
have, iix, eight, ten, or twelve days would appear to be the moft common 
period, though it is capable of afiei^ing fome people much foooer, and others 
much later. I was informed by a married gentleman who came from die 
country and left his wife behind him, that in a jrolick he went to a bagnio and 
had connection with a woman of the town ; the next morning he left her, 
and he Jbad no fooner got to his lodging than ho felt a moifture of the part, 
and upon infpedion he found a beginning gonorrhcea, which proved a very 
troublefome one. I was told by another goitleman, that he had been with a 
woman ova* night, and in the morning die gonorrhcea appeared ; the £tme 
happened to Jbim twice. I was inforaued l^ a third gentleman, that the dif- 
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chflrgie appeared in fix-ahd-tfautyhonrs after tlKSpplicaticihof the poHim. Ifi 
the abov&.mentioiied psitients tiae inSe&on. xnnft have atifen from dv poiSait 
app^ed atth(^ AaCedtim», ttc mneof themfatdan op p ort unri y dF reociring 
l3ic infeftion for many weeks before. 

Theie aflettions fio^ men c^ veacit^, and ndiene there cbald fac no tOD^ 
latkm «D deceive, not even an inugmaiy one, ase iufficient evidoKcs. Ota ^ 
other httndj upon ^^qiially good auzhori^, Ihavetioonin&innedthAtfiKwaefci 
after the application had paHed, before Any fyrapbom appeusd. . The pttitnt 
had ftrange and uncommon complaints preceding the running, fuch as an 
iinufual len&tion in the parts, with moft of the other fymptoms of gonorrhoea 
extept &e-di£:harge. He had the &me complaint about .tirelre monthii after- 
wards, and then it was four weeks from the .application of the poiicxi before it 
appeared, giving for fome part of that time the former difagreeable ienfations ; 
lut &om hisiate experience he fufpofied what was commg. From tfa^ i am 
iacSined to believe that it ieldom or never lies pcrfo^iyquiflt. fo kog^ raod'that 
die in'fiamniiaaory ftate may take piace for fome. co^didecaUe ti^ie ixSoie the 
Arppara-tiTe ; and inthefe cafes :tiKrei&Ie& difpoBtisn £of a cwiv as ^e-nry 
difpolition 'whicii formsa mnhing is in general a £iitttary «n^-and-<is;an mCec* 
mediateAcp betwecnthedifeaib, whidii6dieinikiiima!ttQii»andlheiausj'for 
in'4tt time of fuppuration a change has takm place in die-vcflels producing 
die formad<m of matter. If this chuige ihould never take pfatce it is -not 
cotain v/hat would be die conleqaeiToe j whether ^a ihfkoimation weald ga 
tiff without fuppuration, as in many cpnUnon infiamnKi'tions, I have'noi beeii 
iUfkto determine, butihouM fu^jed-thatit would continue much longer than 
ufiial, <bcdauie tiw parts have not compkattd their atSions j and I alfofu^e^ 
^t fiuh cafe jJvrays arifc &oni fome peculiarity «f conAitutioQ . 



IL O^ THE DIFFICULTY O^F DISTINGUISHING THE 
VIRULENT FROM THE SIMPLE GONGRRHCEA. 



. Th£ £ufacc of Che urethra, is fubJeA to inilamiliaition and Hippmation ^vm 
various other caufes befides the venereal poifoa j and, fometimes. difciiarges 
happen fpontaneoufly when lio immediate caufe.caa b&^a0igned j inch tiaay be 
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(sUed Gniple gohdnrhfleas, and have nodiihg of the veriaaii iwffiffioh ih thetti ; 
though thofe that have been formerly fubje^ to vifillfcnt ^ohonhffias iit 
tnoft liable to them. It is given as a (iiftingui&ing mark betwfeen dlefimp!6 
ftnd the virulent gonorrhoea, that the fimple comes on ' immediately after 
copulation, and is at once violent ; whereas the virulent cbities on Ibrhte days 
t^er, and gradually. But the fimple is notin all cales a confequence of i 
man's having had connection with women, it does not always conle on at 
once, nor is it always free fimn pain. On the other hand vrc fee man^ 
venereal gonorrhoeas that begin without any appearance of inBanimation ; ahd 
1 have been very much at a lofs to determine whether they were venereal or 
not ; for there are a certain clafs of lymptoms common to almoft all dileafes 
ot the urethra, <iom which it is difficult to dUlingOilh the few that arift 
foldy from the fpecific aSiaftion. I have known the urethra fympathile with 
the^ttingof a tooth* producing all the fymptoms of a gonorrhoea, and this 
happened feveral times In the ikme patient, 'the urethra Is fcnown ta be 
fometlmes the ftat of the gout.' I have known it the fiat of the rheumatifin. 
The urethra of thoft who have had venereal eomplaitits is more kpt tB exhibit 
fymptotns fimilai- to gohorrhcea, than it is of tllbife Who have never Had anj 
fiich coiApIalnt; and it h generally in confequence of' the palts having beeil 
hurt by that diftaft that the fimple gtjndffhtea etfmis oft / which perhaps i^ 
aifo a realbn why they are in fome meafure ^dillar. In this ctnnplaiiit i 
cSfcharge and even pain attacks the urethra, and Itrange ftftMofii; are etetf 
now and thai felt in thefe parts, which isdthet i cetutil offlie ^mptOffis df 
thi viiiereal difcafe wlthotrt virus, mayarile asi it WtW iJXifttiheBttfly, or iUif 
be a confeqtience of fome other dlfeaft; Wh^ it is ifi ediiftqtfeitce tif iteit 
fbiiner venereal gonorrhcei it Is &ldom cabSsmt, and ifiay be taltiif a tiimi 
pOraiy gket, ceaflng fbr a time and then returfi^'g; btrf iit ftich diSs &e 
plats feWom fwell ; the gUns dois not change to die r^ 6h6rty colour; rittf 
does it fweat a kind of matter. Siich 4 coftnpMnt, a* a (fflUiir^ Wdioat ViiraS 
js knowftlo HiM hf Its comiftg oh when there- has bebA lio Jite'cofihtffltirf 
wiA wemen, and IfkeWlfc b^its coming on of its oWit accettf Where riieW 
had never been any ferrtiftf venereal ofluplahi t^ nor any ehaA^O^ Inicftibn.

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From its cammonly going off foon^-lwth in thofc who iiave had connciftion 
with wcmien, and in thofc who have not, it becomes very difficult int many 
caTcs to determine whether it is venereal, for it is oftai thought venereal when 
it really Is not Co ; and on the other hand it may be fuppc^ed to be only a 
return of the gleet, when it is truly venereal ; but perhaps this is not (o ma- 
terial a circumAance as might at firil be fuppofcd. Theie difeafes may be 
confidered only as an inconvenience intailed on thofc who have had the vene- 
real gonorrhoea; no certain cure for cbem is known; th^ aire limilar to the 
fluor albus in women. 



III. OF THE COMMON FINAL INTENTION OF SUPPURA- 
TION NOT ANSWERING. IN THE PRESENT DISEASE. 

When a fccreting furface has once received the inflammatory aiUon, it'a 
fecretions are increafcd, and viiibly altered; alio yhen the imtation has 
produced inilammation and an ulcer in the relid parts, a fccretion of matter 
takes place, the intention of which in both fccms to be to waih away the 
irritating master ; . fo that irritations are endeavouring to produce th^i^ pwn 
deft:rudUon,likc a mote in the eye which by increafiiig the fecrettonoftears.is 
itfelf waflied away. But in inflammations arifmgfrom ipccificor morbid 
poifons this effe& cannot be produced ; for although the firft irritating matter 
be waftied away, ,yet the new matter formed has the lame quality with the 
original ; aiid therefore upon ^e lame principle, it would produce a perpe- 
tual, fucceflion of ir^itation^, and of courfc fccretions, even if there were no 
otho* caufe.fpr the continuance than it's own matter. But the venereal in- 
fljunmation is notlcept up by the pus which is £>nned; but like many other 
ipttific difcafes, by the fpecific quality of the inflammation itfclf. ■ This 
inflammation ho^vcyer it w;puld appear c^.only laft a limited time; the 
fymptoms peculiar to it vanifliing'of themielves by the parts becoming leis 
andlcfs fuiccptible of irritation. This circumAance is not peculiar to this 
particular form of the venereal difcafc ; it is perhaps common to almoil every 
difcafc that can a&£t the human body. From hence it will appear,- that the 
■ I ,-■ . ■ Qon^ucnt 
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■coRfcquent venereal matter has no power <jf cpntinuingthe original irtitation» 
and indeed if this were not the cafe there would be no end to the difeafe. - 
' As the Hving principle in many difeafes is not capable oS cpntiAuing the 
fame adHon, it alio loies this power in the prefent, when the difeafe b m the 
ibrm of a gotiorrhcea, and the eflei^ is at laft ftopped, the irritation cetfing 
gradually. This ccffation will vary according to circumftanccs j for if the 
irritated parts are in a ftate very fufceptible of fu<^ irritations, in all proba- 
bility their anions will be more violent and continued longer ;-but in all ca&s 
the di^ence muA arife from the dif&rence in the conQit^tion, and :not from 
any diflfcrence In the poifon itfclf. '» " '^ ■ ■ , ' 'j ■ 

The circumAance of die di&afexeaiing ^ntartepufly, only happens when 
it attacks a fecreting furfece, and when a fecretion of pus is produced j for 
w^en it attacks a non-iecieting lurface> and produces it's tfkSa there>. that 
is an ulcer i the parts fo affected ate capable pf continuing the difeafe, or 
this mode of aiftion, for ever, as will be taken notice of when we ihall here- 
after confider chancre. But this diilcrencc between fponlaneous and non- 
jlpontaneous cure,- ieems to depend morevbn the difier^ce in, the two modes 
pf action, than on the di^rence in the two fur&ces ; for when^thie difeafe 
produces an: ulcer on a fecreting fur&ce,- which- it often does. from the 
c(Miftitution> as on Uie tofifils, it has no difpofition to cure of itfelf; nor 
in the. urethra, . in a recent cafe, if ulcers are formed there, would they heal 
more readily than when formed any where elfe. " 

The common prafticc proves thefe fails ; we every day iee gonorrhceas 
cured by the moil ignorant ;- but in chancre, or the lues ve^fK^t more Ikill ' 
is neceflary : the rcafon is obvious, gonorrhcea cures itfclf, whilft the other 
forms of the diieaie require the aiHftance of art. 

It fometimes happens that the parts which became irritattd firft, get wdl, 
while another part of the iame fur&ce receives the irritatipn* vi^ich continues 
the diieafe,' as happens when it'ihifts from the gkns to the urethra. 

From this circuraftance of ^I gonorrhoeas ceafing without medical help, 
I ihould doubt very much the po^ibility of a perfon getting a ftelh gtmor- 
rhcea while he has that difeafe ; or of his increafing the lame by the applt- 
cation of ftefli matter of it's own kind ; and this obfervation holds in all the 
forms of Ae difeaici for'it has been proved that the application of the 
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matter from a: gortorrhoea to a buboe does not' in the leaft retard the cure of 
that buboe ; nof does tht matter of a chaftcre applied to a buboe, nor the 
blatter of a buboe applied to a chancre, produce any bad effcft; though if 
Venereal matter is applied to a cranmon fore it will often produce the vene- 
real irritati(A. ByUll TVhich t am led to believe that the venereal matter 
ICHm^ in a gonorrhoea does not affift in keeping up that gonorrhaEa ; for it 
is only an application of matter whofe pcnfon and ef&dh are exai^y fimilar 
to the ef&As upon the folids already produced ; and that nothing could 
Increafe or continue the e^A but ibmething that is capable of increafing 
the difpofitibn of the parts themftlves for fuch inflammation, or making 
th«n more iufceptible of it. We find befides, that a gonorrhoea may be 
cured while there is a chancre* and vice verfe : now if ficfh venereal matter 
WAS capable <^ keeJHng up the difeaie, no gonoirrhcea could ever get well, 
while there is this fuppiy of venereal matter.' From all this it is reafonable to 
fijppofc that fuch a furftcc of an ammal body is not capable of being irritated 
hy it's own matter ; nor ifr it capable of being irritated beyond a certain trniei 
and therefore if frcfli venereal matter were continued to be applied to the 
luethra of a man who had a gonorrhtea, that it would juft go off as fbon as 
if no fiich application had been made, and get as loon wdl as if great pains 
had been taken to walh it's own matter away. The fame reafoning holds 
good in chancres. 

I carry this idea ftill fiirthw, and aflert that the parts become left fufccp- 
tible of the veneical irritation ; and that not only a gonorrhoea could not be 
coatinucd hf the application of ei^ier it's own or frefh matter ; but that a 
jgoara cculd not get a ftelh gonorrhoea nor a chancre if he applied frefb

have now advanced is true,, wiping, or waihing away matter under the- ide^ ot Ice^ying. thf parft 
cfcan, is in ereiy cafe abdndt 
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venereal matter to the parts when the cure is nearly completed, and con- 
tinaed the application ever after, or at leaft at fuch intervals as wete within 
the eflfea of habit- For I can concave that in time thfe parts' may 
become fo habituated to this application as to be infenfible of it j for by a 
pretty conftant application the parts would never be allowed to &rget this 
irritation, or xzthet never become unaccuftomed to it j and . therefore this 
fupply of frefli matter could not affe£t the parts fo as to renew the di&aie 
till they firft recovered their original and natural ftate, and then thcjT would 
be capable of bdng a&dted again. 

This opinion is not derived from theory only^ but is deduced from expe- 
rience and obfervation ; for we find that a man ihall immediately after having 
a gonorrhoea have frequent connections with women of the town, and that 
for years, without catching the dUeafe ; yet a frelh man (hall contra^ it 
immediately from the very ,^me woman j and if the firft mentioned man was 
to be out of the habit of this irritation for fome time, he thai would be as 
ready to catch it as the other. Where this habit is not ib ftrong as to pre- 
vent altogether the parts from being afieCted, yet it will do it in part ; and 
it is a ftrong proof of this, that moil people have their firft gonorrhoea the 
worft, and the focceeding ones generally become niilder and milder till the 
danger of infection almoft vanishes. 

The following fafls ftcm to explain this : A married man who had con- 
nection only with his wife for ieveral years, afterwards flept with a woman 
with whom he had formerly cohabited, but not for fome time, Ihe gave 
him a fcverc gonorrhcea, and declared that fhe knew nothing of it. He put 
himfelf and her Under my care i and while they were going on with their 
cures they ftill continued to have conncdlion with each other, which I 
readily allowed. He got well, and it vras fuppofed fhe got well alfo } the 
intercourfe was continued between them for many months after, without 
any mifchicf received on his fide, or any fufpicion of ranaining difeafe on 
hers. 

At iaft this connedion was broken off, and the formed another attach- 
ment : fhe no fooner formed this- new attachment than (he gave her new 
lover a gonorrhoea ; fhe now flew to me for a cure, and declared that Ihc 
had no connection but with theie two gentlemen } and therefore that the 
L prefent 
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pfdent difeafe muft be the fomc fof which I had attended her formerly. 
Her fecond lover vras not a patient of mine ; but I gave her medicines 
which fhe very much neglefted taking. Her lover cwitinued his cwincc- 
tion, as the firft had done, for feveral months after he had got well, 
without any further infedtion from her ; but unfortunately her' firft lover 
returned about a twelvemonth after, and thinking himfelf fccurc, as ftie 
lived in peace with die prefent, had connedtion with her again, and but 
once, the confequence however was, a gonorrhcea. 

Had the woman the gonorrhoea all this time ? And what was "the reaftHi 
of thefe gentlemen not catching the difeafe, except after the acquaintance 
had been interrupted for fome time j was it the effedt of habit by which the 
parts loft their fufceptibility of that irritetion ? 

-The cafe of a young woman from the Magdalen holpital is a ftriking 
proof of this, as far as circumftances can prove a fadt. She wis received 
into that houfe, and continued the ufual time, which is two years. This 
moment fhe came out (he was picked up by one who was in waiting for her 
with a poft-chaife to carry her off immediately ; (he gave him a gcwiorrhcea. 
This opinion of parts being ' fo habituated to this irritation a^ hardly to 
be affedtol by it, is ftrengthencd by obfcrving, that in the gonorrhcea the 
violent fymptoms (hall often ccafc, and the difeafe (hall ftill continue, fpin- 
ning itfelf out to an amazing length, with no other fymptoms than a dif- 
charge, yet that difcharge (hall be venereal ; this I have frequently feen r 
and the following is an abftra<S of a Angular cafe of this kind. 

A gentleman had connection with a woman of tfie town, and received a 
venereal gonorrhcea in the beginning of April 1780. He, at firft, could 
hardly believe it to be venereal, as he had kept the woman in the country, 
whete (he had fcarcely ever been out of his fight j but the violent pin in 
making water, great running, chordcc, and fwellal tefticle, convinced him 
that it was venereal. When the cure was going on tolerably well, and he 
had got the better of one fwelled tefticle, the other began to fwell ^ how- 
ever, all the fymptoms gradually disappeared, except the chordee, hardheis 
of the epididymis, and a fmall gleet which was flimy. On the 12th of 
June he went into the country ; while in the country the chordee went off, 

and 
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and the hardnefs of the epididymis entirely, diiappeared, but flUl a flimy gleet 
remained, although but trifling. 

September the firft» he married a ypung lady, and endeavouring to enter 
the vagina, he found great difficulty, which brought on a return of the 
chordec, and an increafed difcharge. On the loth, Hie began to complain 
of heat, and pain, and of a difficulty and frequency in making water, and 
when ihe made water thece was forced out fome mattCT j £he had alfo a 
dull heavy pain, and a fenfe of weight at the bottom of her belly, and round 
her hips, with great Sorcads of the parts when Ihe iat j thefe fymptoms 
had been preceded by an itching about the orifice of the vagina. 

By talUng a. mercurial pill, and rub^ng the parte with mercurial oint- 
ment, in about eight days the violence of the fymptoms abated ; th^ were 
now allowed to cohabit, but whenever they came together, the pain which 
(he Hif&icd was exceffive. ■ The parts were walhed with a iblution of corr 
roilve fubUmate and fugar of lead, and anointed with mercurial contment, 
.which applications being continued for fome time, the forei;ie& went off. 
He was treated medically, and afterwards all was well. 

Here was avenercal gononhoea contracted about the b^inning of Ajml ; 
all the fymptoms had di^ppearcd by the firft of June, and there only 
remained fome of the confequences, fuch as chixdee, hardn^ of the epi- 
did^nis, and a difcharge of a little ilimy mucus, which could only bp 
obferved in the morning. In a fhort time the chordee and hardnefs in the 
epididymis had indrdy gone oiF, and merdy the £uall difcharge of mucus^ 
which appeared only in the morning remained ; yet three OKHiths after he 
communicated the diiea& to his wife.- 

I was conMted in the fcdlowing cdk by the furgeon who attended : July 
13th, 1783, a perfon had connexion with a woman of the town : the 30th, 
that is fcventeen days after, a gonorrhcea came on, which was violent. He 
took mercurial pills and gentle purges ; in twelve days the violent fymptoms 
abated, and about the 4th of September the difcharge was ilopp^l. The 9th 
it began to appear again, but only lafted a few days ; and would come and go 
in this way fcane times cvoy two days ; often fix or feven days. On the 28th 
of September he had connedtion with his wife, while he had a finall difcharge. 
The 9th of October he had connei^on again, and three days after Ihe com- 
plained 
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plained of heat in making water, with a difcharge and other fymptoms of 
■ gonorrhcea which were violent. About the latter end of Oftober her com- 
plaints were almoft removed; feme only of the fymptoms appearing and 
diiappearing till January 1784, when he had conne«ftion with her to try 
whether (he could give it him, viz. three months after the fecond conneiflion, 
and in fourteen days after this he had all the fymptoms of a gonorrhcEa. 
April 29th he was not per&dly well, having a difcharge with a pain in the 
perinasum, and ffae alfo had a difcharge. If this laft attack in January 1784, 
in him was a gonorrhoea, then of courfe fhe mull have had it } and alfo of 
courie he mull have loft his in the intermeliate time, between the 9th of 
OAobcr 1783, and January 1784; for if he had had it alfo then, it could 
not have produced any cSc^ upon him. 

It was impollible to ^y whether they had now the infedicm or not, for 
any trials upon themlelves would prove but little, except one of them only 
had it Co as to in&£t the other ; but if both had it no alteration could take place 
in either ; as it could not be afcertained whether they had the diieafe or not, 
and as there were fufpicious fymptoms in both, when joined with all the 
circumftances, the attending furgeon and I thought it moft prudent to treat 
them as if a£hially afie£ted vnth a gonorrhoea. 

If it is true, as is averted in the voyage round the world, that the voieital 
difeafe was carried to Otaheite, it Ihews that it can be long retained after all 
ideas of it's exil^ce have ceaied ; and when it is retained for Aich a length 
of time it is moft probably in the form of gonorrhcea.' 

In like manner, a venereal buboe, if it could be kept a conliderable time 
between the point of fuppuration and refolution, would become indolent irnn 
habit, continue in that point of fulpenfion, and remain perhaps almoft incu- 
rable ; luch I think I have lieen. 



IV. OF THE VENEREAL GONORRHCEA. 

In treating of tiie leat, extent, and fymptoms of gonorrhcea, I fhall begin 
with fuch particulars as are conftant or moft frequent, and take them as much

real, ibr he had been picked up by a woman in the ftreets a few nights 
^before ; he never had had any &ch complaint from conne^(Hi with wom^ 
M before 
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before that dme. Periups the <£feafe begins of^ef on thofe parts ihgn k- 
commonly imaginod, but the circumilance of their being little fulct^tiUe oC 
this kind of irritadon, from their having a cuticle^ may be the reaibn why it 
does not produce a laftlng ef&£t, and is often fo flight as not to be obferved. 
When the glans or pre()iice* or both, take on the venereal inflammatioh, it 
often refts there and goes no further, not being attended with a. diicharge of 
matter, nor with pain in the urethra, as the itJlomng cafe fliews. 

A young gentleman from Irdand, flept with a woman at Briftol, and a 
^rtnight after he had intercourfe. in London with the maid of the houfe, 
which lail happened to be on a Monday, and rai the Tue^y, or the day 
'following, he obferved a running fmii the end of his penis when covered 
with the prqHice; on the Saturday f(dlomng he applied tt> me; oh exa^ 
mination I found that the running came from the infide of the prepuce near to 
the glans, and the corona gkndis, as alio that part 6f the prepuce bdiind it; 
appeared to be in a toider-and- excoriated ftate, and covered widi matter. He 
told mehehadoncbhjd-a'gdnorrhcea hdoM; and upon being aiked if it was 
in the &aa& place, iMPiaid it w&6; not being certain how hx this ini^t be 
venereal, I made the following inquiry j vrhether he had been fubjcft to fuch 
excoriations before he had viflted women P and his anfwer was, that hcnenr 
had ; and that he had net diis complaint always after coition, but only twice, 
as has been above-tmcntiohed, which being uncommon, made irim fuppofe 
the eflfcft fo be venereal. 

I fufpeft that when the prepuce fwells in a gonorrhcea of the urethra, pra- 
ncing a phymoHs, which is often the cafe, it arifes from the £uiie (^ca£ 
having taken i^ace on it's infide, and that not bdng- fulficient to produce 
ulceration it goes no furth«- ; and that this inflanunation is of the eiyfipela- 
tou8 kind; a circtimAance veiy nece^ry to be known in the cure. 

The urethra is die part in which diis form of the venereal difeaie is moft 
frequent ; and although the inflammation attending the difeafe in this part 
has many of the common fyn^>tom8 of inflammation, yet it can hardly be 
called fuch, when moderate j at ledfl it doies not conflantly produce all the 
efl^s of common inflammation, though there is a tendency towards it. TIk 
parte feldom have all the chsradmiUc lymptoms ; for there is no throbbing 
fenfation j there is but little pain, except (mm the irritation of the urine and 
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diAfittidn of ^ parte; ihe inflammation ielckuh extends deeper than the 
l((iriace» and we have therefinie rarely any tume^Aion or thickaiing of the 
parts. It would rather appear an error locion the iur&ceof the utethra like 
a blood-fhot eye. 
. The iecredon of pus with io little inflammation, is perhaps owing to theie 

parts bedng natuially in a ftate of iecretioh ; therefore the tranfition from aa 
healthy to a difeaibd Secretion is mxxc eafily produced. It fomedmes hap- 
pens however, that the parts do inflame conflderably, and the inflammation 
goes deep into the cellular or rather reticular membrane of the corpus 

jpongiofum urethra, efpecially near the glans. Sometimes it extends fur- 
ther ^ong the corpus Jpottgiofian vr^/^cr, producing tumefaiftion^ that is, 

.an extrava&tion of tbs coagulable lymph, which is the common cauie of 

. chordee. It may be obierved in genera],' that in moll caies when fuppuradon 
is produced, there is a decreaie of inflammation. The inflammation in the 

- reticular membrane of the furrounding parts would appear not to be always 
confined to the adh^ve ftage, for iii thoie parts we have fc«netime8 fup- 
purations, eipecially;m thie perinseum, which fuppurations I fuipeiS: to be in 

. the glands^ as will be taken notice of hereafter. 

The gooiorrhcea does not always attack urethras otherwiie ,£)und, nor does 
it always attack urellira^ whofe relative parts are always Ibund. Thus we 
have pcbple contracting this dilea& while they are'afieded with ftrit^res, 

. iwelled proftate gland, as'alfO.difea&d teiliqles, or fuch tefUcles as very readily 
run into di&afe ; by which the difeaie becomes more complicated and requires 
more attention in the method of cure. Sometimes the difea^ are relieved 
by ihe gonorrhcea; at other titnes increafed. 



VI. OF THE MOST COMMON SYMPTOMS, AND THE 
ORDER OF THEIR APPEARANCE. 

Although the irritation muft always begin firft, yet it is not certain 
which,of the lymptoms in confequence of that irritation will firft appear; 
for any one may appear fingly without the others, though this is rarely the 
cafe. The firft fyniptom, when carefully attended to, is generally an itching

There is geoendly at this time a greater iulnels in the penis, and auve 
cffKcialfy in die glans, although it is not near ib iiill as -whea ereftcd^ heii^ 
rather in a ftate of half eredian. Befides :dus fahvifs, the glans has a kind 
cf tranfpaiesicy, eipedally near die he^^nmng o£ the urethra, when dv 
flun is diftended, being finooth and red, uQieit^ling a tipe cherry ; Ak is 
owing ta the letio^ar memluane being loaded with a quantity of exteavaiated 
iemm, and die vc£els being filed with blood. Near the b^;ianing of the 
vrethia there is in nuny caies 4Ui -evident extxiriation, ^liudi is nyiTkfd by 
the feotnination of the oaticlc all round ; the fiu^ue of the glans alio is 
often in an half excoriated fiate, which -giTOS it a degree of tendemefe, and 
thoeouies out from it a kind of matter, as has been before obftzyxd. The 
■canal of the urethra becomes narrower than ufoal, which is known by. the 
llream of the mkx being jinaller than common ; this [»oceeds from jthe 
fiilnefs of die poiis in general, and inxn the internal membrue of the 
urethra bong fwolleii by die inflammadon, and alio '^om it's being m 
« ipafinodic ftate. 

Befides theie changes, the fear the padoit is in vihsa he is making sn(ttt 
aflifts in diminishing the ftream of urine. The ftream, as It flows fitxQ 
the urethra is generally much Ccattered and broken the moment-it leaves 
die pa£age, which is owing to the internal canal hiwing become irregular, 
and is not peculiar to a Tenereafl gonoirhcEa, but common to ereiy di&a& 
of die urethra that alters the exa£k and natural figure of -the canal, even 
although the irregtUarity is very far back, as we find in mapy pealed prof- 
JaCe glands.

form what arc called internal ulcers. I have obferved in leveral cafes 9 
tumw .oa the uoder lide of die penis' -where the wedm ii^ v^nck would 
fweU at times very coniiderahly, «rea 10 the-fize of a imall ftutened nut, 
ioftune, and then a gvfh.of nutttei Bomxag ivOtn. the ntedin. It would 
almoft anmediaitely fubfide. The ififch^ge faa9 contiiilucd' for fonur time, 
gia4ttal^ly diminifhii^ till it ha^ intirely gone o& and tin tiimor has been 
^linoft whoUy reduced » yet fiime montiis after it has CweHed in tint £tnK 
manner again^ and terminated in the lame way. How hr thele tumors, 
and the matter they diichargc, are really venereal when they appear firft, 
may be doubtfld ; and it is difficult to deternune this, 6tom the patients in 
general having recourle to medicine immediately ; but in their fubiequent 
attacks they are certainly not venereal, for they cure thonfelves. 
: I hove fe^pcAed thcfe tumor? to be the d\iRs, or lacuna of the glands of 
^ urethra diilended vrkh their mucus from the mouth of the duift being 
clofed^. n a onuincr limilar to what happens to the dud leading from the 
hduymal iack to the nofe j and in coniequence of die diftention of the 
dofb or laeunx, inftunmation and fu|^>uration come on, artd ulceration 
lakes ^aec, winch opeiw a way into the urethra ; but this opening foon 
dnfas uf aoad occaiions 3 rrtum. Cewper's glands have been fn^xded to 
inftuDc, and hoF^ids and fwe^ling have been felt externally very much in 
their fitnatton, which ccHning to fuf^mration have produced confiderable 
afa&efles in the ptfinx'Qi^. Thefe tumors break cirfier internally or exter- 
nally, and ibmecinic& in both ways, making a new paflage for rfic urine, 
called fi&ike in p«diKeo. 

N A forencfs 
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■ A ibrene£i li ciaai felt by the patient ill along ihc under fide of* the penis, 
owing to the inflamed Aatc a£ ttie urcdira. Thk for^eTs often extends as 
&r as the anus, and gives great pain, principally in ero^onfl ; yet it is dif-' 
ferent froin a chordee,' the penis remiUhing Ibaight. 

With moft gonorrhceas there is a frequency in the etefiions, aii^ng from 
the initation at. the time, which' often. approach to a prmpiim, efpecially 
when there is the above>mentionied forenefs, xr vfhai there is a chordce. 
Thole er^ions ta|ce place independent oif die mind; they have been called 
involuntary ; but all creiflkxis are involnatary. No man tiui will an sec- 
tion. ... 

.' Piiapiiins often direatoi. mortification in moi } and I have feen an inftanco 
of it in a dog. The eteSicHi never fubfided, and the penis could not be 
cov»ed by.the prepuce, fnwn ^ iwelhng of the bulb. The pous morti- 
fied, ami dropped off^ and as a dog has a bone in the penis, this' was- 
denuded, and an exfoliation took pkce. As opium is of great fervicc in 
priapiiin, there is rea£)n to fuppofe the complaint- is- of a fpainiO(tit 
nature. 



VII. OF THE DISCHARGE. 

The natural flimy di£;harge from the glands of the urethra is.iirft 
changed from a fine traniparent ropy fecredon ta a watery, whitiih fluid ; 
and the natural exhaling fluid of the urethra, which is intended. fw qicHft-. 
ning that furface, and which appears to be of the £mie. kind with that 
which lubricates cavities in general, becomes le& traniparent ; knd both 
theie fecretions becoming gradually thicker, afllime more and more; the 
qualities of common pus. In fome cafes of gonorrhce^* the'^nds ^at- 
produce the llime which is fecreted in confequence pf lalcivlou^s ide^^.^ire 
certainly not afiedted; for I have ij^a cales, whoi afler die paflages had 
been cleared of the venereal matter by making ^yate^, the pure llime has 
flowed out of the end of the penis, on thefe ideas taking pkce. .When ' 
this matter is more in quantity than what lubricated th^ urethra* it is 

forced 
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forced but at the orifice by the periftaltic aflion of that canal, and appears' 
externally.* 

The matter of gonorrhoea often changes its colour and confiftcncc, which 
is owing to the difpofition of the parts which form it ; fometimes from a' 
white to a yellow, and often to a greenlih colour. Thcfc changes depend' 
on the increale or (fecrcafe of the inflammation, and not on the poifonous' 
quality- of- the matter itfelf; for any irritation on thcfc parts, equal to that 
produced in a gonorrhoea, will produce the iame appearances ; and the 
changes in the colour of the matter are chiefly oblervable after it has been 
difcharged upon a cloth, and become dry. The appearance upon the cloth" 
is of various hues ; in the nsd^e the matter is thicker or more in quantity, 
and it is therefore generally of a deqier colour ; l^e circumference is. paler, 
becaoie the wateiy or loods part c^the matter has fpread further, and at the 
otueredgeof all it is darkeflii this laft appearance is owing to it's being only 
water with a little flime, in which Ibme of the tinge is fufpended, which 
when dry gives a tnuifparency to the part, that takes off from the white 
colour of the linen. It is very probable thtre isa fmall extrava&tion of red" 
blood in all the cafes where the matter deviates- from the common colour, 
and to this the diflcrent ting« fecm to be owing. As this matter arifes 
ftx»n a fpecific inflammation, it has a greater tendency to putrefa^on than 
common matter from a heakhy fore, and has often a Imell lecftiingly pecu- 
liar to itfdf. 

- As it would appear that there is hardly a fufficient furface of the urethra 
inflamed to give the quantity of matter that is often produced, efpeciidly 
when we confidcr that the inflammation does in common go no further than 
two or three inches from the external orifice, it is natural to fuppole that' 
the di&htirgt is produced from other parts, the office of which it is to form 
mucus. for natural purpo&s, and arc therefore more capable of producing a 
great quantity upon flight irritations, which hardly rijfe to' inflammation. 
Thofe parts I hive obierved, are the glands of the urethra. In many cafes

ble of it every moment df the day. But fuch fympKnns ieldoqi happen, 
ibmedmes in<ked a (pafinodic contradion of th^ mufcles takes place, 
which may probably ariie Aron this cauie, though it is more frequoitly felt 
immoliately after making water. 

' When the inflammation is violent, it often happois that fome of die vellels of 
the urethra buril, and o, <^charge of blood enfues, which is in greater quan- 
tity at'theclofe-of mincing -waterj this however takes, place at other times, 
and generally gives temporary eaJe : fixnetimos this blood is. in fmall quan- 
tity, and only gives ^e matter a tinge, as I obierved when treating of the 
colour of the difcharge. The eFei3i<xis of th<; penis often ftretch the part 
fi> much as to become a cauie of ^1 extra va&tion of blood jtliis extrava-- 
iadon generally increafes -the foceneis at the time of making water, and in 
fuch a ftate of parts the urethra is ufually fore when prefled, yet the bleeding 
dimiiulhes the inftamttwrioni and often gives eaie. 



VIM. OF THE CHORDEE. 

Th£ chdrdee eppeaK to ''hcin^rmrtatery in Ibme ca&8> and j^tf/^wM'ic in 
odiers; we ^ll'treatiirll of ttieiniiammiatory. 

When the inflanmiation is not confined merely to the furfece of the urethra 
and it's glands, but goes deeper and zfk&s the reticular membrane, it pro- 
duces in it an extravafetion of coagulable lymph, as in the adhefive infkm- 
mattoA, which Uniting Ae cdls together, deftroys the power of diflention of 
the corpus Jp»Mgi6jim urahne, and makes it unequal in this refpefk to the 
corpora cavernoja penis^ and therefore a curvature on that fide takes place in 
the time of ereffion, which is called a chordec. The curvature is generally 
in'the lower part -of the penis, arifing from the cells of the corpus cavemofum 
penis of that fide, having their fides united byadhefions, fomctimes as it were 
fpontanebufiy, at other times in conlequence of the inflanunation attending 
bad chancres. Bcfides this eifeft of inikmmation, when the chordee is violent 
the mner membrane is I fuppofe fo much upon the ftretch, as to be in fome 
degree torn, which frequently caufes a profufe bleeding from the urethra 
O that 
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thait'^ofteil.'rd^es, tuid ^ven :£bqietiines cntps. As chofdee arijes fi'pfi*'^ 
greato- degree pfioAammaticm than common, it is an e^iSt wluch au|y and 
often does remain after all ia&dioo is gone, being merelya coniequcnoe of 
th& adhefive itiBammaitiOn. 

The Ipaiinodic chordee ari&s from Jpaiio, 9t leaft it cai^ipt iHt}ce(d S^m 
the &iac c&ufe with the other, if my idea of that complaint be well £»in4ed. 
The fpaimodic cotnes and goes, but at no ftated times- j at ope time tbae wilt 
be an eredion entitdy free from iu at anothec.it wilLbeieverely £il^ ud 
this will often happen at fhoct intervals. 



IX. OF THE MANNER IN WHICH THE INFLAMMATION 
ATTACKS THE, URETHRA. S .: .. 

In what manner the diieafo extends it&lf to |he: urethra,iis a queftion not 
yet abfolutely determined ; I fufpcta that it is communicated, or creeps along 
from the glans to the urethra, or at leaft from die beginning or lips of the 
urethra to it's inner furHice j becaule it is impoffible -to conceive, that any of 
the venereal matter ftoia the woman can get into the canal in the time of 
coitipij, aldiough this is commonly believed and averted ; it is jmpoflibic at 
leaA that it can get &> &r as. the common l^t of die difeafe,. or into dio£: 
parts of the urethra where it very often exiils, that is,, through the whole 
length of the canal. . The fallowing caie amounts almofl to a pitxxf of dus 
opinion. 

' A gentleman, on wh(^ veracity I have an endre cOnfidancd, .when in Ger- 
many, where he had not lain with a woman formany weeks^wasina oecef- 
iary-houle and (kt there fbme time ; upon arifing he found Ibmething diat 
&emed to give the glans penis a litde fharp pull, and he found a fmall bit 
of the plaiiler of the neccfl&ry-houfc iticking to it. He paid no furdicr 
attention to it at that dme than merely to remove what ftuck to his penis s 
but five or. fix days after, he obferved the fymptwns of a clap, which proved 
a pretty fevere one. The only way of accounting for this is, that fbme 
perfon who had a clap had been there before him, and had left fame venereal 

matter 
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tfnatter'ttpon this place, and that- the p^ius had remained in contad with it 
a Sufficient time for the matter to dry. 
. When die diiea& attacks the urethra it feldmn extends further than an 
inch, and an half, or two inches at moil> within the orifice, which diftance 
appears to be truly Tpeci£c, and what I have called the fpeciiic extent of the 



As the cauiie of a gonorrhoea is commonly an inflamma^on, it is accom- 
panrcd with pain and tlu formation of matter ; in fuch a ftate neither the 
&nfations of the patient, nor ^e at^ons of the parts theinfelves are confined 
to the real feat of the difeafe. la confequence of the neighbdimng part6 
;^mpathifing, a variety. of fymptoms are produced, many of which do not 
exceed what might arife from an irritable ftate ; an uneafineis partaking of 
ibceneft and pain, and a kind of wearinefs, is eveiy where (e\t about the 
pelvis: the fcrotum, telticles, perinseum, anus and hips, become di&gree- 
ably fenfible to the patient; and the tefticles often require being fufpended; 
and.fo irritable are they indeed in fuch cafes, that the leaft accident or even 
exerciie which, would have no fuch c^& at another time, will make them 
fwcll. The. glands of the groin are often afifefbed iympathetically, and will 
even fwell a little, but do not come to £ippuradon : when diey inflame 
from the abforption of matter they in general fuppnrate. I have ieen cafes 
ivhen: the irritaticmhas extended fo fiir as to aSe^ with real pain the thighs, 
the buttocks, and the abdominal mu&les, fo that the patient has been 
obliged to lie qiuet in an horizontal pofition ; the pain has at times been fb 
confiderable as to make him cry out, and the parts have hem very fore to 
the touch ; the)r have even ftrclled, but the fwelling has not been of the 
infiaminatory kind; for though there was a vifible fulnefs, yet the parts 
were rather foft. I knew one gentleman who never had a gonorrhcea, but 
that he was immediately feized univer&lly with rheumatic pains, and this 
had happened &TeraI times. The blood .at fiich times is generally free 

* It is to be hefc reniarked, diat Ipeclfi&dilea&s, among viuch I ftall reckon fuch as arile 
lixMn mottiid poilbns, have their fpecific dHlance or extent as one of dinr properties ; but thir 
can only take place -what the conftitution is not fulceptible of eryfipelas, or any odier uncommoit 
mode of a£tioD ; for where diere is an eryfipelatous difpofition no bounds are fet to the inflamma- 
tion. 

frcMn 
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. from the inflammatory appearance, and therefore we may iuppoic that the 
conftitution is biK little afibfted. 

When the gonorrhoea (excluftvc of the a^l^ions anJuig iirom fyn^thy) 
is not more violent than I have defcribed, it may be called common ox Jimfk 
venerea/ gononhcBA i but if the patient is very iufniptible of fuch irritation, 
or of any other mode of adion which may accompany the venereal^ then the 
iymptoms are in proportion more violent. In fuch circomilances we fomctimes 
find the irritation and inflammation exceed the fpecific diiUnce, and extend 
through the whole of the urethra. There is often alfo a confidenible degree 
of pain in the perinieum, and a frequent, though not a conftant, fymptom 
is a ipaimodic OontraifUon of the acceleratores uriax, which is always attended 
with contraflions of the eredores mu&les. Whether dieie fpaiins arilc 
from a ibcretion of matter, which being colleSsd in the bulbous part CFf .the 
urethra produces uneafmefs, and excites contradtions in order to its own 
expuliion, like the laA drops of urine, I have not been able to determine. 
I have feen Aich ipaims in the time of making water, from tlie urine irri- 
tating the parts in it's paHage through the urethra, and throwing the mufcuti 
acceleratores into contrat^ions, fo that the wato- came by j^ks. This kind 
of inflammation {bmetimes is confiderable, goes deep into the cellular mem- 
brane, and produces tume£i^on without any other efled. In other cafes 
it goeG on to fuppuration, of^ becoming one of die cauies of fiftuhe in 
perinaeo. I have fometimes, as I have already obierved, fufpe(Sted Cowper's 
glands to be the feat of fuch fuppurations } for I have oblerved externally, 
circumfcribcd fwellings in the fituation of thole glands. The imall glands 
iikewiie of the bulbous part of the urethra may be a^^ted in a fimilar 
manner ; and the irritation is often extended even to the bladder itfelf. 

When the bladder is a^fted it becomes more fu&eptible of eveiy kind 
of irritation, fo that very diiagreeable fymptoms are often produced j it will 
not allow of the ufual diftention, and therefore the patient cannot retain his 
water the ordinary time, and the moment the defire of making water takes 
place, he is obliged inibuitly to make it with violent pain in the bla^ler, 
and ilill more in the glans poiis, exactly fimilar to what happens in a fit 
of the ftone. If the bladder be not allowed to difcharge it's contents imme- ' 
diatcly, die pain becomes almoft intolerable ; and even when the water is 
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evacuated there remains fix fbme time a conliderable pain, bo^ in the 
bladder and gUnsij bocaiiie ita very .»S&>a (f :the ^nuioQlar coat of the 
bladder becomes a caufe of pain by it's own contradion.

When the iofianimation, or peihaps only the jrritatioD, runs akmg ihit 
whole intfiux of the uirthca, attacks ithe bladder, and even extends to the 
ucelers and the' kidiues & as to cau& a dii^xeeabk ieniation in all thefe 
farts, t3ie diieale is generally very violent, and I fufped is foraething of the 
erifypdatoas kind ; at leail it ihows an irritable fympathiiing habit. 

This di&afe ibmetimes produces very uncommon fymptoms : A gentleman 
ladagonoa-boea, and when the inilanunatory fyn^toms were abating the 
undm loft both the involuntary and voluntary powers of retaining . the 
urine : his water canie away involuntarily, nor could he Aop it : I adviied 
himlo do nothing, and to wait for fome time, as probably the method of ' 
cure might be more di&greeable than the diicafe it&lf, although it was 
-veiy tioublefome to him when in company. . The C(»nplaint gradually 
leftned, and in time went entirely off. If I had recommended any medicine 
it would have been the tin^ure of cantharides. 
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X. OF THE SWELLED TESTICLE, 



'. A very caninon fymptom attending gonorrhoea' is a fwcUing of the teAicfe. 
This I believe like the affedHon of the bladder, and'raany of the fyta^ 
toms mentioned before, is only fympathetica], and not to be reckoned vene-t 
real, becaufe the iamc fymptoms follow every kind of irr^tion on the 
urethn^, whether produced byftriaures, injections, or bougjes. It may be 
obferved here, tlutt thofe fymptoms arc not fimikr to the adions arifing 
from the application of the true venereal matter, whether by ablbrption or 
otherwife j for they feldom or ever foppurate, and* when fuppuratioa happens 
the matter produced is not venereal. 

' The tefUcles &em as it were in maqy cales. rather to.be ading forthe 
- urethra, than for themfelves, thus the fwelling.and inflammation appears 
fuddoily, and as fuddoily difappears, or in a iew minutes goes from one tefti-^ 
cle to die other ; the adediion d^)«KUng upoh the ftafie q£ the ucedira, and 
not at all upon the part itlelf. A part however of the ieftick, the ^idi- 
dymis, alTumes all the characters of inAammatioii, ronaining fwcliod crcA. 
for a confiderable time after the inflammation ha*, fubfided. 

The &rft appearance of fwelling in the tefticle is gBoerallya ioft pulpy 
folnefs of the body of the tefticle, which is lender to the touch ;' this inocaie* 
to a hard fwelling, accompanied with confiderable pain. The hacdeft part 
is generally the epididymis, and principally that portion of it which is at 
the lower end of the tefldcle, as ifaay be diilindly folt ; the hardneJs and 
fwelling however often run the whole length of that body, and form a -knob 
at the upper part. The fpermatic chord is likewile often a&ded, and more 
efpecially the vas deferens, which is thickened, and fore to the touch. 
The vans of the tefticle fometimes become varicofc: I have ieen Inch & 
ftate of veins accompany a fweHing of the tefticle in two inflanccs. -A pain 
in ^e finall of the back generally attends inflammations of the l;efticle (k all 
kinds, with a fenfe of weakncfs of the loins and pelvis. The bovrals ge-' 
nerally fympathife with moft complaints of the tefticle, in fomc by cholicky 
pains, in others by an uncommon fenfeiion both in the ftomach and intef- 
tines : flckncfs is a common fymptom, and even vomiting ; the powers 
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t^digeiti^liyHiis means are impaired, and'adiipofition for' the accumulation 
of air takes place wluch is often very troubleibfne. Here \Ve have from the 
tefticlesa^chain of fynipathws, as we Had in confequcnce of the irritation 
ranning along the -whcilo urinary pa^ges ; firft the tefiicle is aitbdted from the 
urethra* then the fpermatic chord, the loins, ihteftines, ftconadi/and from 
thence in; Ibmo meafure the whole body. 

In a cafe of fwbllcd t^Hcle I have known the buttocks fwell, but-thc^ 
iwdling was notof the infiariraiatory kind, and' in" making water pain~w^s 
felt tfa^. Whether thflsfyn^rfomarbfefrcMn the fwdlirig of the tdlide, or 
£roiB. the ^Jhe dommon caufe, tiiat is the gonorrhcEst, is' not ealily determined; 
ftkhcwgh the latter fiippofition it 'the moil probable/ * '''.'. 

• It has bean Eifierted> but without proof; that iri cafes of fwelled tefticles in 
froofe^nctof » gononhoa, 'it is not the teftide diat fwdls; bat the ^idi- 
dyous.-.Tlte. trodiiB, it is both the-one ahd the^other." Any man that i» 
accuftomed to diftinguiih between a'fwdling of the whole tefticle, and that 
€# the epidii^nifc only, will immediately be feiifibK ' that in the bernia 
humoraiU' the whole t^tde is fwetled'; the tefticle sfliimes the- ^me'lhape 
that it does from other caufesj where wc khm^ fron^ being obliged to rranove 
it, diat the whole has fwelled.

give is but very, trifling, when compared to that of true venereal fwelUngs 
arifing from the abforption of nutter ; and they ield(Hn fuppuratc ; hiwenr 
there are fwellings of thefe glands from aifhial abforption of matter in gcxux- 
rhcEa, and which confequently arc truly venereal ; and as it is poflible to 
have fuch they are always to be fu^iefled. As they have fometimes ariiea 
upon a ceHation of the irritation in the urethra, fimilar to the fwelling of the 
ti^cle, it has been fuppo&d that the matter was driven as it were into them 
by unflcilfiil treatment. From our knowledge of the abfbrbing fyftcm, we 
know that the matter can go that way ; but we alio know that we have no 
method of driving it that way ; and if we had, there is no rea^Hi why more 
fhould not be formed in the urethra; this therefore does not account fiv 
the ceflation of Iccretion of matter in that part. 

It is dilHcult to £ty, what is the nature of thofe fympothetic diie&ies. 
They are not venereal, for they fubfide by the ocxuimon treatment of inflam- 
matbn without the ufe of mercury ; and I have known an inftanoe of a 
fwelled tdlicle irom a rcnereal gonorrhcca, that fuppuiated, and was treated by 
my advice' as a common fuppuration, and healed without a grain of mercury 
being given. Neither can they be called truly inflamntatoryi havic^ rarely 
any of the true charaifters of inflammation, fuch as thickening of the parts, 
fymptomatic £evex, or fizy blood, except in fwellings of the teiUcle and glands. 
The fwelling of the teflacle has ieveral peculiarities attending it ; it is f^tea 
very quick in its increaie, and not being of the true infliumnatory dilpoii- 
tion, it requires Ids time for the removal of the inilanmiation ; but even 
wh»e it appears to have more of the true inflanmiatory ai3ion, we find that 
the removal of the infiammatirai and tume&dion take place more rapidly 
than when proceeding irom other caules. A fwdled teflicle in coD&quence 
of the radical cure in the hydrocele does "not fubfide after inflammatitHi is 
gone, in as many weeks; as the fwelled tefticle in confequeqce of its fym~ 
pathy with other parts, does in days ; and probably the realbn c^ this is, 
that it an&s from fympathy ; for an inflammation arifing fixim real di&a& 
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In ft partr w Asm an ««tcrtia.f-ifijtity,' as. in' tlw hydrocele, mail always 
kft either till the difeafe b^ lttnoved» or the ifija^ rehired;' but that frtwn 
fytnpathy will vary as the caufe varies, which may Iwp^ veiy quickly j 
&)T vie find a teiticle fwell in a few minutes, and in as little time fubiide ; 
and alio the fwelling move fuddenly from one tefticle to the other. Thefe 
fynipathiea art often peculiar to cdnftttutions; and even to tcmporaiy con- 
ftitutions, in fo much as to be in-fome degree epidemic j for there is often 
fiich an influence in the atmdphere as predi{poies the body to this kind of 
iftitatioh'; and bodies fb prediljxrfed irqliirfe only the immi^ta'te' caufe to 
produce the cficft. :'

The appearances of the parts often g^ve us but little information, for I 
have frequently OBunined the parts of thofc who cc»ifcired all the fymptoms ; 
fuch as incteafe of difcharge, pain in making water, forenefk in walking, 
or when they were touched, yet I could Hbs no difbtnce between thefe and 
found parts. I know of no other way of judging in cafes where there are no 
fymptoms fcnfible to the perfon herfelf, or where the patient has a mind to 
deny having any uncommon fympbxns, but from the circumftances preceding 
the difcharge j fuch as her having been ccmneaed with men fuppofcd to be 
unfbund, or her being able to give it to others j which laft circumftance 
being derived from the teftimony of another perfon, is not always to be truibd

COMPLAINT. i 

It may be afked, vrhat proof there is of a woman having a gonorrhoea, 
when ihe is not feniible of having any one fymptom of the diieafe, and 
none appears to the furgeon on examination ? In fuch a cafe the only 
thing we can depend upon is, the teftimony of diole whom we look upoa 
as men of veracity : fuch moi ai^t that they have been uifeded by a 
woman in the fituation above-defcribed> although they have had no con- 
ne^on for fome months with any other woman. From this evidence ic 
is reafonable to fuppole that the di&afe has been caught from (uch women ; 
and it would (sem to put it beyond a doubt, when the &me woman gives 
the di&aie in this way to more than one man. The caie of the woman 
gi<ring the dlieafe to two men alternately at an interval of twelve months 
each time/ which £^ves a Ipace of at leaft two years for the continuance of 
the difcalc. proves that it's communication is almoft the only criterion of it's 
prc&nce. The cafe too of the young woman at the Magdalen holpital/ 
confirms the fame opinion. Yet all this does not amount to an abiblute 
proof, for a found woman may have had conne^on with a man who had 
a gonorrhoea, or a man with chancres, and fbon after, that is perhaps 
within forty-eight hours, ihe may have admitted the embraces of a found 
man ; in fuch a cafe it is very pofTible that he may recdve the infeftioa from 
that matter which was lodged in the vagina by the unfbund man, and 
yet the woman may not catoh the difeafe ; for die matter may be waihod 
away before it irritates the vagina, and this vraman may be fufpoded of 
having a gonorrhcea, and apparently with great juftice. A repetitioa of

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OF THE EFFECTS OF THE GONORRHOEA OU 
THE CONSTITUTION IN BOTH SEXES. 

THE diieaie I have been deTcribing both in men and women, is local, 
and generally confined to the part a£%a»l, yet it fbmetimes happens 
that the whole conftitution is more or leTs a%£ted by it. Thus we find befora 
there is any appearance of matter from the parts, that ibme patients complain 
of flight rigors : thefe are moA: confiderable when the fuppuration is lato in 
taking place. A remarkable inftance of this happened in a gendeman who 
had the infection twice*, the firil time he ofiiired me that it was fix weeks 
between the time it was poffible for him to have contracted the diieafe, and it's 
appearance; and that for a confiderable part of that time he had often been 
indifpofed with flight rigors, attended with a little fever and reftleflnefs, for 
whidi he could aflign no caufe ; nor was he relieved by the xifual remedies 
prefcribed in fuch cales. A violent gonorrhoea came on, and the& fymptoms 
wait oiF, which appeared to me to explain the caft. The fccond time it vras 
a month fixnn the time of infection before the gonorrhoea appeared, and for 
ibme weeks of that time he was fubjed to a fimilar indilpofition, which went 
oflFas before when the running came on. Here it would appear that we have 
fomethingofa fuppurative fever, which perhaps often happens in thisdUcafej 
but the inflammation being finall and the fever therefore inconfiderable, it is 
commonly little noticed by the patient. The above gentleman not fufpetSing 
any fiich complaint in the firft attack, had conne£Uon with hi$ wife as ufual, 
and was airaid when the di&aie appeared that he might have given it to her ; 
but fhe never complained, which is a ftrong circumftance in confirmation 
of the principle laid down above, that it cannot be communicated but by 
nutcer.

CHAPTER IV. 



OF THE CURE OF GfONORRHOEA. 

FROM the idea which I have endeavoured to give of the venereal difeafe 
in general, fliowing that whatever form it appears in, it always .ariies 
fiY>in the Bitnc caufe, we ibould be lnduc»l to fuppofe that lince we have 
a Specific for Ibme of the forms of the difeaie^ this fpcclfic Hiould be a cer- 
tain cure for every one ; and therefore ^hat it would be no difficult taflt to 
cure the difeafe when in the form of inflammation and fuppuxation upon the 
fccreting furfeces of any of the dufts or outlets of the body j but from ex- 
perience we find the gonorrhcea the moll variable in it's fymptoms while 
under a cure ; and the moft uncertain in the cure, of any of the forms of 
this diieafe; many cafes terminating in a week, while others continue for 
months though under the lame treatment. 

. The only thing neceiTary to be done for the cure is, to deftroy the dif- 
pofition and fpecific mode of a£don in the iblids of the parts, and a^ that 
is changed the poifohous quality of the matter produced will alio be defboyed ; 
this is the cure of the difeafe, but not always of it's coniequwices. 

I have already ob&rved, that this form of the diieafe was not capable of 
being continued beyond a certain time in any conlHtution ; and that in cafes 
where it was violent, or lafled veiy long, it was owing to the parts being 
very fufceptible of iiich irritation, and readily going on with it. As wc 
have no fpecific medicine for gonorrhoea, it is fortunate that time alone 
will e£fe£t a cure : it is therefore veiy reafonable to fuppofe, that every fuch 
inflammation gets well of itielf ; yet although this appears to be nearly the 
tmth, it is worthy of confideration, whether medicine can be of aiiy fcrvice 
in this form of the difeafe. I am inclined K> believe it is very feldom of any 
kind of ufe, perhaps not once in ten cafes ; but even this would be of 
ibme confequence, if we could diftinguifh the cafes where it is of fervice^ 
from thofe^here it is not. Upon this idea of every gonorrh(^ curing itfel^ 
' T I gave 
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I gave certain patients pills of bread which were taken widi great regularity. 
The patients always got well, but feme of them I believe not fo foon as 
th^ would have done had the artificial methods of cure been employed. 

The methods of cure hitherto recommended, and ftill praiftifed by different 
people of the profeflion|_ are of two kinds, confifting either of intonal. re* 
mcdies, or local applications j but in whichfoever of diefe two ways fhig 
difcafe is to be treated, we are always to pay more attention to the nature of 
die conftitution, or to any attending dlfeafe in the parte dtcmfdves, or parts 
fconn&Sted with them, than the difcafe itfelf. 

The nature of the conftit^tioii is principally to be learnt fixjm the local 
effefts J for the local efieih of tlus poifon are fo different in diffcrtnt pottle 
its to require a treatment fuited to each variety j but this has been too little 
attended to, from ev«y one endeavouring to attack die immediate fymptoms, 
as if they had ft fpecific for gonorrhoea. 

Wnedicr the cure be attempted conftitutionalty, locally, or in both ways, 
ftearly the ilame principles are to be adher&l to> except when evacaatiotifi 
are made ufe of, for we cannot evacuate locally. 

The firft thing to be confidcred is, the infiamwiation itfelf, \Hiether 
violent or mild, whether common or irritable ; yet eVm where dris is aicer- 
taihed, we have not m all cafes die cure in our power ; for I have already 
bbferved, that fome people are very fulceptible of this irritation, who are as 
it were infenfible to others j and on the contrary, many are eafily affeded 
by common inflammation, who arc inienfible to this. Thefc laA are rather 
uftcdmmon diipofitions, and the cUre being al\vay& eafy they demand little 
atleriti6n. When the fymptdtas art violent, btit of the common ihflamnia- 
toiy kind, w'hich Is to be cdlleflsd from the attending ciitiimLftances, par- 
ticuWly the extent of the infiammatidn not exceeding the ^Kcific diftance, 
the local mode of cure hiay be either irritating or fodthing, tiH the original 
Violence^ over. Irritation in the prefcnt cafe may be attended With U& 
danger 'dian in the iri-itable inflammation*, and may alter t}ie ipedfic aflidnf

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bat t6 {^Fodooe this cilei^ it nuift be greater than the irritation from the 
eriginal injury. The parts would afterwards recover of themfclves, as from 
anyodier common inflammataon. Afco* all however, I believe the footbing 
plan is the beft at the beginning. If the inflammation be great, and of the 
irritable kind, no violtoce is to be uied in the cure, for it will only increaib 
the fymptoms, tuilefs we knew liiat the great degree of inflammation arofe 
entirdy &om a. fuiceptibility of this irritation, and that there was no general 
initabili^ in the conftitutton, which feldom can be a&ertaincd. In ca&s 
where the fymptoms run high, nothing ihould be done that may tend to ftop 
&c difcharge, either by internal or external means, for by this nothing would 
be pined ; as merely ftoppijig die difclmrge does not put an end to the in- 
iammation. The cMiftitution is to be altered if poflible, by remedies 
adapted to each diipoiition. With a view to alter the adions o£ the parts ariftng 
from fadi di4>ofiti<His, and reduce the difeafe to it's Ihnple £orm. If the 
conftitution cannot be altered, nothing is to be 4one but to allow the parts 
to tire themfelves out by a continuance of the iame aftion. 

When the inflammation has confiderably abated, the difeaie only now 
remaining in a fiiild femi, it may be attacked cither by internal remedies, or 
local applications. , M itht attacked locally, violence is ftill to be avoided j 
becaufe it may bring back the irritation. At this period gentle aftringents 
may beiqjplied with a proipei^ of fuccefs^ or if the diieaiehas begun mildly, 
and ^re ait ito iigns -of an inflammato^ dilution, either of the common 
or the irritable kind-; in order to get rid of ibe.-ipecific mode of adlion 
quickly, an irritating Injeflion may be uied, which will increafe the fymp- 
trans for a time, but wh«i it is left off they will often abate, or wholly 
dt&ppear. In fuch a ftate of parts, aftringents may be ufedj for the only 
tiling to be done, is to jKocure a ceflarion of the difcharge, which is now the 
principal fymptom. 

appears to be gui<Ied by no hw dut I am acquainted with. It may be called an iU-fermed inflam- 
mation, as not -going dirough the ufual procds to a natural termination, but continuity with 
Dttle'vaiiadon ; and if fuch inflanunadon took place in the cellular membrane, it would rather 
Jiroduce an cRlematous fwelling than Tuch as ariTes from the cxtrava&ticm of coagulable lymph, 
wbieb tabs place in vrfuit liwould call die true or hoalthy ioflaminativn. 

In 
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In thofe cafes where the itching, pain, aiid other miGOfnmon fiai&tions' 
begin and go on long before the difcharge appears, I fhould be inclined ta 
recommend the quieting or foothing plan inftead of the irritating, with a view 
to bring on the difcharge, as that effedl is a ftep towards a resolution of the 
irritation j but how far it would really be the proper plan I cannot abfolutely 
lay, not haying had experience enough in fuch cafes. One thing however 
I think I may aflert from reafoning, that to ufe aftringents would be had- 
praiftice, as they would rather tend to prevent the difcharge from t.king 
place, which might prolong the inflammation and protract the cure. In 
cafes of ftrifture, or in cafes of difeafed tefHcles, I believe aftringents iho&ld 
not be ufed, for we find in either cafe, while the difcharge lafts, both cotn- 
plaints are relieved ; therefore it fliould be left to itfelf more than when all 
the parts are otherwlfe found. If we had a Ipecific for venereal gonorrhcea, 
the queftion would be, would this fpecific cure the irritation, before the full 
aflion ihould have taken place f 



1. OF THE DIFFERENT MODES OF PRACTICE— • 
EVACUANTS— ASTRINGENTS. 

The remedies commonly recommended in gonorrhoea, are of two kinds, 
infernal and local. The former may be divided into evacuants, and aftringents. 

The evacuants arc principally of the purgative or diuretic kind, without 
being confined to any particular medicines of thele clafles, every praditioner 
fuppofing that he is in pofleffion of the beft. Some ufe mercurial evacuants, 
while others carefully avoid mercury in every form. The neutral falts have 
been given from the idea of their being cooling. Some of the profeflion have 
kept principally to diuretics, perhaps with two views, as evacuants adting 
upon, the urinary paflages mechanically to wafh off the venereal matter, or as 
.Ipecifics for the latter purpofe : nitre has been given with this view j befides it 
has been fuppofed to lelTen inflammation ; but it's powers In this way I very 
much doubt. Under, thefe different modes of treatment the patients always 
get well, and the cures have been afcribcd by each to his own method of 
tr^tment. 

Keeping 
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Raping the body open in moft caies, even when the patient is othenrayB 
in health, muft no doubt be proper ; but what idea can we form of an irri- 
tation produced all along the inteftinal canal, curing a fpeciJic inflammation 
in the urethra j yet there are cafes where a brifk purge has been of fervice, 
and even in fome has performed a cure ; but I fufpcft that in fuch cafes the 
difeafe was continued by habit only, and that this practice therefore would 
not have fucceeded in the beginning of the iame difeafe. A gentleman had 
a gonorrhoea, all the fymptoms of which continued for two months, and by 
taking at once ten grains of calomel, which purged him moft violently, he was 
almoft immediately cured. The calomel could not have a^d ^lecifically,^ but 
by a kind of derliration, that is, an irritation produced in one part, curing 
one that fubiifted in another; but even if it fhould be granted, that in ibme 
conftitutions purges have the power of making the fbUds lets fufceptible of 
this irritation, it cannot be fuppofed they will have this effeft in every cafe ; 
in fome conftitutions they might debilitate, increafe irritabili^, and of courfe 
increafe the iymptoms. Thefe contrary efibfls muft take place in diiferenl 
conftitutions in which a medicine has no fpecific action. On the fuppofition 
of the cure being promoted by an evacuation from the blood, whatferyicecan 
purging out fome of the blood in foim of a fecretion irom one part do, to an 
inflammation of another part ? On fuch a fuppofition, would not a fweat, or 
an increafe of faliva by chewing tobacco, or ftimulating the nofe by ihuft', 
all tend equally to cure a gonorrhoea ? But humors having been confidered 
as the univerlal caufe of every difeafe, efpeclally thofe in which pus was 
formed or adifcharge produced, and purging having. been fuppofed to be the 
cure for humors, purgatives were of courfe made ufe of in this difeafe ; and 
as the patients always got vrell, the praiftice became generally eftabliJhed. 

Thofe who recommended mercury in this form of the difeafe, did it moft 
probably fix)m the opinion that this medicine was a fpecific for the venereal 
difeafe in all it's forms. On this fuppofiti(Hi we can fee feme reafon for their 
prance, as it would be abforbed from the inteftines, circulate through the 
inflamed veflels of the urethra, and thereby deftroy the venereal irritation. 
Here we can only fuppofe it to adt by it's fpecific virtue; but I doubt very 
much of mercury having any fpecific virtue in this Ipecics of the difeafe, for 
I find that it is as foon curable without mercury as with it ; and where it is 
U only 
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only ufed as & purge, or purged off the next (ky, and therefore only allowed 
to atS upon the bowels, I cannot conceive that it could have any more efSoSt 
upon the venereal inflammation in the urethra, than an irritation in the 
boweU arifing from any other purgative. So little e<fe<3 indeed has this 
medicine upon a gonorrhoea, that 1 have known a gonorriioea take place 
while under a courfe of mercury fufficient for the care of a chancre. Whether 
the gonorrhcea arofc from the fame in&dtion that produced the chancre 1 
cannot iay, nor can it be eafily determined in fiich cafes^. Men have alio 
been known to contradb a gonorrhoea when loaded with mercury for the core 
of a hex venerea, the gonorrhcea ncvcrthclcfe has been as difficult of cure as 
inonfinary cafes. 

A gentleman put himielf under my care- on tJie 27th of June, for the cure 
of two chancres and a buboe. I difperied ^ boboci but as he (Miked the 
unAion, I was obliged tO' fublHtute mercuriiu cakmatut daily inftead of it, 
giving two grains in the evening- and one tn ti*e morning. About the middle 
of July his mouth became fore, arid the mercniy was- Itrfl off j we began it's 
JS& again in a week, and he appeared to be quite well of his venereal com- 
plaints. I howcvar continued the ufe of mercury, fceepmg his mouth fore, 
and on the i6th of Auguft while in tfus ftate, he had conneditm with a 
jvoman, botji on that and the following evening, and in five days after, a 
gonorrhcea appeared, and proved to be very violent. 

The fame general obfervations may be made with rc^wft to diuretics. 

It is pofTible that fpecific medicines taken into the conflitution, (if we had 
fiich) and pafBng off by urine, mij^t aft upon the urethra in their palJagc 
dirough It. The balfams and turpentines pafe off in this way, and become 
fpecMcs for many irritations in the urinary paiBiges ; but how hx medicines 
which have the power of a&fting particular parts whoi found, or when 
under difea&s peculiar to thofe parts, have alfo the powers of afie£ting a 
fpecific irritation in diefe parts, I know not; but do not believe they have 
any conliderable po'^ers in this way ; it is poffible however, that rfiff? may 
ronove any attending irritation, although not the fpecific one. Diiu^tics 
have neverthelefs their advantages, for if they produce a greater quantity of 
water, tificy do good i but I believe |this had better be efiefted by fimple 

water. 
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•■W&tcf, or wiatcr joined with fuch things as will encourage the patient to drink 
ft ^ood deal, as tea, cajnllaire, orgeate, and the like. 

Aftringents although <^n given, yet have always been condemned by 
thofe who have called themfclves the judicious and regular practitioners j 
bccaufe, accofcfing to them, there is fomething to be carried off, and if 
that is not carried off a Ines venerea is to be the confequence. This reafon- 
jng is not jaft, and therefore the thing to be confidercd is, do they, or do 
fliCy not affift us in the cilrfe of the gohorrhcea. I bcKeve they do" not fn 
any cafe leflen the venereal inflammation ; but certainly th^ often teffen die 
ififcharge. As that cfieft however docs not conititute a cure, it is not necef- 
&iy to produce it. 

I can conceive that a combination of aftringents, cfpccially the ^xcific 
aftringents of thofe parts; as the baUams, with any other medicine which 
may be thought to be of fervice, may help to leffen tlic difcharge in pro- 
portion as the inflammation abates } and this I have often feen, as will be 
explained more at loigth hereafter. 



n. OF LOCAL APPLICATI6NS— DIFFERENT KINDS OP 
INJECTIONS— IRRITATING— SEDATIVE— EMOLLIENT- 
ASTRINGENT. 

Local applications may be dther internal to the urethra, external to the 
penis, or both ; all of which will in many cafes be neceflary. The inter- 
nal, or thofe applied to the urethra would feem the moft likely to cure this 
fpedes of difeafe, by coming immediately in contaiftwith the difeafed parts ; 
for if they have any power of action, whatever that be, it muft be in oppo- 
iition to the venereal irritation j therefore we might fuppofe that moft 
irritations that are not venereal would tend to a cure ; but certainly this is 
not univerially the cafe. If on the contrary the applications are iiich as 
quiet irritation, they muft alfe> be of fexvice. 

Local applications to the urethra may be either in a folid or fluid form, 
each of which has it's advantages and diiadvantages. A fluid is only a tem- 
porary application, and that of very fbort duration, and is limilar to the 

waihing 
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vrafhing of afore, which is I believe in mod cafes unneceiJary, fcv I imaging 
that matter, from any fore whatever, is always fuch as cannot fUmulate 
that fo?e into any aftion j it can be of no confequcnce therefore whether the 
matter is allowed to lie upon it or not ; but by removing it the medicines 
arcallowed to come in contact with the inflamed furface. I apprehend it is 
only in this way the removal of it can be of fervice. The folid applications 
may remain a long time, and are iimilar to the dreflings in the cafe of a 
wound. When the parts are not fo much inflamed as to prevent their ufe, 
they would appear to have an advantage over the fluid applications by their 
continuance ; but they in general irritate immediately, A-om their folidity 
alone. Theie applications muft be in the form of a bou^e ; but I fliould 
be inclined to fuppoie, that the lefs ufe we make of bougies when theie parts 
are in an inBamed ftate, the .better ; although I cannot fay that I ever £iw 
any bad effect from them in any cafe, when properly applied. 

Fluid appUcations to the infide of the urethra are commonly called injec- 
tions, and like the internal remedies, are without number ; every one think- 
ing, or wiihing to make the world think, that his own is the befl. But the 
great variety of inje^ons, and every venereal inflammation getting well 
during their ufe, which was Ukewife obferved to happen w^en internal 
medicines were given, are ftrong corroborating circumftances in &vour of 
the opinion, that every fuch complaint will in time cure itfolf ; I think 
however it appears from praftice, that an injection will often have almoft 
an immediate efledt upon the fymptoms, therefore they muft have Ibme 
powers i and yet the kind of injeftion which would have the greateft fpecific 
powers, I believe is not yet known : if an injedlioji has no fpecific powers, 
it muft be very uncertain in it's effe^s, and can only be of fcrvicc as far as 
it may be adapted to a peculiarity of conltitution or parts. As injeflions 
are only temporary applications, it becomes necefTary to ufe them often, 
efpecially in c^es where they are found to be of fervice j they flibuld there- 
fore be applied as often as convenient, perhaps eveiy hour, or even oftcner ; 
but this mufl be regulated in fome meafure by the kind of injeftion i for 
if it be irritating it will not be proper to ufe it fo often, as it may be pro- 
(lu<^ve of bad confequences.

Many irijei^ions immediatery, or at leaft foon after tlieir application, re^ 
move the iytnptoms, and prevent the ibiTnation of matter, which has given 
rife to the notion of thear fliutting up the dlfeafe,. and driving it into the 
conftltutiqn : but this fuppofed' mode of producing a conllitutional com- 
plaint, is the rcverfe of what really happens ; for I haVe already endeavoured 
to prove, that matter is'the only fubftance in which ihe poiibn is contetincd, 
and that the formation of die poiibn is infeparable from the formation of 
matter ; therefore if we can prevent the one, the other cannot take place, 
and of courfe there can be no room for ablbrption,- fo that tho-c can ndther 
be any power of infecting the coiiftimtion in the lame perfei}, nor of cam- 
municating the infei9ibn to others.'' ... 

When the difcharge is an effed of prefent inflaniination it may be flopped 
by injoftions, though the' in&mmation iKlI continue in fbme degree, and 
may afterwards be removed without the difcharge ever rsippearing. But I 
balieve that by this prafUbe litttlb is gained; for the e&d t:^ the infiamma- . 
lion is not the difeafo'vhich wc wiih to remove j however we find that the 
£une method which flop^ the dtfcharge, alfo removes the inflammation^ 
although not alvrays, and only I believe ^en the inflammation is flight. 

I (hall divide injeftions: according to their , particular effeiSs upon the 
ure^u^ into four kinds, the irritating, fedative, emollient, and aflringent. 
The fpocific I brieve is not ydt difcovered, although a mercurial injedUoi) 
in "fome form or other is by moft people fuppofed to be pofTelled of fuch a 
power, and of courie this 'mineral nmkes part of many of the injiedtions 
now in ufe. ■ ' 

Irritating injedicms of whatever kind IfUfpedt'in this difeafe aft upon 
the &nie principle, that is by producing an irritation of another kind, 
which ought to be greater than die venereal, by which means the venereal 
is de&zoyed and lofl, ahd the difeafe is cured, although the pain and run- 
nii^ may flill be kept up by the injciftiah, yet diofe effefiswill fbon gooff 
when the injeftibii is laid afide, becaofe they arife only ftx)m it's irritattng 
qualities. In this vray bougies, as well as many injeftiofis may be i&ppofed 
to cure; and although they incr«^fe the . fympforjis. for the time they never

But in cafes that are nukl, and m. cooftitutianB tiiaC 
aK not irritable, iajei&ronff aftea. (iicceed^ aad tetnove i&e difeafe siaxA 
immediately. The practice however ought to be attempted vnth< cautaaB^ 
and not perhaps till milder methods, have £uled : two gtains of octcrafive 
fublimate difl^Ved in eight ounces of diftilled water^ or rofei-waier^ia: neaify 
a& goad an mjcftion as. any of the kifid^ But an injeftion of only half lias 
Jfaeng^ may be ufed,. where it is not intended to attempt a cure 6> tpidthp. 
J£ faawttva the injeiCtiffa* even in tdbat proportion, gives coD&ki^le pais ia 
it's ^^ilicalionk or ijf it occafions a gre^ increafe; of paia in. makii^ waiui^ 
it ihwOd be dihited* 

* For I have already lemarked, di« die inflaminattoR varies accordutg to the Cc»iftituCi«]. 
^ It is however to be remarked, that this fymptom is not always to be attributed to Ac injec- 
tions, for it often happens vtacn none have been ale<t. 
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Siedadve injcAions inll always be of fervice in caiea where the inflanuna- 
tion is considerable, not by kOening. the ^Uieafe itfelf, but by leJlening the 
difea&d a£tion, which always allows the natural a^on» c^ the part more 
leadily to take place ; they are likewife very uiefiil in relieving the painful 
&elings of the patient. Perhaps the beft ledative we have is opium, as well 
ii^ea given by die nusuth or anus as when applied to the part afie£ted in 
. the form of an injedlion. But even opium will not agree, or ad as a iedativc 
iaall conlHtutions or parts j on the contrary it often has oppofite cfl^ds^ 
producing gieat irritability. Lead may be reckoned a iedatiye, lb far as it 
abates inftumnation, while at ihe kme time it may ad as a gentle afhingent. 
Fourteen grains of &ccharum fatumj, in eight ounces of ro&-water, make 
a good iedative aftringent injection. 

The drinking freely of diluting liquors may perhaps be confidered at 
luving a fbdative e&£t, as k u part removes fbme of the cau&s of irritation, 
fcndering^ die urine lefs ftinxBlating, alher to th& bladder when lix irritatioa 
isther^ or todientfcthia in it's paffage tfanaugh it ;. and it is pofliblfe that 
dflutBig may leilen the fiifcepdbility of irntation. The vegetaUe iiMicilftgcf 
of certaiA feeds aiid: plants,, and the emollient gums are recotmnended ; but t 
fufpeA that this pradice is fijunded on a dieehanical notfon, and dtat none 
of diem^are of much fevice. I b^cvn the advantage arifes chiefly from- the 
quantity of water that is drank,, therefore if die water be joftied widt eaf 
dimg, ^rits excepted^ that can induce ^ patient to drink frcdy, the pur- 
po& is fully anfweoBd^ I have luiweyer been hifi»med by fiimr patients' that 
rtxy thoogltf whox the liquids diey dnak were impr^oatcd with theft 
firi)ftaiices, tbey had Ie& vux93i&aiB& m maftiqg wtttt.

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It very often happens that the irritation is fo great at the orifice of the 
urethra, that the point of the fyringe, cannot be fuflfcred to enter j when this 
is the cafe nothing fliould be done in the vfny of injefiion till the infUmma- 
tion abate. Emollients may likewifc be ufed externally in form of fomen- 
tation. ' ' 

The ailripgent inje^ons can only a& by lefl*ening the difchargc, they can 
have no Ipecific cffeft upon the inflammation ; but as they muft affeift the 
adions of the living powers, it is poflible they may alter the venereal 
difpofition. They fhould only be ufed towards the latter end of &e'dilea% 
when it has become mild, and the parts b^n to itch. But this Ifaonld be 
according to circumflances, and if the difeaie began mildly they may be u^ 
at the very beginning} for by gradually leflening the difchargc without 
increafing the inflammation, we complete the' cure; arid preveiit a continua- 
tion of ^e difcharge, called a g^leet. laje&iohs of this kind very prc^ublj 
Simulate in fuch a way as to make the vc^s of the part contrad, and 
probably hinder the ad of fecretion j we can hardly £;q>p6fc that they ad 
chemically by coagulating the juices. They will have an iriitating quality 
if ufed ftrong, which in ftane meaAire deilroys their aflringcncy, or rather 
makes the parts ad contrary to what they would do from the application of a 
Simple aOiringent ; Co that they often iochbfe the difcharge inftead of Id&ning 
it, by which means the difeaie alfir may be cored^ in ithe fame way as by irri- 
tating injedions, that is by altering die diijx^tion of the inflammation. 
When more mild, they often ftop the difcharge, vrithout however in all cafes 
^ftenihg the core; for the inflammatitm may IHII continue even longer than 
it otherways would have done if the tendency to fecretwn had not been ftop- 
ped i for I have already obferved, that a fur£ice that difdiarges has afliimed 
the CQpiplete aftion of the difeafe, which is one ftep towards a cure or ter- 
mination. However it fometimcs happens, that an aftringent injoftion will 
dare a flight irritation in a very few days. My experience has not taught:mc 
that one aibingent is much better than another. 

The aifaingent;gums, as. dragon's blood, the bal£uns>. and ^' turpentines 
diflblved in water.; the juioes.of many vegetables, as oak bark, Peruvian bark, 
tormentil root, and pwhaps all the metallic ^ts, as green, blue, and white

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vitriols i the ialts of mercury, and alio alum ; probably all a£^ a& &r as we 
yet know much in the &me way ; although we may aflert diat they do not 
always ad equally well in.erery gonorrhcea, for on our chan^g the injec- 
tion a new one mil fometimes fucceed after feveral others have been tried in 
vain. 

.The extern^ applicftti<>n9 are generally /poultices, and fbmentations ; but 
they can be of Httle &rvice, except when the external parts, fuch as the pre- 
puce, : gjians, and orifice of the urethra, are in fome degree inflamed ; the )aft 
ifuleed is almoil always xaon or leis afiedjcd. ^ 

- .When the gjandd of the urethra are iwellfld £» as to be &It externally, the 
application of mercurial ointment to the part maybe proper, but moil 
probably this will be of moK Service after the inflammation has fiibfided. 
Indeed mercurial CHntment is often applied to all the external furies of 
thoie parts when in, a ftate of inflammation, with an emoUieat poultice - 
oyer it j but I am QOt perftt^y j&tisfied of the utility of this prance.

When the dlfeale is in the ^gina Only, it'ls ealHy eUred; It^eS^olts are 
the bcft means that can be aftd, and after fnjc^lBig it may be {wofxr » 
anoint the parts as &r up as poffibEe Tvitji mercurial omtment/ and^(b tQ 
wafli the external parts often with the injedHon. 

If the inflammation has attacked the urethra, injeftions there cannot be 
fo conveniently u&d, as it is almoft impoiGble- for the patient to throw an 
injedion into that canal. 

The injections recommended in the cure in men are equally lerviceable 
here, but they ihay be made doubly ftrong, as the parts are not nearly £> 
irritable as the common ieat of this difeaie in men. 

If what I have faid of the dileafe in wcxnen be juA, we muft fee diat it 
will be a diiHcult thing to fay, with any degree of certainty, when the patient 
is well ; becaufe whenever the fymptoms are gone, the furgeon and die 
patient will naturally fuppofe the cure to be complete j but a new trial of 
thofe parts may prove the contrary j or in cafes where the dileale has never 
affe^Kd the urethra, but only the vagina, and ftill more where no fymptoms 
have ever been obferved, it will be more difficult to fix the date of the cure j 
but general experience muft direiS the practitioner. 

* How hi mercurial ointment aflifts in the cure I have not been able to detennine ^ the 
prance rather arifes more from a lund of practical analog]* dian real luKnriedge of it's u& in 
iiidi cafes.

1(4 the cure of gonorrhcea, the conltitution k in fome cales to be as much 
attended to as: the parts afieOed, if ncA iiu>ni ; but in general this is: 
not naoeiOary. The knowledge of the conftitution is to be obtained in ft 
great meafure from the local ^nnptomB, and a£ ifar- as die conftituticRial 
treatment can be made iunilar to the local, they {hould correfpond. 

Wc find in many ftrong plethoric conftitutions, where both the powers 
and afiions are great, that the fymptoms are often violent. The& confli- 
tutions have generally a ibong tendency to fever of die inflammatoiy kind; 
and probably the moil diiUngui/hing mark of fuch a conftitudon will be 
that of the lymptoms not extending beyond the ipecific diftance. Many 
medicines which might be of fovice in another conilitution will of^ prove 
hurtful here, in fo much as to increaie the very fymptoms they were meant 
to relieve. I have Icen even opiate clyflers though th^ relieved at firft, yet 
in the end produce or increaie fever, and by that means incrcafe all the 
fymptoms. I have feen die baliam capivi givoi in fuch cafes incteafe the 
inflammatory fymptoms, probably by fb>pping the difcharge In part, which 
appears to be falutaiy. 

The treatment of fuch a confHtution when affected with this dtfeafe con- 
Hfts chiefly in evacuations, the beft of which are bleeding and gentle purging. 

To live fparingly, and above all to ufc litde exercife, is neceflaiy ; ibr 
although fuch a treatment does not lefllen the venereal irritation, yet it 
removes the violence of the inflammation, and allows the parts to rcliev« 
themfelves. In this kind of confUtution therefore the difeafe is in the end 
feoneil cured, as there is not a difpofitlon to continue inflammation long. 

In the weak and irritable conflitution, the fymptoms are frequendy very 
violent, ari&ng from great action In the parts, and often extend beyond the

, ,In others I h^ve: &ai all the fyinptoms of the gonorrhoea' flop by the^ 
coming oh of a ^er, and return kpda when it went off.

lliis praAice appears to be more neceH^ry if the discharge has continued a 
confiderable time, and dpecially if the treatment has been iimply by evacu- 
ants, for in the forma* there is a greatw time for abfoiption, and in die latter 
we mxf fuppQie a greatc call for it« fuch medicines having no eftd in 
carrying off the virus. 

The quantity of meicuiy nocei&ry will be proputioned to ^ duration of 
the difeafe ; a grain of mercuriua calcinatus made into a pill, and taken 
overy m^j or one at night and another in the morning may be fiifficient, 

The£iccefs of this pradkioein any particular cafe can never be afcertainet^ 
becauie it is tmpoflihJe to iay when matter has be^ abfi)rbcd> except in cafes 
of buboes ; and where it is not known to be abforbed, it is impoflible to fxf 
diat there would have been a lues venerea if mercury had not been given, as 
v^ fow are infodted fi^m a gtxiCTriusa, although they have taken nb mer- 
cury. It is however gcuog upon the 6ueft grounds to give mocury, as we 
may reafonably fuppofe it will often prevent a lues venerea, as it does when 
given during the cure of & dtancic or bt^xK, wfatrc we know £om experience 
that vritlMUt it lues venerea ytaaSA cert^yfakc place. 
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CHAPTER, VII. 

OF THE TREATMENT OF OCCASIONAL 
SYMPTOMS OF GONORRHOEA. 

AS: the A^llowing fymptoms are only occafioaal coiU^uenccs of venereal 
gdnorrhcea^ being the cfictHs <^ an . irritation on Ac uredira, and 
therefore not v^ereaU th^ are to be treated in the iame manner as if they 
arQie/D3in.any other C911&. 

I, OF THE BLEEDINGS FROM THE URETHRA. 

I have already obfirved, that, ^idicn die inflammation is violent, or fpreads 
along the urethra, there is frequently a diicharge of blood from, the vefleU 
of that part. In fuch bleedings I have feen the balfam capivi gjven internally 
of lervice, and I ihould fuppofe that all the turpentines would be equally 
ufeful. I cannot fay that I have done any good by aftringent injedtions j and 
in forae cafes, I have even fufpefted that they have been the cauie of this 
complaint. They always go off in the ufual time of the cure of the gonor- 
rhoea. 

II. OF PREVENTING PAINFUL ERECTIONS, 

Opium ^ven internally appears to have great ei&£ts in preventing painful 
ereAions in many cafes ; I have known twenty drops of tindura tbebaica 
taken at bed-time procure eafe for a whole night; I think the cicuta has 
likewife fbme powers in this way. 

in. OP 
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m. OF THE TREATMENT OF THE CHORDEE. 

In the beginning of this complaint, bleeding from the arm is often of 
fcrvice, hut it is of more immediate fervice to take away Wood from die part 
it&lf by leeches ; for we oftoi find.by a vdTel giving way in the urethra, and 
a confiderable haemorrhage enfuing, that the patient is greatly relieved^ 
Fomenting the penis by holding 'it over the fteam of wairm water will give 
cafe, as will alfo poultices; and if camf^re be added to the fomentation and 
poultice, it will in many caies allift in talufig' oiFthe infiatnmation. Opium 
given internally is of Angular fcrvicc, ahdof joineid with caniphire the effect 
will be ftm greater; but opium in fach cafes a<^ rather by leilening ihc 
pa&i than By removing the 'inflammation, thougji by preventing ere^ons it 
may be'faid to obviate the immediate cauHe c^the complaint. 

When the chordee continues after aU odier iymptoms are gone, I believe 
that little or nothing in the way of evacuation is noceHary, die inflammation 
being gone and a con&quence of it only remaining, which will go off gradu- 
ally by the abfbf^tidii of ' the exti^vaiated coa^lable lymph ; dierefore 
bleeding in this ca& can be of jdo iifc. Rtdibing the parts with mercurial 
ointment will promote the abforption of the extrava£ited coagulable lymph, 
for we find thiit mercury has. confiderable "powers in exciting abforption ; the 
firi^on alfo will be of ufe. In one cafe I thought I faw confiderable benefit 
irom giving the cicuta, after I had tried the common methods of cure. 
Eledricity may.bc of fervicc. 

This iymptom is ofiten longer in going off than either the running or pain, 
but no bad confequences ari& from it ; it's declenfion is gradual and uni- 
$>f|pi.as hgppen^ with moA confequences of inflahimation. 

In relieving die chordee, or the remains of it which appear to arife from 
ipa^, I have known the bark of great 'fcrvicc. Evacuations whether fron* 
thep5r(,'orfixtm die conftitution, generally ^6 harm, .! 
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IV. OF THE TREATMENT OF THE SUPPURATION OF 
THE GLANDS OF THE URETHRA. 

Suppurations in the glaads of the uretlua I fuijXift flx>idd be treated at 
chancres, thacfore mercury ou^t to be glvoi, as will be cxplaiaed in ^)eak- 
ing of tha( form of the difeafe. 

Shouid a fu|>puratioa take pUoe in Cbwper's glands, it demands m<H« 
att^tiqnj ^ abfoe^ muft be opetMd freely, and pretty early, as tfao 
natter if confined mig^t make it's way either into dw fcrotzun or urethra, 
whu^ would be produ^ve of had cpnieqnences. Here alio mercury I 
believe muit be gi^ai, and perhaps as fiedy as in a buboe; in Qtort, the 
treatment fhould be the ikme as in a Terareat ulcer; and in this reljiedt it 
will di&r from the treatment of jhofr ahfix^ which aiiie in con&quaica 
of ftrifture, to be taken notice of herca&r. 



V. OF THE TREATMENT OF THE AFFECTION OF THE 
BLADDER. 

When the diieaib extends a» jar as iht bladder I do not know a mem 
troublefome comf^aint. It is however onfi of tho& complaints from which 
feldom.orewr any bad con&qucnces ard^ and in general it will get wdlof 
itfelf J but I fufpeifl that it fometimes lays the ^und-work o£ future irri-- 
tation in t^t vifeus, which may prove Tcty traublefixne, and^evdn dangerous j 
but this is only conjedhwe. 

Opiate dyfters. If nothing, in the conftitution forbida the' iiie of them, 
procure confiderable temporaiy relief. The warm bath is of &rvice, altho* 
iiot alwajre ; and bleeding pretty freely, if the patient is of a fUU habit' attea 
gives great relief; leeches alfo applied to die perinseuni' have gobd.eflefls ; 
but in many conftitutions bleeding will rather do harm ; and I believe we 
fhould be cautious in making u£s of this evacuation, for I have already 
obferved, that many of thefe cafes are rather lympathctic than infiamma- 

toiy. 
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tory. How ^ir an opiate platfter applied to the region of the pubis would 
be of iervice I do not know. If applied to die finall of the back, or 
ori^ of the nerves of the bladder, it might po-haps be of ufe ; and prob- 
ably a fmall bliiler on the perinanim would anfwer in fuch caies as well as 
it does in thofe irritations of the bladder which arife from other cau&s, as 
will be taken notice of hereafter. But in ipite of every attempt, the affec- 
tion of the bladder often continues for a confiderable time, producing other 
fympathies in the neighbouring parts. 



VI. OF THE TREATMENT OF THE SWELLED TESTICLE; 

When the tefHcle fympadiiies either ^nth the urethra or bladder, and 
inflames, I beliere that r^ is the befl remedy; lying in an horizontal 
pofition is the ealieil, as fuch a portion of body is the befl for a free cir- 
culation, if die patient cannot fubmit to an horizontal politioA,' it i^ 
abfbhitely neoeflary to have the tefticle trell fufpended ; indeed the patient's 
feelings will make him fly to diat expedient the moment' he is acqtiainted 
with the eafe it procures. 

In this complaint perhaps diere is no particular method of cure ; it is 
to be treatol as inflammation in general, by' bleeding and purging, if the 
conftitution 'requires them, fomentation and poultices. Bleeding with 
leeches I have -often fccn of fcrvice, aldiough we cannot well account for 
this, as the vellels of the fcrotum have but little connection vnth tho& 6t 
the teftide. 

As I do not look upon the fwelling of die tefHcle to be venereal, mercu- 
rials can be of no fervice in diefe cafes when in a flate of inflammation,' 
I>Dt are ufeful i^en"die infi^Uilmation is gone, and' the induration ohl/ 
remains. 

Voniits have bo:n recommended in- fiich cafes, and are fometimes of 
fervice. I have known a vomit aft like a charm, however this is not a' 
conflant efteA. The cffefts of the vomit mofl probably arife from die fym- 
fttthy between die flomach and the tdticle. Opiates are of fervice, as they 
ape in m(rfV irritations of ihoife parts. When fuch fwellings fuppurate,' 

which 
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which they feldomdo; they require only to be treated as common fappura* 
tions, and mercury need not b6 given. 

In the hiilory of this dileafe I obicrved, and indeed it has been obierved 
by moil writers, diat when a iwelling came upon the tefticic in confequence 
of a gonorrhcEai the running ilopped ; or when the nmning ftoppcd, the 
teiticle fwelled ; but which was the caufe, or which was the efk&, has not 
yet been afcertained. It has been alfo ob&rved, that when the running 
returned, the teAicle then ihowed the firft fymptpms of recorety, fo that 
by the tefticle loofing it's'fympathifing adion, the action was reftored to 
the urethra ; and here alfo it has not yet been afcertained, which is the 
cauie, and which is the e&e& ; but from a fuppoiition that- the flopping of 
the difcharge in the urethra was the caufe of the fwelling, it has been attri- 
buted to the mode of treatment of that irritation, and by ibme to inje^ons. 

It has been adviied by many, and fomQ hive ' attempted> to procure 
a return of the running y but the methods, they ufed were hardly founded 
i^n any Ibund principle. Mr. jpromiield appears to have been the firfl who 
recommended a treatment foitabjc to this th£Oiy» which was to irritate the 
urethra to fuppuration again, by introducing bougies. I cannot iay that I 
have feen that benefit that could have been wifhed, or that the 6x^ idea, 
mi^t make us expe&, £t>m thi$ practice. Some have gone further, by 
recommending the introdudion of venereal matter into the urethra ; but this 
appears to be cmly conceit, and. is founded upon a fuppoiition that fuch di- 
ii^Ies ariie only from venereal irritations > but I have already obieryed that 
^icy are produced by others. 

It is generally a long time before the fwclling of the tefticle intircjy fub- 
fides, although it does ib more quickly at firft than' fweUings of this, part 
acifmg from other caules ; but when the inflamoiation is removed, and the 
ftirclling only remains* evacuations never are of fervice.. Bcfqrc it, becomes 
lels, it generally becomes fofter, commonly oa the anterior furiace ; and 
this goes on till the whole becomes po-haps Ibfto* than natural, and then it 
diminifhes. 

It is ftill much longer before the epididymis comes to its natural ftate, 
and indeed it is often years before it returns to it's natural fizc and foftnefs, 
and fomctimcs it never does; however this ite of no great confequence, as 
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there is no inconvenieace ariiing froni a continuance of therhardnefs iimply j 
though rometimes I am incltn^ to believe fuch teiticles are rendered totally 
ufelefs. .1 never had an opportunity gf, examining the tefticle of one that I 
knew to have this complaint; but I have examined tefUcles where the epi- 
^dymis.had the £une external (ed, [and the canal of the vas deferens was 
obUterated.; but this Iradier iufped isfeldoqi the caie, for there are people 
who have them both fwelied, zad notwithilandlng have evacuations of the 

ijeqaen as before. 

It is in this ftageof the complaint that refolvents might be, of fovice, 
fuch i.s mercwrial fnt^on joined.with camphire. Fumigations with aromatic 
herbSf which nuy iUipulate the abibrbcnts to a^on in order to take up the 
iJupo^ous matter. Ele£trici^ has been in fome cafes of lingular fervice. 



,VI. OF THE. DECREASE AND TERMINATION OF THE 
, SYMPTOMS. OF GONORRHCEA. 

The decrease of the difeafe is generally known by an abatement of Come 
or all of the above-meiitipnfd fymptoms. The pain in the part bQ:omes 
Ids, or termmates in an itching £milar to the beginning of many gonorrhoeas, 
and at laft entirely goes off} the fenfe of wcarinefs about ^e loins, hips, 
tefticles, and fcrotum. is no longer felt, and the tranlparent cheny-like 
appearance of the glans penis gradually vaniHies ; theie are the beft figns of 
^ui al^a,tement of the difeafod a<£iion. . . 

The running becomes lefs, or if it does not diminifti becomes firft whiter, 
then of a paler colour, and ^adually beccxnes more flimy and ropy in con- 
iiilence, which has always been confidered as the moil certain fign of an 
approaching cure ; and at laft it entirely difappears. When the running 
becomes more flimy it is then changed from matter to the natural fluid 
wlfich. lubricates the palTa^ and alfo to tlut fluid which appears to be 
preparatory to coition ; but it is often veiy inconftant in it's appearances, 
ariflng frequently from different modes of living, &c. 

It very often happens that all die f^ptoms fhall totally difappear, and 

the patients Ihall diink themielves cured, and yet all the fymptonu ihall 
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come upon them aaew, but commonly milder, tiuwgh in lbm^ cafes ihsf 
uc as violent, or even more violent than at firft ; and this takes |^ce GanC'- 
timcs at a confiderable difUnce <^ time. I have known the fymptoms 
return a month after every a{^)earuice of the <fiieafe had been ronoved; 
honrever in iUch caiss diey feldcmi laft long. How lar this fecond atbick is 
to be looked upon as mily venereal is not y<et I believe aicertained : nothing 
can prove it abfolutdy but ihe circumftanoe of giving it to a found perfbn. 
What may be the cafe with thofe in whom it has returned toon after Ae 
going off* cf the iymptoms, I will not pretend to iky ; but i fiiouM veiy 
much foTpefi that where it has continued wdl for a months, a return would 
not be venenal j but this is only a>nje3ure, and if we were tb reafon upon 
it, y/c might ea£fy reafon our^ves into a belief that it was venereal ; f<v tf 
the parts can fall back again into one mode of adlim, that of inflammaticm 
and fuppuration, there can be no reafon why they fhould not ^1 back 
again into the QKcific mode of afUon ; however as die cnnmon efk& of 
irritation is fuppuration, and as the CpedBc fuppuration requires a peculiar 
irritation, it is eafier to conceive that the parts Qiould fall into the common 
mode of adioo, than into both. It is pofiible however that in fuch cafes 
it is only the Tenereal adion that is fo^iended, and thus becomes fimilar to 
wlat hsqipens between the coataminatioa and comj^ete a^^warance of the 
dtfeole. 

In women returns o£ the fymptoms are more frequent than m men, par- 
ticolarly {^tfae difoharge; which being limilar to the fluw albus, uid Ac- 
quently taken for that difeafe, gives lefs fufpicion, aldioug|i k Is pabaps 
eqodQy bad. 

The diftitt(^(»i between a gonorrhcea and a gleet is not yet afoertained^ 
for dK inflammation iubfiding, the pain going off, and the matter altering, 
ate no proofs that the poifon is deftroyed ; for it is no more neceffiuy dicte 
Ihould be a c-<Hitinuancc of the inflammation to produce die ^>ecific poifon; 
than it is neceffiiry for a continuance of the inflammation to produce di6 
gket, as will appear endcnt frcnn two cafes before rdated/

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The firft of thefe ca&s ihows dut the inflammation is not neceflary to the 
csdftence of the venerod poilbn j and on the contrary* the inflammation 
may cxift after the matter diichargod lias cca&d to be venereal ; for I have 
known caies where the inflammation and diicharge have continued for 
twelve months, and inth confiderable ^olencej and there has been a con- 
nexion- widi women widiout a 'fufpicton of giving them the difeafe i how- 
ever this is not an ahiblute pcoof that th^e is 00 vims in the di^hsrge. 



CHAPTER 
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: : C H APT E R VIII. 

GENERAL OBSEkN^ATIQNS ON !tHE iSYMPTOJ^S 
WHICH OFTEN REMAIN AFTER THE DISEASE 
IS SUBDUED. 

IToftai happens after the virus is deftroyed, and the venereal inflammation 
removed, Uiat feme one, two, m- more of the lymptoms fliall continue, 
and perhaps prove more obftinate than the original difeaie itfclf j fomc of 
them Hiall continue through life, and even new ones fhall fomedmes ari& as 
foon as the firft fubfide. All thefe fymptoms are commonly imputed by the 
patients themfelves, and what is ftill vrorfe, cither ignorantly or illiberally by 
fome of the profeffion, to the original difeafe having been ill treated, or as is 
vulgarly fald ill cured. But caiainly ib far as we are yet acquainted with 
the difeafe and method of cure, this is not true; for die methods of treat- 
ment, though numerous, may be faid to be vety fimilar, and we fliall find 
thefe fymptoms not to be coniequences of any one mode of treatment, but 
that they happen indifcriminately after them all. Yet I can c<Hiceive that 
many conftitutions, and particular parts, often require one mode of treatment 
in preference to another, and probably require modes that we are not yet 
acquainted with j but if thefe peculiarities of coniHtution or parts are not 
known, which muft ofien be the cafe, the praOitioner is not to be ralhly . 
accufed of ignorance. 

In the introduiftion I obferved, that die venereal difeafe is capable of 
calling into aftion fuch fufceptibilitics as are remarkably ftrong, and peculiar 
to certain conftitutions, and countries ; and as the fcrofula is predominant in 
this country, fome of the efiedts of gonorrhcea may partake of a ferofulous 
nature. 

The fymptoms which continue after the virus is gone, do not owe thdr 
continuance to the fpecific qualities of the virus, but to it's effects upon 
the parts, fuch as infiammation and it's confequences ; for the ikme degree 
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of inflammation arifing from any other caufe would leave moft of the iame 
efikds. But I fuTpeft that the continuance of the difcharge called a gleet is 
an exception to this ; fiw we find that it is often cured by the fame mode of 
aftion which would produce the other fymptomSt that is, inflammation; and 
we find in general that a difcharge brought on by violence of no fpecific 
kind, does not lait longer than the violence, even although the caufe has been 
continued £»* fome time, as is often the cafe during the ule of bougies. 

The firft of the continued fymptoms may be reckoned the remains of the 
difagreeable fefifations exf:ited by the original di&aie. 

The iecond, die difcharge palled a gleet. 

The third, the chordee. 

The fourth, the irritable ftate of the bladder. 

The fifth, the incteaie and hardnefe of the epididymis. 



I. OF THE REMAINS OF THE DISAGREEABLE SENSA- 
TIONS EXCITED BY THE ORIGINAL DISEASE. 

The ftrange kind of ien&dons which continue in tbe^ urethra and glans, 
happen more ftequentiy when the bladder has fympathiied with the urethra 
in the time of tiie dileaie ; for then there is often the remains of the old 
fhooting pains in the glans, or on It's fur&ce, \vhich take their rile from the 
bladder. Thefe however commonly go oiF, ieldom being the forerunners of 
any bad fymptoms, and therefore are not to be confidered as part of the diieaie 
but merely a confequence ; yet they are often very, troublefome, and teazlng 
to the patient, keeping his mind always in doubt whether he is cured or not, 
which makes him frequently become the dupe of ignorant or defigning men. 

As theie remaining fenfations vary confiderably in thdrnamre perhaps no 
one method of treatment will always be proper. I have known a bougie 
introduced a &w times take oflf oitirdy the difagreeable fen£ition in the 
urethra, and I have known it do no, good. Gentle irritating inje^cms uled 
occafionally will often alleviate. in iomc degree thole complaints. A grain 
of corrofive fublimate to eight ounces of water makes a good injedtlon for 
this purpoie, but fuch applications are In general no more than palliatives. • 
C c I have 
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I have known the tiie of hemlock Fclieve the fymptoms very much, and in 
fi>me caJfes entirely cure them, while in many others it has not had the leaft 

A blH^ applied to the perinxom will entirdy cure ibme of the remaining 
fyoiptom^, even when they extend towards the bladder, as will be explained 
ber^ter j indnd it-af^jears to have more efieft than any other remedy. A 
blifter to the finall of the back will alio give relief, but n^ ib eiledually as 
when applied to the perinxum. 

The following cafes arc remarkable inAances (^diis. A Portaguefe gen- 
tleman about twenty-five years of age had contra£led a venereal gonorrlHEa 
of which he was cured, but for two years after many of the fymptoms ftill 
condnued, and even with confiderable violwice. The fymptMns were the 
following } a frequency in making water, and when the inclination came on 
he could not retain it a moment ; a ftraining, and pain in the bladder alter 
voiding it; a conilant pain in the region of the bladder; a {hooting pain in 
riie uivthra, which exteiuled often to the anus ; ilrange lenlations in the 
perinaeum ; a feiie of wearinefs m the tefticles ; and if he at any time pre0ed 
his thighs dole together, it brought on the pain or len&tiop in Uie perinaeum. 
JM -vas fiippofed at Lisbon diat he had the ftone, and he came over to Lon- 
don ibr a cure of that diieaie. He was examined, but no iione was found. 
Be was ordcrtd to wafh the external parts every morning with cold water, 
vjudu he did for a fortnight, but ibund no bmefit. I was confulted, and 
informed of all the above-mentitmed circumftances. As a ftaff had been 
palied, there couM be no ftri£ture; however I thought it was poOible there 
might be a di&afed prollate gland> and therefore examined him by the anus ; 
but found that gland of it's natural fize and firmnefs. As there was no nfible 
alteration of ibrufhire any where to be found, I looked upon the (Hfeaie as 
only a wrong adion of the parts, end therefore ordered a blifter to be applied 
to the perinaum, which relieved him almoil immediately ; it was only kept 
opai for a few days, and the whole of the fymptoms were entirdy remov^. 
He retained his water as ofual, all the ftrange fenfatidns went off, and die 
bliftered part was allowed to heal. About a fortnight after, he got a frcfh 
venereal gonorrhcea, which alarmed him very much, as he was aA^id it 
m^hl bring back all his former fymptoms, which however did not return, 
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and he tras fooh cured of die gooorriicea. He flayed in Lmdon fbme time 
afier» widiout any relapie. 

Another caie, was that of a gentleman's lervant in the counby. He had, 
from a venereal c&ufe, a dilagreeable fenfation whenever he made unter, alio 
a huming^ and fbme degree of chordee, and had laboured under thefe fymp-^ 
toms for a cbnfiderable tune. He had undo-gone a courie (^mercury which 
lafted two nxmths, on a fuppolition of the venereal vims not being deftn^ed, 
but without C&&. He had after that been bled> ufed powders of gum 
aratuc and tragacanth, and taken calomel in finall dofes, with no better 
iiiccefs. He then had recourie to injeifHdns and bougies of all kinds, but 
without receiving any benefit fnxn them. On the ground of the fymptoms 
not being venereal, but only wrong ai^ons of the parts, a blifter was applied 
upon the perinaeum, repeatol and kept open fix days, when the fympbuns 
totally difappeared, and had not recurred a twelvemonth after. 

. Thw praAice is not only of Csrvice where there has been a preceding 
gDnorrhcsa, but I have found it ronove almoft immediately common 
ftianguries, where the turpentines and opium, both by the mouth and anus, 
had proved ine&dhial, and when the catheter had been necelTarily introduced 
tma 9. day ta draw off the water. But of this more fully hereafter. 

Eleftricity has been fbimd to be of fervice in fwne cafes, and therefore may 
be tded either in ihe firft infhuice, or whoi other means have failed. 



11. OF A GLEET. 

Whatever method has been ufed in the cure of the venereal inflam- 
mation, whether injeftions, or internal medicines, mercurials, purgatives, 
or aftringents, it of%en happens that die formation of pus fliall continue, 
xoA prove more tedious and difficult of cure than the original difcafc. For 
as I have already obferved, the venereal inflammation is of fuch a nattjre as 
to go <^ c^ itfelf, 'oT to wear itfelf out j or, in other words, it is fuch an 
a£tioB of the living powers as can fublifl only for a certain time. But this 
it not the cafe with a gleet, vrfiich feems to take it's rife from a habit of 
a£don wluch die parts have contra<5led, and as they, have no difpolition to 
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lay afide thiS- a&ion it of courfc is continued ; for wc find in thofe gonor- 
rhoeas which laft long, or are tedious in their cure, that this habit is more 
rooted than in thofe which go off foon.' 

, This difeafe however has not always the difpofition to go on, for it 
often appears to ftop of itfelf, even afwr every method has been inefiofhially. 
uted. It is moft probable that this arifes from Come accidental changes in 
the conAitution, not at all depending upon the nature of the difeafe it&U* 

I have fufpefted that .there was, Ibmething of a fcrofiilous adion in fane 
gleets. We find frequently that a derangement of the natural adions of 
a part :will be the caule of that part falling into {amc new difeafed a^on, 
to which there may be a ftrong tendency in the constitution. Wc find that 
a cold falling on the eyes produces a fcrofiilous weakhefs in thofe parts,t 
wth a confiderable diichargc. -There are often fcrofiilous fwdlings in the 
tonfils from the fame cauie. 

This opinion of the nature of fiane gleets is ftrengthened by the methods 
of cure, for we find that the iea-bath cures more gleets than the common 
cold-bath, or any other mode, of bathing. I have never yet tried the in- 
ternal ufe of thofe medicines which are generally given in the ferofula ; but 
I have found fea-water diluted, and ufed as an injcSion cure fome gleets, 
though not always efie<fhial. 

A gleet is generally underftood to arife from a weaknefs ; this cer^tinly 
gives us no idea of the difeafe, and indeed there is none which can be an- 
nexed to the expreflion. By mechanical weaknefs is underftood the not 
being able to perform fomie action, or fuftain fome force j by animal weak- 
nefs the fame j but when the cxprefGon is applied to the animal's perform- 
ing an uncommon, or an additional aftion, I do notperfedtly underftand it. 

Upon this idea of weaknefs depended in a great meafure the method of 
cure ; but we Ihall find that the treatment founded on this idea is fo ht 
from anfwering in all cafes, that it often does harm, and a contrary prac- 
tice is fuccefsfiil. 

A gleet dii&rs from a gonorrhcea, firfl in this, that though a omfequence 
of it, it is perfectly innocent with refpeiS to ihfe*flion. Secondly, when it 
is a true gleet it is generally different in fome of the conftituent parts of die 
^ifcharge, which confifls of globular bodies floating or wrapt in a ilimy

mucus inftead of a ienim. But the urethra is Co circumftanced as eafily to, 
&U back into the foimation of pus, and this commonly happens upon di& 
leail increale of exerciic, . eatings or dtijnkifig infUg^ible food, or any thing. 
which increafes the circulation or heats the patient. The virus however I 
believe does not return j but of this I am not certain, for there are caies 
that make it veryoileubt&il, jxs was before obJerved. 

I am inclined to fuipeft that a gleet ariies from the furface of the urethra 
OAfyi '«»d- hot 'from the glands j for I have obierved in fei>eral iaftance«, that 
Wtien the pa0ftge4ias ^tiit been' cleared ei&er-^ the difchargc of uriac, or 
1^ -die- ufe of an .injeAion ; a le&lvions idea has cai^d the natural flirae to 
flow Tcry pare, whi<3i I do fi^pofe woukl aot have happened if the ytiarts 
fccreting thc'liquw- had-aflifted in fcvming d» ^l«et. 

A gleet' fe Tuppofed to'bii ah attendant upon vAwit we eafl a rftlaxcd eon- 
ftitutionj butIcanihapifly'%'*!atThi(Vebbfefved' this to bethel at 
fesift-i have- ffieh iBftaaices wliere 1 Oiould have exposed fuch a -termination 
rf * ^onbrAoJa sF ftas had been a 'gieneraS caufe, bot did not find it fo j and 
I haii'efeeft'itW^lhDftg c6nftitutibns,,at feaftln- appearance, in every other 
reibed. Gleets do not in all cafe^anfe ^Ih preceding gouOTrhceas, but 
fomefiiies'fiDm othfer ffifeifes of the urethra. A ftrifture in the urethra is 
I be^evealhioft always attended widi a gleet : k fomctimea arSfes alio from 
a difefem tk^^rofiate gknd. 

\ liWicil'a -gleet does not ariie from any cvidcht caufe* nor can be fuppofed 
to be a return of a former gleet in conlequence of a gonorrhoea, a ftrifture, 
or difea&d proftate g;Iand is to be iulpe^ed ; and inquiry ihould be made 
into the circumftances of making water, whether the ilream is fmaller than 
comm(Hi ? whether there be any difficulty in voiding it ? and whether the 
calls to make it are frequent ? If there ihould be fuch iymptoms, a bougie 
of aiufrrfl^erlefs-than-dM-conunon, ough't'tobe ufed; which will if there 
is a fbi<^iire ftop y/hta, it reaches it j and if it.paflcs on to the bladder with 
foleraMc eaic,' (he idif^e is probably ia the prqlVate gland, which ihould he 
Aexfexaimnca. ''Biit'riiore fully of Wth UicieVomplaints?iWeafter. ,

OF THE CURE . OF GLEETS. 

AS this diibharge has no i^cific quality, but depends upon the coo- 
ftitutien of the .pfttienu.Qf, nuture of tbe^parjs theoifelvcs, that 
can be. no certain or fixed method of cure ; ^n4 as it is very diificult to find 
out Mig true nature of differCntfConftitmions. or departs, it becomes equally 
difficult to prefcribe with certainty the medicines which will beft fuit this 
^0^9 i for fo great is the vaiie^ ii} conftitptipos, , that what in one ea& 
proves a cure^ will in another aggravato ^ -coiziplaint. t ' -^ 

The cure would appear to depqnd upon- a change being produced in itue 
action of t^e parts, and that chan^ may be produced in a great many ways» 
in diilerent conAitutipns, each having a mo^ of ^&ipn peculiar to itielf, 
which I believe cannot be at iirft known: . 

Whatever method of cure is followed, it will probably be a continoation 
of tVt which vns put in prance towards ^e latter end of the cure of the 
gonorrhoea, and which w^s meant as a prevention of gleet. If iiich methods, 
have not been alnadyufed, t|^ may be tried now, and varied apcording 
to circumftances. 

There are two ways' of attempting the cure of this complaint, conlHtu- 
nonal, or local. 



I. OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL ^ET^OD OF CVS^^, , . . 

Medicines, when taken into the conftitution witna view tothe cpre of 
gleet, may be fuppofcd to ad in three, ways,'' as (peciiics,* itrcngihcners,, 
and ailringents. . ' ' ~ ■ ' 

* It may be nccdlary to renurk here, that by fpeciiic I do not mean a Q)ecific for the dikaSe^ 
but onlj' fiidi medicines as aft fpecifically on thole parts, as the turpentines, cantharidcs, &c.

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The Jpedfic power of internal medicines upon thofc parts is not very 
great/ hwrcvcr we find : that feme of them, fuch as the balfams, turpen- 
tines, cahtharidcs, &;c. are of ule, efpecially in flight cafes. I diink' I 
have been able to afcertaui this fatft, diat when the balfams, turpenclne«^ 
or cantharides, are of fervice thty are almofl: immediately fb j therefore if 
upon trial they are not 'found to lefTen, or totally remove the gleet in HvC'dr 
fix days, I have newr contiiiuod them longer. And even where they ha'vo 
either leficned or totally removed the gleet in that time it will often recu<« 
upon ^ving 'tlwm- off, and thereJbre they fhould be continued fcM* fomo 
tone after the fyroptoms hiave disappeared. I have known cales where the 
gleet has difappeared immediately upon taking the balfam capivl, and re- 
curred upon- leaving' if off;' and. I have alfb &en where that medicine has 
kept it off for more than a month, and yet it has recurred immediately^ 
upon laying it ailQe, and flopped again as quickly, ^pbn having recour& to! 
it. In fuch cafes the otiier methods of cure ihould be tried. The balfams 
Ciiay either be given alone, . or miixd with other ifuBfbnces fo as to make 
them lefs difdigreeablel / , . ■ j ; . . ; 

Tl^ graiera^ flrengtheners of the habit need only be given when the parCs 
aft merely as. parts of .that habit, and "by difpofing the whole to aftpto^' 
perly, thefe parts are alfo dialed to aft in the&mc~way, fiich are the cold- 
bath, fea-bathing, the lark; &sd, 6cc. ' / 
; . Aflriflgents taken into the, conftitution have ho great powers, and if thty 
had, they might be very improper, as any thing that could a£t with pow^s 
in tha. conflitution equal to what would be lieceflary here, might very muclk 
af)fft many natural operations in the animrd leconomy. The aftringenO 
guiosi and fait of flcel, are commonly given. ' . i

The aArir>gents commonly ufed are> the deco&ton of the bark, n^he 
YijtrioJ, alum, and pieparadotis of leadi The ai^aa vitritdica'^casriilea, of the 
I^pndon Piipenfatory, diluted with eight tiniea it's qoantity of water, makes 
t| very good aftringeot inje^ion. The iame obferrations: that I made on the 
fpecifics are applicable to the aftringents } I believe ^at tlicy ad nearly in 
tiic fame manner, and have the faftie eficS. What their mode of ai^ion is 
I can hardly iky. 

Whto either of Aeic methods liave been uied> and Ii^ve- had thedefired 
ctk(kf they Hiould be continued for a xronfiderable time after the iymptoms 
have di&ppeared, and the time muA be in propoftito to the duiati<Mi «f the 
complaint, or the frequdncy of it's returns. If it has been of long Handing 
Vt may be fure that die^dl^iition foi fuich a complaint is ftiong; and if 
it has returned frequently, upon the leafl increafe of circulation, wc may 
e:xp()A:the &iue thingto happen again j therefofe:to corredl^ the bad habits 
it-tenttoeffary to continue die inediclnes for a confiderable time. 
. . Irritating applications arc either injections or bougies, fimple, or medicated 
with irritating medicines ; violent exercift may be confidered as having the 
iSunec^ftft. Such amplications fhould never be died till the othw me^ods 
have been fiiUy tribd and found uniiicccfsflil. Th^ di&r from tfie foragoing 
1^ producing at firft a greater diTcharge diah the one thty are intended to 
cure i and the. increafed difcfaarge majhor may not continue as long as the 
application is ufcd. It becomestheifefore neceflkry to aiquire how long 
they are to be ufed to produce a cure of the gleet. That time will generally 
be in proportion to the violence uied, and the nature of the parts which form 
die matter j and accordii^ to the difpofitiorf being ftrong or weak joined to 
it's' duration, and the greater or lefs irritability of the parts. If the parts are 
iither weak or irritable, or bofh, an initatiiig injcflfon fhould not be ufed ; 
if i^rohg, and not irritable, it may be ufed with' lafety. In ihie laft cafe, if it 
is an injection that ftimulates very confiderably, perhap&u^g it'twiee,'*«'

III. OF GLEETS IN WOMEN. 

This di&a& is more frequent in women dian in men, at leaft a diTcharge 
.fitun the va^oa is very common in them, which probably will be called a 
gleets when ibllowing a venereal taint, although only the Huor albus. 

The cure of the gleet in women is nearly the fame as in men, except in 
the uleof what Ihave called fpecifics to the parts; for as thcgleetin womot: 
is principally from the vagina, 1 believe that this part is not more afield by 
die turpentines than other parts are. Neither can we u& the bougie ia 
ca&s of i^ect in the vagina ; and when the gleet is only &om the urethra^ I 
imagine it is hardly ever attended to in women. 



IV. OF THE REMAINING CHORDEE. 

This fymptom I have already obferved often remains after every'mark c^ 
the ^true virus is removed, and may or n^y not be an attendant on any of the 
other continuing fymptoms. 

Rubbing the part externally with' merctlria] ointment may be of (ervice, 
and if j(uned wiUi camphire, it's powers will be in^reaied. I have known 
eledridty cure a chordee of long Handing. If it is the fpaimodic chordee 
ibaX remains, bark ihould be given. 



V. OF THE CONTINUANCE OF THE IRRITATION OF 
THE BLADDER. 

The irritation of the bladder fometimea continues after evoy other fymp- 
tom is gone, and it may be an attendant upon all, or any of the other 
continuing fymptoms i it feldom lails with the Banc violence, although it is 
ofiea very troublefomc. When this irritation is kept up with the fame 
-. ' ■ . violence 
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violence, the bladder It&lf may be fufpeded of being diieaftd j or it mxf 
arife from it's cornieftion with other parts, fuch as the urethra, or {Mt^l« 
gland ; for a ftridture in the uretlira coming on will ccmtinue it, and a 
difeafe in the proftate gland will do the lame. 

Neither of thefe difeafes will probably follow the gonorrhoea lb clofely as 
to continue this irritation, though perhaps they may have been taking pUce 
prior to the gonorrhcea, and lb contribute to it's increaie, and continoance; 
which may probably be afcertained by a hiAoiy of the patient preceding li» 
pieient compiaint ; however befcxe the bladder Itfelf is atteaq>ted to be cuzed, 
a boagie daould be pafied, and if no ftri&ure is found, then the proAate glasd 
Atould be examined, as ihall be defcribed. 

When the difeafe is in the bladder only, I think the pain is principally at 
the clblc of making water, and ftH- a little while after. The cure of diis 
fymptom confills in opiate clyflers, cicuta, bark, lea-bathing, and I Ihimki 
be inclined to recooimend the application of a bliftor to the perinaeum in men. 
How &r opiate clyfters can zffcA the bladder in wcunen as they do in men» 
I am not certain. 



VI. OF THB REMAINING HARDNESS OF THE EPIDIDYMIS. 

This fymptom Ihavcofcfemdrcmaindong after creiy other fympcom 1$ 
removed, and may continue even for hfe, but feUom or ever any bod cooler 
ijoences hai^iai from it, if the vas deferens is not rendered impervioos; awk 
not even then if it is only in one tefticle> ihc other being equal to all ^ 
purpofes of generation. As this is the cale, we muft at once lee, that no 
cotain method of refolution is yet known. Sitting over the lleam of wana 
water with camphir^mi^t be tried, elpecially iafuchc^^asuenot dilpo- 
fed to be permanent, and rubbing the firotum with mercurial (untment jtnned 
with camphire. But in moft cafes this pradice will prove too tedious, or 
Rrtbei tco inefficacious to be kwg perfiftcd in. 
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CHAPTER I. 

OF DISEASES SUPPOSED TO ARISE IN CONSE- 
QUENCE OF VENEREAL INFLAMMATION IN 
THE URETHRA OF MEN. 

GONORRHCEA either i»t)duces> i»- is iuppoied to produce, manjr 
difordcrs befides thofe already mentioned, and which are totally itif- 
fisreot from the original dl&afe. How far they do all or any of them ariie in 
con&quenceofdusdiieaie, isnot clear j butasth^aredileaies of the urethra 
and are both numerous and important, I mean to treat iiilly of them in this 
place. If uiy of thefe difeales arile from gonorrhoea, they are mod probably 
not the conibquences of any fpecific quality in the venereal pcHibn, but ars 
iiich as might be produced by any common inflammation in thoie parts, as 
was d>ferved of tlw continued ^mptoms. 

In diis invdligation we fhall find ibme of the canpkints arifing out of 
each other, (o that there is freqaently a feriies of diem. Thus a ifaiftnte of 
the urethn produces an irritable bladdo*, a frequent deiire to nuke water, 
sicteaicd fUength of the bladder, a dilatation of the uretiua between the 
bladder and ftridure, ulceration, fiftulae in perinaeo, dilatation of the ureters 
and enlargement of the pelvis of the kidneys, befides other complaints that 
ate fympathetic, fuch as fwellings of the tcfticle, and of the gUnds in the 
groin. 

I ihall treat of the diica£cs of dio& parts in the order in which they moil 

commonly arife. It may be obferved ^t mofl of thcfe difea&s, dpecially 

the diminution of diflen^bili^ in the 'bladder, attack men advanced beyond 

F f middle 
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middle age, although many if not all of them are at times found in younger 
men, and the circumftance of their appearing at this period ariics probably 
in fome degree from a long habit of an unnatural mode of life producing 
many difeft^s; iuch as ^Oiit ; for cert^ily fuch coo^laints do lidt fo fre- 
quently take place amdng the more uncivilized nations. 

The moft frequent difcafe in the urethra is an obftruiSion to the paflage of 
the urine;, it happens both in yowig and 9ld) although moft frequently in 
the latter. Before 1 begin to treat of this fu^jcfl:. I fhall for die better 
onderftanding of the whole, make fome obfervations on the ufcs of this 
paffagftiivit's natural-ftatej, .', ( > v k'- '.','-.'•

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complaint but the inflammation in the peiinaeum. In all of didie bbftmc- 
tions the ihcam of water becomes fmall, and that in proportion to the 
obilrudtion } but this iymptom. though probably it is the firft, is not always 
ob&rved by the patient. In ibme the wat^ is voided only in dn^, and 
tlien it cannot ^cape notice; in othecsthe ftream of urine is foiicod^ or 
ibtttered : under fuch circuniilances the pafiage ihbuld be examined wilii a 
bougie ; and if one of a continon fize palfes widi tolerable eaic, the fiAJr 
caufe of obAnUSiai is to be fufpeded, which will moil probably be found 
to be a fwelled proftate gland ; for any other ouiie that can produce a com- 
prie£i>o <>f die fides of die urethra; fuffidcat to obftnu^ the urine, will be 
known to the patient, ^h as a tumor forming any where along the canal, 
fx an inflammation ahing It's fides ; therefore if netdier of tliefe are known 
to eauft, the proftate g^kand fbmild be caoimincd, as will be defcxibed hne« 
after. 

The ipafmodic obftradim wUl commonly explain Itfelf when the fymp- 
toms are wdl inveiHgated ; for the obftru^ticm arifing firom this cau& will 
not be permanent. The& obftru&ons, but more particularly that from a 
permanent ftriaure, is generally attended with a difcharge of matter or a 
gleet. This iA oftai confidered by-tbs patient as . the whole dijeafe, and 
he applies to the fur^eon for the cute of a gfcet. The fut;geon often goes 
on attempting die cure of this difeaij;; but not fucceeding at laft other 
fyniptoms are obibved, and a ftridure is fufpe&ed either by the fmgcon or 
patient. In di£baies of this pailitgc, and Alfo of the prc^te gland and 
bladder, there is conunoiUy an uoosfincfs. about i the periasEsum. ,anos> and 
lower pait oi tbfi abdomen, and die perfiin can hardly crofs his i^ without 
pain.

I nerar 
faw a ftric^ture in that part of the urethra which palTcs through the praftate 
gland ; and the bulb, befides being the moft fivquent ieat of this di&a^ 
has likewiie the ftriftures formed there of the worft kind. They are generally 
0OW in forming, it being often years from their being perceived beibre ibfff 
become very troublefome. 

The iame ftri^hire is not at all times equally bad ; for we find that in 
warm weather it is not nearly fo troublefome as in cold : tixfe clongcs aic 
often very quick» a cold day, even an hour of cold weatho*, fliall pratkice a 
change in them ; and the fiunc ftridure is almofl always worie in winttt 
than -in fummer j however this obfervation is not fiee fiom exceptions, I 
knew one cafe that was always worfe in the fummCT. There are other 
circumflancesbefides cold that make a ftrifture werie; c gentleman wh« 
had an agne, always fband the ftndme increased during the fit ; it is alio 
increafed by drinking, vioknt exerci^ and by the retention of niifte after 
an inclination to void it. This hift cauic is often fo great' ta to jHodqce a 
t6tal Ao{^age fcv a time.- It ia'fometimes rendered much worie^JafiaaH 
calculus pafiing fiom the; bladder* of the fimnttioa of which this fbidure 
was probably the cau&. The cakulus not faeitig td)le to pafs wUl produce 
a to^ ib>ppage of nritiei the cauie of which can hardly be known ale ^e 
time; and if known it'could'not-beremet&d ivithout ati'ojxruion/ 

It is impoflible to iay what is the caufe of ihst alteration in the ftrudnre 
of Ae ureUira which dimiiSflKs diexanal :' ic itias' been afctibed to the 
efl%£b o£ the vetiereal dileafe; and often to die method of cure r but I doubt 
veiy much if it cotnmonly,' 01* eVen' etcr, arties fram theje cat^bf; yet as 
moii men haw had venereal complaints fooae time or other, it is natural 
to aicribe the flri^re to than ; and therefwe it may be very difficult to 
refute' this opinion. Many reafons however can bo givoi'wby we fhouM 
fuppofe that it is not commcmly a confequence of a venereal infianimatiori. 
Striftures are ccanmon to mod paiHkges in Hk human body $ they arc often 
to be found' in the cefbphagas j in the tnteftines, elpecially the; reflum ; ia 
■ the ai^s i in the pr^uce producing phymofis j m the lacbrjonal duft pro^

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ducing the diicafe called fiftula lachrymalis, where no difeaie had previoulfy 
exiftod. They fometiines happen in the urethra whoc no raiereal complaint 
had «ver been.; i have £sen an lnftanc6 of this kind in a young man of nine- 
teen who had had the complaint for eight years, and which therefore b^aq 
when only eleren years of age. It wa» treatdd at firft aS ftone, or gravel. 
He was of a fcrofiilous hibi;, the lips thick, the: eyes ibre, a thickened 
cornea of one eye, and of a weak habit. This ftrifhire was in the ufual 
place, about the rnembhmaus part of the, urethra. I have ieen an tnftance 
of a ftrzAuce in the urethra of a boy of fbor years, and a fiAula in perinso 
in con&quence of it. They are as common to ihofe who have had the 
gonorrhcea flight, as thoiei\vh0 b^veijt'fMDteaily./

Sutton has told us, that the cold regimen in extreme is infinitely better than 
the old method ; .but from general pra£tice we have learned that moderation 
is bell, whrch is all we'yet know. 

When Daran piddilhcd his obfervations <ki the bougie, cvciy furgeon fct 
to work to discover the compoiition, and each conceived that he had found it 
out from the bougies he had made producing the cSe£ks dcTcribed by Daran. 
It never occuilrsd to diem that any extraneous body of the &me fhape and 
ccnfiAcnce wi6uld do the lame thing..

apt to diink it is pafliog while it is only beading; . A &rgeon however ihould 
geeeral^ ficft make himielf aequainted with tfa* fituation of the Jhidups, by 
ft common fieeil bougie, and ^fhert that is known' hd'fhotird try a fmaHer 
one, and when he comes to the ftriflure pufh gently, and for a little time 
only. If he has prefled h as make the bougie pais iurther into the penit* 
he will know how far it has entered the ibifture by taking off the prefTure

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ifrom the bougie ; for if it recoil he may be fure diat it has not pafied, at leaft 
has not paiTcd for but only bent, for rfie natural elaiUcity'of die bougie and 
the direflion of the palTage having been altered by it wiU force it back again; 
But if it remain Gxed and do not recoil, he may be fure th%t it has mteied the 
ibi^ure i in ufing a very iinall bougie however thcfe obfervations do not Co 
well apply, for it may be bending, or bent, without bdng perceptible. It 
often l^ppens that a bougie will enter only a litde way, perhaps not more 
than one-tenth of an inch, and then baid if die preflUre be continued. To 
know whether this be the cafe it is neceflary to withdraw the boi^ie and 
examine it's end ; if the end be blunted we may be fure the bougie has not 
entered in the Icaft, but if it be flattened for an eighth or tendiof ao inch, <^ 
grooved, or have it's outer Waxy coat pufhed op for that loigth, M" if diere 
be a circular impreflion- made upon the bougie where the ftri^bue is, or only 
a dent on me fide, both of which laft I fufpoft ariie fT<xn ipafin at the time, 
we may then be fure that it lias pa0ed as fer as thefe appearances extend. It 
becomes then necef&ty to introduce another cxa^ly of die fiune fize and in 
the fame manner, and to let it remain as long as the patient cin heit it, <x 
convenience will allow j and by repeating this theftrifhiro wiUbcoVM^ertic}. 
Sometimes we can' judge of it's having enteied the ftri^hire, by puiliAg iP 
gendy out ; for if it ftick a litde at the firft pull we may be certain it has

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The time that each bougie fhould remain in the paiTage muil be deter- 
mined by the feelings of the patient, for it ftiould never give pain if poffibk. 
Going beyiMid this point is deftroying the intention, increafing the very 
fymptoms that are meant to be relieved, and producing irritation, which .for 
a time renders the further application of the bougie improper. Whilcjlhs 
bougie is paffing, if the patient feel very acutely, it fliould not be left in 
above five or ten minutes, or not fo long if. it give great pain j and each! 
time of application fhould be lengthened fo gradually, as to be infenfiUe 
to the ieelings of the miiid, and the irritability of the parts. I have 
known it days, nay in many patients weeks, before thqr could allow the 
bougie to remain in the pafiage five or ten minutes, and yet in time they 
have been able to bear it for hours, and at laA without any difficulty. The 
beft time to let them remain in the pafiage is when the patient has leail to do; 
or in the morning while he is in bed, provided he can pais it himlelf. 

The bougie fhould be increaled in fize according to die dciiity with 
which the ftri£bure dilates, and the eafe with which the patient bears the 
dilatation. If the parts are very firm, or very irritable, the iocreafe of ^e 
fize of the bougie ihould be flow, gradually ftealing upon the parts, and 
allowing them to adapt their ftrudure to the increaJed Hzc. But if the 
&afibili^ of the parts wUl allow, the incrcale of the fize of the bougk may 
be fomewhat quicker, though never moie quick than the patient can bear 
with eafe ; the increaie fhould be continued till the largefl fized bougie 
pafies fredy ; nor fhould this be laid afide till after three weeks, or a month, 
in order to habituate the dilated part to it's new pofition, or to take off the- 
habit of cwtrading from the pkrt as much as.poffible; hwt as was obfervcd 
b^re, the permanency of this, cute can ieldom. be depend^ upon. 

Xnftead of proceeding with the caution roootnmmded, it has been pra£ti&d 
with fuccefs for a time, to force a common fized bougie through a flri£hire 
that only allowed a fmall one to pafs. :This I.iti{)pofe either tore the ftric- 
turo <x weakened it by flretching.it. fuddenly fo aa to render it unable to 
recover it's contrive powa for a confiderable time after. I have feen 
where this has produced good eflfefts, and for a time removed die permanent 
ftri<^rc, and prevented fpafin from taking place. This is a practice how- 
. I i . . ever 
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ever trbich I have never itied ; ahn^a prefening ttie miU tnatmeht where 
I could pai» a bou|^. 

I have kaown the palHng of the haapc remove almoft immediatdy a 
fffidltf^ of die tcftick which had ari&n from ^ ilriOure j durefoic fbcfa 
ft fymptotn ihould not prevent the uic of the boogie. 

In ca&E of ilri^iixes. where the boogie is^^ n&d, die patient is coninioaly 
in odicr telpc^ vttiX, and i3 vrith difficulty perfuadsd to leftrain from h^ 
cotimwa habits, often making too &ec in eating» drinkingf and cxerdie ; 
which are. all in man^ oUes ponicioiu, more efpoaally where inflammati<M 
ttd ftippbKitioa have taken place. It is there&fe the du^ of the forgeon 
to rdlM£t the patient for ibme time within certain .boonds, till he finds by 
trials what the putt are capable of bearing without producing infiammatioD. 



HI. OF THE CURE OF STRICTURE BY ULCERATION. 

The cure c^ a finite by means of ulceration is likewise efieded by a 
bougie t this modiod may be employed both in cafes where a bougie will 
pi&, and whsfe it will-not. In die firft ci& there is not die fame nec^ty 
fi>r ulceration at in die ieoDnd, bccadfe where a bougie will pafs there is no 
immediate danger arifiDg from the fhidun, which may tboeEbrv be dilated, 
as already described. But in cafe this method fhould be preferred to a flow 
dilatadon, which allows the parts time to adapt thcmfelves to their new 
pofitiofl, th« iUi^ire may t^ ^eAratfed^ hy fs«ducing ulcOTation in die parts, 
dpeciatiy if th^ an imm irrkpUci foas to admit of confiderable violence. 

When dftis Is iftccnded, Uie bougi& ihould be introduced as far into the 
Jbi<£tUK as poflibk, and the B« c^ it incrcafed as &fl as the fenfaticKis of 
dM patient can w^l bear. This will produce ulcei^citni in the part preShd, 
whkh is a moAkflingctuv, bccaufenkHeoftheflridureisdefbo|jpedthan 
when the putt «rc fimply dikied, I believe however there an few patients 
dia(\vill fubmit to this pm^ce J and indeed few will be aUe to'bearitj 
for I have feen It bring on violent fpafmi oh the j^rt which produced ibp- 
prefBon of urine, and proved very trbublefiime. Therefore as there is no 
abfolute necefHty in fuch cafes for purfuing this method^ I do not recess- 
mend 
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maid ic as a general pra&ioe, althong^ diere are cafes where it fticceeds f. 
and where tfaia mediod is to be pra^liied, it might probably not be amiis to 
accuAom the palTage to a bougie for fome time before fuch violence is uied. 
' If the imalleft bougie which can poflibly be made vith fome d^ree of 
ftrength cannot ,pa&, dilatation becomes impi:aAicable» and-sfis nece&ry 
that fomething elie ihoidd be done for the relief of the patient} and die 
deftru^Uon (rf'.the fbi£ture is to be e^ded ftune way or other. In many 
caies it may be proper to attempt this by'ulccration of the part j for we 
find from e:q>eriencc, that a fbit^ure may be removed by the iim{de preflure 
of a bougie. This efie£t miift ahic from the irritadon of abruption being 
given to the diieafed part, which irom the ftriAure iiot being an cwiginal 
formed part, nor having any power t^ refinance equal to the original one, 
is more fufccfdible of ulceration^ and therein is abforbed. The bougies 
which are only to produce ulceration in coniequence of their being applied 
to die ftri&ure, need not be Sa finall as in the fonner cafes, as they are not 
intended to pafs j and by being of a common fize they mil alfo be more 
certain in their appUcaticm to the ilridure. The force applied to a bougie 
in this cafe fliouJd not be great, for a ftri&ure is the hardeft part of the 
arethraj and. if a bougie is applied with a confiderable d^;tee of preflure, 
and continued there, it fometimes happens that the end of the bougie flips 
o;^ the ftri£bue before there is time for ulcoadon, and makes it's way into 
the fubflancc of the corpus ijwngiofum by the fide of the ftri<aure ; and if 
the preflure be continued ftill longer, it will make a new paflagc beyond 
the ftridure in the corpus fptfngiofum uredirx/ This more readily happens 
tf the ftridore be in the bend of the canal, as in fuch ci^ the bougie can 
hardly be apl^ied exadtly to ic, not having the iame curve } fuch mifchiefl 
have feen more than once ; and fometimes the bougie has been puflied fa 
iar as to make it's way into the reiftum. 

• It often requires a confiderable time before the whole is ib far utoerated as 
to lulmit thehougie, and this tires the patient and almofl makes him ddpair 
of a cure^ In this procefs great attention fliould be paid to the feeming 
progrcfs of the cure y for if it appears- to the furgeon that he is gaining

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ground by the bougie paffing farther in, and yet the patient does not make 
water better in the leaft, then he may be Cure that he is forcing a new. 
pallagel* 

When the ftrifture is ib ^ got the better of fay thcfc means as to admit 
a fm all bougie, the dilatation is to be made as in the former cafe where a 
bougie pallbd at firil. Whenever a bougie of a tolerable fize pa0es widi 
cafe, and the parts and patient have become accuftomed to them, it is no 
longer neceiTary that the furgeon ihould continue to pa& them ; the patient 
may be allowed to introduce them himlelf j and when he can do it readily, 
it may be trufted to him in common, as he can make ufe of them at the 
moft convenient times, by which means they may be in general Iong«- and 
oftener applied, the furgeon only &eing him occafionally. This pra&icc of 
the patient under a furgeon's eye, by which he is taught how to pafs them, 
becomes more neceflary, as ftri£hues are dileafes that commonly recur, 
thoefbre no man who has ever had a ftri£hire, and is cured of it, ibould rely 
on the cure as laiHng, but ihould be always prepared for a return; and 
fhould always have fome bougies by him. He ihould not go a joum^ 
even of a week without them j and the number ihould be according to the 
time he is to be gone, or the place he is going to ; for in many parts of the 
world he cannot be iiippUed with them. The bougies for fuch purpofe 
ihould be of different fizes, as it is tmcertain in what degree the di&afe may 
return. 

Bougies, in all caies, from their ihape, and from the aAion <^the parts, 
readily flip out, which retards the cure j but it is much worfe when they 
pafs into the bladder ; which can only take place in caies where the ibic- 
ture is in fome meafure overcome. The confequence of a bcnigie paffing 
into the bladder muil at once appear in it's iulleil force to every one; it 
fubje(^ the patient in moil caies to be cut as for die ilone ; and indeed if 
it is either not ibon thrown out, or cut out, it becomes the ba£s of a ilone. 
A young man was cut for a bougie only a fortnight after it had pai^ into 

■ This makes it neceflaiy In all cafei of ftriOuies vrben bougies will not pafs, to be very 
particular in our inquiries, vHiedier the patient has ufed bougies foitoeily, and whether there 
nay not be reafon to belisve that dtey had taken a wroi^ dire^on. 
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the bladier'; and it was almofl wholly crafted over witti calculous ihatter. 
Bougies have been known to be forced out of the bladder along with the 
water by the action of that vifcus, and in feveral folds. It is probable that 
^ bladder ia.a,natuia] ftate h9S^not power fufficient to perform fucfa an 
ai^on i biit we Ihall ihbw that in caies of ftriftures ^ivhert the refinance to 
the palling of thciivatcf is very much, increaied, the ftrength of the bl^lder 
becomes proportlonably greater ; this happens principally in tsi&s of' ftric- 
tures of long ftanding. •'"*' 

Such accidents are often obierved before the outer end of the bougie has 
got beyond the projeding.part of.the jpenis, but even then" it is' difficult 
of extra^on. . I have fucco»ied in feme of tbc& (gales' by fixing the bbu^ 
in the urethra fome ijray below it's end ; for in'ftance, m the perimeiun, by 
preffing againft it with one^ hand« and pulhing back the penis upon the 
bougie with the other hand } then laying- hold of the penis i^n the bougie, 
removii^ the j^efliue )?t\<m^ and draw^g the whole up ; and by perform- 
ing thete twp inotions alternately, I have beed able to lay &old of the end of 
it. However this dbes not always ' &cceed, for when the bougie is either 
fiiiatl, or becomes foft, it will not admat of the penis being pulhed'Uown 
upon it without bending ; or^ if the ^ck end of the bougie has got beyond 
the moveable,, or projofting part brthe penis, then'this mode of treatment 
becomes iqiprafticable. I'have fticceeded in thieie Hafl,' caies with the 
forceps for extiadtuig theAone'out of the urethr^, y but'if it has got into 
tiie bend of the, urethra, this prat^ce will alfi> fail ; and in Aich a ftate it 
would be . imof^ adyifeable to paTs a catheter down to it, ^nd cut upon that j 
and, probably ^ anQve-mentioned forceps infroducod .through tbe wound 
might thralaqf, 'hold of it's cnd;'!ca* by'cutdne'a litt^te furthei'; fo as to 
expofefinne part of die bougie, it 'mlg^t oe eaury extracted, without the 
narefli^ of cutting into the Madder j'tfos pi^rf of* tfic "operation however 
would be very difficult iiv a ^t OT hifty niaii. ' ' 

To pievent the iiic(»ivdiiency of tl^ bdugie CQjniAg^ out^, or the miicBef 
ofit'spafliiig in, it is necdTafy to dea ifoit cotton thr^d rpiind'tlJat end 
of die bougie which is out of die urethra^ and then round die root of the 
glaos; this laft ^irt ihould "be ver^'loojfe^ for an obvious region } and the 
,,„[ ' ' K'i '' '"*'■' ' "'■ ••'''' pTtfjefting 
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proje^ng part- of the.jjougie ^ould aUb be bent down upon the petiu* which 
makes it both lefs .treublefomc, anii more fecurc. ' . ' ' . . 



IV. OF THE ^PPLlCATrON OF CAUSTIC TO STRICTURES. 

When a bougie can readily pafs there is no neceflity for ufing any other 
mediod to remove the (Iridiire : but there are too many cales .^ere a bougie 
cannot be made to pais, or fo ^dom that it cannot be depended upon for a 
oure* This may.ariie ^n> leveral cauies. FirA, die ftrifhjre. may be io 
tight as not to allow the imalleft bougie to pafs. Secondly, the orifice in 
tiK ftri<33ire may not be in a line with the -ureliira« wliich will make it un- 
Ctttaln, if not impoHible, to pafs a bougie. Thirdly, diwe m9y be no pallage 
4t all, it having been obliterated by diiealc, and the urine pailed hyj^uld in 
Perithga. 

. The firil very rarely occurs, for if the paffage in the ftriftUre be in a line 
with the general canal, a fmall bougie will commonly pafs, and altJiQugh it 
may not readily do fo upon every trial, it will be Sufficient to make way for 
another bougie, whict is all that is wanted. 

The iecond cai^ wh^rc th^ caiialis not in a line with the common pallage 
may arife fionfi three caufes. . .'Firfl-, when the Ihifture is in the bend of the 
lu^tbra, although ,th? paflage thrbiigh it riiay be' in. the centre of the canal^ 
yet as the bougie cj^inot.Tiave the exaft curve, it will be very uncertain in it's 
application. Secondly, from, an irregularity in the formation of the ilri<5hire, 
which niay throw the paiTage to one iidc, even in the ftraight jipirf of die 
urethrai and Thirdly, . irom ulceration having taken place, producing^»j^ 
inperinaOi which o^m make the canal ii^gular in it's courfe. 

The third cale where- the application of tiie caulUc may be necelTaiy, is 
where lliere is no palTage at all, wHch happens from ulceration and abfoefles 
in the perineum opening extmially i and in' the healing of thqn the foflagc li 
aioxi clofod up entirely. In all the' above-ihentibned cales I have' fucoQedc4 
with the cauftic beyond expe^tion. 

If the obllrui^ons are any where between th^ membrancnis part of 'the 
untbra apd the glans, where the cs^nal is nearly Hraight, or can eafily be 

made 
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made £> by the introdu£tion of a ftraight inftmment. It becomes an eafy 
matter to deftroy them by cauftic ; but if bwond that, it becomes then more 
difficult ; however at the beginning of the b«id of the urethra the obftrudion 
may be lb far got the better of as to admit of the pafiing of a bougie, or at 
leail'to procure a tolerable free paiTage for the urine. I have ieen ieveral 
cafes where it was thought neceflary to follow this practice, and it fuccceded 
&} well that after a few touches with the cauftic the bougie could be pafTed, 
which is all that is wanted. The fuccefs in thefe cafes was fuch as WQuId 
incline me to have recoujie to this praSice voy early» indeed whenever I 
could not pais a linall bougie through the flri^turej and I look upon the 
cauiHc as a^much fafer method than ufing preflure with a bougie^ for the 
reafen before-mentioned, that is, the danger of making a new paffage, vnth-<- 
out deftroying in the leafl any part of the obilruftion. 

Moft of the ftriiftures I ever examined after dicath, appeared to be in th^ 
power of fuch treatment / however I have feen one or two cafes where the 
contraction was 'of foine length and irregular, which would have puzzled 
me if I had attempted the cure wit^ the cauIUc ; becaufe I fhould have beeix 
apt to £iiped that I was makmg a new pallage by my gaining ground, and 
yet not relieving the patient, by the removal of the fymptoms. 

I have often tried this practice in fbidures where there were alio fiftulae 
in the urethra, and whcj« the water came through different paiTages. Such 
caies I Ihould fufpeCt were not the moil favourable, yet I fucceeded in the 
greater part of them, that is, I ^t thrQugh the fbiaure and could jSafs a 
bougie freely., I have feen fevcral cafes of fiftuUe of thefe parts, where the 
natural palTage was obliterated by the iliidhirej in which I have fucceeded 
with the caximc, and the fiAulous orifices have readily heal^ up. 

It does not happen always in cafes of obftraCtion to the palTage of the 
urine^ that when the obltni<aion is removed by the caufUc, and the water of 
courfe paHes freely, a bougie v?ill alio pafs. This I apprehend arjfes from 
the caiiftic not having deftrt^ed the ilriCUire in a direct line with the urethra^ 
ijo that 'a bougie cannpt catch the found urethra beyond. But this appears 
to me of little confequence as it is as much in the power of the bougie tq 
prevent a return at this part as if it palfed on to the bladder ; for if the water 
. Bows readUy, it h certain^that the CiauiUc has gone beyond tlic Aa£t^pc, al- 
though 
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though it may not he in a dired line, and tbit the only rifk of a return of 
obftru£lion wDl he at the old fbi^hire ; but as a bougie can now pals be- 
yond that partf it does as much good as if it pailed into the bladder i for I 
have known ^eral caJcs where ^e bougie appeared to have the lame c&£t 
as if it had pafled on to the bladder. 

The appUcation of the cau{Hc need not be lc»iger than a minute, and it 
may be repeated every day, or every other day» allowing time Sx the flough 
to ccMne off. But'there are other caufcs that may prevent the repetition of die 
cauftic, befides waiting for the &paration of the flough, for ibmetimes the 
ufe of it brings on irritetion, inflammation, or fpaim in the part, which fre- 
quently occafions a total fuppreffion of u|ine for a time, againft which all 
the means u&d commonly on fuch occafions to procure relief muft be em- 
ployed, and we muft wait till thefe fymptoms are gone off! If the patient 
can make water immediately alter the application It will be proper, as it will 
vraSh away any cauftic that may have bpen diflblved in the paflage, which if 
left would irritate the paits ; a little water injected into the uretfaia will 
anfwer the fame purpofe. . 

Aboutdie year 1752, attending a chimney-fweeper for a ftri^hue, thefirft 
patieot I ever had with this diieale, and .not finding that I gained any ad- 
vantage after fix months trial with the bougie, I conceived that I might be 
abk to deftrt^ the ftridure by efcharoticsj' my firft attempt was with red 
precipitate. I applied (o the end c^a boiig^ itbme fidvie, and then dipped it 
into red precipitate. This bougie I pafied tlowD to the ftiidure, but I found 
that it brought on confiderable inflammatitm all along the'infide of the 
paflage, which I attributed to the precipitate being rubbed off in paffing ib& 
bougie. I then had a filver canula made and introduced it down to the 
ftridhire, and through this canula pafled the bougie with precipitate as fiefbre. 
Not finding however that he made wato* any better, and not yet Being able 
to paft the finalleft bougie through die ftrifhire, I fufpedcd diat the precipi- 
tate had not fuflicient powers to deftrc^ it ; I therefore took a finall plecx of 
hmar cauflic and faftened it on the end of a wire with dealing wiax, and 
introduced it through die canula to the ftridure; after doing this three times

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at two .days iatervat, Jie came t(x iqc and tdd me that he made water much 
better ; and in opplyiAg tl^ cauAic a fourth time my canula went throngh 
the Ari(3vce ;* a bougie was afterwards pa0ed for fome little time till he was 
pCTfoaiywcll. - '' ' ■' ■ "^ 

Having fucceeded fo well .in; th^s^aie^. I was? encouraged to apply my 
mind to the i^Lvention «£ fonie. inftrjunent,biet^ i^iited to the purpofe than 
thf akboye-m^tigned,' which I hayoui fome. degree effi;i^di although it is 
not yet perfoftiijr adapted to all the Jituations of fbidture in the urethra. 
The cauitic ihcmld be prevented from httrl|i;igimy other part of the canal ; 
whidi is b^ . done by, introducing it thouigh a canula to the ftridure, 
making it protrude a' little b^nd the cnd.of.^e oantila/ by which it ads 
only upon the ftridture. The cauftic ihould be &ad in a linall port-crayon. 
It is neceflary to have a piece of filver of the length of the canula, with a 
ring at one end, and a button at the other of the lame diameter with the 
canula, fomung a kind of plug, which ihould projeA beyond the end of 
the canula that enters the urethra, by which means it makes a rounded end; 
or the port^crayon may be formed with this button at the other end. The 
button bdng introduced into the canula, it ihould be palTed Into the urethra^ 
and when got to the ftri^re the filver plug fhould be drawn, and the port- 
crayon with Oie cauftic introduced in it's place ; or if the plug and port- 
crayon are on the fame inftrument, then it is only vnthdrawing it, and 
introducing the port-crayon with the cauftic, which will deftroy the ftric- 
ture. This plug, beiides giving a fmooth rounded end to the canula, anfwers 
another good purpofe, by preventing the canula from being filled with the 
mucus of the urethra as it pafics along, which mucus would be coUedted in 
the end of it, dlflblve the cauftic too foon, and hinder it's application to the 
ftriftute.' 

If the ftridure be in the bend of the luethra the canula may be bent at 
the end alfo ; but it becomes more difficult to introduce a piece of cauftic 
through fuch a canula, for the plug and port-crayon muft alio be bent at 
the end, which cannot be made to pafs through the ftraight part of the

After the bougie can bb madt to pds,-&e caJe is to- be tteslted ai a toenltioii 
ftridture, cither by dilating it flowly, or by quickly incieaiing the iizc of 
thc'bougie,' and thas coritihuifa^ the- ulceration.' - 

Thcte are foihttiihesthoreflriaiM'than biW; btrt It -feHoift- hapfww 
diat Aey are all equdly tid j-one bnly becomes the bl^tfli of our attention. 
Thfc Ihialler onfcs may ho^Viver be fnfficltnt to hinder the [nUting tfie canula 
to the ftrifluie which is to Be dtftfo^ hy the Caaftic. When that is At 
cafe, thofe fihall Aridui^ aii to be dikliidTrith bougiei, as in commtm, 
till they ait fulfitimtlylitge' to allo<irtfaetai«dattipafs)r ' '■ 
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CHAPTER. III.

^"XB&TRUCTIONS to thfe water in women I bfclie« generally arife fnm 
V^ nria»re> aUbough oot always i for I haw known them proiiced Iqr 
cooiprdfion &9m ibnie ocyaiteat fwdling; and dicy are conuzma in utero- 
geftatiohr ftS aUa in dro(>fical or fcirrfaons .txram ; but fuch caules aie coob^ 
monly known long before thu cficd'ts prodnoed, by which the fuppsdEoa 
is c&fily accounted fbc : it in^ aM} arife from excrdccoces as in men. 

How hx a Hivftare in she uredica of this ioc is leally a conlequence of 
a TCJfeeDcal inflammatiaa I am not certain, but fhould fuppole it was odt j 
and fix ftnmgBTi reaions. jftill ^han thoib pvta inipeakiag of the caufe of 
ftridures in men ; for I can £ty, that in all the ftriftures I ever £lw in 
women, none of them arofe in confequoice oi this difeaie ; at leaft I had 
no reaibn to believe that they did ; and I have oblerved before, that in mod 
womeA Whcthfive Axe TcaaaiX <£&aib in the foaxk of a gonorrhoa, it ieldom 
attacks the urethra } therefore if we find a ftri^^ure in a woman who has 
had -the difiafe we are not to impute it to that; at leaft tiU wc know whe- 
tfier Aie had the difeafe ia tiiat canal { and erea then it najQ remain doubtE&l. 

Strt£tanes ast tMt near £> common ia women as in men, and ^is any 
be-owii^ to .the gceiC dificrcocc there is in die length of ItMi taw oanals; 
but itiooe idjncially to the canal in 'woiocn bang moic ftmple, and inbtaded 
onty -for one porpofe. The ftriOure in wocuen does npt pcoduce fiicb a 
Variety of fyn^oms, orib much iiiii:Uc4 as in am,- thcec not heii^ ib 
many parts to be afie^xd.

I. OF THE CURE OF STRICTURES IN WOMEN. 

Thb cure of ftriftures in the urethra of women is fimilar to that in 
men ; but it is rather more Ample from the fimplicity of die* parts. Tliere 
is however an inconvenience attending the pailing the bougie in women^ 
dut does not take place in men, which is, that in moft caies it mtift be 
pafled for them, it being hardly poifible for a ^^ornan to introduce a bougie 
herfelf. The confinemoit of the bougie is alio more difficuh, for although 
they can eafily be prevented frcmi going into the bladder by bending tho 
oato- end down upon the mouth of the vagina ; yet it is very difficult to 
prevent them from (lipping out. It will be neceflary to have a bandage of 
tiie T kind pafling down between the labia over idie bend of die bougie, 
tt appears to me that the cauftic vrould anfwer cxtremdy wall in fiich 
. cafes, and therefore I ihould pre^ it to the bougie, both for convmience 
and efikracy. 



II. OF THE GLEET IN CONSEQUENCE OF A STRICTURE. 

I have already obferved, that it happens generally, if not always; diat 
there is a gleet when there is a ftrii^re in the urethra. This 1 fuppoic 
afifes from tte irritaticHi produced in the urethra beyond the ftriifhue, by die 
urine in it's palTage difliending diis part too mudi, which diftention is in- 
crea&d by the increa&d ftrength of the bladder. TKis fymptom' often ledds 
us to the knowledge of a ib-itfhire, or at leall gives a fufpicioii of fudi a 
lUieafc ; and'when a ibidtuie is known to bcthe caufe, no attempts ihould 
be made to cure the gleet, for it is generally cured when the firif^ure is 
removed ; but if it ftill remains it may be cured as recommended in the 
common gleet, as probably arifing from another caufe than a ftri^ture.. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

OF STRICTURE ATTENDED WITH SPASMODIC 
AFFECTION. 

THERE are veiy few ftriiaures that are not more or lefs attended with 
fpaiins ; but ^the much more than ot^er»i the fpafm being in Ibme 
cafes more the diieafe than the ftrifture itfelf : -btt^ real ftri&ires are attended 
with occafional contractions, which makes the pbfling of the urine much 
more diiBcult at one time than another. In all die cafes that I have feen of 
this kind, when not attended with fpaiins, the difeafe is not formidable ; but 
when the parts are in a fpafinodic ilate the fymptoms are as violent as in the 
itmple ftri£hire. 

As this is a mixed cafe it has all the charaAers both of the pemianent and 
^finodic ftriAure ; for the urethra in fuch cafes is in a ftate fimilar to what 
it is in the true fpafmodic kind, being vary irritable, giving great pain in 
pa^ng of the bougie, and often reeding it altogether ; as will be taken no- 
tice of when we ihall treat of that difeafe. 

■ Upon con£derihg this fubjeCt we fliould at firUt hardly be diipofed to believe 
that the ipafin in the urethra is in the ibidured part, which can fcarcely be 
fuppofed capable of contraflioni and it mi^t therefore naturally be referred 
to die found part of the urethra, as being brfnight on by the waters not flow- 
ing &eely ; if this is a juft mode of accounting for it, we muft fiippofe that 
the contraction is behind the fhiSure, that being the only part dilatel by the 
water } and fuch urethras being very irritable, that part may contract fo as to 
flop the flowing of die water altogether. But Ibme circumflances occurring 
. in practice would incline us to believe that iuch fbiChires have the power of 
contradion j for we find the bougie grafped by the ifoi<5hiic when allowed to 
remain feme time. And the circumflance of the fhiClured part refiifing the 
bougtt at times is aUb a pioof of die lame. 

M m There 
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There is ibmetimes this lingular circumftuice attending thefe cafes, that 
when there arifcs a gonorrhoea, or any other difcharge of matter from the 
urethra, where none was before, or an incteaie of an old gleet, the palTa^ 
becomes To free as to allow the urine to pafs as ufual : but theie are uncer- 
tain, and only temporary reliefs ; for whenever the difcharge ceafes the 
fpafmcdic affiiftion returns; I think it moA probable that it is 'Only the 
fpaim that is ailefted by the diicharge, and not the real Ari^lure. Two 
remarkable cafes of this kind fell under my obfervation, which I fhall now 
ralatc. 

A gentJeaianhad&r-alMg time a complaint in the urethra attended vnth 
ft ^Sta^i. which vrat {wppfikd to be. originally frooiz venereal ccanplaint : 
it W4P oftw attended witft tt daCchagp wiuch always produced a Qi^t ftver 
on it's coflung m ; but viiiile the di&btigo laftbd thfc difficult in makii^ 
vf^tt was irdifrfed, and tbst ia proportion to the greatnds of the diicharge : 
and wbcnew be got a Srefh gononhoca ^ £une thing, happened. 

Another gentleman had a difHcolty in making water, fuj^n&d: to ari£) 
i5t)m.a-ftn3ure; it was generally attcndcd'with fhch a ninning as is oran- 
mon. to- iknStatcs:- but when that dildiarge was much increa&d; dlcn the 
ftridhue was le& in proportion. During this complaint he oontmded two 
di^ent inle^C0», both of vHuth rdscved him of ds, fkriduie fot the time. 

As this is a mixed diieafe it tmy. be. thought proper ta pa£( a bougie 
for the real ftri€birc, and fiv the othsr to u& the method: hereaito- re- 
eommmded (at dte cure of fpafin. 

It frequently happens in the& mixed ca&s^ that a bougjo dofcs not: iixtn^- 
diatejy. i»lft, but is rge^ed by the Ipafin.; yet by letting itlie in the urediro. 
almoft ctefc to the ftridture for ten, fiBjeen* or twenty minutes, it will often 
pals. This is as it were IbaHi^ upon it; and the ytv^ (bah Btm al- 
though the bougie is not attempfied to be pa£M cm Thcfe. however are . 
cmly temporary modes <£ relief. In.ibme inlUnces the. fpaiin is fdmoA as. 
corUhmt as the permanoit ftridure ; in fiich caJes paffing a bougie into 
the urethra for three or four inches, in kngtl^ coveced by fiime irritating' 
medicine, and keeping diis in as long at each thne u the. parient. can bear, 
will, if pcrfevered in for a few weeks, often provtsa cure foi: the fpafiabdic 
a^dion.

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CHAPTER V. 

OF SOME CIRCUMSTANCES ATTENDING THE 
USE OF BOUGIES-THEIR FIGURE AND COM- 
POSITION. 

FI" cafes of ftri^res where a bougie is ufed as a wedge, not as a ftimulant, 
and where the ftridture is fo far overcome as to let a bougie pafs on j the 
quelUon is, whether it is better to pafe the bougie the whole length of the 
orethra, fo that the end Ihall be in the bladder, o; only to paf» it through 
the ftrii^ure a little way, fo that iht end ihall remain in the urethra. 
Nothing but experience can detormine this queftion, and in fuch caies I 
believe we ieldom make a &ir trial, geno^lly puihing the bougie on to the 
bladder ; though if we obferve the coniequences of the bougies not paffing 
in thofe cafes where they either cannot pafs iar beyond the ftridhire or not at 
all, we find no uiconvenience arifing from this circumftance, except where 
diey are applied with too mach force, ib- as to make a new parage. The 
common idea is, that it will be more hurtful to allow the end of the bougie 
to lie in the urethra than in the bladder ; but I imagine this is more founded' 
in theory than pratftice. ~ 

. Some people have iiich a quantity of calculous matter in their urine j or fo 
great a. diipofition in their urine to depofit it's calculous matter, that it oAly' 
requires the preJence of an extraneous bod^ in the bladder to become an im-* > 
mediate caufe of ftonc j for 1 have obicfvcd in fomc,- that the end of a 
bougie cannot remain in the bladder a few hours wi^ut being covered with 
a., cniil of calculous matt». 'Such people I have generally advtfed to uCt as 
much exerd^ as all otho' circutnAances wUl allow. '..■ . i 

Bougies when firft introduced often produce ficknels, and fbmetimes even 
fainting. I have feen a patient beccnne fick, the colour leave his face, a cold 
■ fweat 
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fweat come on, and at laft faint i but all thefc foon go oiF, and Tddom return 
upon a lecond or third trial. 

They at firft produce an irritation, on the urethra, which gives pain in 
the time of making water, but goes off on repetition. 

They produce a fecretion of pus in thofc cafes, where there was none, 
^nd generaUy increafe the difchargp whore there is one previous to thor ap- 
plication i but this effeft gradi»lly ceafcs.. 

It frequently happens that fwcllings in the lymphatic glands of die groin 
arife frcmi the ufe of bougies, but I never faw them come the length, of 
fuppuration. As in moft of thefc cafes there was a difcharge of matter 
^ir^vious ta the bougie being pai&d, tfacy could hardly be oving to the 
ajbiprptipa of matter, but maA have aaSca from fympatl^. 
, Whcj^ U^e^'mS: of the ilri^huie, I obferved that it was oftea the eaU& o£

Sf^ of the bougie. If the ftri£hue-be near the glans, a ftifi* bougie may be 

ufed. 
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ufed, and the whole may be made to taper i^ually, becaufe a fhcHrt 
bot^e will always have fufHcient ftrength fcwr anypFcflluc diat is neceflary j 
but if the ftri^ure be deeper feated, as about the bulb, whers the palE^ 
begins to take a curve, the bougie muil: be a little thicker in it's bo^ ta 
fupport the neceffary preffure. If the ftrifturc be any wh«« in the bend of 
the urethra, or near the bladder, the bougie Aould be very flexible, although 
this is coatnry to our general polition, becauie in this cafe it inuft bend in 
order to take on the curve of the paflage, which it ought to do with eafe ; 
for when it bends widi d^culty it does not make it's pFe0ure upon die 
ftriihxre, but upon the back part of the uredira, and therefore does not enter 
Co eafilyj which circumftance makes it more difficult to enter a AriAute 
near the bladder, than near the glans. 

In the compofition of the bougie the confiAence is the mtrfl material thing 
to be confidered, the medical properties, as hr as known, being of lit^ 
confequence. The materials they are commonly made of ate wax, oil, and 
litharge. 

The litharge gives them fmoothneft, and takes off the ftickineis they 
would have if made of wax and oil only. A compofition which anfvrws 
well, is three pints of oB of (dives, one pound of bees wax, and a pound 
and ah half of red lead, boiled togeriier upon a flow fire for fix hours. 



I. OF A NEW PASSAGE FORMED BY BOUGIES. 

The worft confequence arifing iiom the improper ufe ^ the bougie, and 
the mofl dangerous is, where it makes a new pailage.' I mentitmed be(<H« 
that this generally arofb from tiie attempt to produce uleeratkw 1^ the 
application of die end of the bougie to the ftri£hire in ca^ vrhen a bougie 
could Aot pafs } for in thofe cafes where a bougie pailes there can be no 
danger oFfuch an efieA. 

This new paf]^ is Icldom carried fo far as to produce ddier an increate 
of die prefoit di&afe, 1^ a new one, aldiou^ franetimes it is j yet it prevents

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the jCure of the original diicafe, for it renders both the application of the 
bougie and cauilic to the Ari^hire fo uncertain* that a continuance of either 
is dangerous, as they may increafe the miichief, and at laft produce voj 
bad confequences. 

This new palTage is generally along the fide of the old one, when in that 
part of the urethra which is on this fide of the bend, and it is made in the . 
fpongy fubftancc of the urethra ; but when it is made at the beginning of 
the bend, then it pafles on in a ftraight line through the body of the urethra, 
about the beginning of the membranous part, going through the cellular 
fubftance of the perinxum towards the re£tum. When the new paflage is 
made between the glans and the bend of the urethra, it may take place on 
either fide of the canal equally, in the fpongy fubftance of the urethra, 
betweeti the canal and the ikin of the penis, or fcrotum ; and it may be 
between the canal and the body of the penis. The fituation of it will make 
fome di&rence in the operation neceiTary for the cure of this complaint. 

When a new pafTage is made I know of no other method of cure but to 
open the part externally; and die opening muft be made in that part of the 
urethra which is moft convenient for coming at the ftrldbire ; regard bdng . 
had to the other external parts, fuch as the fcrotum, &c. If the ftriifhire be 
before the fcrotum, the new paiTage will be there alfo, and thoefore the 
operation muft be made of courie before that part ; but if the ftri^ture is 
oppofitc to the fcrotum, the bottom of the new paflage may alfo be opposite 
to this part ; but if the new paflage is of a confidcrable length, it's bottom 
or termination may be in the beginning of the perinaeum j and in either fitu- 
ation the operaticm muft be begun behind the fcrotum, or indeed may be 
made a little way into it. But if the ftridure and new paflage are in the 
perinaum, then the operation is to be performed there. 

Ther method of performing this operation is as follows : pafs a ftaif, or 
any fuchinftrnment, into the urethra as far as it will go, which will proba- 
bly be to the bottom of the new paflage, and that we are certain is beyond 
tlie ftridure ; fed fi>r the end of the initrument externally, and cut upon 
it, making the wound about an inch long, if the difeafe be before the fcro- 
tum ; and an inch and an half, or more, if in the perinaeum. If the new 
paflage be between the urethra and the body of the penis, then you will 
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probably get into the found uredira before you come to the' inftniment or 
new paiTage ; if ib it is not necelTary to go fiirther to be able to get into the 
bladder, as we may be certain that.^s part of the urethra is behind the 
ftridturc. Having proceeded fo far, take a probe, or ibme fuch inftrument, 
and introduce it inR> the urethra by the wound, and pafs it towards the glans, 
which will be pafling it forwards towards the ftrifture. If it meet with an 
obftrudtion there, we may be certain it is the ftridhire, which is now to be 
got through, and which will afterwards be eaiily enlarged. To complete 
the operation, I would advife the withdrawing the probe, and introducing 
in the fame manner a hollow canula forwards to the flrifhire ; then take, 
another canula and introduce It from the glans downwards till the two 
canulas oppofe each other, having the ftri^re between theta j Ibme perfon 
lajring hold of the ureth^^ on the outfide, between the finger and thumb, 
juH where the two canulas meet, to keep them in th«r places ; then through 
the upper canula intcoducc a piercer whicl^ will go through the ftrifture, 
and pafs into the lower canula j this done* withdraw the pierc»., and intro- 
duce a bougie into the fame canula, in th^ iame vfsiy, beiilg fure It paHes 
into the lower canula, then wi^Faw- the lower canula and the end of the 
bougie will appear in the wound ; lay hold of the bougie there, and with- 
draw the upper canula oyt^ ^e bougie, - leaving thie hdugie in the urethra ; 
now die lower aid of the. bougie is to.be dire£fced into the urethra leading on 
to the bladder, and pufhed on to that vifcus. It may be forthcr neceflary 
to hay the whole of the new paffage open, that it may all heal up ; for it 
is poflible that this new pafl^ge may often receive the bougje, which is 
to be applied in future, which -would be troublefome, and might prove an 
obftrudlion to the cure. 

If the new palTage be between the fldn and the canal of the urethra, after 
cutting down to the inftrument, you muft go further on in fearch of the 
natural canal, andji^h^. you haye found, it introduce a probe into it to- 
wards the glans to- Und thf ^€bire ; ai)d when this is done go on with the ' 
operation as aboye defcribedt 

The bougie mxill be left in the parage, uid as it may be ibund difficult - 
afterwards to introduq^.anotl^ readily into the bladder, the longer the firft 
is allowed to repia^ ^ puc^ tjtie more readily will the fecond pais. I am 
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not yet certain but that it would be bdtter to ^Ih on the hollow canula at 
firft, axid keep it there for lame days, at leaft till the inflanunatioA Is over and 
the parts have adapted themlelves to this body, which iVill make a bougie 
pafs more ealily afterwards. The bougies muft be gradually increafed in fize» 
and ccmtinued till the wound is healed up. 

The firft time I ever faw a cafe of a new paflage formed by the bougie was 
at the hofpital for the third regiment of guank^ about the year 1765, it was 
in a young foldier who had a ftriiSutie, for the cure of which he had" bougies 
regularly palled for near half a year widiout any relief. They were enctni- 
nged to go on fo long by appearing to gain ground on the ftrnfhve^ for the 
bougie Went further by two inched than at fiHl; but it being fufpefted that 
there was fome^ng more than was then undcrftood, I was confulted, and 
without for^feing what was really the cafe, I propofed that an opening (hould 
be made into th6 urethra whoe the obftro^tioh Was, and carried further back 
if neceflaty> in Search of die foimd ure&ra, which was accr^mgly dhne in 
the following manner: the grooved ftaff wat firft palled as far down as it 
would go, which was to the botton^ of die tiew paiTage, the fcrotum was 
pulled up upon the penis, wiien dw end c^ the ihiff was prcMninent towards 
the (Idn a little way above the pennsunv, and (here an incilion was made on 
the md of the fbff about half ah ihch Idng j this ^c^gaged the end of the 
iUif, whidi was pndied out at die wo&nd, tfien Jearch was made for the 
other CHifice vrfaidi led to the bladdert fuppofing that <»iiice to be the 
ftridure, but none being to be found, wfe tried to tricfe it by "blowing wiA a 
bfew-pipe inbo the bottom and low^ |M^rt c^the woond^ but no orifice could 
betAfervedj tn: then began to firfpoJS that we were not in the urethra.- To 
determine if we had been in the urethra, I began to diflefl: with cait the 
parts at die bottom of the wound, and laid bare the mufculi acceleratores. 
I then roade an incifion into the body <^ the urdthra and came to the true 
' canal, which was ea£ly diicbvered. When this was ilone we pafled a probe 
on to -the -bladder, then withdrew it ^and turned it, and pxfkA it from this 
wound towards the glans penis, but found that it went not much more than 
two incheb that way and thes flopped. Tlsis ftrack us with a new idea of 
the cafe, for we were bow fore that the end of "flie ftaflF had not been in the 
urethca, talt^nanewpalTa^ ilOadeiib^ ip<ong^ part of tihe iircthra, for two 
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indbes.be^dhilntto'ftfidntd* WiiiMKfr'paflbd&Ajrifby the gkns down the' 
urethra, auKlohotHsr^p fnutt-dielaJlGVfcaiJtcr, t^ie6{lt whatd^ncis the^nds;

glans i and now the end of the canula oppofed the end of the blow-pipe, and 
they were almoft clofe upon one another. They were kept in this pofition 
with the iinger and thumb applied on the outfide of the penis like iplints on 
a broken bone. I then introduced the piercer and pulhed it on, which went 
through the ftridure into the hollow of die blow-pipe. Great care was taken 
not to pufh too forcibly for fear the two ends of die hollow tubes fliould flip 
by one another, which they would do if not held firmly, as actually hap- 
pened twice in this caie ; but we fucceeded the third time. I then pulhed 
on the canula through the ftrifturc and with it puflied out the blow-pipe. 
The next objedl was to pafs a hollow bougie along the urethra to the bladder, 
to do which the Ihiall end of it was introduced into the canula, which being 
pulhed on forced out the canula at the wound ; we then pafled a direaor 
into die other orifice of the urethra, leading on to the bladder, and put the 
end of the bougie into the groove of the direftor, and pulhed it along the 
groove to the bladder, and before wc withdrew the direfior we turned it 
round with it's back to die bougie, that the end of the bougie might not flop 
againft the end of the groove, and fo be pulled out again. After all this was 
done, one IHtch was made in the urethra, but the external wound in the flcin 
was left for the paflage of the urine, that it might not infinuate itfelf into 
the cellular membrane j we drcffed the wound fuperficially, and applied 
the T bandage, which was flit to go on each fide of the fcrotum, and juft 
where it came to the fcrotum we tied the two ends together, which fupport- 
ed the fcrotum and kept it forwards on the penis, and the two en<U that 
.'a-.J ^ ° came 
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came from dus lui«t «n each fide of the fcrotum vein tiei' ta the cifcnlar 
part that came round (he bodjr. Tin (ndekt had ioikie ffight ierer for * :diy 
orturo, and the urim came partly through Ae boogie and partljrbf the fide 
of it thidagh the woimd.

OF DISEASES IN CONSEQUENCE OF A PERMA- 
NENT STRICTURE IN THE URETHRA. 

STRICTURES in the urethra produce almoft conftant]y difeufes in thq 
parts biyond theB> ^ that is, in die put o( the' urethra between the 
ftridure and the bladder. TIm^ bt?ag oa in tboA ca&s a gleet, as has beea 
defcribed; uid often confidecaUe diAeotiai o£ this part of the canal; alio 
inflammation and -uloggtitaiy -and in con&quence of them difea&s ip the 
iumnin^gputSy ^s in Co^Fjper's glan49» the j^fpState, and the fiinound* 
u^ ccUolar memlfraftp, ibraiistg al^cd&p th»e, and at Itft ulceration, for 
the purpUo of making a b£w fA^^gs for die urine. The bladder is alfa 
often afiefUd, abd ioRietunea the ureters, with the pdvis of the kidn^, 
aad in fixne eaie» the kidney theo&lves. All theie are ci&ds of every 
penxunentobftru^UoQ toths tiAne; fixseof them are tnediods which nature 
takcjs to itHtf/c the parts from the imiQaediatC' con^ftiBts ^ fuch are the iivr. 
GiyiUe of the uKthf4 beyond:theftriAwe»ftnd theenlargcxoentof theuroters 
aad' pelvis of the, kJdac^s, which aie oioJtjr to be coniidered as the parts ac- 
aHnmodeting themfelves to the immlodiaftB cot^equence c^ the obftniftiw), 
which ia dike aeciptnuJfttioti of ddae. ;Qf ihefe ccBoaplaints 1 0»U talci^ netioe 
in thfwofdtr.. 



K OF THE ENLARGEMENT OF THE URETHRA. 

TttK drcditft b^rond .i9ieftridme.£have obftrved is enlarged, becanib it 
it is more pafli^ejdiaQ die bladder, and yidds: to die preffiire of the urine. 
It is naturally palHve while the bladder is aftiin^^l:^. wl^ch means it beccanes 
diitendod in proportion to the force with which the bladder a£ts, and the 

refiftance 
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r?liftance of the ftridure. It's internal furface often becomes more irregular 
and fafciculated. It is alfo more irritable, the diftention becoming often 
the immediate caufe of fpaims in that part ; and thefe ipafms are moft 
probably ^cited with a view to counteract the effort produced by the action 
<jfthebladdef. 



11. OF THE FORMATION OF A NEW PASSAGE FOR THE 
URINE. 

- When the methods recomm^ded'aboveforthcremoralof Ihii^pejiave 
either not been attonpted, or hav6 not fiiccseded, nature endeavours to re- 
Keve heHelf by making a new paflage ifor the urinei if^tidi, although it 
often prevents immediate death, yet if hot remedied is- produ^ve'of much 
inconvenience and mifoy to the patient through life. The mode by which 
liatuFe endeavours to procure relief Is by ulceration 6n die infidek^ that part 
of the urethra, which-is enlarged and within the fki^re. ^ The-i^^en^tieft 
I believe commonly begins near or clofe to the ftridure, !dtte}ugh the ftiic- 
ture may be a confiderable way from the bladder;' thereftn^e we muft iup- 
pofe-that there is i'Mne dircumftanceb^des the diftentkm of the uret^ hy 
the urine which determine the ulcericicm to -a particular part; ^s cucum- 
ftanCe moft probably arifes imnie£at«fy out of 'it's; vicinity to the ftridhirc, 
and- may be called contiguous fympathy. The ftrifture is <rften included- in 
the ulceration, by which it is removed, the difeafb cured, and a ftop fome- 
times put to the further, ulceration j but unluckily this h not always tiie 
caie. We may obferve that this ulceration is always on that- fid* nextto 
the external furface, as is common in abfcefles. 

As this ulceration does not arifc from preceding inflammation j and as it 
cannot be iaid that the orine zSts exa^% as an eautraneous bod]^ beoaufe it 
is in it's natural paflagc, we find that there is but very little inflammation 
of the adhefive kind attending thele. ulcerations. We muft allow however, 
that the urine produces the ulcerative difpofition idtc^ like jaat^'oa the 
infido of an abfcefs,althou^nQtib readily. ! ; 
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Whenever therefore the internal membrane and TubAance of the urethra 
is removed by abforption, th& water readily gets into the loole cellular mem- 
brane of the icrotum and penis, and difiufes itfelf all over thefe parts, fixnn 
their not having been previoully united by the adhelive inflammation : and 
as the urine has confiderable irritating powers when applied to the common 
cellular membrane, the parts inflame and fwell confiderably. The prefence 
of the urine prevents the adhefive inflammatioQ from taking place } it be- 
comes the cau& of fuppuration wherever it is diflufed, and the irritation 
is often fb great, more eipecially in cafes where the urine has been allowed 
to become very ftale, that it produces mortiflcation in all the cellular mem- 
brane, and then in.ieveral .pkces.of the ikin ; all of which, if the patient 
lives, will flough away, making a free communication between the urethra 
and extt^al fur&ce, producing fiftuls in perinxo. 

We may ob&rve however, that this want of the adheflve inflammation 
in tfaefe ulcerations appears to be peculiar to jhat part of the urethra which 
lies between the membranous part and the glans penis ; for . we find from 
experience, that when this procefs .takes place further back, viz. in the 
proftato 'glandi that a ^ircumfcribedahfce^ is generally formed. This may 
arife £tun the diflerence in texture of the cellular membrane of the parts, 
the firft admitting of. the diSifions of the urine very readily from the loofe- 
nefs of it's texture, the other producing adhefions before the urine is allowed 
to pafs ; which adhefions afterwards exclude it. 

It fometimes happens that the urine gets into the fpongy fubilance of the 
body of the urethrai and is Immediately diflriiled through the whole, even 
to die glans penis, producing mortification of all thefe parts, which I have 
more than once &en. 

Whea die urine has got into the cellular membrane, although the ulce- 
ration of the uredira is in the perinaeum, yet it generally makes it's way 
eafily forwards into .the fcrotum, that part being compofed of the loofcil 
cellular membrane in the body. When the feat of the ulceration is in the 
membranous or bulbous part of the urethra, and the pus and urine have 
found their way to the fcrotum, there is always a hardnefs leading along the 
pennzum to the fwelled fcrotum, which is in the trad of the pus. 
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The ulceratioa cannot be ^vettted but by 4tftroytag thti ftridure ; but 
when the water has got into the cdlul«r otenUvane, which h the jftafie w« 
have been dcTcribing, the removal of the fta£hu« will w generid be too ktc 
to poevent all the imTchidE. aldiough it will be nece{£iry for the cooij^ete 
cure i tfaorefbce an attempt jlionld bo made to pa& a bcugte, f«r perhaps tho 
ftiidhira may be included in the ulceration, as was mentifmed before, and 
thereby allow a bougie to pais. When tlos is the caife, bougieis hmA be 
alntofl conftantly u&d to f»xx:ure as iree a pailage forwards in ^e right way 
as poHible. Where the bougie will not paft I am afraid that the ule of the 
^anitic, as de&nbed in the caie of a ftridore, wUl . in OBU^ ca(K aK>t be qiiidi 
coougb, and in others canaot bo tried, aa 6ie fitaatioti of the ftridtvic ii 
often iiich as will not admit c£ it. 

While the cure of the ftri£h>re. i& attempting, evny method is to be u&d 
that removes nidanunatioa, particularly bleeding i iitting over the fteam of 
warm water gives great selkf j but this is merely a palliative. The wiarm 
bath, opium, and the turpoutines gmn by the oaiKith and alio h^ the aaM 
will aSTiA in taking off any fpa£iiodic aSeOxm t but all ths^ are too oAen 
mittfficient, tuidthcrefofe immediate rdicf muft be attempted, both to nnkad 
die bladder and prevent a^ further ciSifion of urine iato the cdhdfsr mem- 
brane. This moft be done by an operaticm which cosGib in making an 
opening into the uredua ibme where beyond the fbifhue, and the neuer to 
the ftriaure the better. 

' The method of pe^rmkig' the operation is firft to pa& a dtrcdsr or fixne 
fuch inftrument into the urethra, as fir as the fbriflnrci then, make the end 
of die inftrumsnt at prominent evtemaUy as poflibk ib as to be &lt» vriich 
in fuch a caie is often difficult, fometimes impofiible ; if feh cut upon it till 
it iaexpofed, continue the incciion a liale further on towards the bladder, or 
anus, £> as toopenthe wethra beytmdtheftriAuns; this wUl be fnffieient to 
allow the urine to efcape, tuid to' deHroy the ftri£ture. If the inftrument 
cannot be felt at firft by the finger, cat down towards it, wiiich will bring il 
within the feel of the finger, and dxii proceed as abo«e-direiSed. 

If the flridhire in the ui«thra is oppo^tc to die icrptum, it being impoffible 
to make the opening there, it muft be made in the perincomi, in which cafe 
there can be qo dire<^on given by an inilrument, as one cannot be made to 
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pa& Co far, therefoit we muA be guided by our knowledge of the parts. The 
opeoinj beiog la^dc, the ftriAure is to be iearched ibr as described in the 
operation, in cafes «^re a falfe pafTagc has been nude, by palling a probe 
from tlie wound forvruds, towards the glans. The other ileps of the opera. 
tion wiU be nearly the &me. In which ever way the operation is perfonned 
a bougie muft be introduced, and the wound hcakd up over it. In my 
opinion a catheter anfwers this purpofe better. 

' Great attention Oioald be Ml paid to the inikmmation which ari&s in 
confe(]uaicc of the urine beii^ diffiiied in the cellular membrane, as before 
de&ribed. Where this inflammation is attended with fuppuration and mor- 
tification, it will be ncce&ry as wdl in this cafe, as in that where do 
operacktt is lequtred, to fcariiy the parts frody, to ffve an opening both tt> . 
the urine and pus< Where mortification has taken place in die fkin, the 
ifcarificatiaoiS &ovld be made in the mortified jdaces, if it can be dcme with 
equal adrantage. axid this ^th a view to prevont irritation. Perhaps drcT- 
£ng dK ports with opiuca oii^t be of fcrvke. 

Id total fuppreffions of urine &cm whatever cau&, the mine fhould never 
be aUiTned to accumulate, and ihould eidier be drawn off frequently, or a 
csdiefier Aou2d be kept continually in the urethra and bladder > becau& wc 
ihoukl on no acconnt alkiw the bladder to be dtftended beyond an eafy ftate, 
tar if it is, it always brings on dehiHtadng and alarming iymptoms, as 
paralyfts of that vifcus. Little regard is to be paid to the urethra in com- 
patofon of ^K Uaddcr ; but in many fiippreilums, as in cafes of ftriifhires, it 
be co me impoffibtbe to draw off 6te water. In Irane cafes where die urethra 
is ulcerafted, and die urine gets ii^> the cdhdar membrane of the penis, and 
pttpoce, &> as to diilend them much, producing a phymofis, it becomes im- 
pdfHble to find the orifice of the urethra. The following caJe iUnftrates moft 
of the preceding h&s. 

A gentleman of a fcrofblous habit had often had venereal gcmorrhceas, 
whidi 'weie generally fevere, and commonly produced fwelUngs, or knobs 
along die urethra, wpon which account he was advifed to avoid getting this 
diieale as much as poffiblc. When in the country In November 1782, he was 
ateacked with, a llig^ cold or fisver, and a finall di&harge fnxn the uredira, 
which iie couU not determine to be either venereal or not. In this ibte he 
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{ct out for London, but was taken ill on the road with a fuppreflion of urine» 
which detained him two days at an inn. When he came to toira, I found 
him with a good deal of fever, he fpoke to me only of a difcharge from the 
urethra ; but as I did not conceive that the fever could ariie from that caule, 
I defired him to be eafy on that account. I ordered for that night Hx grains 
of James's powder: his phyfician faw him afterwards, and ordered for his 
fever what he thought proper. He was taken with a fhivering fit which made 
us fufpedl it might toroinate in an intermittent, and we waited few the refult. 
He ftill complained of the difcharge, and mentioned a fbrenefs in the peri- 
- nasum, both when he made water and when he prefled it externally. On 
examining the perinaeum I found a fulnefs there, from which I fuipeded 
a ftrifhire, and inquired particulai^y how he made water in common ; he 
declared veiy well, which led me off from the true caufe« We looked on 
this fwelling as procee&ig from an inflammation, either in conlequence of 
the fever, the difpofition of the part, or both, increa&d by fitting in a poll- 
chaifc for feveral days. The part vras fomented, poulticed, and leeches 
applied feveral times. He had another ihivering fit three days after the firfl, 
which if his difeafe had been an intermittent would have conitituted a quartan ; 
but he had ajiother fbme hours after which made us give up oar iiilpicions 
of an intermittent. We now began to fufpedt that matter was forming in 
this part, although I could never feel any thing like a fluduation ; nor was 
the pain of the throbbing kind, or fo acute as we coimnonly find it in the 
luppurative inflammation. What in fbme degree furpriled mc was, tlat 
the fwelling came forvrards along the body of the penis towards the os pubis 
while it feemed to be diminifhing in the perinaeum. He now began to find 
a difliculty in making water, with a fi^uent defire, which increaiod till 
there was a total fuppreflion. I prefTed on the lower part of the belly to &e 
if the urine was fecreted and accumulated in the bladder, but I could not 
find any fulnefs, nor did he then feel pain on fuch preflTure; however about 
twenty-fi)ur hours after he began to complain of a vaft defire to. make 
water, and a pain in the lowvr part of his belly, and on placing the hand 
there, a fulnefs of the bladder was readily felt. It was now clear that the 
water fhould be drawn ofFj but as I ftill fulpe£led jnifchicf in the urethra 
as a cauie in his complaint, I took the necelTary precautions. I provided 
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myfeir with catheters ;aiid bougies of di^erent fizes» and to be as much 
upon my guard as poiTible, I introduced a bougie of a fmall Aze £rA> and 
found a, full ftop about the bulbous past of the urethra, I theii took a 
fmaller one, which paiTed but with difficulty. I afterwards j^ed a imall 
catheter on to the ftridhire, where it ilopped, but as it was absolutely ne- 
ceflary the water (hould be drawn off, I ufed more force than I otherways 
would have done; it went (Hi, but with difficulty, and I was not certain 
whether it was in the natural paiTage, or was making a new one. When I 
had got (b far as to be in the bladdo-, (if I was ia the right paflage) I found 
that no water came, I therefore prefled on the lower part of the belly, and; 
the water immei^ately came out through the catheter, which ihowed that 
the bladder had loft it's power of contraaion. The water was drawn off three. 
times every day, that is, eveiy eight hours, to give as much eafe to the bladder 
as poHible, but ftill it was neceflary to prefs upon the belly to alllft the. 
difcharge of the urine ; and it was upwards of a fortnight before . the bladder 
began to recover it's power of contracting. The fwelling in the perinasum 
ftill continued, advancing along the body of the penis, and fpreading a Uttle 
op the pubis, it feemed to extend along the projeding part of the penis, and; 
at laft filled the whole cellular membrane of the prepuce, but did not in the 
le^ft afkat the icrotum. This fwelUng appeared to be owing to the urine 
having found it's way into the cellular membrane of the perinaum, and from 
thence proceeding along the iidc of the penis. When the prepuce became 
niuch loaded with watef, a very confiderable phymofis took place, which 
made the introduidion of the caUieter into the orifice of the urethra very 
uncertain, fo much did the fwelled prepuce projeft over the glans. I was 
obliged to fqueeze the water back into the body of the penis, and introduce 
the finger, and feel for the glans, and on this fingra* introduce the catheter, 
and in a £:w minutes I -generally hit the orifice. 

The nature of the caie was now plain, for ulceration had taken, place 
beyond the.ftriAure, and the fwelling had ari&n fnun the udne haying- 
infinuated itfelf io»> the cellular membrane of the perineeum ; and as the 
urine pafied out of the urethra it was pufhed forwards where the cellular 
membrane. was looiieft, till it. got to the very end of the prepuce as before- 
mentioned.

The feat of thefe abfcefles is generally Co near the inner furface of the 
urethra, that the partition bctwc5n them often gives way, and they open 
interoally, as irequently happens in an abfcefs by the tide of th^ ie£hun, 
fo that the matter is at once difcharged by the urethra or, carried, back into, 
the bladder to be difcharged with the urine. When the internal opening 
only takes place, I beUeve it is owing to the ulceration on the inner furfece 
of the urethra having taken place, as has been already defcribed j and in 
thefe cafes alfo ihp ftrifturc is fometimcs involved in the abfcefs and ulce- 
ration, by which means the water will find a free paHage fbrwank j but 
the urine has alfo a free paflage into the abfcefs', which we may iuppoie 
retards it's healing, and often becomes the caufe of it's opening externally j 
but here from the adhefive inflammation .having taken place the urine 
cannot infmuate itfelf into the furrounding dellular membrane, ib as to 
produce the coniequences menticmed in treating of the wsiy in whidi nature 
endeavours to relieve herfelf. In fuch cafes we find upon prcffing the 
abfcefs externally, the matter is fqueezed into the urethra, and fo out by 
the glans. It fometimes happ^s that a catheter can be introduced into the 
opening of fuch an abfcefs, by which means it can be waihed by inje«9ing 
fomething through the catheter, whereby probably it may be fooncr healed. 
It more frequently happens that fuch abfcei&s open both internally and 
externally, difchargmg themfelves both ways'. 

Thefe ulcerations and fuppurations of both kinds are to be confidered as 
efforts of nature i or to fpeak more phyfiologically, as a natural conijcquoice 
arifing from fuch irritation, by whidi as the urine" cannot pafs by the old 
paflage a new one is made to prevent fiirthcr mifchief. 

Both thefe dilcafes when they open externally, if not properly treated, 
often lay the foundation for the complaint commonjy called the fiftuja in 
perinseo J which is owing to the bottom of the abicefs having, a lefs dUpo- 
fition to heal than the external parts. It may be further fuppoied, that 
the urine pafTmg into the abfcefs by the inner orifice, and making it's efcape 
by the external, keeps up a conflant imtation in the fore, which in fomc 
meafure may prevent a union of the fides, and rather difpofe them to form 
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■themfetres into a hard callous iiibilance, whole inner fur&ce loo&s the di£~ 
'poQ.tian ^r union, ' 'and afluttics the )iature of an outlet. 

But it is more than probable that thefe abfcelles not readily healing, 
depends upon the caufe of their firll adion often continuing in full force, 
that is, a diiesdied Aate of the internal parts, as will be further illuflrated 
when on the fiihda in perinxo. They often heal up at the orifice in the 
ikin, efpedallyif die water has a fire paiTage forwards ; but if the internal 
opening is hot perfefQy.coniblidated, fome water will infinuate itlelf into 
tbeold lore, -become the cauie of irefh inflammations and fuppurations la 
the fiinxianding parts, which firequently open externally In di^xent places, 
not following the old canal, although they fometimes communicate, with 
It and form branches, as it were, from the principal trunk. I have, ieen 
the Icrotum, perinaeum, and ihfide of the thigh, £a]X of openings which 
vrett the mouths of ib many iinui^ leading to the firft formed iAAiisSa. 
;Whcn dK abicefs opens . only externally, which is feldom the ca&, it is 
to be cDnfidered as a conunon abfcefs. 

When thefe inflammations ariie fcova ftrifhue, the difliculty in making 
water is Increifed in the time of die inflammation, which is generally fo 
gtesit as to conxpreis the 'fides of the urethra together for fome way ; befides 
theAH6hire itle^ wjU become tighter from being inflamed. Inflammation 
.ia'diefe pacts,:,eHBn when a. does not artle from a ffaifhire, brings on a 
.fiipfK^on of urine ; but in fuch ca&s a bougie or catheter can be paf&d $ 
the laft of which, in cafes of obftru£tion ariflng from contiguous fwelUngs, 
as tumors, inflammations, and fwelled prolate gland, is the proper initru- 
UKnt, as "the fides of the urethra would be preflcd together immediately 
upon withdrawing the bougie, by which the urine would be as much as 
ever prevented' fix}m following. 



IV. OF THE TREATMENT OF THE INFLAMMATION IN 
THE SURROUNDING PARTS. 

The inflammation of thefe parts is to be treated like other inflammations. 

Refolution is much to be wifhcd for j but it is almoft impoflible it diould 
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•ulce place whcK llridute is die cau&. Y^ofl'^e r^^wKiis Mtewcfi, 
either by ulceration or a bougie^ ve have (»ify the isiflammfttun to cootauA 
with} but this ibldom happen«. for &e iodaimnatian is bm tooin^ten 
accompanied with figuration. >,.,.. 

Wlrcn fuppuratitm takes place the fixxier the aJsTceis is <^)eacd exttrnaUjr 
the hetter, as that may in fiune cafes be the taesas,: tbougb fddom^ of 
preventing itts (q)eiung internally; yet it may fanrent the I inoer opening 
from becoming fi) large as it otherways might do. The opening ertenially 
&ould be large ; and if the fiiidnie is not invDlved in the fiippuntion, then 
it maft be deftroyed; becauie no cure can take plac» while the vatcr 
foSJts thraugh the new opening. I have fncceeded with the canftic o«cn 
m ftfi^bues of long ftanding. 

When the firiduce will admit c^ the paflage of a boogie throng it, it is 
Id be kept almoft conA&ntly in the urethra, and to be withdrawn wAj at 
the time of making lyater ; this will allow die unot; to pa& men £rec3y 
through the urethra, without efcaping through the fere. TIk fine naft ias 
-faeaied up from the bottom. i ' 

Hollow bougies are recwnmended in fuch caies, afoer die ftraQnae is 
deiboyed, to prevent die urine pailing throu^ the wound. This in&m- ' 
ment admits of a oonfbnt dribbling of urine thi«u|^ it ; tmt die i boogie 
may be occafionally Helped up, and the urine permitted- to jMtft.-^hen 
there is a defire to make vrzter. It becomes wider certain circniiifluKdB 
die worft inftrument pofiible, for if it's canal is not of a 6ze fiifficknt to 
4et the vrato- pafe as freely as the omtradion of the bladder requires, die 
tvata will pais caiily \^ the fide of the boi^ to the abGsds, and not 
getting forwards beyond the ftri^re flow but at the abfccft : to avoid dus 
e%d as much as poiTible, the hollow bougies Ihould be as large zs the 
ftrii^red part will allow, and it's fides diould be as thin as poflible, diat 
it's paflage may be the larger. The elailic gum has thefe twd properties 
in a higher degree than the fpiral wire covered with vnuccd doth. But as 
I doubt very much the paifage of the wine bang an hinderance to the heal- 
ing of the lore, I am lefs folicitous about fuch practice ; for we find that 
after cutting &x the ftone the parts heal very readily j and even in this ope- 
ration die external parK which are not <lifeafed heal up very cea^y. I

thnugh the uiethia ; xml ilxer^ba hefore any lotteEnftt can be made to faeal 
the fiibilous OTiiices, a pailage muft be node thinugh the united ports* 
This cannot be done widi a bougie ; and if -dus onion ^ the ports is before 
the bend of the uredira, which moil conanonly ic ii, nc^hAig b« the 
caaftic can be applied with any prafpea of fuccefs, as wUl \k xam^BSUtA 
noicfBlly iatnating of the fiibilam perinao# 



V. OF THE EF^CTS OF INFtAftiarATlON IN THfi SUR- 
ROUNDING PARTS UPON THE CONSTITUTION". 

The ej&ds which diefe attempts to fbon a new pafTage for the urine 
have upon the cohftitution, are very confidcr^^le ; mudh more fo than what 
one would at firft expcft. Thoic cafes appear to be moft formidable which 
■begm by.idoaBtianan tfaeinnOTfiufKCof thenncthfa, and where the water 
4ifiufefl iifelf aito the ocUnlar meiid>nuict)f the fcrotum and penis. 

Thsfewfaare ihfe iniiairtnwtion is circnmlcribed are more die true id)fi!eis, 
and thfcefon dp much fefs mifijucf to dK parts than when the urine is 
itiffiifed in die cdfadar membrane. In dwfe Uft if not foon relieved, die 
-patient £ali;s, and a mortification 'ctmaes oi. If before the patient finks, a 
j^Kuation of the flongh takes ^ace/ this iepatation po-^Hms die operation 
of (^lening, and die patient may rocover. We diould not I be&ve wait for 
iiich iepacUioa of-the mortified part, but make j» opaungeariy» upcm die 
firft knowledge of a difiuiion of water into the cellular membrane ; and we 
diould be guidnias to fituation by introducing a ftaff into the medira cm to 
die ^uShiie. But in feme caies this cannot be done, icr when die urine 
gets into the coqms ^xmgiofum, it {Hoduces mortification c^ all thefe parts, 
and ixndcrs the whok ib indiftinft that oft^ no urethra can be found. 
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rllie e^ds that the circumTcribed inflammation has'opan ihe conftitution, 
is gdierally not £0 Haious as the;above, for mortification ib Seldom takes 
place in thi&osm afacfceires in geneml. When the ab£::efs is frcah the bulb 
baclcwatdff, thereis generally'a finart fympathctic fever, becaiiie the abftc& 
will be of confidcrable fizc before it gets to the ikin of the perinanun, and is 
geiftrally attended with great pain:; but this pain goes <^ by; thefbrmatim 
of the inatter> efpedally if opaned «arly. 

As tfane is a great difpofition &r vicdent adion, attended with great weak- 
ne& in'fuch caies, moi^elpeciallyinthofe of the iirft kind, it is adviieable to 
,gLve the bark early, and in conikbrable quantity; but I- apiprehend it it 
neceflary to give along "mth it fudorifics,. as.thc &liiie,diBugbtt'; or i^cae of 
the preparations of antimony, as there is generally a good deal of fever. The 
bark gives ftrength, and alfb in fomc degree leficns irritability, and by that 
means leflens a^ont but it fiiould be alllAed byxithef mcdidats : Opiiufi 
will add to it's cflfea». , . .: ' .. : :;..;. 



VI. OF FISTULA IN PERINiEO. 

It o(Kn happens that the newpaiiages for the urine do not healao ac- 
count of the ftriflure not being removed ; and even when ihe ftridoie is 
removed, ^ey .fiequendy have no diipolitioo to heal. In both ca&s they 
become filbijous, and produce fielh inilammations and £ippurations, whidi 
dq iiot always open into the old fore, but make new openings externally. 
Thefc fometimes arifc from the firft external openings not being fuffidoidy 
large, fo that they heal up long before the bottom, or long before' the di> 
feafed urethra ; and even when the external opening has beoi made as huge 
as poflible it will often heal fooner than the botttmi, and become fiAukus 
Mlail. 

It is very common for thefe difeaics to aficdt the conititution, ib as to 
bring on agueiih complaints. I have feen feveral af&dted with r^ular 
Agues, where the bark has produced no eSe& ; but whenever the obftrti£tion 
has been got the better of, or the fiibdous orifice opened and in a ifatte of 
healing, thefe complaints have entirely gone off. 

To 
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. To cure dm di&a&, it is neceflary 6r^to. tn$ke the natural paflkge &s &ee 
as poflible, that no obftruiftion may ai^ife &(Xii that quarter, and fometimes 
this alone is fuificknt* for the urine Ending a free paflage forwards, is not 
forced into the orifice, and the parts loie the fenfation qf difeafe, or the. 
neceiS^ of keeping oponi beit^ I apprehend that the bougie may bring on- 
in inflammation on the urethra at t^s part, and produce adhefions there ; 
' but if this efied is not produced early, l;he bougie will rather do harm if 
applied too often, and too long at a tii;ze, as will be, mofe fully explained., 
But this practice of dilating the llri^re is not ^Iways fufficient; it is.oft^ 
neceflary to perform fome operation on thoie fiftulae, when they alone beccme 
the obikcle to the cure, which I ihall now defcribe. 



yil. OF THE OPERATION FOR FISTULjE IN PERIN^O. 

. When the before-mentioned treatment is pot iiifiicient for the cure of 
thefe new paflages, a. method ihould be followed fimilarto that ufedin the, 
cure of a fiftula in other parts, by laying -it freely open to the bottom, and^ 
even making the orifice in the urethra a freih.fo^ if potUble. This will be, 
difficult in many fituations of the intecnal opening j and the mode of open- 
ing and other circumiUnces attending the operation will rary according ta 
thefituation. : ; ' . 

That as. little .of the found part of the inner furiace of the urethra maybe 
Opened as pofTible, and that the dlfeafed part m^y be fully expofed, it is 
neceflary to be well dirs^ted to the inner orific^ for which we have com- 
monly two guides, pne is a Aaff introduced into the urethra as far as is. 
thought necelTary, or as ^ as it will go, which will only be to the AiiOme, 
whci%. the ftrufhire iUll exifts, or it may pafs on to the bladder in cafes 
where the,ftri£hire has been <)eftroyed; the other guide is a probe pafled into- 
the fifhilous orifice. The probe ihou^d be firft bent, - that it may njiore 
readily follow the turns of the fiftula, and introduced as far as pofllble ; if it 
could be made to meet dieftaiF£> much the bet;ter, as then the operator could 
cut juft viha.t is necellaiy. If a fbaighl probe could be mgde to pifs, then. 
perhaps a .diredor might, if fb, it is the beft inArua^ent for op^ting upon.,

H" neidier die probe ntt the diredtor can be ma^ to p»fi -on to the ftsifl^ we 
muft open as for as they go, and begin fearchmg anew after Ac rem&inder of 
the pal&ge with the fame inftrument, and purfiie it till die whole fiftulous 
^nal h laid open. If there ate any (inuies, they are to be Uid open if poffix 
hki but it fi^iiti^tly happehs that th^ cannot be feDowcd by Ae kmfe, 
ftone nitttiing ^ng the penis where the fcrotum is attached, others pafiing^ 
oti towttds the pubis round die pmii, while otWs are about die monbnt- 
ntoni part of the urethra. In fuch cafes I would not be ddicatc^ I have 
ftfvcral timet introduced my finger into thefe Rmiies, and have torn the parts 
i& as to produce a confideraUe inflammation, by which means diey often 
fuppurate, granulate, and unite. 

If the fituatlon of the internal orifice is oppofite to the fcrotum, it will be 
difficult to get to it, but I imagine wc may ufe great freedom with the cx- 
teittal potts, whatever ^ey are, for diey are generally in a ftate of callc^, 
however this is to be done with judgment. 

Ih cales Where the difeale is bbfbre die membraneous part and die fttidtire 
in not removed, a !btifF cannot be made to pais on to die inner oHfice. In 
ftich tl* fiftUteus opehirtg muft befellowttlby introducing a pmbe Xfe di- 
refito into it, and -dilaiing npon the- • inftrument till die urcdira b^nd the 
ftriShire is ibUnd ; 'and dien a probe muft be palled on towaids the glans^to 
iheet die <nd <yf the ftaff at the ftrtdure ; ^milar to wliat is done in die 
opoation where a faUe paflage has been made by the milmanagement of the 
bougie; the ftridnre mttft dien bftddlrbyed; AtA a Wigie pafled, as was 
ittomstiended in that Operation. 

ff eidier die ulceration, or iht abft«fs, h ftirmed in or near tirt proftatt 
gland, dien probably the fttiftnre is near that'part. Bi that cafe a ftiff maft 
be pafled as far as poffible, and a probe or xMrt^r introduced' into the 
^Wcmal orifice, and die opera&jn is tb be dird^ atecotdiftgly. ^ The dif- 
fbence of the bperation in difa cafe from the fbriner will bfe, that wfe ihall 
tnoUk probiflsly be obliged to get into the tircdlra on l»th fides of die llrifture, 
dicreforc more of the canal muft be exptlfed; ' ; . 

As this o{^eration is the opening of all the feftuteus cahSle, and alfo 
the deftrndion of the ftiifture, if there has been one, an inftrument now 
can: in e«(tfy taft be paifed -into die bladder. It -will woft probably always 
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be proper to introduce an inftrument into the bladder, and keep it there 
«lffl(^ confUntly, So it to prcierve the palTagc of the urethra in a regular 
jbrm, ^rfiite the openings made are healing ; and probably the catheter will 
be bj much the befl: inftniment, becaufe it it is not neceflary to be with- 
drawn whenever the neceflity to make wattr comes on, which a bougie muft» 
and it's introduiflion again is often not praAicable, for it's end will be apt t» 
get into the wounds, tec. 

In fuch cales as require a hollow cuiula to be left in the bladder Sac the 
purpofe of taking off die water, whether a catheter or hollow bougie, it it 
absolutely neceUaiy it fhould be Gxcd there, or ^k it will in commcoi come 
out bytheaAionsof thepart. To e%A this it is neceflary to fix that end of 
the inftnunent out of the penis to fome part of the body that is the leaft 
moveable : what will anfwo- octmnely well is the c(»nmon belt-part of the 
bag trufs, with cmly two thig^-ftraps fixed behind and made to tie or fauckk 
befbrcj and two or three very fmall rings or fhort tapes fixed to thoie ftraps j 
tt^hete ^tey pafs between the diigh and iiriotum they fhotdd not be at a 
great diibuice ftom one another where they are fixed behind to the belt» Sat 
. ed»rways th^ are much altered in tightm^ l^ the motioa of the thigh. 
If they hare a fiat fpring in them ib macfa the bettsr.' 

The common bag truis for the ftrotum anfwers extremely well, firft by 
fixing two or three rings on each fide of it along the fide of the fcrotum, 
and with a piece-c^ finall tape the rmg <^ the canula can be failenod to any 
one of diofc rings that is moft convoiioit for it't fituation^ 

Whatever inftrument is ufed for the purpose of keeping the paflage 
clear and open while the fives are healing, whether the fores are in ccaiie- 
quence of ihis operation, or in confequence of the caufes of tht fifiulx, 
which I have deferred, there is a limited time in many cafes for itV con> 
tinuance ; fi)r if continued beyond a certain penod, it frequoitly a£te c<m* 
trary to what was intended ; at firft it often affifts the cure, but towards 
the Uft it may obftruA the healing of die ibres by aifling at the bottom of 
the wound as an extraneous body. Therdbre whenevo- die fores become 
ftationaiy I wtn^ adrifi: the withdrawing of the kiftrument, and the intrO"

ducing 
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ducing it only occafionally. The catheter will probably be' ftill the beft 
inftruraent for this purpofe, . as it will pais more readily, and draw <^ the 
water at the fame time ; howevo: I have often uied a bougie, and 1^ great 
care have paiTed it with fuccefs ; and' probably it will be proper to ufe it 
every now and dien, even when all is healed, to know if the pallage keeps 
well. 

The lore and the wound are to be at firft drefled down to the bottom 
as much as pofllble, which will prevent the reunion of the parts juft divided, 
and make the granulations fhoot from the bottom fo as to confolidate the 
whole by one bond of union. 

When the urethra has fuffefed Cg much that abfcefles have formed beycHid 
the fcrotum, the patient fhould ever a^r take great care to avoid. a fie{h 
^norrhcea, for he feldom in that cafe efcapes a- return of the lame c(»u- 
plaints ; and indeed if he is not careful in many otho* refpeds he is liable 
to returns of the fame diieaie. If notwithftanding this precaution he fhould 
contrad: a gonorrhoea* every thing heating is to be carefully avoided, parti- 
cularly irritating injedHons. 

The following cafe Ihows that keeping extraneous bodies in the urethra 
prevents wounds made into the canal frcan healing. 

A man, aged twenty-fix, came into St. George's Holpital, March 2, 
1783. He had laboured under a fiffajla in perinaeo for near two years, arliing 
from a ftrii5bire attended with great pain and difficult in making water. 
Four filbilous orifices were to be obferved in the perinxum and fcrotum. 
The rmallell bougie could not be made to pa& Into the bladder after 
repeated trials. The cauftic was then applied but without fuccds. .. 

The operation for tlw iiftula in perinso was performed, September 19. 
A catheter vras firfl: introduced as far as it would go, as a dire^r, and iH. 
the finufes were laid open to that catheter, which expojfed near an inch in 
length of that inftrument ; then the catheter was in part withdrawii to ex- 
pole that part of the urethra which was laid bare. The blood being ifo^god 
off, the orifice in the ftn^ture was next fearched for, and when found it was 
dilated. The catheter was now pulhed on to the bladder, although with 
fome difficulty, and the end of it was then faftened to a roller which went 
round the -thighs { and the wound was difbended vnth lint. He took an 

anodyne 
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anodyne draught after die operation, and another at night. September 20, 
he had ic«ne pain in the head from the opiates, his pulfe was natural, and 
he had flept tolerable well. 

2xft. This day the catheter flipped out, and tixe fecond introdu^on of 
it gave coniiderable pain. The anodyne was repeated. 

O^ber I i The catheter was ftill to be felt by introducing a probe into 
the wound. 

From this time to the 25th, nothing material happened, escepting a piece 
of lint of the firft dreffing coming away through the urethra. 

NoTcmber 20. The wound having for fcnne time been ftationaty, and- 
Showing no S£po6sif3a to heal, I concciTed that the catheter was now a£ttng 
as an ottraneoitt body at t^e bottom of the wound, and. therefore deiired 
that it might be withdrawn, and pafied occafionally ; and no fooner was 
the wound free from it but it put on a healthy look j and by the loth of 
December no urine came through the wound, but paffcd tolerable well 
duDug^ the urethra ; and on the 1 2 A the wound was quite healed, and his 
water came from him in a pretty full ftream, and without pain, although 
we could never pais dther catheter or bougie afteiwaids, probably fcoia 
the new and old paB^;es bciog irregular.

CH AFTER VII. 

OF SOME OTHER AFFECTIONS OF THE 
URETHRA. 

THE fiibiUnce of the urethra is mufinikr, and it is therefore capable 
of cxmtrading it's canal, fimilar to an inteiHne, fo much fo as ta 
ihut it up entirely. This makes it fubjeA to difeafes peculiar to mufclc in 
general i which is indeed the only {voof we have of it's being muicular. 

L OF THE SPASMODIC AFFECTIONS OF THE URETHRA.. 

In a found Hate of parts diefe mufdes are never excited to vloleAt adions, 
a£ting fimply as fphiniSter muicles ; but when irritated they are capable of 
idling violently, as is beft feai in fome cafes upon the firft ufe of injec- 
tions, the urethra often refilling the injeAion entirely : this feems rather to 
be a lalutary motion Kt hinder things ftt)m getting into ^e bladder ; but 
there are often ipafmodic contra^ons of thefe mufcular fibres in different; 
parts of the canal fliutting up the paffage and obihufting the courfe of the 
urine> often not allowing a drop to pafs. That this alio is owing to fpafm 
upon the mufcular filwes is evident, becaufe a large bougie vrill fometimes 
pafs when it is at die woril. When the contrai^on is near the bladder 
it is called a ftrangury, and is often produced- in a found flate of parts 
by irritatmg medicines, the power of which fell upon thefe parts," as can- 
tharides ; and when this part is in an irritable ftate the fpafm may be 
brought on by a vaft: number of things, fuch as moll of the peppers, fer. 
mented Uquors of all kinds, violent exercife, 6cc. 

The urethra in cafes of fpafinodic fVriAure is more irritable than in the 
tme ftrifhire, which irritation indeed is in a great meafure the cauie of the 
^afin. Spaimodic itridures often bear fb fhx>ng a refemblaof^ to the. 

cramp, 
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cramp, that one would be apt to attribute them to the fame caufe as that 
which produces cramp. In iiich cafes the fpafm alfo goes off by tickliiig 
the part, fimilar to the ronoval of cramp. 

In all cafes of very irritable urethras, where Ipafm very readily take 
place, the peribn fhould never long retain his urine when he has an incli- 
nation to make it^ for I have Seen cafes where this alone has brought on 
the fpafin ; and indeed thefe parts when in perfed health will be thrown 
into a fpaimodic ai&dion if the urine is too long confined in the bladder ; 
while at the iame time a certain fiilnefs of the bladder, or a imall degree 
of retendon of the urine will make the bla(Uer contra^ with mcve force ; 
and the uredua. will for the fame reafon relax more freely ; therefore in cafes 
where there is a tendency to ftranguiy there is feldom any harm in waiting 
a little after the inclination comes on. 

I may be allowed here to caution forgeons who have not had q)portunities ■ 
of feeing many of thclc cafes, when they meet with permanent ilriiSures ' 
which are becoming troublefome, attended with frequency in making water, 
and a dilHcul^ in pafling it often threatoiing ftrangury, not to advife, or 
rather not to allow, their patients to take long journeys either on hor&back 
or in carri^es, more efpecially in the winter when the weather is cold j 
for I have known many patients labpming under fuch complauits taken il!' 
in the middle of a journey and obliged to ftop for days upon the road, 
and who have continued in mifery the remainder of the joum^ ; and after 
having arrived at die place of their deflination, have been laid up for months, 
and have fufiered fo>m moil of the bcfore-moitioned complaints. 



11. OF THE CURE OF THE SPASMODIC AFFECTION OF 
THE URETHRA. 

It may not be improper to premife, that in difeafes of the anions only 
of die urethra and bladder, whether fpafmodic, and proceeding from too 
great irritability, or paralytic, although two oppoiite difeafes ; irritations on 
other parts have often wonderful eflbdls on both, equally diminifhing die 
action in the one, and increafing it in the other. The proof of this will 

appear 
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appear in treating of the initablc and paralytic uKthra and Uadckr; fijr is 
either part, and in either cafe, vre find bliilew applied to the lower part of 
the fmall of the back or the perimeum, at aUo «na»y other applications ta 
this part> often producing gteat effects.* 

As fpafin fimply is not aik alteration of ftrnflwte. hut is only a dUaU 
or pieternatund aOion ari&ig fcom fom* irritation, it teay he made to ceaib 
inftantaneoufly. In whatevo- part aS die wedira the Qwfin is, if time will 
allow, it is proper to try internal medicines, and alfo external applications, 
to remove it. The internal medicines Aat may he faid to a<a Jminrriiat ely 
are opiates and turpentines," given either by the mouth or the aaiu ; but 
they are Biore iaxnediaie in ihcir efleAs in t^lbrmof elyller, efpcdallyths 
ofium. It is very pofiible ihat camphiie might be of ufe in fliangaiies 
ariiing from fpafm, as well as in thofe produced by cantfaarides. Bark ia 
oftot had r«coHrfi to in fpaliiKidic afiefliions. io which it is thought to be 
of tgniai i but w fuch afie^ns of the urethra I think I have fica k 
fie^ently do harm. 

The. extecmal applicatioss are the fteansi of warm water' with 4>irits, tfas 
pisdiiftv«mi> the warm bath, bla^iers of warm water applied to At pen. 
iVQU^ and fimilar applications. The crumb part of a new baked baf, 
warm from, the ovra, applied to the perinaum. fau been iciud ta give 

t have knowik a falifter appli^ to the hiins ia a great meaiure icmeva 
tint, %a&Q. &om the urethra ^ and the iaaae put upos the perinaenm is fulty 
as eKAual. But in umA: cafes the& me^odt see too. tedious ; therefore 
when the cafe has been of fome Handing before alMance has been called 

* That the paitB concerned in the flxpitUioD of duvrine ^ the blulder an4 unethnt) ^pa* 
thife flrongly with riie fkin of ttie periiucun, 1 believe ie conunoiily fuppofcd, fi'om applications 
being often made to that parr in caics of ftoppages of urine. Tllis fympathy not only takes 
place in the difeafed a^ons of thole parts, fo as to bring about a natural affion, but often 
becofloei a ftimuluji to netuiaL actions "wheia these i* no dlfoafe. 

A. gentleman who had BO complaint i» theft parts, had a, fnwtt fiftuk attbc fi^' of lb* ivduntfi 
for which he. often had occafion to fit over the Aeanv of warm water and vinegar. ^ and thja 
application to the perinxum never fiiilbd of making him nuikc water. 

^ Dr. Home, in his experiments on this medicine, finjnd that Urge doTes brought on the' 
ftwigury ia women> 
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fi}r> and requires immediate relief; recourfe Aiould be had to the catheter 
or bougie immediately. 

If the contra^on is near the bladder, the catheter will anfwer befl ; but 
in moft caies the bougie will be fufHcient, and is a much lafer inilrument; 
for in many hands the catheter is a very dangerous one, requirmg a dexte- 
rity Wily to be got by a thorough knowledge of the courfe of the canal, 
and a habit of palling it. The bougie has likewiie this advantage, that 
in many ca&s where the part fpaimodically nBsOsd wilt not allow it to 
pafs, it may be allowed to lie cloie to the llri£hire > for it is not. always 
neceflaiy for the bougie to pafs through the conftri^ed part ; as I have feen 
where a bottgie has only palled a little way into the urethra, and by letting 
it ftay ihcrc till the delire of making water has ccnne on, the water, on 
-withdrawing the bougie, has followed veiy firely. In fuch cafes, even whea 
the bougie pafl^ into the bladder, it is neceffary to let it ftay in the paffiige 
till the incGnation to make water comes on, and then to withdraw it > if 
the water does not follow on the firft attempt, it will be proper to make 
another, or if only part follows the bougie, it will be neceffary to introduce 
it again. This circumftance of die water following die bougie with mcwe 
certainty if it is allowed to ftay till the inclination comes on, is a proof 
that the di^lltiai in the bladder for contra&ing, removes in fome degree' 
the difpofttion for contra£tioia in the urethra. 

■ Some attenticMi is nece&ry widi rcfpeft to the paffing of the bougie in 
thcfe cafes, for the urethra bong more irritable than coimnon, it often refifts 
the bougie before it reaches the true fpafinodic part ; whm this is tlie cafe 
fyrce is not to be ufed, hot -we Ihould rather vvait a Htde with patience, 
and then make another attempt to pufti it on. IHpping the end of the 
penis in very cold water often removes the fpafin, and the water flows 
immediately and fneiy. 

In mc^ cafes these is an oneafy feniation at the end of die penis,, which 
leads the patient to rub thofe parts, ^d fometimes, though rarely, during 
theftiftion, the witer will paft. Gently, irritating irijedions only thix>wii 
in a little way, oftot give eafe. They ai^ I fuppofe fomewhat like the 
bouj^ that does not pals, by irritatmg one part of the lurthra the other 
relasxs. Th^ a€t in fbme cafes as a preventive,

Im oppofition to the foregoing difeaT^ there is the wiint of j>ower of coh- 
tra^on of die iirethn ; but this is ncft fo frequent a: cafe a( ^ fonaer. 
This di&aiib is attended widt lymptcnis coatriiy to thofe of ^9 fbfbgoi&gt 
^e bhdder is hardly allowed tt> be£lledib as to give ^.ftimoli^ ^repl^ 
txoQi bat the water- dribbles atray infenTibly as Ail as fecreted.by the

IV. CURE OF THE PARALYSIS OF THE URETHRA. 

It is to be cared by.ftintulants, as a bUftW to the loan's* Of ft bltjUr to 
the perinxtun. Putting the feet into cold wateif may be ufe^l. Conthar 
rides taken internally, fifteen or twenty drops once or twice a day, accord- 
ing to their effeds, are of lingular fcrvicc in forte cdfes. 

A man came to St. Geor^'s ,Hoipital with . thJis oomplaint. . I ordor<d 
him die befbre-inentionied. medicine, and it had fu<th an^i&A:as te bring 
on the contrary difeafe, or a fpafi6odio affisaion of die uredlra, fo tfiat he 
could not make water when he had the inclination ; bat an inje^en c^ 
opium removed this complaint, and he wzs then well. In diis ca& a few 
drops le&, probably iwould haveefibSed a cure wthout any iaconvoiieoce. 

Spces, and fteel toedicinos are df fervice; and £:otn what Wasiaid:b^>re 
of the bark I {bould fuppofb it a goeti medicine. Ele^Moity may alfo bp 
tried. Wa&ing the partswith cold water may pn^bly he<^i^ic4.

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V. OF CARUNCLES OR EXCRJS$CENCES m.i;HE . 
URETHRA.. 

Strictuiies are not iuppo&d to be the only cski&i. of 'ObftniGtion to 
the parage of unne in this can^;' otcrdceaoes or canmdet are like-- 
wUe mentioned by audiors as happening frequently. From the &milianty 
with which they talk of them, and the few inftances in which th^ really 
occur, one would iulpeft that this caufe of obftrui^on was originally fbimded 
in opinion, and not obfervation, and afterwards handed down as matter of 
fa&. If caruncles had been at firft delcribed from a£htal examination of 
cafes, the language would have accorded with the appearances, and they 
would have been confidered as feldom the caufes of obftrudion compared 
with ftriifhires. However they do Ibmetimes happen, although but rarely. I 
have in all my examinations of dead bodies feen only two, and thefe were in 
very old ftri<Shircs, where the urethra had fufiered confiderably. They were 
.bodies riling from the fui&ce of the urethra like granulations, or what 
would be called polypi in other parts of the body. It is poffible they may 
be a fpecies of internal wart, for I have feen warts extend Ibme way into the 
beginning of the urethra, having very much the appearance of granulations. 
Moil probably it will not be poflible in the living body to diiUnguifh carun- 
cles, excrefcences, or rijings in the uredira, from a ibri^ure ; for I cannot 
conceive that they can produce any new iymptoms, or peculiar feel to the 
examiner. 



VI. OF THE CURE OF THE EXCRESCENCE OR CARUNCLE. 

I ihould very much fuipeQ that this difea& is not to be cured by the 
bougie ; at leaft dilatation in fuch caies is not to be attempted, as there is no 
contra^on. If therefore the bougie is of any u&, it mufl be in making the 
carnolity ulcerate from it's prelTure, which probably may be done by a large 
bougie prefling upon it with coniiderable force. But if this ihould not have 
: ' the 
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the defired eficd* I fhould certainly recominead or u(c the cauftic, if the parts 
were fb lituated as to admit of the application ; and from fuch practice I ihould 
not dtHibC of a cure. But the difficult lies in diftinguiOiing the dr&alb from 
a true ftrifhue ; for although audiors talk of caruncles as common, and give 
us the method of treatment, yet they have not told us how we are to diitin- 
guiih them frota flridares. 

I have never met with a caruncle in wcmen..

CHAPTER VIU. 



OF THe,SWELL£D PROSTATE GLAND. 

ANOTHER dileaie b( the parts furrounding the urethra which Is ofttn 
very fomudable* is a i^elling of the proftate gland; it is of more 
ierious coniiequence tb^ ai^of.the/orraercau^ of obftruc^ion, becaufe we 
have ftwcr metbsxia of^^t, for, ve cannot deftroy it as wc can the ftriaure, 
nor can nature rdieyeiher&lf by forming new palTages; we have however 
often the means of temporary relief in our power, which is not the caie in 
the ftri£hue, for moft OMimionly wc can draw off the water 1^ the catheter. 
The Celling of the proAate gland is moft. common in the decline of life, 
feldom haji^Knlng to young men. The uie of this gland is not fuiHciently 
icnowii to enable us b> jud^ of the bad coniequences that attend it's dlf^fed 
Aate abi^Tftfted from fwdling. It's fituation is fuch, that the bad conle- 
'ijuences pfit^s being fwelled muft be evident, as it may be faid to make a 
part of the canal of die urethra, and therefore when fo diieafed as to alter 
it's ihape and lize, it muft a^i^ that canal. When it fwells it does not 
lellen ^e fur£u:e of the urethra at the part fimilar to a ftridturej on the 
contrary it rather increases itj but the fides of the canal are compreilo} 
logger, producing an obftnj<aion to the pafiage of the urinCj frcan which aii 
irritation takes pliure in the bladder that brings on all the fymptoms in that 
vifcus :that ufually ariie from a ftridure or ftone. From the fituation of the 
gland wluch is principally on the two fides, of the canal, and but little if at 
all on the fore part, as alfo very little on the poftcrior fide, when it fwells 
it can only be laterally, whereby it preffes the two fides of the canal together, 
and at the iafnc time ftrctches it from the anterior edge or fide to the pofte- 
rior, fo that the canal inftead of being round, is flattened into a narrow 
groove. Sometimes the gland fwells more on one fide than the other, which 
makes an obliquity in the canal pafiing through it. 

X X Befides 
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Be£des this effeft of the lateral parts fwcUing, a finall portion of it 
■which lies behind the very beginning of the urethra fwells forwards like a 
point as it were into the bhddei^ u^g lilfie a .valve to the mouth of the- 
uiethia» which can he feen even when the fwelling is not coniiderable^ by 
looking upon the mouth of the urethra from the cavity of the bladder in a 
dead body. .It fsmetimea inereaies £> much ^s.to fbriD a tumor/ projeding 
into the bladder fome inches. This projeaiOft hirhS' or bends (he urethra 
forwards, becoming an obibniftion to the pal^ge of a catheter, bougie, or 
any fuch intlrument j and it ofteh rai^ the foilnd ov«r a finidt Sone in the 
bladder, fo as to prevent it's beifig felt. The cadieter fliould fot- this part be 
iabit cittved tilan is Ueoef&iy fbr the other part* of the urethm. In &cit 
tales t have fre4aeady palKtl firft a hallow tiaitie: cMhtttf tiH k came a> 
this point, and if it dianced to g<> over it is very well; but if tc doet oot, a 
ftUlet or brafs wir^ properly curved to go over the'proftate gland is id be 
faffed down. The advantage of this Method ai«, that if tile hollow oaAcw 
|>affes, ho mot« is iteceflary, and if it -does not, tbe curved wke wiU pafs 
along Ihe hollow bougie mich eaSer Wh to the fiirgton and p«l«K ll»a it 
would have done if it had been introduced at StA IvMi (he h«U<iW boogit 
over it ; for it would be icitciag by it's end to ^ulapt die uretbn to Ac carver 
whereas When introduced aiterwaitis <}k fffllet is only aOing ta tjw kMe <tf 
Ae hbllotv bougie, which the patient hardly feels. 

A gentleinan had been often founded for i ftene and ^ no ft06e codd 
be found i but it afterwards appeared that there was a ftone together with 
the fwelling of' the prollrate gland, which had been the caufe of hit dea^; 

John Doby, a poor penfioncr in the charter-houfe, had been fevoral years 
afQij5ted with the ftone in the bladder, and was reUeved from all the fymp^ 
toms by an enlargement of this part of the proftate gland, preventing Ae 
Aones from filling down upon the neck of the bladder and irritating theli 
parts, A twelvemonth afeer the fymptoms of the Aone hod gone off he was 
attacked with a ftrangury, to relieve which, many ineffedual attetnpts Weft 
made both with the bougie and catheter, but it fiion proved fatal.

When a difflculff in making water takes place, a bougie Is the kltrument 
the furgeon will naturally have itcourfe to, ^ud if he finds the paflkge cleitv 
which he often will, in fuch calcs he may very probably itifped a ftone. If 
ftarch it made and 116 Hone felt, he Ihotlld naturally fufpeS die proftate 
gland, elpecially if die Ibimd or iaftruMent he fcarcfaed with, meets with a 
ftdl (top, orpaOes with fome difficulty juft at the neck of the bladder. He 
^Dold examine Ae gland.^ -This can only be done by'introdacing the finger 
into die anus, firft <^Ung it W^l, placing the fore part of the finger towards 
the pubis ; and if tile parts as far as the end of the finger can reach are 
hard, making an eminence backwards into the fedttRi,'iediat the finger is 

obliged 
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obliged to be moved frcnn fide to fide, to feel the w^ole extent of fiidi s 
fwelling, and it alfi> appears to go beyond the reach of the fiDger> we ma^ 
be certain' the gland is confiderably fwelled, and is the principal caufe of 
thole iymptoms. 

In thofe cafes where only the fides of the gland are principally fw^led, 
dther a catheter or bougie can. be'eafilypa&d, but 'the projecting point often 
prevents this relief. It is vrith great difficulty that a. catheter or bougie can 
be got to pafs over it when of a confiderabic fize, as it gives too quick a 
turn to the pafiage. It is necefiary in thc(e cafes to be very car^iulj efpe- 
cially with the catheter ; the flhxible is the befl ; -but even that inftniment 
will often ftick againil this proccfs, and by puftiing it on', thcpoinfwifl be 
lather bent backwards than forward^ ib, that it caju!iDt pafs. 

I have known cafes where the comaatn catheter Itas .been pu&ed. thnng^ 
this proje^ing part into the bladder, and the water then dravm dffi but ia 
one patient the bleeding from the wound pafied into the UlMider siidihcrAfifefii 
the quantity f;^ mattn-. in it, di&ufcof thi^cathetri- was atten^tcda:ieoond 
time> .but not Tucceeding I was &ht for. I pafied the cdthettr till it oaihi tA 
the fiop, andthenfiiQ>e£tingv^at was the cafe, that this part of die f^oftate 
projei^ forwards, I .introduced my fingti- into the anus, and foiind tht^t 
gland very mtlch cflJairged. By dcpnefling the handle of the Catheter which 
of courfe raifed ^o p<Hnt,>it palfol.over Ae proJefiUon, but unibrtui^teiy the 
blood had coagulated in the bladder, which filled up the holes in the cadieter 
fo that I was obliged to withdraw it^ anid clear itn^todly. This I pradtifed 
feveral days, but fufpedting that the coaguluip muftin tlie end kill, I pro- 
po&d cutting him as if for the Aone ; but he died before it coold be craive- 
niently done, and the difi*eAion after death explained the ca& to be what I 
have now defcribcd. . 

In frane of thofe cafes where this part of the gland fwells into the bladder 
.in form of a tumor, the catheter has been known not to bring off the water 
at tii^ies when it appeared tt) have paifed; and upon the death of the patient 
-when the parts were examined, it was imagined that the catheter had made 
it's way into the tumor Co has to have been buried in it at thofe times. 

. Fr<wn the knowledge of the above &£te, and from the mode of accounting 
for the ^mptoms,;wl=tenevi^ I find die urine does pot fiow immediately upon 

:i J introducing 
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introducing the caUieteriinto the bladder, I have puffaed it oaand depreiled 
the handle. Co as to r^ach the iundus c^ the bladder with the end of the 
catheter, and have always fucceeded. 

For the more ready io^pdm^on of the inftnunent, a catheter made flexible 
at the point only for about an inch, is perhaps beft, as it is more under the 
command of the hand than when wholly flexible. „ 

If the bougie be ufed, it fhpuld be. firft war^ned and then very -much bent 
at the pcontf and allowed to cool in this petition, and palSd quickly with the 
concave fide upwards> before it loles the bend in it's pafliage. But the,bougie 
does not anfwer Co well as the catheter, becaufc upon withdrawing the bougie 
the fides of the gland foon cloie again. I have known where the vrater has 
pafScd by the fide of the bougie with n^oce freedom than when it was pulled 
out, becaulc the bougie gave a. ftraightnefs to this part of the canal which it 
had not when the bougie was >vithdrawn. The following cafe is a firong 
inflance of the inconveniences arilipg from fuch a diieaie of the proflate 
gland- 

A gentleman was Attacked vriiii 9 fuppsre^on of urine j a catheter could 
not be p4ilbd» but 9-- bougie pa^y^ readily and relieved him. He con- 
tinued well for five years i .bat the fame complaint returned, the bougie 
could, not be paOied,: and U)e diibale was fuppoicd to be a ilrifture. A 
catheter however pafiedi although with ^ .good deal of difliculty j and the 
bougie, though often tried, could not be pofled, excepting once, jufi after 
ufing the catheter. I was lent for, and' tried th« boug^ with as little fuccefs> 
and was c^li^ged to have recDur& to the catheter. I pafied it with great 
ea(e, and the water was drawn oiF. The late Mr. Tomkyns, who had 
Darui's bougie, was lent for; but he was not more fuccefsflil, and was 
obliged to have recourfe to the catheter ; but fuch violence was ufed as 
to caufe a good deal of blood to come from the urethra, and after all 
it was not pafled. I was fcnt for again, and pafled the catheter, but with 
much more difficulty than before,, which made me believe that the pa0agc 
had been a good deal torn. Upon taking: out the catheter I paflTed a large 
bougie into the bladder with great eafe j this I allowed to remain for three 
days, and he made water tolerably freely by the fide of it. The moment I 
drew out the bougie I attempted to pafs another, but did not fucceed although 
^ , Y y I gave 
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I gave it thfe ndtufal bend of the paflage. Upon wilhdftiwing ihoCt bougies 
that did not ftafs, I obfefrcd that all of them had it btnd at the point, con- 
trary to the direftion of the paflage ; tfiis iAad« me CufpeS thai tho place 
which flopped the bougie was on die poi^or fur£ice» aiid that l^ puDung 
it on, it bent forwards into the paflage, and of courfe the point tamed 
1}ack. I therefore took a thick bougie ; bnd before I introduced it I bent 
the point ahndft double, as mentioned before, fo that it could not catch 
jKt-the poftcrior fuiAce 6f the drethria, where I fuppofed the ibbptobej this 
point of the bougie rubbed all along the anterior and opper furface of the 
urethVa, by which tneans it avoided catching on the pofterier for&ce, and 
it paflkl with great ea& into the bladder. He made water by the fide c^ 
the bougie, as before. He had been for fome time troubled Ti^th fits itf an 
iiitermiitent, which at firft were very irr^lar, but became afferwards more 
regular. In one <£ die ccrfd ^ts,- the bougie being in the urethra, gave hiih 
at that time gitdt pain, and obliged him at laft to pull it out, on vf^ich he 
had immediate cafe. The feniation was as if it Aretched the paflage too 
much, and ih pidltng it out it ieemed to come with difficulty. This looks 
as if there was a oontraftion of the urethra, as well as of die vcflels of the 
fkin, in the cold fit, fo that this di^»«ittoft rtflis dfifip'. By giving tht 
bougie this bend he was able for ^ future to pafs them vnth gre&t eale. 
I may juA obferve, that by introducmg the finger into the anus the proftate 
glatid was fourtd much ehkrged. ■ . 

Many patients while labouring under any of the befote-mwitioned difeafei 
of the urethra, arid fometimes eVen after th^ have been cured of diem, find 
great pain in throwing forwards the fcmen ; they cxprefs themfelves as if it 
fcalded. This arifes from the very irritable ftate the muicks of this part 
are in, giving great pain by their own a^on. 



I. OF THE TREATMENT OF THE SWELLED PROSTATE 
GLAND. 

The methods praftifed in the above cafes afforded only temporary relief; 
yet fuch mufl be had recourfe to in order to prevent the confequences of 

retainii^ 
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retaining the urine too long. As a temporary relief from pain, as alio to 
remove fpalin, opiate clyf^s fhould be thrown up once or twice a day. A 
certain cure I am afraid is not yet known. 

I have ieoi hemlock of fervice in feveral caies, which was given upon a 
fuppofition that thoie ca&s had ibmething fcrofulous in them. 

I have recommended fe^ bathing, and have feen con£derable advantages 
from it, and in two caies, a cure of fome ftanding. It is upon the £une 
principle of the fcrofulous nature of ths complaint that I fuTpedt hemlock 
has don&good. 

In one cale in which I was was confulted, the furgeon had found the 
burnt fponge reduce the fwdling of the gland very confiderably : this medi- 
cine is alio ufed upon the lame priaci|^. 1 flmikl be inclined to try the 
meMKon in fuch cafes/ 

This 6a£ta&, like the i%ri<fhire, produces complaints in the bladder } but 
in this the bladder is generally more irritable, perhaps from the caufe being 
nearer to that viicus. 

Di^ftfos of the reficuls femlnides are very familiarly talked of, but I 
never faw one. In cales 1^ very confiderabl« induration of the proflate 
gland and bladder, where the furrounding parts have become very much 
afl^ded, I have feen thefe bags alio involved in the gmeral diieafe ; but I 
never few a cafe where it appeared that they were primarily afiwfted. 

■ In 4 Cafe of 2 fivellad proftatt gUnd^ with ^ptams of ftn (nfublc Uaddar, in a young 
gentleman about twenty years of ag^ Mr. Earle tried 9 blifter to Uk pennaeum ; but not finding 
the defircd cifet^ and conceiving a greater irritation and difcharge to he necellary, he ptJTed ^ 
fcton in the diredion of the perinscum. The oHfices were about two inches difbnt from each 
other. Ilie fymptoiHs of ifritability in the bladder began to abate, and in time went entirely off. 
Upon examination of the proIUte gland, (n>m time to time, it was found to dectcafe gradually 
till it was neaiiy of Ae natural fize. The feton was continued Ibme mon^ and upon witl^ 
drawing it the fymptoms began to revive again. It was advifed to introduce it again, which 
was accordingly done, but without the former good elFe^. 



CHAPTER. 
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CHAPTER IX. 



OF THE DISEASES OF THE BLADDER, PARTI- 
CULARLY FROM THE BEFORE-MENTIONED 
OBSTRUCTIONS TO THE URINE. 

AL L the difeafes of the urethra, as alfo the difeaTes of thofe part» 
belonging to this canal, which are capable of aficAing it, fiich as 
the proftate gland, I have now treated of; and ftiall next confider the effbas 
of diem upon the bladder; as alfo the difeafes of that vlfcus, indepen(knt 
of affeftions of the urethra. 

The difeafe of the bladder arifing from obftrutftion alone, is increafed 
irritability, and it's coniequences, by which the bladder admits of little 
diftention, becomes quick in it's a£tion, and thick and ftrong in it's coats. 
But prior to the defcription of the elledts of the difeafes of the urethra on 
the bladder, it will be necei&ry for the better underftanding of the whole K) 
make fomc remarks upon thofe difeaies of the two parts, in which we find 
that each afieds the other ; and thefe I Ihall confider without having any 
regard to the caule, but only the general cfiedts when difcafed. It may be 
obferved, that every organ in an aiiimal body is made up of diilerent parts, 
whofe functions or aftions are totally diflcrent from each other, although all 
tend to produce one ultimate effect. In moA, if not in all, when perfed 
there is a fucceiTion of motions, one naturally ariiing out of the other, which 
in die end produces the ultimate ^&& ; and an irregularity alone in thefe 
adions will conftltute difeafe, at leaft produce very difagrecable cffcfts, and 
often totally fruftrate the final intention of the organs. 

I may be allowed alfo to premifc, that the natural width of the urethra 
gives fuch a refiftance to the force or power of the bladder in expelling the 
urine, as is eafily overcome by the natural aftion of the bladder ; but wh«i 
the canal is leflened, either by ftrifture, fpafin, fwellcd proftate gland, or 
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any other ineins^ this propoftiota l& loft, by whichrmeans the bladder fin4s 
greater difficulty than natural, and is <i£ Coutfe thrown into an increased 
a&ion to overconie the refinance, which becomes a cauie of the irritability 
and increa&d ftrengtfa of this vifcUs in fuch difcafes. 

It is tQ be underJl»Qd, that in a found $ate of thele two jmfs^ :the bladdo- 
and urbthra, the contrafition of the one prodifces a relaxadon of the other, 
and vice verii ; lb. that their natural ^tions are alternate^ andthc^/iiuy be 
coniidered as antagonift mujicles to ope another. Thus when the ftimulus 
of eitpulfiofi of the urine takes place in the bladder, which immediately 
produces contraAions in it, the urethra rdaxes» by:>vhich mjcans the urine 
is expelled fromi. the bladder and allowed to pal^ through the urethra ; and 
iVheii the aifUon ceafes in the bladder,: the urethra contracts again' like a 
iphindrer mofcle/ £br thei purpoie of retaining the -urine which flows into 
die bladder from the kidneys till it gives the ftimulus for expulllon again. 

But in-many diftafes of theie two parts this neceflaty alternate action is 
not regularly kept up, the one not ob^ing the fummons of the other. This 
irregularity ari&s perhaps oflner from difeafe In' the urethra, than in the 
bladder j for the aftion of the urethra depends -upon the anions of the blad- 
der ; and if it is not difpoied to obey the notices of the bladder, then there 
muft be an irregolarity as to time, which produces very troubleibme fymp- 
toms. 

We find In many difeafes of the urethra, fuch as ftriAures and Ipainis, as 
alio in £feales of certain parts belonging to this canal, fudi as the proftate, 
and Cowper's glands, that there is a greater diipofition in this canal ibr 
contraddon, than common, fo that when the bladder has begun to a£t, the 
water is not allowed to flow, the urethra not immediately relaxing ; and the 
moment fuch a fymptom takes place, every other power takes the alarm, 
and is brought in to aflift die bladder, fuch as ftraining violently with the 

* It m^ be lemarke^ that many f{dundermiUcles have two caules of a£Honi one which may 
be called involuntary, dq>endJng on the natural ufe* and si^ons of the parts ; the other is volun- 
tary, where a greater degree of a^on can be produced by the command of the will : and when a 
dilealed a&ion takes place, it is probably of this vtJuntary a^on, for it it an increafed aftion over 
dw oatural, irtiicb the voluntary is.

The bladder, in all cafes of obAru^ion, whether conftant, as in the per- 
manent ftrifture, or fwdled-'fwoftate gland, of only temporary, as in the 
fpafinodic Ari£ture, is generally kept di^nded, but much more fo:in dx 
permanwit ftridiHe^ and -wh«n the irritati<»i of fulnefs ccsnes on, which is 
very frequent, the contraftion of that vifcus becomes violent, in proportion 
to the reliilance : theiympathetic cbntra£ti(»i of the muicLes of the abdomen 
takes place, arid is alfo violent, yet the water at fuch times fliall only 
dribble, and be dilcharged-in fmall. quantity } ami in the fpafmodic fhridure 
often not a drop fhall pafs, fo that the bladder is never entirely empty ; and 
-what does pafs is. no morethan what is fufHcient to take off the irritation 
of fulnefs i by which means thefe aftions become more frequent, and con- 
fequently. there is almofl always a conftant oozing of urine, from the penis 
between the times of making water. This however is not always the cale, 
for the bladder fometimes is fo irritable as nc^ to ceafe adjng till it has 
evacuated the whole water; and. even then it is not at eafe, but ftill 
.ilrains.thpugh there, is nothii^g tp.thrpw out, ^e action. of the bladder 
becoming a cauie of it's own continuance.

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In all fach afieflions of the bladder there is a (eniation of paia and itching 
combined in the glans penis.

I. OF THE TREATMENT WHERE THE ACTIONS OF. THE 
yaSTHRA AND BLADDER DO NOT EXACTLY ALTER- 
NATE. 

The cure where the diieaie ariies from fpafin ^one, con£fts in removing 
the difpofitiQn to oyer-at^on in the urethra, and the irritable diipoiition of 
the bladder when the urethra does not obey it. Perhaps opiate clyAers as a 
.leqipQiaiy relief, are the yeiy beft ; I have known a blister to the loins, or 
^fo thep^rinaeum remove the fpafin in a great meafure from the urethra. 

Wh^a. the circumAance of the i^ltlmatc actions of theie parts not being 
regtil^r ^ri^ frpm ilriAure, fwelled proflrate gland, or any mechanical ob- 
ftruQion to the uiine, then that caufe muft be removed, as has been fully 
defcribed in the treatment of thefedifealies. . 



.II. OF THE PARALYSIS OF THE BLADDER FROM OB- 
STRUCTION TO THE PASSAGE OJF THE LfRINE. 

. We paay obferve that the bladder is a part ea£ly deprived of it's power, of 
contratftion, for we find in many debilitating difeaies and long illn^s from 
any ca,uie, as fever, goi^t, and conjGdCTable local dHcafes which debilitate, 
th^t fjtie bladder often beconies paralytic, and the water muft be dravm off. 
We inay. al(o obferve when the bladder has been dillended confiderably from 
whatever <;?i^ fo as to have it's contractile power d^ilroyed, that there is a 
confiderable extravafation of, blood from the inner furface of the bladder, fo 
that the wat^ ,vfhich is evacuated is often extremely bloody. I have fcen in 
cafes w:here the patient has died with this obflruAion upon him, that the 
inner membrane of the bladder has been almofl blaclt, being loaded with 

extrava&ted 
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extravafated Hood, but this fymptom of bloody urine goes off; as the bladder 
acquires again it's powers of adtion. 

In the difeafes of the urethra, bcfore-defcribed, when not properly at- 
tended to, or in time, and in cafes of ftrifture where nature has not been able 
to relieve herfelf, the water muft of courfe be retained in the bladder, which 
is perhaps always productive of another diieafe, that is, the lofs of the power 
of contraction of that vifcus. Although ttus one effeft, the retentimi of urine, 
ariics from very different caufes, as before-related, yet immediate relief muft 
be given in all of them, which can only be efledted by the evacuation of the 
water. According to the nature of the obftruClion, the mode of evacuation 
will be different, and will be of two kinds, one by the natural paflage by 
means of an hollow tube, the other by an artificial opening made into.the 
bladder. ■ ■ ■ 

If the caufes of fuppreflion are either fpafmodic ai&ftions of tiie urethra, a 
fwelled proftate gland, inflammation in the furroimding parts of the urethra, 
or tumors prefling upon it, as happens in pregnant women, immedkte. relief 
may be procured by means of a catheter, becaufe under fuch circumffences a 
cadieter will moft probably pais, the fides of the canal being merely forced 
togetiier by fpafm, or external preffiire.- - 

A bougie, although it will alio pafs under fuch circumAances will not 
aniwer {o well, becaufe a bougie muft be withdrawn before the water can 
flow, which wiH allow the caule of the obflxu^ion to have again it's iull 
force ;' and if the ipafm fhould not now exift, yet the boug^ will not anfwer, 
unlefs there be a power of aAion in the bladder; for it is with difficulty the 
urine can be made to pafs through the urethra, by pre0ing the abdomoi 
only. 

When the catheter is pafled, it will be neceflary to make the patient ftrain 
with his abdominal mufcles, as alfo with his mufoles of reipiration, to 
fqueeze out the water, the bladder having no power of contradion, and even 
this will not be fufHcient, for it vrill be neceflary to prefs on the region of 
the pubis with the hand to make the water flow. 

In cafes where there is a conflderable degree of debility in the bladder, or 
in thofe cafes where there is a confiderable ftrangury and of long flanding, 
and where a finall quantity of urine in the bladder gives the itimulus of 
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iiilners to that vifcus, which is always at^ded with confiderable urgency to 
make water ; and where only veiy Imall quantities are evacuated the blad- 
der not being emptied at each time of making it, and when a catheter either 
rigid or ikxible can with readinefs be palled, the queilion is, what is the beil 
way upon the whole toevacuate the water? There are three ways in which it 
can be done, one, by allowing the parts to do their own bufinefs as much as 
they can, and this at firft fight might be fuppoied to be the very belt, but 
it is in fiMne. cafes the very worft, fra: die frequency of the inclination to 
make water, arifing from the water not being wholly evacuated each time, 
the evacuation not readily taking place, increales the effort and for a few 
minutes produces excruciating pain, keeping up a confiderable and almoft 
conftant inibitiott in all thofe parts, which few can bear. Another method 
is, to draw off the water each time with a catheter, but this in many cafes is 
next to impradicablej for fuppoiing the operation to be performed <m\y 
twice or three times in the day, we £hall find that this is oftener than what 
ihould be done. The third method is, to leave the catheter almoft con- 
ibuitly in the bladder. 

Which of thefc three methods gives on the whole the leafl irritation muft 
depend upon circumAances attending dii&rent ciafes. Where the frequency 
and the urgency is great, and the flowing of the water difficult, either the 
fecond or the third is to be purfued ; and when the iymptoms are fuch that 
a cathet^ mufl be palled very often, I believe it had better be left in,, only 
taking it out occafionally : I think this is. fupported by obfervation and ex- 
perience. 

It Ibmetimes happens in cafes of fwelled profUte gland, that the catheter 
cannot be pafied without the utmoft difficult, and when this has been the 
cafe I have left it in the bladder, for fear of not being able to pafs it again, 
and continued it ^ere till the bladder, has fufficiently recovered it's tone, 
which is known by it's being able to throw the urine through the catheter j 
after which that initrument may be withdrawn. 

If the fpafm, in fuch xsSes as arife from that caufe, Hiould Aill continue 

after the bladder h^s recovered it's tone, we mufl continue the ufe of the 

catheter. But it often happens that the Ipafm leaves the urethra befra? 

3 A the 
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the bladder recover* it's powtt c£ contn^on, the dificafc beoaniing then 
fimply a paralyfis of that vifcus. 

One of the 6rft fymptoms of the bladder beginning to rtgain it's power of 
cwtraAion is, the fenfation of fulnefs, or an inclinatioh to make water> and 
when that fenfetion come* oft the patient ftiould be allowed to make water 
but not to force it, for that circomftance alone will bring on the fpafin if the 
arethra is not very ready to dilate. I have feen however in feOie caies, Aat 
a flight fen&tion is not altogether to be depended upon, for it Rqiiired a Iktle 
retention more effedually to ftimulate the bladder to aftion, and then die 
Water has palfed mtwe freely, i 

The fpafoMxllc '' contra^ion of the urethra does tiot «^pear to give tip it's 
adxMt fimj^y upon the Aimulus or ioclinatioa to make watv , and not till the 
Uadder b^jins to have the power a£ coaCraOion j for in caiec where the 
bladder is paralytic, and yet fenfible of the ftimulus arifiag fhxn bdng foil, 
as it does not contrat^ the urethra does not rekx> and the water cannot be 
made to pafs. 

It would appear that as the bladder recovers of the paraly£s it is not d>le 
to ccmtain fo mudi water as ufoal, there&ve the patients are obliged to 
make water Often, abd of couriie in foiali quantities. 



III. OF THE CURE OF THE PARALYSIS OF THE BLADDER, 
FROM OBSTRUCTION ARISING FROM PRESSURE OR 

SPASM. 

Thij lemoval of the cauies at the par^lyfis t)£ ths Uadder was folly 
dc£:ribed when we were treating of the difeaies which produce that com- 
plaint, and die knmediAte rdief, when the bladder is rendered inadive, 1ms 
jull now been confidered j the paralyfis itlelf is therefi»« the only remaining 
thing to be attended to. In dus diiieafe there are often contrary indicationft 
secure, for a fpafoi is very difi«rent from a paralyfis } and if the fuppreffion 
is from (^fin, and that iUll cx)ntinue», then what may be good for die 
paralyfifi, may be bad for the fpaim. As in fuch caies die water can be 
drawn off, the blad^r ihould be firit attended to. Stimulants and ftrength- 
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eners are ufeful ; blifters to the loins to rouze the bladder to action, and 
blillers to the perinxum, to take off the fpafm from the urethra, often 
fucceed. Ele(3jicity is fometimes of fingular fervicCf when applied in fuch 
cafes to the perinzeum. Through the whole of the cure the luine muft be 
drawn off frequently, becaufe the bladder ihould not be allowed to be di- 
ftended, which otherways would be the coniequence; and the fen&tion arising 
firom the diileation ef ^t vifcns is aVet^ opprellive one. 

A gentleman was at tirpe^ atucked^with a difiiculty in making water, 
which he paid no attention to, as it had always gtxie off; but at Uff he was 
taken fo bad as to be obUged to Iutc recotfr& to the catheter, which ftSbtdfli 
only a «em{X}ruy relief. The ipafm- continued* (mkII wtmfeQtfpf j whcffi 
I pofied' the catheter, - 1 was obl^ed to prc^ the Iqwbt part of ;h9 «bd9l9Wft

CHAPTER X. 



OF A SUPPRESSION OF IJRINE— AND OPERATIONS 
FOR THE CURE OF IT. 

IN cafes erf" total fiipjM^oft -of iirine aiifing from ftriAures or other caafes 
■yfhtn a catheter- cannot be ■ paffiid; and where every odiel- nicdiod rc- 
cotnmended is impradicable, aji artificial opening riudt'be'ihade'into the 
bladder for die evacuatu}n of the water. There are three places where^rfiSs 
opening may be made, and each has had it's advocates.- This operation has 
not been confidered in all k's drcumftances in different patieiits; Co as'to 
direft the young furgeon in the variety of cafes that may otcur; for widir 
fome circumftances the operation is moreads^fabte in one place than another; 
and indeed it may ibmetlmes be next to impoffible to perform it in a 
particular part. 

The opening may be made firit, in the perinseum, where we now cut for 
a ftone ; fccondly, above the pubis, where cutting for the ftone was formerly 
pradiied ; and thirdly, from within the' re£tum, where the bladder lies in 
contact with the gut. 

The firil queftion which naturally occurs is, which of thofe fituations is 
the moft proper for the faiety of the patient, the evacuation of the water, and 
the conveniency of operating, when no particular circumAance forbids either 
of the fituations ? 

On the firft view of the fubjedt, one would be apt to prefer that above the 
pubis, or from the refhun, as the bladder is nearer to either, and the parts 
more adapted to an operation, than from the pcrinsEum, where we muft cut at 
random. Thefe two fituations, although the moft proper in this rclped:, 
under certain circumftances, yet may become the moft improper, for they arc 
Tubjed to greater changes than the perineum.

Qften improper ■ for fuch thifiknefe Qf paj-ts will make the 
fvfflloflthe Mad(ler.vfcryobfcureanduncertiua; in many of thofe cafes of 
obAru^Qn the bladder, being ib difesj&d z$' to aWow of but little diAention, 
and in fuch the .iymptoms of diftention come on- very early, perhaps where 
tlierpis pnly^^ ^.ounces of ^tercoUtt^. ' But if thb rctqntion h»5 beett 
for ibme cq^iidfirahle :li<De» as tlvea^four hours, then w6 may fuppote that 
^e blaiiia has allon^ Cif di^^tidn to,!i mi}ch grestcr degree, which yaay 
in fome cafes be alcel*tain&l by introducing the linger into the ro6tum. . . 

But whetii; the bladder difletids, and the! parts . aiv fo thin that it c^ b«

What led Dr. Hamiiton to 66 it here, waa a iSfficulty which was found 
in paffing the clyAer^pipe into ihe return, ^hich induced hiiii to introdud 
hit linger inm the anusi and he fbiind the bladder & protninent in the 
redhim as lb give the hint of pcrfontting die operation that. 

The man was put faito the lame petition as in thb opevatien for the ftdiWi 
anda trachar was iAUudttcett upon the finger into the anus, aAd fhdflt' iitR> 
the lower and moft prtuninent part of the tumor, in the dlt^eftion of th* 
axis of the bladder, and upon withdrawing ^ piercer tlw water llo^bd out 
through the canula. 

A ilfraight catJleter was then introduced Uuough the cantlla, lead ffi« 
orifice in the bladder ihould be drawn off from the canula. 

Then the canuh was pulled out over the catheter, which VHs left Ih tIB 
di6 whole watt^ Was evacuated, and ^s'lfhenivlthdrawn. 

The Madder, nolwjthftanding of ftis perforation, retained- the water a6 
ufual, tSl the ineUhatioh to make it Came on ; and when he peifbnned thi 
adHon of making water, the oriiice in the bladder iccmed to open, and it 
raihed out by the anus. This comSnned about two days, when the water 
began co-find it^s nitural- pa^ge, and a bougie viras introduced into the 
bladder, tfarongU'theiireth^, whick gave a'fire paflkge iiw the Water', and 
of courle lefs came by the lartts ; fo that on the S±A day after the operatioft

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the whole came by the natural paflage. The man continued the ufe of the 
bougie till the ftrifture was dilated. 

. - Or. Hamilton fiirther remarks, that in thofe cafea of fupprellion of urine, 
in general, he has found that calomel and opium, in large dofes,, anfwer 
better than any thing he has tried. 

He is convinced from repeated trials, that the fptidfic .efScacy is in the 
calomel, as large doles of opium alonehave proved ine£Fedual ; but he does 
not fay that calomel alone will anfwer. He orders ten grains of calomel 
with twp c^ opium, to be repeated in fix hours if it has not anfwered in 
that time ; and he. fays he has feldom been obliged to g^ve a third dole. 
; This method of tapping the bladder was iirft fuggcftcd by Monf. Fleurent, 
furgeon to the Charite, at Lyons, in the year 1750. The operation was 
performed at that time, and an account of it was afterwards publiflied by 
Monf. Pouteau, in 1760, with the hiltory of three cafes, in all which the 
pperatioa .was performed by Monf. Fleurant. The propnefy of perfonhing 
the operation in this part occurred to him in a manner fimilar to that before- 
related pf Dr. Hamilton ; for in introducing the finger into the re£hun to 
examine the ilate of the bladder in a cafe where he was gcung to punfhtre 
m the perinxum, he found the bladder fo prominent there, and ib much 
>y^ithin thp reach of his inilrument that he irmnediately altocd his intention, 
and performed it in this part. He very readily drew off the crater, and 
Jc()>t,the Cfinula in^' with a T bandage, till the urine came die-right way, 
and then withdrew it, and all terminated well. But there was a good deal 
of trouble on account of the canula being left in on going to ifax>], as alfo 
from the conftant dribbling of the water through it, all of which was pre- 
vented in Dr.- Hamilton's cafe, by removing the canula. immediately upon 
the evacuation of die water. .. This, was produ^ve of anodier good e^&, 
jiyhich was the retention of the urine till the (timulus of iiilnefs vms gtven, 
and then it paffcd through the artificiai as it would through a natural 
paffage. Should this be a conibint effect in con^uence- of perfooning 
the operation here, I think it mufl be owned to ,^,;^- unexpected cir- 
cumftance which at firft could no^ have been imagined.*

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In another patient of Monf. Fleurant's^ the canula was kept in the anus 
and bladder thirty-nine days, without any inconveniency ; fo that the ob- 
jection to this part of the operati<»i cannot be material. 

Pouteau mentions one cafe where he performed this operation, in the 
year 1752, and the man died.' 

He fays, I was called to vifit a poor man fui&ring under a retentkm of 
urine, fo obfUnate and violent that it had already the fymptoms of what 
is called a reflux of mine into the blood ; and the complaint had continued 
more than three days. An empiric, to whoie care he had been entrufted, 
after haWng very improperly given him the moll powerful diuretics, had 
likewi& the rafljnefs to fearch him. It appears probable that the& attempts 
which were made without fucceis muft have increa^ the inifchief. A cathe- 
ter could not be pa£fed into fuch parts by unJkiliul hands, without increaf- 
ing the inflammation. I only made three flight efforts to e&d a pa0age 
into the bladder by the urethra, which appeared to be much diieaJed, as 
well by the efiiilion of blood, as the extreme pain thefe acteihpts produced. 
I determined at once to do as bef(»T, and plunged my trochar by tlie rodhun 
into the bladder. The fuccefs was -cxi&ly the &me ; the bladder was en- 
tirely emptied, and I allowed the canula to remain there a whole night and 
a day, during which time the urine flowed without intermiflion. Every 
thing went on without any accident which could be fuppoied conneAed 
widi the operation ; and death, which happened next day, was entirely in- 
dependent of it. 

One muft fuppoie with Pouteau, that the death of the patient could not 
have arilen from this operation, but from the preceding difeafes. 

The bags called veficulae leminales, and the hemorrhoidal veflcls, have 
been mentioned as parts in danger of being wounded in the operation, and 
thereby proving troublefome ; but if either of them were wounded, no in- 
conveniency could arife. To avoid the veficulae ieminales, it is recom- 
mended to perfcmite high up, and directly in the middle of the bladder, 
between the two fides, and this fltuation Is at the, lame time the me where

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the htemotrhoidal vdTels are die fmalleft, and ch*ref<»« it it of l^i cMiTe- 
quence if they are wounded. 

It muft appear from the fbllowing cafe, fcnt me by a gentleman, that a 
Communication being Icept up between the bladder and re^m, is only in- 
convenient* and not fo much Co as might be expedted. 

With rei]3e£t to the failor who paifcd his urine by the rcdhim, I have 
examined die few papers by mC) but cannot find the particular remarks I 
made j however, as the cafe was fingular, I recoUedl the man told me, that 
a few years before, (this was at Madras hofpital, in December 1779) he had 
the venereal difeafe, very bad, and long ; that the urine came 1:^ the anus, 
but this paflage healed up, and it came by the penis, and continued to do 
fo till he caught the dii^fe again, when the urine found it's -way a fecond 
time by the anus, add came that way for years. When he firft came under 
my carej in the hofpital at Bombay, February 1779, he felt no uneafincls 
fx inconvenience from this manner bf pafHng his urine ; whenever he had 
an inclination to make water he fat down. I oHm made him lie upon hii 
t»«ail^ with his legs drawn up, and the ftream came through the imat 
with grial force. 

In other cafes, in confequence of abfeefles forming between the bladder 
^nd redtum, where they have hot healed up, there has been a reciprocal 
paffing of the contents of thcfe c-avities from the c«ie to the oUier; 

it only remaln« to fpeak of the pun^re in the perineeum. An ob-^ 
ftruAion to die urine taking place in the natural palTage prevents us from 
introducing an inflrument in mofl of thofe cafes, end deprives ug c^ all the 
advantages we could receive from it as a guide in the operation ; yet dicre 
may be cafes of ftrifture, where by cutting into the urethra, beyond the 
ibi^re, the WAter will Aow ; but this muft be done without any guide or 
direiftidn, and requires a nice and accurate knowledge of the parts j or if the 
obftruAion aAiSs^ from tht i^lvular projei5tion of the proAate gland, a ttzfl 
may be piifled as far as this proje^ion, and cut upon a$ for ^e ilone, onty 
niaking i fmalkr mci&on, ufing a finall gorget, or in the room of that) a 
trochar of a particular form might be run along it into the bladder j for 
' although the ftaffdoes not entw the bladder, yet die diftance to pafs tiirdugh 
without this guide is but fmall. If ^is cannot be done, a finall and deep

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inclfion majr be' liiide in the fertrtOTffl.-wltKkn impofthomfl lancet towards 
thebUdder; Jtfie pointif the trGcHaf isto boJnttodiicedAy this, pailJBg at 
the fame tin* thefortj-finger (rfdK'ot)»*r hand into the amis, whkh will be 
a guide both for the direiftion of the inftrumenti as alfo to tioid it's point 
pafling into the reftaiii j With tbefe precautions theenpr-'caniiot be great. 

I moil own howerer, that Ihave not jten e«fct. enough to enable me to 
give all the varieties tha^ commohly liippe*, and of courfe-to give aU the 
advantages and diladvAntages of each method. ' ■

ftequihtly, arid for a lengdi of iime; ifwih be lieoefliuy to keep an in- 
iltiuMJnt in the oreHwa ahd 'MadSer.f* « to 'allow the water to pafe 
through' it'fteely.'-'A -common catiteter, oforte'riiade bf'lJie daftic gum 
are perhaps the beit mihniments of any j but &iey iriuft be fixed in the 
canal; this will -be 'belt done by'M's" outer ^nd being tied to lbm« ex- 
ternal body, as I ihSli noW dt^ibe. '' 'When Ac cathefcr is fairly in 
thehliadder, theout^ end isra^erlncBneddownwattls, nearly in aline with 
the body, take the common ftrap oir'bat-pait'of a bag-truls, and have two 
thigh-ftraps either fixed to it or hooked to it i let a ftrap come ivund each 
thigh and forwards by each fide of the fctotum, to be faftened to the belt 
where the4ai-s of the bag are^ifilally fix^. Havei fmall ring-or two fixed 
to each itrap juft where it pafies the fcrotiim or root of the penis ; then take 
a piece'of fmall'tape, and fix the ends ofth6 catheter to thoie' rings, which 
■will keep it in the bladder. A fet'ofrag about fbiir or five inches long, with a 
hole at the end of it; pafiedover flje eilicrior'elia 6f die catheter, and Ae loofe 
end allowed to haiig in a baloii, "placed between the' thighs, WiU catch the 
water which cannot dilengage jtfelf fro^ift the catheter, and keep the patient

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Under fuch treatment the bltuJder. ^Ul never be allowed- to be di/loided ; 
and when the patient wants to have, the.bladderVi<£>nic degree emptied, he 
has only to ftrain with his abdommal mulcfes^ by, which means he will be 
able to throw out a great deal at eich tiftitf. 

As ^e bladder begins tcr reccirer it's adion^, ^e patient will find that an 
inclination to make water Will cfl^ Qn^.andat thpie ^imes he will alfo find 
that die water will comi fcom htm 'without ftraining with the abdominal 
mufcles ; when this takes placfc readily the catheter may be taken out, and 
it will be found that he will be able in future to make water of himfelf. If 
it is necefiary to keep in the catheter a confiderable time, it will be the cauie 
of a gi^eat deal of flimc and mucus being fanned in iba uredira and bladd^; 
but I believe this is of no confequqpce. I have , known a catheter kept in 
this way for five months without any inconveniency whatever. 

In ail cafes where it is necej£uy to kcf^p an extran«>us body for a con- 
fiderable time in the bladder^ wh^thcf in 4n artificial pa0sige pr the natural 
one, it will be proper a few days .after it's firft introdud^pn to vidtfidraw it 
and examine whether it is incrufting, or filling up, in it's pavity with the 
calculous 'matter of the mine ; if afto- reniaiaing in the bladder- for fome 
days it ha£ contracted none, we need be underno apprehmfions of it's doing 
it 3 but if, as ; fivquently happens, it (hould have a ^ confiderable quantity 
colla^ted, then it will be oeceffiiiy to have it occafionally withdrawn and 
cleaned -, the beft method probably of doing this is to put it in vin^;ar, 
which will ibon diflblve the ftony matter. 



II. OF THE INCREASED STRENGTH OF THE. BLADDER. 

The bladder in fiich cafes as before-defcribed, having more to do than 
common,, is almoft in a conftant i^te of irritation and action j by which, 
.according to a property in all mufcles, it becomes Arongcr and ftronger in 
it's muicular coats ; and I fu^p^, that this difpofition to become ftronger 
from repeated aflion, is greater in the involuntary mufcles than the volun- 
tary ; and the reafon why it fhould be fo is I think very evident; for in the 
involuntary mufcles the power Hiould be in all cafes capable of overcoming

£dcicnU, sfkd formed pouches.'' ThtSe pduches i^ife ftaitk the thirt part^ 
not being able to fuppdrt the actions of the Arong ; a» htppmsr ki Mptttres 
at the navel, or rings of the abdomen.

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violence it had afffeacd the mamllls, fo that tht furface of tbcfc pmcciSM 
produced a matter, and perhaps even the fccreting organs of the kidneys, Jo 
tliat the urine fecreted was accompanied with a pus, ariiiog from the irri- 
Ution being kept up in all thefe parts. 

The urine in the above cafes is generally ftale, even before it is thrown out 
<rf4lw bladder, which when joined with the circumftance of the linen bring 
conftantly kept wet, by the almoft continual difcharge (rf urine, (which of 
h^f would produce a ftalenefs of urine, in thefe parts) becomes very offen- 
five, and it is hardly poffible to keep the patient fweet. 



IV. OF IRRITABILITY IN THE BLADDER INDEPENDENT 
OF OBSTRUCTIONS TO THE PASSAGE OF THE URINE. 

Another difeafc of dje bladder, connei^ed with our pre&nt fubjeft is, 
where that vifcus becomes extremely irritable, and will not allow of it's 
ufual diftention. ThefymptomsoftUsdiicaiearevery finular to thofeariiing 
from obilni£tions to the paflage of the urine in the urethra, but with this 
dit&rence, that in the prefent difcafe the urine flows readily, becaule die 
urethra obeys the fummons and relaxes ; however there is often conBderable 
draining, after the water is all made, ariiing from the mu&ular coat of the 
bladder ilill continuing it's contractions. 

This irritabil^ of the bladder often anies from local cau&s, as a ilone, 
canca*, or tumors forming on the infide, all of which produce irritability d 
this vifcus. In fuch cafes, the draining is vi(^ent, for ^e caufe fUll remains 
which continues to give the ftimulus of iwnething to be expelled, and the 
bladder continues to contrail till tired, as in the ca&s of fimple initabili^; 
and th«i there is a refpite for a time j but this refpite is of (hort duration, for 
the urine is foon accumulated. 

This diieafe will lull in the end, by producing vrafting and hei^ fever. 



V. OF 
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V. OF THE CURE OF SIMPLE IRRITABILITY OF THE 
BLADDER. 

When the fymptoms arife from irritability alone, and not from a ilonc, 
or any local afiec^on, the nature of the complaint may not at firil be fo 
obvious ; temporary relief may however be procured by opium, which is moil 
cife^hial in flight and recent cafes j and if it be applied as near to the part a6 
poiHble, it's effefts will be more evident ; and therefore it may be given by 
clyfter as well as by the mouth. 

I fhould however be inclined to rely more on a hWUka applied to the peri- 
naeum, than any other method of cure ; or to the lower part of the fmall of 
the back, or upper part of the &crum, if more convenient. 

In all cafes where there is an irritation of the bladder the patient ihould 
never endeavour to retain his water b^ond the incUnatioa to make it. It 
, hurts the bladder and increafes it's irritability ; and indeed I am apt to think 
that this circumflance even in found parts, is often a prediipofing caufe of 
difeaie in this vifcus and it's appendage, the urethra ; for I have known 
feveral cafes where it has brought on the fpaimodic fhifture in the urethra, 
in £}und parts j and it is frequently an immediate caufe of ftranguty in thofe 
who have either a ibidture, or a. difpofition to fpafins in thofe parts. 

A gentleman in perfed health, from retaining his urine beyond the 
inclination in the play-houfe, had all the fymptoms of an irritable bladder 
brought on, and continued for feveral years, rendering him miferable. 



VI. OF A PARALYSIS OF THE ACCELERATORES MUSCLES. 

In many irritations of the bladder, the urethra not only relaius diredtly on 
the flimulus to make water being felt in that vifcus, as has been defcribed, 
but a paralyfis fometimes takes place in the voluntary mufcles of thofe parts, 
fo that the will cannot command them to contract to hinder the inconve- 
niences that may attend an inunediate evacuation of that fluid. If we 

attempt 
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attempt to ftop the water, which is an z& of the will, we cannot, the 
acceleratoies mujcles will not ob^, and the water flows. 

A blliW applied to the perinanim will have confidoraUe cfie^ in re-- 
moving this complaint.

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is irritable ; and IHll more at the time of bang at ftool, particularly if the 
patient be coftive; for under fuch circumftance$ the ftraining or actions 
of the mufcles of thole parts are more violent. It has generally been iiip. 
pofed that this diicharge is femen, and it is the difeafe called a feaninal 
weaknefs ; but it appears from many experiments and obiervations, that the 
difchdrge is undoubtedly not femen. It is only the mucus ^ereted either 
by the prOftate glands by thofe bags improperly called ve^culae £aninales, 
or both ; and it may not be improper to give here the diftinguilhing marks 
betwteoi thefe two fluids. Firft ; I may obierve the difchaige in queftioa 
is not of the fame colour irith the iemen, and is exactly of the colour of 
the mucus olf the proftate gland^ and of thofe bags. It has not the &me 
fmelU and indeed it hardly has any iinell at all. The quantify evacuated 
at one time is often much more confiderable than the cvacoatibn of Ccmen 
ever is j and it happens more frequently dian it could pofliUy do were the 
difcharge iemen. It is a.difeai(i that often attacks old men, where one can 
hardly fuppole.miK:h &men to Ik ieccetod'; and we find that tfable w1k> ans 
a&^d with this (^cafe are no more deficieat in the iecrctioniaivl evacua- 
tion of the iemen in' the natural way.than before they had the diieafe. If 
the mind be at eaie this ihall <ak6 place iounidiately after a dilcJiarge f^ 
this fluid, as well as before, which could not be the cafe were, it femen. 
Further,iif thofe ^t hbdur under this complaint are ivit conno£tod wi& 
women theyjue fubjc£b to DO^mal difcharges . froi^ the imagination^ as 
perfons are who are perfo^y found j and indeed moft patients when lAade 
acquainted with theie drcumftances become veiy lenfible that it is not the 
lemen. 

It is not clear what the diicafed Aate of the parts is upon which this 
difcharge depends^ whether there is a lar^ Secretion ofithis: mucus than 
naturjd, or whether it is entirely, owing to a preternatural, uncommon 
adtion of thofe parts -, and if this laft, why thefe parts ihould be put into 
aiflion when the bladder, rofhiin, and abdominal muicljCS: ate thrown inb> 
adtipn to expel their contents, is not cafily explained. It;is. plain that the 
moft violent a&ions of thele parl^ are neceflary to produce this, evacuation; 
for it does not come with the H^ f?£ the urine, nor in general when th^ go 
with cafe to ftool. 

As 
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As it was diought to be a {eminal difcharge> it was imagined to arile 
from a weakneis in the organs of generation j and as frequent diicharges of 
the iemen in the natural way generally weaken, it was therefore imagined 
that this dlicharge muft alfo weaken very coniiderably ; and the imagination 
will operate £6 ftrcmgly as to make the patients believe diey really are 
weakened. Whether the caulie of fuch a dlicharge is capable of weakening, 
I will not pretend to &y ; but I believe that the dlicharge fimply docs not. 
Fear, and anxiety of mind may really weaken the patient. In the cafes I 
hare leen of this kind, the mind has been more afiefted dian the body. 

From my own [»^<^ce, I can hardly recommend any one medicine, or 
way of iiie, for removing this complaint. In one cafe I found confiderable 
benefit frnn giving hemlock internally. 

The idea that has been formed of die dileafo leads to the pradlice ge- 
nerally u&d and recommended, fudi as 'giving ftrengthening medicines of 
all kinds, as bark, &c. but I never law any good efSt&s irotn any of them ; 
and I {hould rather be inclined to take up die Ibothlng plan to prevent all 
violent actions. Keeping the body gently open will in fome degree moderate 
die dlicharge, and probably may cfk£t a cure in the end.

OF IMPOTENCE. 

THIS, complaint k by nany feid to lii© charge of Oaaofifia at an earlj 
age) but how £ur tlus 18 juft, it wiU> in many ca&s be difficult to d&< 
«cnfdf£j for upoa a ftria review of (Us iUbjea^ it appears to me to be by 
&c too laxc to originate from a pradice ib general. 

How far the attributing to this praaioe ftich a conftquoiCe, k of pidrtic 
ii^ity,. I am ddabtfut^ ptrtkrularly as il is fcdiowed moil commonly at an 
affi when conftqueacc» are not fnfficieittly attended tov evca in tfain^ IgA 
gnJd^ag to the kv&s ; but tins I can ixf with, certainty, durt mai^ of 
aho& who am aftfted with: tbe cenifJainM ia^ queftba are mUerabie irom 
dua idea; and it ts £)me confbhrtiDni fisr tbcm^ to know that itis podiUett 
may ariie from other cau&s. I am clear in ray own mind dtat the bo(^ on 
this fubjei^: have done more harm than good. I think I may affirm that 
this a£t in itfelf does lefs harm totheconftitution in general than the natural. 
That the natural with common women, or fuch as we are indifierent about, 
does lefs harm to the conlHtution than where it is not fb lelfiih, and where 
the affections for the woman are alio concerned. Where it is only a con- 
ftitutional ai^ it is fimple, and only one adion takes place ; but where the 
mind becomes interefted, it is worked up to a degree of enthufiaim, increaf- 
ing the ienfibility of the body and difpoHtion for adion ; and when the 
complete action takes place it is with proportional violence } and in propor- 
tion to the violence is the degree of debility {woduced, or injuiy done to the 
constitution. 

In the cafes of this kind that have come under my care, although the 
peribns themfelves have been very ready to fuppofe that the difeafe arofe 
from the cauie here alluded to ; yet they did not appear to have given more 
into the prance than common } and in particular, the worft cale I have 
ever leen was where but very little of this practice had ever been ufed, much 

leis 
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IcCs than in common among boys or lads. The only trae objection to this 
ielfifh enjoyment is the probability of it's being repeated too frequently. 

Nothing hurts the mind of a man Co much as the idea of inability to 
perform well the duty of the lex. If his Icrotiun hangs low it makes him 
mi&rable j he conceives immediately that he is to be rendered incapable of 
perfivming thofe z&s in which he prides himielf moft. It is certain that 
the relaxation, or contraAion of the fcrotum, is in fome degree a kind of 
iign of the conftitution ; but it is of the conllitution at large, nqt of thofe 
parts in particular. Nurfes are fo ienfible of ihe contradtion of that part 
being a fign of health in the children under their care, that they take notice 
of it. The relaxation of it in them cannot be fuppofed to arife from ina- 
bili^ Id perform thofe ads at one time more than another. The face is 
one of the figns of the conllitution, and has as much to do with thole 
peculiar adts as the fcrotom. However we muft allow that this part is 
much more lax than what we fhould conceive was intended by nature, even 
in young men who are well in health ; but as this is vety g^eral, I rather 
fulp&fl that it ariles from the circumftances of the part being kept too 
warm, and always fufpended, the mulcles hardly ever bdng allowed to ad, 
lb that they have lels force. How &r it is the lame in thde countries whole 
drels does not immediately fulpend thole parts* I have not been able to 
afcertain. Warmth appears to be one caule, fbr we find that cold has 
always an immediate efied; but this is perhaps owing to it's not being 
accuftomed to cold, which if it were, it might poffibly become as r^rdlels 
of it as it was of warmth. What the difl^irence is in this part, in a cold 
and warm climate, all other circumllances the fame, I do not know. But 
whatever may be the caule, if it is really in coqunon more lax than intended 
l^ nature, it is of no con&quence as to the powers of generation. The 
telUcles will Iccrefie whether kept high or low. 



I. OF IMPOTENCE DEPENDING ON THE MIND; 

As the parts of gmeration are not neceHaiy lor the exillence or fupport 

of the individual, as what relates to food and lleep, but have a reference to 

3 F fomething 
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fomething elfe In which the mind has a principal concern; a.coinpIefee i€6od 
. in thofe parw cannot take place without a pcrfedt harmony of body and of 
mind; that is, there muft be both a power of body, and difpofition of mind j 
for the mind is fubje£t to a thou^d caprices which affedt the atftioos of 
thefe parts. ■ ' . 

Copulation is an aft of the body, the fpring of vrfiich is in the miiid ; 
but it is not volition ; and according to the ftaCe of the mind & is die »& 
performed. To perform this ad well, the. body Should be in health, and 
the mind ibould be perfb^ confident of the powers of the boify ; the mind 
fliould be in a ilate entirely disengaged tiom every thing elfe ; it £hould ban 
no difficulties, no fears, no apprehenfions i not even an anxiety to perform 
the aft well ; for even this anxie^ is a ftate of mind dlf&rent from what 
(hould prevail ; there ihould not be even a foar that the mind itfelf may find 
a difficulty at the time the aft Ihould be performed. Perhaps no ftinftioa 
of the machine depends {o much upon the ftate of the mind as this.. 

The mil, and leafoning faculty, have nothing to do with this power; 
they are only employed in the aft, fo ^r as voluntary parts are made ufe of> 
and if they evo- inM^ie, which they fometimes do, it often produces ano- 
ther flate of the mind which deftroys that which is proper for the perform- 
ance of the aft ; it produces a defire, a wifh, a hope, which are «U only 
diffidence and uncertain^, and create in the mind the idea of apofGbili^ of 
the want of fuccefs, which deflroys the proper flate of mind, or necefiary 
confidence. ' 

There is perhaps no aft in which a man foels himfelf more interefled, or 
is more anxious to perform well, his pride bong engaged in fome d^ree, 
which if within cotaui bowids would produce a d^ree of perfeftion in an 
aft depending upon the will, or an aft in voIunUry parts.) but when it 
produces a ftate of mind contrary to that ibtte on which the perfeftton of the 
aft depends, a &ilure mufl be the confequence. 

The body is not only rendered incapable of performing this aft, by the 
mind being under the above influence, but alfo by the mind being perfoftly 
confident of it's power, but confcious of an impropriety in performing it j 
this in many ca&s producing a ffaite ■ of mind which fhall take away all 
powo*. The fUte of a man's mind redpefting his fifler takes away all 

power. 
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poWer< .A con^ioitious man-has been -known to lofe his powers on finding 
the woman he was geing to be connofted with unexpedcdly a virgin, 
. Shedding tears ari&s entirely from the ftate of the mind, although not 
jb much a compound afUon as the adt in queilion ; ibr none are fo weak in 
body that they cannot ihed tears ; it is hot fo much a compound oQion of 
the mind and ib^ngth of body, joined, as the other adl; Is ; yet if we are 
afraid of iheddiog tears, or are defirous of doing it, and that anxiety is k^t 
up through the whole of an afiedting fcene, we certainly {hall not llied 
tears, or at leafl not fo freely as would have happened from our natural 
feelings. 

From the above account of the neceHity of having the mind independent, 
refpefting the aS, we muft lee that it may very often happen that the ftate 
of mind will be fucfa as not to allow the animal to exert it's natural powers ; 
and every fiiilure increaies the evil. We muft aKo lee fitrni this ftate of the 
cafe, that this aft muft be c^ten interhipted ; and the true caufe of this 
interm^ytion not being known, it will be laid to the charge of the body or 
want of powers. As the& cafes do not arile from real inabili^, th^ are to 
be carefully diftinguiflied from Hick as. do; and perhaps the only way to 
diftinguifh them is, to examine into the ftate of mind refpedting this z&. So 
trifling often is the circumilance wluch ihall produce this inability, depend- 
ing on the mind, that the very deHre to pleaie fhall have that elfedt, as in 
making the woman the fole objna: to be gratified. 

Cafes (^ this kind, we fee every dayj one of which I (hall relate- as an 
llluflration of this fubje(3:, and alfo of the method of cure. 

A gentleman told me, that he had loft his powers in this way. After 
above an hour's inveftigaticxi of the cafe, I made out the following iadts ; 
that he had at unnecefiary times ftrong erefUons, which ihowed that he had 
naturally this power ; that the ere&ions where acoMnpanicd' with defire^ 
which are all the namral powers wanted ; but that there was ftill a defe6r 
Somewhere, which I fuppofed to be from the mind. I inquire if all women 
were alike to bim> his anfwer vrzs no j fome women he could have connec- 
tion with, as well as ever. This brought the defeat, whatever it was, into 
a imaller ccHnpafs ; and it appeared that there was but one woman that 
produced ibis inability, and that it aroie from a defire to perform the aik 

with 
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-mth this woman well ; which ddire produced In the mind a doubt, or iear 
of die want of fucceis, which was the caufe of the inability of performing 
the a£t. As this aro& entirely from the ftate of the mind» poduced by a 
particular ctrcumftancc, the mind was to be applied to for the cure; and I 
told him that he might be cured, if he could pet^dly rely on his own power 
of lelf-denial. When I explained what i meant, he told me that he could 
dqiend upon every a<5l of his will, or refolution ; I then told him, if be 
had a perfei^ confidence in himielf in that refpc&, that he was to go to 
bed to this woman, but firil pFomi& to himfelf, that he would not have 
any connexion with her, for fix nights, let his inclinations and powers he 
what th^ would; which he engaged to do ; and alio to let me know the 
idiiit. About a fortnight after he told me that this refoludon had produced 
fuch a total alteration in the ftate of his mind, that the power foon took 
place, for inftead of going to bed with the fear of inabili^, he went with 
foars that he ihould be po0ej]ed with too much defire, too mudi power, & 
as to become uneafy to him, which really happened ; for he would have 
been happy to have ihortoied the timej and when he had once broke the 
fpell, the mind and powers nvnt- on together } his mind never returning to 
it's former ftate. 



Hi OF IMPOTENCE FROM A WANT OF PROPER COR- 
RESPONDENCE BETWEEN THE ACTIONS OF THE 
DIFFERENT ORGANS. 

: I formerly ob&rved when treating of the difeafes of the urethra, and 
bladder, two parts concerned in the actions of each other, that every organ 
ifk an animal body, without exception, was made up o( different parts, 
whoie fimdtions, or aiftions, wjl^ totally dif&rent from each other, although 
all ttnding to produce one ultimate efleft. In all fuch organs when peri^, 
there is a fiicceflion of motions, one naturally arifing out of the other, which 
in the end produces the ultimate cffoS ; and an irregularity alone in thefc 
anions, will conftitute difeafc, at Icaft will produce very difagreeable cffefts, 
and often totally fruftrate the final intention of the organ. I come now to 

apply 
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apply theaboTc principle to the! arsons of the tefticle and ttie penis; for. we 
find that in ii:regulajrity in. the ai^ions of theie parts Ibmetimes happens in 
men, producing impotence, and Something, fimilar probably may be one caufe 
of barrennels in wdmen. - i 

- Inmen die parts. fobfentieflitito.'gefl|erat,ion may be divided into twp> die 
eilential, and thb atcelbty. The.teftiQlff :icce ^e eHential; thepenis^ £cc. 
the acceflbry. As this divifion arifes from their ufes or actions in health* 
which cxadUy ctHrefJMnd wjtb. pqe ;anptber;. a. want of exadnels in the 
correfpondence, or fiiicepdbiUty of tho& anions may, ?i&> be divided into 
two. Firft; where tho.a£U9[>s arc reveried, ; the acccfloiy taking, place 
without the firil or eliiential, as in ens^cms. of thjC penis, where neidier 
the mind, nor, the tefttcles, are ft^nulate^ to action; and the iecond, is 
where the teiUcle perfprm^ the a<^on of. iecretioa too readily for the penis, 
which has not a conefpoi>ding erc^on. The Eril is called pri^pifm j and 
the fecond is what ought K> be called feminal weakneis. 
. The mind has conftder^bk e&t^ on the correfpopdence of the actions of 
thele two parts j but it would appear in.ioany.i^iftances; that ere^ons 
cf the penis depend ■more on the ftate of the mind, th^n what the le- 
credon of the . iemen does j for qiany have the iecretion, but not the erec- 
tion t but in fuch, the nfant of eire^n appears to be owing to the mind 
only. I '■-..■. : I . 

Priapilm ofiten ariies fpontaneonQy, and of^ from vifible irritation of the 
peais, ftich as the venereal gonorrhoea, efpecially when violent. The fen- 
fation of fuch erections is rather uneafy than pleafant, nor. is the :ieniation of 
die glans at the tkne fimilar to that ariling from the ere^ons of delire but 
mote like to the fenfadon of tfat; par^ immediately after coidon. 

Such as ai;i£e fpontaneoufly are of more ferious consequence than thoiie 
from inflammadon; as th^iivoceed probably from cauies not curable, in 
dicmfelves, or by apy ^o^m n^thods. 

The |ffiapiii!n ariling frpm inflamin^don of the parts, as in a gpnorrhoea, 
is atttnded with ;nearlyi the Xxgaia fymptoms, b^t generally the fenladon is 
that of pain, proceeding from the inflammadon pf ^e parts. Xpixay be ob- 
ierved that what fs faidt)f priapjihi, is only applicable to it, when a di&afe 
in it&dlf> and not as :a fymppoi of ptti^ 4i^eaies, which it frequendy is.

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The common praflke in the cure of this complaint is to order all tlw 
nervous and ftroigthening medicines, fuch as bark, vakrian, inu(k, cam- 
phire, and alfi>4he <xAd bath. I have had experience of ttio good efSa£ts of 
the cold bath ; but fometimes it does not agree with the conAitution, in 
which caics I have found the Watin ba^ <^ lervice. Opium appears to be 
a fpecific in many ca&s, from whidi circumf^dncc f fliould be apt, upon the 
whole to try a Ibothing plan. 

Seminal weaknefs, or a lecretion and emtffion of the femen without orec- 
tions, is the reverfe of a priapifm, and is by much the worft dile^fe of the 
two. There is great vAriety in the degrees <rf this difeafe, there being all the 
gradatronS from the exatft ccwrefpcHidence of the actions of all the parts to 
the teiflicles a^ng atone ; in every cafe of die dt&afe tbcr^ is too quick a 
fecretion and evacuatibn of the femen. Like to the |H-iapiiin it does not 
arifc from dcfircs and abilities, although when mild it is attended with both, 
but not in a due proportion ; a very flight defire often fvoducing the ftd\ 
effea. The fecretion of the femen Ihall be fo quick riiat iimplc thought, 
or even toying ihall make it flow. 

Dreams fhall produce this evacuation k«peatedty tn>thc>i(une ni^t-f and 
even when the dreams have bcenfo flight, if there bave been any, that there 
has been no confcioofiiefs of them when the fieep has been broken by the a^ " 
of emiffion. I have known cafes where the tefticles have been fo ready to 
fecrete, that the leaft friction on the glans has produced an emiffion : I have 
known the fimple adtion of walking, or riding, produce this cffed:, and that 
repeatedly, in a very fliort- fpace rf time. ' . , 

' A young man, about four or five and twenty ye3rs'<rf' age, not fo much 
given to vcnery as moft young men, had thefe laft-mentioned complaints 
upon him. Three or four times in the night he would emit ; and if he 
SvaHcedfaft, or rode on liorfehack, the fame thing would happen. He could 
fcarccly have conne£tion with a woman, before he emitted, and in the emif- 
iion, there was hardly any ipafin. He tried every fuppofed ftrengthening 
medicine, as alfo the cold bath, and fed-bathing, but with iio efket. By 
Taking twenty drops of laudanum, on going-to bed, he prevented the niglit 
emiflions ; and by taking the fame quantity in the mwning, he could walk or 
ride, widiout the before-mehticmcd irKxmvenience. I dire^td this prafbice

to be coivtitiaad for fome time, although the dilfeafe did not return, that the 
parts might be accuftomed to this healthy ftftte of adition ; and I have realbn 
to believe the gentleman is now well-. It was found neceflary as the confti- 
tution became more habituated to the opiate to increafe the dofe of it. 

The fpafms upon the evacuation of rfie femen in fuch cafes are extremely 
flight, and a repetition of theni foon' takes place; the iirfl ^minion not pre- 
venting a fecond; die conftitution bring all the time but little aftefled.* 
When the tefticles aft alone, without the acceffcHy parts taking up the rie- 
ceflaiy and natural confei^utnit a<5tion> it is flill a more melancholy difeafe; 
ibr the fecretion arifes from n6 vifible, or fenlible caule, and does not give 
any vifiblc or fenfible effwa, but runs off fimilar to involuntary ftools, or 
urine. It has been oblcrved that the femen is more- fluid than natiu^l in 
feme of theic Cafes. 

There b great variety in the dlfeafed aiftions of thefe parts, of which the 
following cafe may be coniidered as an example. 

A gentleman has had a ftri£ture in the urethra for many years, for which 
he has frequently ufed the bougie, but of late has neglected it. He has had 
no coilnedion with women for a conliderable time, being afraid of the con- 
fequences. He has often in his fleep involuntary emiiltons, which generally 
awake him at the paroxyfm ; but what furprifes him moft is, that often he 
has fuch, without any femen palling forwards through the penis, which 
makes him think that at thole times it goes backwards into the bladder. 
This is not always the cafe, for at other times the femen paflies forwards. 
At the time he has thofe uncommon parox3rlins, he has the erection, the 
dream, and is awaked with the &me mode of a£ticm» the fame fenfation, and 
the £ime pleafure^ as when the femen pal&s through the urethra, whether 
dreaming or waking. My opinion is, that the &me Irritation takes place in 
the bulb of the urethra without the fcmen^ that takes place there when the 
femen enters, in confequence of all the natural preparatory fleps, whereby 
the very lame anions are excited as if it came into the paflage ; from which 

• It is to be coiifidered that the conftitution is commonly aSefbd by the IpaTms only, and iii 
p-oportion to their violence, independent of the fecretion and evzcuation of the femen. 

In Tome cafes even the erection going ofF without the Ipafins on the emiffion, (hall produce 
the fiun« debility as if they had taken [dace. 
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one would fuppofe that citha iemen is not (ecFCted, or if it be, that a letro- 
grade motion takes place in the actions of the acceleratores muTcIes ; but if 
the iirft be the caie, then we may fuppoie that in the natural ftate the actions 
of thole muicles do not arile limply from the ftimujus of the lemen ia the 
part } but from their aiftion being a termination of a |Heceding one making 
part of a lenes of actions. Thus they, may depend upon the fri^ion, or the 
imagination of a friAion. on .the penis, the tellicles not doing their part, and 
the fpalm in ftich cafes arifing from the friction and not fiom the fecretipn. 

In many of thoie cafes of irregularity, when the eredion is not fbong, it 
fhall go off without the emillion ; and a other times an emiflion £hall 
happen almofl without an creifUon j but tbele ariie not from debility, but 
oi^dions of the mind. 

In many of the preceding cafes, wafhing the penis, fcrotum, and perinanun* 
with cold water, is often of fervice ; and to render it colder than we find it 
in Ibme ieafons of the year, common fait may be added Co it, and the parts 
wa(hed when the lalt is almoft dillblved. 



CHAPTER 
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CHAPTER XIII. 



OF THE DECAY OF THE TESTICLE. 

IT would appear &om fome drcumilances, that die parts of genentionwv 
not to be confidered as necdlary parts of the animal machine, but only 
as parts fupeiadded for particular purpofes ; and thardbre only necefiary 
when thole particular purpofes are to be anfwered i for we may c^ierve, 
that they are later of coniing to maturi^ than any other parts, and are more 
liable to decay. Thus fir in their natural properties they are diilerent from 
moft other parts of our body, the teeth only excepted, which are fimilar in 
ibme of tho& circomftances. 

The tdUcles appear to be more ihbjoA to fpontaneous diieaie than any 
other part of the body ; but what is tlie moft &igular thing of all, is the 
waiting of thoie bodies. One or both tefticles fhall wholly difappear, like 
to the thymus gland, or men^ra&a pu^lans, &c. in the in^nt. This 
we do not find in any parts of the body which are e0ential to it's cec<Mic»ny j 
excepting the parts are of no further ufe, and might bec<»ne hurtful in ihe 
body, as the mequWana papillaris ; but the teflicles do not undergo this 
change as if in con&qucnce of an original propoty slUmped upon them, as 
is the caie of the thymus gland, whenever die age of the perlbn Is fuch as 
to render them ufelefs ; but are liable to it at any age, and therefore the 
difpoiitton is in the tefticles themlelves, independent o( any connection with 
the animal (economy. An arm, or leg, may toie it's action, and may waile 
in part, but never wholly. 

Tcfticles have been known to wafte in cafes of rupture, probably from 
the conftant prdHire <^ die intei&ie. Mr. Pott has given ue cafes of diis 
kind. I have feen in hydrocele the teAicle almoft wafted to nothing, prob- 
ably from the comprcflion of the wate;- j but in all diefe the caufes of 
wafUng are obvious, and would probaUy produce fimilar cfTeCts in other 
parts of the body under dw fame circumftances j but a tefticle without any 
3 H previous 
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previous difeafe waftes wholly ; or at other times it inflames, either fponto- 
neoufly, or from fympathy with the urethra, becomes large, and then bc^s 
to fubfide, as in the rcfolution of common inflammation of the bo(fy, but 
docs not ftop at the former fize, but continues to decay till it wholly dif- 
appears. The following cafes are inftanccs of this. 

Cafe I. A gentleman about nine years ago had a gonorrhcea, with a 
buboe, which fuppurated. A fwelling of one of the tefticlcs came on, for 
which he ufed the common methods of producing; refbHition,-and feemingly 
with fucccfe. All the other iymptoms being removed he thought himTdf 
quite wdl ; but hms time after, he found that the tefticle which had been 
fw^Ied'was become rather linaller than the other, which made him now 
pay attention to it ; this decreafc continued till it waibed entirely. . For ibme 
years paft- thu% has been ino appearance of a, fiefticle. He is not in the leaA . 
different in inclination, or powers, from wHat^i.e was before. 

Cafe II, communicated by Mr. Nan^n. '.' A gentleman, aged about 
dghteen, ^ho never had a^y .venerial complaint, has had two jdifferent 
attacks of the fame nature, one in each tefticle. ' February 3, 1776, after 
fka.tlng a few hours, without having to his knowledge recdved any injury 
from it, he was feized wit^ a violent pain and inflammation of .the left 
tefticle, which in a few d^a.increafed much in fize, A fm^ecm bong fent 
for, Allowed the. ufual treatment jq fuch cafes of inflammation.. In about 
Jix weeks the inflammation and fwelling gradually fubfided, fome hardneis 
only remaining. A mercurial plsiflier was now applied, which'^after being 
ivom for fome time was left gfF. The, tefticle ever iincc has continued 
gradually to. decreafe, an4 is no larger than a horfe bean; mdoed the 
body of the tefticle is quite decaye<j, npthing remaining but what ibcms 
part of the epididymis. It appears to have no fenfe pf pain, except when 
prefled, and is very hard and uneven on it's fur&ce. Th? fpermatic chord 
is not in the leaft aifeiiled, ; i . - . . 

0(ftobcr 20, 1777, he was feized in . the ian}e. rtianoer in the ng^t tefti- 
cle, without any apparent caufe, whereupon I was applied to. He was 
immediately "bled, took an opening mixture, after that a &line mixture with 
tartar emetic ; and a fomentation and embrocation of ipiritus mindcreri, and 
ipiritus-vini,,was ufed. On tfee 27th a cgtaplaitn was applied of lin-feed 

meal 
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meal and aqua vegeto-mineralis. This treatment was periiifted in till about 
the middle of Navember. The inflammation went off, and the tefti- 
clc feemed much in the natural ftate. On December 19,! was applied to 
again ; it leemed to be growing hard, and decreafing in lize, much in the 
ikmk manner as the other had done, which made him very unhappy. I 
ordered him fbme pills with calomel and tartar emetic, in hopes of increaf- 
ing the fecretion of the glands in general, and making fome change in the 
tefticle. At firft this method feemed to be of fervice, but foon loft it's 
cSc&s; and the tefticle .began to decreaie juft as the other did." Mr. Adair 
and Mr. Pott were confultcd with me, but nothing could be thought of 
that could give any hopes of fuccels. . I advifed him to tiy ele^icity, and 
to eni^loy the parts in their natural ufes, as much as inclination led him, 
with'd'View of putting a ftop to the unnatural adions ; but all was to no 
purpofe, the tefticle continued to decreafe till not a veftige was left. 

Cafe III, communicated by Dr. Cothom of Worcefter. 

** A young man, aged fixtcen, was fuddenly feized with great coldiiefs and 
ftiivering, attended with frequent rigors. During this paroxyfm which con- 
tinued three hours,- his pulle was Imall and contraded,. and fo eiKxedingly 
quick that the ftrokes of the artery, were with difficult counted. Thi> 
period was fucceeded by an intenfe heat, and a ftrong, hard, fiill pulfe, on 
which account he was copioufly bled j a doie c^ cooling phylic was imrae-' 
diately .adthiniftercd, and a clyfter thrown up to promote it's more fpeedy 
efie^. In the evening the bleeding was repeated. All this day he com- 
plained of excruciating pain in hisloins^ and the Tide of his belly defcendihg 
down into th? fcrotum. On examining the part a^dcd, I £iw an appearance 
of inflammation in the groin of the left fide, and a great tenfion about the 
ring of the, abdominal mufcles, with an enlargement c^the teftlcles. Thefe 
parts were now ordered to be fomented with a difcutient fotus ftrongly im- 
pregnated with crude fal ammoniac, and to be bathed with fpintus minde- 
reri, and fpiritus volat. aromat. before the application of each ftupe ; and 
he.-wa£ .dire^ed to take lix grains of the pulv. antimonialis, with fifteen 
grains of. nitre every three hours i his food to be thin gruel, with fruit and 
lemon juice, and his drink barley-water With fugar and nitre. Notwith- 
ftanding (his antiphlOgiftlc plan of frequent cooling phylic, anodynes, three. 

emetics. 
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emetics, and thirteen blood letdngs, the ferer continued, and the pain* 
inflanunation and tumor incrcafed till' the aghth day, incliuliog the firft 
day of Seizure ; when feeing no hope of difcuffing the tumor, the tcfticle 
being nearly as large as a child's head, I attempted by emollient fotuics, 
and. maturating cataplaims, to bring it to fuppuration. On the lodi, a 
flui^iiation was perceptible; and on the 12th, much more fi). the icrotum 
having then {Hit on a livid appearance. I u&d every poiBble argument 
for permiiHon to opra it, but he being now quite eaiy would not admit 
it. On the 15th, the patient was again attacked with rigors, coldnefi 
4nd fhivering, fucceeded by a great fcverini heat, which Sooa terminated 
in a prefufe fweat, yet ho pain attended this porcncyihi. la the evening 
however the tumor was Sa jwQminent that I was of opinuHi it wixild open 
ipontanecHifly beibre morning, when I hoped to obtain his conient to enlarge 
the aperture ; but this not haj^ning. and all remonftrancc and intreaties 
relating to the necefiity of an incifion proving inefe£hial, I. contented myielf 
with giving the bark with elixir of vitiiol. From this time, after every 
Uva paroxylin, the teflicle was obloved to decreaie ; not being permitted 
to make an incifioo, and his flrength and appetite continuing good, I b^an 
to entertain hopes of fucoeis without it, and advt&d him to perfiiS: in the 
u& of the tonic and anbfcptic plao, with the addition of ftupes wet with 
the decodion of bark, to be conftantly a^^ied j by which means at the end 
of thirty days from the firft feizure the pus was totally abibrbed. The 
. tefHcle then appeared to be of tibo iize (^ a hen's egg, and was as hard as a 
fchirrus. I diredied it to be tubbed night and morning, with equal parts 
of the unguent, mercur. fort, and liniment, volat. camji^orat. and ordered 
internally fome mercurial alteratives, with a decodicHi of bark. By thefe 
aids his night fweats, and every otho* difagreeabte fymptnn, gradually 
abated j he gathered ftrength, fleih and ipirits, very faA, and the difcaied 
tefticle went on conftantly decreafing, though very flowly, for near twche 
incmths ; at the expiration of which time there was no other appear- 
ance of it than a confufion of loo(e ^res, obvious to the feeling, in the 
upp«- part of the fcrotum. About a month ago the patient ctxifeited 
to my examining it. Qf the teilicle there was not the leaft veftigc, neither 
.«couId I perceive the tunica vaginalis on that iide in the grtun ; but upon

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the OS pubis, and a little under it, I could embrace with my fingers and 
thiunb the chord, and diftingmfli the veflels, which were without the leaft 
degree of hardnefs or fchirrofity ; and if I prefled one in particular, I gave 
him cxquifite pain for a moment. He is in pafe& health, a ilrong, robufl 
conititution, and has fine healthy children ; the only change he perceived 
in the coniHtution was a propcnfity to grow fiit, which neither temperance, 
nor violent exercile on horfebackj daily, with little reil, will prevent. 
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CHAPTER I. 



OF CHANCRE. 

IHfiv« b«m bi^erto fp^king of the eficidls of this potfon* when ap^ed 
(g a lOGrating CurUca and without a cuticle, of the intention of natipiY 
in pFo4ucing thpi^ dk&B, and of all the con^uences, both real and fupp(y- 
ied : I now qaean to explain it'e effeds when applied tp a fur&ce that is 
covered with a commcm cuticle^ as the comnum ikln of the body, which o» 
fuch a fur^ce will be foimd to be very dijferent from dioie I have l?eai 
defcribing. But I may ht: allowed here to remark, that the penis, die com- 
naon ft»t of A ghancre, k like every part of the body liable to di&a&s of the 
lilcemtive kind j and from foa^ circupiAanceG, rather more Co than other 
parfs ; for if attention is not paid to c)eanline&, wq have often excoriations, 
or fuperfijcial ulcers, from that cauie j alio, like almoft every other part that 
has been injured j thefe parts when <»ice (hey have fuf&red &om the venerea} 
di&ale are very li^bl^ to ulcerate anew. Since then this part is not c3xmpte4 
ftooL the common dii^i^ of the body, and as every diieafe Jo thlf part is 
fufpeded to be venereal, grcAt attention is to be paid in fonning our judginenf 
of uloers there. 

Venereal ulcers commonly have one chara6cr, which hovrever is jxof 
pitirely peculiar b> th«ii,'fbr many fores that have no di^poiition tq-h^ 
which is the cafe with a duncre, have fo ^m* the fame chvaif^. A chantre 
has cpQ^only a thickened ha&, and although in ibme the common in- 
flammation fpFpafl^ ipuch further, y«t the fpeci£c is confined to this baie. 
The future, or confequent ulc^, arc comaionly eafily diftinguifhed from 
the original, or venereal, which will be defcribed hereafter. 

It 
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It is an invariable eflfcft, that when any part of an animal is irritated to 
a certain d^ee, that it inflames and forms matter, the intention of ^hich is 
to remove the irritating cauie. This procefs is cafily ^&£ted vih.a\ it is on 
a furface whofp nature is to fecrete ; b.ut when on a Surface whole in^are is 
not to fecrete, it then becomes more difficult, for another procefs niuA be fct 
up, which is ulceration. This is not only the cafe in common irritations, 
but alfo in specific irritatiofts fi-om morbid poi£>ns». as the venereal difeafe and 
imallpox. The variolous matter, as well as the venereal, produces ulcers 
on the fkin ; but when it afiedls fecreting fur&ces a difeafcd fecretion is the ■ 
confequence; and diis is difiereotindifierentparts ; on the tongue, infide 
orthc mouth, uvula and tonfils, the coagulable lymph is thrown out in fomi 
of ikjughs, foracwhat fimilarto the putrid feie throat; but in the fxaccs ami 
%ll down the esophagus,' a thickiih fluid in 'appearance like matter is fecreted. 
-When the irritati(»i is applicil to a iurfoce whofe cuticle is diin, and 'where 
there is a fccretion naturally, as the glans penis, or infide of die prepuce, 
thet'e it fometimes only irritates, Co as to produce a difeafed ie6rerion, as was 
deferibed j but this is not always the eifeft of fuch irritation on fuch furfaces, 
they are olten irritated to ulceration, producing a chancre. ' 

The poifon has in general either no dii^fition or not fufficient powers to 
blifter or excorftte ^e conunon fkin, for if it did the fymptoms moft probably 
wrould be at iirft ftearly the iame if not cxaAly fo with a gohorrhcea j that 
is a difcharge of matter from a fur&ce without a cuticle newfy inflamed ; 
•fcv it is reafonable to fuppofe, that the pcASxi would produce on that exco- 
riated furlace a fecretion c^ matter, which would be at firfta gonorrhoea, 
sii^'vphich very probably would afterwards fall into the fecond mode of 
^diOit Of ukecatkn, &nd then become a chancre. 

There are three ways in which chancres are produced.- Firft, by the 
poiibn being inferted into a -wound. Secondly, by being appUed to a non- 
.j^ctftting iurJade} and thirdly, by being applied to a commdh ibre.- To 
whichever of thefe thnedifierent furfaces it is applied, the 'pus produces it's 
fpeciflc inflammation and ulceration, attended with a fecretion of pus. The 
matter produced in confequence of thofe difierent modes of application is of 
the fame nature with the matter applied, becaufe the irritations are the feme 
in both. 

The 
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The poiibn mudi.lnbre readily contaminates if it is'appUcd to a'freih 
wound, than, to anulcer, in this rcfenibling the inoculation of tjie ihiallpox. 
Wbeth(;r 4ere arc any parts of the ikin, or any other part of the body, more 
fuiceptible of this irritation than others in coniequcnce of local application 
is not yet afcertained. . , ; , 

Thts-form of the diioa^ li)w tlje^iiril, or gononrho^, is generally; caught 
on the parts of generation, in confequcnce of a conneiflion between the fexcs } 
but any part of the body may be ailbded by the application of venereal 
matto-, efpe^Uy if the cuticle is thin. 

I have ieen a chancre on the prolabium, as broad as a iixpencc, caught 
the perlbn did not know hoW.' The penis, and particularly the prepuce, 
being the parts moft commonly aSe&ed by this form of the di^aie, are £0 
conftniAed as to fuftr much f«Hn it, efpecially when they are very fuiicep- 
tible of fuch initationi ibr the conftmftion: alone produces many inconve- 
iiiencQS, befides confidepable pain, while uiider the diJieafe, and in general 
retards the cure. 

The chancre is not fo ficqueikt an efied of the poifon as the gonorrhcea ; 
and I think very good reafons< may be affigned for it, although -tb»« are 
more modes than one of catching it, as I juil now mentioned ; but the parts 
in two of them, to wit, the wound, and the fore, are f^dom in the way of 
being iB^fbcd j . therefc»^ when it is caught it is cmnmonly by the £uiie 
mode o£.a|^licatioik with that of the goaocrhoea j but as the cudcle cannot 
be«fie£ted by this poifon, this covering a/fting as a gu^ to thfc cutis,, it is 
often prevented, from coming in conta£t with it ; and indeed it :is almoil 
furpriluig' that the cutis fhould ever be affeded by it, where, it has fiich a 
covering, excepting about ihc g^ans, the jbfide of the prepuce, or other parts 
of the body, where this covering is thin. The pnqxvtifm the cafes of go- 
nocrhoea bear to thp& of chancre is as four or five to one. 

Whca it is caught m n^cai. It is generally upm the fecnum, glans penis, 
prepuce, or upon die common fkin of the body of the peois; and £>metime$ 
on the fore part of the fcrotum } but I think moft ft^quently on the fnenum, 

* That this lore was a chancre I made no doubt, for bcfidcs it's difealed appearance, he bad a 
buboe forming in one of the glands under the lower jaw, on the fame fide, 
It is .m<^ probable Aat be cAught it b; his own fingers bong die coimTcn. 
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and' in the angle between the penis, and gUns. It's a£Esdang thefe parts 
juiles from the manner in which it is caught* and not iroih any specific 
tendency thcle parts have to catch it more than others ; and it's affis&ing the 
frxnum, &c. more frequently than the othn* pants of the penis arifes from 
the external form of this part, which is irregular, and allows die venereal 
matter to lie undlfturbed in the chinks }-by which means it has tune to irri- 
tate, and inflame the pans, and to produce the fuppurative, and ulceratiTe 
inflammation in them. But as this matter is eafily rubbed ofFfrcma iproam~ 
ent parts, by every thing that touches them, it is a reafbn why fuch parts in 
geno^l ib often efcape this di&aie. 

The diftance c^ time between it's application, and it's efft^, upon the 
part is uncertain j but upon the whole it is rather longer of appearing than the 
gonorrhcea J however this depends in £ime meafure on the nature of the parts 
af&ded. If it be the frsenum, or the termination of the {»%poce into the 
glans that is af^ieded, the difeafe will in general appear earlier j theJe parts 
being more eafily affoSed than cither the glans, common fldn <^ the penis, 
fir fcrotimi j for in fbme cafes where both the glans and jH^puce were con- 
taminated from the fame contamination, it has appeared earlier cm th<i 
prepuce. 

I have known cafes where the chancres have appeared twenty-four hours 
after the application of the matter, and I have known them feven weeks. 
A remarkable cafe of this kind was in a goitleman who had not touched a 
woman for feven weeks, when a chancre appeared, which was very probably 
the reafon of the poifon contaminating at all, for it is probable, the having 
c(Min«£tion with another wcHnan might have proved a prevention, by freeing 
the parts from the venereal matter. That this was a venereal chancre was 
proved, by his having had the lues venerea from it, and being under a ne- 
ceffity of taking mercury. An trfficer in the army had a chancre broke out 
upon him two months after he had had any conne<3ion widi a woman. 
After the Iaf% connedliiMi he marched above an hundred miles, the chancre 
broke out, and oxily gave way to mercnry. 

This, like moft other inflammations which terminate in ulcers, begins 
firft with an itching in the part j if it is the glans that is inflamed, generally 
a iinall pimple aj^xass full of matter, without much hardneis, or feeming 
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infUnunation, and with veiy little tunie&£ti<Hi. tiie glans not being lb readily 
tumefied from inflammation as many parts are, efpecially the prepuce ; noc 
are the chancres attended widi fo much pain or inconvenience, as thofe on 
the prepuce ; but if upon the iraeniun, and more especially the prepuce, an 
inflammation more coniiderable than the former foon follows, or at Icail the 
effeds of the inflammation are more exteniive and vifible. Thole parts being 
competed of very loole cdlular membrane, afibnl a ready paHage for the 
extravafated juices j continued fympathy alio more readily takes place in 
them. The itching is gradually changed to pam ; the furfacc of the prepuce 
is in Ibme cales excoriated, and afterwards ulcoates : In others a iinall 
pimple, or abfcefs appears, as on the glans. which forms an ulcer. A 
thickening of the part comes on. which at firft. and while of the true vene- 
real kind, is very circnmfcribcd. not diflfufing itlclf gradually and imper- 
ceptibly into the furrounding parts, bui terminadng rather abruptly. It's 
bale is hard, and the e^es a little prominent. When it b^;ins on the 
fraenum. or near it, that part is very commonly wholly deftrc^ed, or a hole 
is often ulcerated through it. which proves rather inconvenient in the cure. 
and in general it had betto- in iuch caies, be divided at firft. 

If the venereal poifon Uiould be applied to the Ikin, where the cuticle is 
more denle than that of the glans penis, or ihenum, fuch as that upon the 
body of the penis, or forepart of the fcrotum f parts which are very much 
expo&d to the application of this matter, then it generally appears firll In a 
pimple, which is commonly allowed to fcab. owing to it's being expo&d to 
evapOTation. This fcab is generally nibbed aff^ or pulhed c^, and oae larger 
than the firft forms. I think there is lefs inflamnution attending thcfe laft 
than thofe on the fhenum and pcepuce, but more than thole upon the glans. 

When the diieafe is allowed to go on. fo as to partake of the inflammaticm 
peculiar to the habit, it becomes in many inftaoces more difiuied. and is oftm 
carried fo far, as to produce di&greeable fymptrans. as phymofls, aud 
Ibmetimes paraphymofis i greatly retarding the cure ; but ItiU there is a 
hardneis pecul^ to this poifon. furrounding the lores, e^wcially thofb 
upon the prepuce. 

When thde ulcers are forming, and after thiey are formed, or in the ftate 
of inlkmmation, it is no uncommon thing for the urethra to fympathife 
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with them, and give a tickling pain, cfpecially in making water ; but whe- 
ther there is ever a difcharge in the urethra from fuch a caufe I will not 
determine j but if a difcharge never takes place but when the difcafc really 
attacks the urethra, it would make us fuppofe that this fympathy is not 
really inflammatory ; or if it is carried fo far as to produce inflammation, 
yet that it is not of the fpecific kind. However it is poilible in thofe caies 
where there is a gonorrhcea preceded by a chancre, that this gonorrhoea may 
arife from fympathy, and is not a difeale proceeding from the original con- 
tamination, nor from the matter of the chancre. That the feniation in the 
urethra, in thofe indances where there is no difcharge^ is from fympathy, 
and not from the urethra being attacked with the difeafe at the time that 
the matter laid the ground-work for the chancre, is evident from the fol- 
lowing obfervation. I have feen it happen more than once, when the feat 
of the chancre had broke out a fecond time, and where no new or frefli 
infedion had been caught, that the patient complained of the fame tickling 
and ilight pain in the urethrai before any difcharge had taken place in the 
beginning ulcerations. From the fame connedHon of parts I have feen a 
chancre coming upon the glans ablblutely cure both a gleet and an irritation 
all along the paflage of the urethra. So great was the previous irritation in 
this cafe, that I fufpcded a ilrlifhire ; but on pafling a bougie i<Hind none. 

In confequence of the urethra fympathifmg with the chancre, the tefticles 
aAd Icrotum will further iympathiie with the urethra, and become aflS:£led. 
I have feen this fympathy extend over the whole pubes, and fo flrong that 
touching the hairs gently on the pubes has given difagreeable fenlations, and 
even pain. 

In fpeaking of the local, or immediate cSc&s of the venereal di&afe, I 
mentioned that they were feldom wholly fpecific, and that they partook both 
of the fpecific and the coniHtutional inflammation ; and therefore it is always 
very necefiary to pay feme attention to the manner in which chancres firft 
appear, and alfo to their progrefs ; for they often explain the nature of the 
conftitution at the time. If the inflammation fprcads fail, and confiderably, 
it Jhows a conftitution more difpofed to inflammation than natural. If the 
pain is great it fliows a ftrong difpofition for irritation. It alfo fwnctimcs 
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happens that they begin vety early to form Houghs j when this is the caie 
they have a ftrong tendency to mortification. 

Thcfe additional fymptoms mark the conftitution and dired the future 
mode of treatment. 

Where there is a coniiderable lofs of fubAance, either from fldughing or 
ulco^tion^ a pn^iilc bleeding is no uncommon circumftance, more efpe- 
cially if the ulcer is on the glans ; for it would appear that the adhefive 
inflammation does not fufficlently take place there to unite the veins of the 
glans ib as to prevent their cavity from being expofed, and the blood is 
allowed to efcape from vi^iat is called the corpus fpongiofum urethne. The 
ulcers, or iloughs, often, go as d^p as the corpus cavemofum penis, ^niiere 
the fame thing happens. 



I, OF THE PHYMOSIS AND PARAPHYM03IS. 

These difeafes arife from a thickening of the cellular membrane of the 
prepuce, in confequence of an irritation capable of producing confiderable 
and difiuied inflammation, which when it does happen is generally in con- 
fequence of a chancre in this part. This irritation however, and infiamma- 
tirai ibmetimes attacks the prepuce, even when the difeafe is in the form 
of what I fufpe£fc to be a gonorrhoea of the glands and prepuce,' fometimes 
even in the common gonorrhoea, but moft frequently of all from a chancre 
in the prepuce. When this difeaie or tumefedtion takes place in confequence 
of a chancre, I fufped that there is an irritable difpofition in .the habit ; for 
it is plain there is more than the fpecific action, the inflammation extending 
b^ond the fpecific difknce. 

It may be obferved here, that the prepuce is no more than a doubling of 
the fkin o£ the penis when not eredted, for then it becomes too large for 
the penis, by which provifion the ^lans is covered and prelervcd when not 
neccflary to be ufed, whereby it's feelings arc probably more acute. When 
the penis becomes erefl: it in general fills the whole ikin, by which the

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doabUn^ forming l£e {^-^ce m the non-o^ ftatc Is nniblded, atnd is tnti 
ployed in covering the body of the penis. 

The difeafes called phymofis and parapbymoiis, being a thickening of the 
cellular membrane of this part, they will commonly be in propoctioa to ^ 
infltinmation and diilenilbihty of the cellular membnuie of tfae part. The 
inflammation often runs high» and is frequently of the erifypektous kind j 
befidcs, in fiich parts where the cellular membrane is h very lodt, the tu- 
me^^on is confider^le, the end of the prepuce being a depending put ths 
ferum is accumulated in it, which in many inflammations is allowed to 
pafs frran the infiamed to fcnne more d^)ending part, as in -an inflatnmaticn 
of the leg or thigh, where the foot commonly dwells or beceoDBB cedcaaatout 
in con&quence of the defcent of the ferum extravafated abore. 

A natural contraftion of the aperture of the prepuce is very commcm, and 
fo ilrong in fome, that thofe under fuch conftrudtion of parts have a natu- 
ral and qonilant phymofis. Such a ftate of parte is ofbn attended with 
chancres, producing very great inconveniences in the time of the cure, and 
in thc^e cafes of con0derable difiluJed inflammation, a diJeaied p^ymoiis 
limilar to the other is unavoidably the caie ; - and whether difca&d or natural 
it may produce the para{^ymofis limply by the prepuce being brought back 
upon the penis ; iw this tight part acting, as a ligature round the body of 
the penis, behind the glans, retards the circulation beyond die l^tore, 
producing an cedematous inflammation on the inverted part of the prepuce. 
When the paraphymoiis takes j^ce in con&qucnce of a natural tigfatnefs 
only, although attended with chancres, yet it has nothing to do with the con- 
ilitution, this being only accidental; however, in either caie^ il paraphymofis 
is to be coniideied as in fome degree a local violence. 

This natural phymofis is fo confiderable in fome children as not to allow 
the urine to pa& with cafe, but in general becomes larger and larger, as 
boys grow up, by frequent endeavouring to bring it over the glans, which 
efied o&en prevents the bad con&quences that would odxrways enfoe in it 
when af&£tcd with diieaie. 

This part of the prepuce, although in moft men it is loofi; enough to 
produce no inconvenience in a natural ftate, yet it fometimes contrafts with- 
out any vifible caufc whatever, and boccmes fo narrow as to hinder the 
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water fftRA getdng out, eren after ithas got fi-ee of thfe urethra* fe that the 
whole cavity of the prepuce ihaU be filled widi the urine, giving great pain. 
The ca&s that I have ieen of this kind have been priacipally in old men. 

When the prepay is in it's natural politian it then covers mtirely. the 
glans, ami is commonly % little loofe foeixn^ it ^ but. when it begtod to 
fwell and thicken> more and' more of dtc (kin of the penis is drawn Forwatdfi 
over the glans, uid die glans at the &me time is pulhed backwards by thb 
fw^Uing againft it's end. I have iben the pr^uce projefting fimn.iucb 
a caufe more than three inchtt beyond the glans» and it's aperture mi^ 
diminilhed. 

It often beo^tws in fomc degree inverted by the inner Hun yidding 
m<»v dian the outef} having a kind of neck where the outer fkin na- 
turally terminates. From the tightnefs and diflenficm of the parts in a 
ftate of tume&i^n it becomes impoffible to bring it back over the penis, 
lb as to invert it, and expoie the Tores on the iniide. 

Such a ftate of the prepuce is v«y often ]»-odu<£tive of bad confequences> 
efpecially when the chancres are bdiind die gians, ibr the glans being between 
the orifice of the prepuce and the fores, it there fills up the whole cavity of 
die prepuce, between the chancres and opening, and often fo tightly that the 
matter from the fores behind cannot get a pafiage forwards between the glans 
and prepuce, by which uieans there is an accumulation of matter behind the 
corraia glandis, fomung an abfcefs which produces ulceration upon the in- 
iide of the prepuce; this abfeefs opens externally, and the glans ofteil 
protruding through the opening throws the whole prepuce to the oppofite 
fide, the penis appearing to have two terminations. 

On die other hand, if the prepuce is loofe, vride, and is either accuftomed 
to be kept back in it's found ftate, or is pulled back to drefs the chancres, 
and is allowed to remain in diis fituaticHi till the above tume^dtion takes 
place, then it is called a paraphymofis ; or if the prepuce is pulled forciUy 
back after it is fwelled, it is then brot^ht from the ftate of a phymofis, as 
befc»edefcribed, to that of a paraphymofis. 

This lafidefcribed fituation of the prepuce is often much more trouble- 
fomej and often attended with worfe fymptoms than the former, efpecially if 
it ftiould have been changed from a phymofis to a paraphymofis. The 
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reafon of which is, diat tiKe aperture of the prepuce is naturally Ids eUftic 
than either the internal Inverted part, or the external (kin ; therefore when 
the prepuce is pulled back upon the body of the penis that part graips it 
tighter than any other part of the (kin of the penis, and more fo in proportion 
to the- Inflammation ; the cooiequence of which Is, the fwelling of the 
prepuce is divided into two, one fvrelling dole to the glans, the other behind 
the ftri<aurc or neck. This ilriifture is often fo great as to interrupt the free 
circulation of the blood beyond it, which alfo alTifts in increafmg the fwell- 
ing, adds to the fhitfture, and often produces a mortification of the prepuce 
itfelf, by which means the whole difeafed part, together with the ftridture, 
is ibmetimes removed, forming what may be called a natural cure.* 

In many cafes the inflammation not only aflbt^s the flcin of the penis, in 
which is included the prepuce, but it attacks the body of the penis itfelf, 
often producing adhefions, and even m(»-tification in the cells of the corpus 
cavernofum, either of which will deftroy the diftenfibility of that part ever 
after, giving the penis a curve to that fide in it's ereifUons. This fometimes 
takes place through the whole cellular fubftance of the penis, producing a 
fhort and almoft inflexible ftump. 

The adhefions of thofc cells are. not confined to the venereal imflamma- 
tion as a caufe ; we fometimes fee them taking place without any viflble caufe 
whatever, and often in confequence of other difeafes. 

A gentleman, fixty years of age, who has been lame with the gout thefe 
twenty years pafl:, but has for thefe eighteen months had the penis cai- 
traded on the left and upper fide, fo as to bend that way, very confiderably 
in ercfiions, which eredlions are more frequent than common. 

Quere : Is the gout the caufe of this, by producing adhefions of the cells 
of one corpus cavernofum, fo as not to yield to, or allow of the influx of 
blood on that fide ? And is the irritation of the gout the caufe, of the 
frequency of the ereftions ? . 

• A j^uiig man came into St. George's Holpital, with a paraphymotis in confe<}Uence •f 
chancres on the infide of the prepuce. All the parts before the ftri^re formed bj/ the prepuce 
mortilied aitd dropped pJf, I ordered nothing to be done but to dre& it with common dreflings, 
^id it healed very readily, and he left tlie Hofpital cured of the local complaint. Whether or not 
abfor|>tioa had tak.cn place, previous to the mortification, I do not knovi', as I never heard more 
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. , OF CHANCRE IN WOMEN/ 

WOMEN are fubjeft- to chancres, but from- the limpllcity of the parts 
the complaint is often lefs complicated than in men. For in thi?^ 
fex we hayc(mly die dUeaie ind conftitutional aSedtibn, no inconvenience 
arifing from th^formnitioti' of .the parts. 

When the matter is introduced into the vagina or urethra, it there irritates 
a fecreting furfacc, as has' been defcribed when treating of the difeafe in 
geoecal, and of womoi m particular ; but when it is lodged in the iniide of 
the ikin of the labia, oymphas, dec. fimilar to the glans peiixs, they are often 
only affefted with gonorrhoea ; but like the parts in men they are al&t 
capable of ulcei^tidn ; theft ulceratiwis are gendrally m<we numtfous in 
women, becaufe the furface upoo which they can form is much larger.

liiefe ulcers that are formed on the iniide of the labia, nym{^, ficc.'are 
never allowed to diy or fcab ; but thofe on the outUde of the labise, &c. are 
fubjeft to have the matter dry upon them, which forms a icab, fimilar to 
thofe on the body :of the penis or fcrotiun. 

: The venereal matter from fuch fores i« very apt to run down the perinxum 
to the anus, as in a gonorrhoea, apd (fxcoriate the parts, efpcciaJly about the 
anus y/h^TC the,fldn, is thin, often producing chancre in tlwfe parts. 

Chancres have been obftrved in the vagina, which I fufpetf); not to have 
been original c«ies,but to have prifen fron> thafpfjiiading of the ulcers on the 
.Mifidp of the l^b^. ; 

This form of the diftafe like the gonorrhoea, both in women and in mcii 
is wtircly. local, the coniHtulioa having lip connet^on with it but iympa- 
ihetically, and I believe much more ^Idom in xhib than in the former.

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GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON THE TREATMENT 
OF CHANCRES. 

TH£ inflaonrnttion fiom the venereal ^pwfim when it prodaca idctia- 
tion generally if not always continued till oxnA by art, which I 
obfervol was not the cafe widk the gonorrh^sa. It will perhaps not be an 
CEuTy tuik. to acctent Sac this material <lifl&rence in the two kinds t^ (tileaibf 
bat I ant inclined to think that as the inflanunition in the chancre ^sreads^ 
it is alwayv attacicinf ae^ graiind, which is a fuccdiion' of iir^tidHs, and ifl 
tiie canfe that it does Acft cure itfe^. 

Chancres, as well as the gonon-hcea, are peihaps ieldom or never wholly 
renereal } but are raried by cettain peculiarities of du conftitution at the 
time, tht tceatttwat dleKfore of <diein, both iacal and cof^tutionali will 
admit of great variety j and it is upon the knowledge of this v^ety, that the 
flcMl of the £irgeon princely depends On this account the concomitant 
^niptoms are what iequil« paiticalar attention. Merpury is die cure of 
the vaiereal fymptoms abftraaedly confidercd j but there i& no one ipecific 
for the others, the treatment of which muit va^ according to the con&i- 
tntian. FVoln hence wc moft fee that no one kind of tno^cine jinnod with 
mercury will be libcdy t& laccoed in •iUl ca&s» allh&Ugh the <£lflei>e»t 
pretended lecrets are of this kind. Some ca(es not requiring anything cxc^ 
mercury, others requiring a ibmething bcfides, according to their n&tare, 
which in niarry cafes it ivill not' be an afy matter td limi ont, Ikffn tile ap- 
pearances of the chancre itfelf, but which muH be difcevered by repeated 
trials. i ! [ ( : ' 

Probably from ^e be&vennei^onod c^ticm^fftanoes it is, that a chancre is 
in common longer in healing dian m<^ of the local efl^s from die confti- 
tutional diieafe, or lues venerea j at Icaft longer than thoie in the firft order 
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of parts ; and this is found to be the cafe notwithfttnding dtat the cure of a 
chancre may be attempted both conftitutionally, and locally, while the lues 
venerea can in common only be cured conititutionally. It is commonly 
ibme time before a chancre appears to be afieded by the medicine. The 
circulation Aiall be loaded with mercury for three, four, or more weeks 
before a chancre fhall begin to ieparate it's difcharge from it's furface, fo as 
to look red, and fhow the living furface ; but when once it does change, it's 
progrds towards healing is more rapid. A lues venerea ihall in many caics 
be perfedUy cured before chancres have made the leaft change. 

Upon the £une principle ibme attention ihould be paid to internal medi-< 
cines; and it ihould be confidered, whether weakening, ilrengthening, or 
qmeting medicines Hiould be given; for fbmctimes c»te kind, fometimefr 
smother, will be proper. 

Chancres admit of two modes of treatment ; the object of one, is to dc- 
ftroy, or renaave them by means of efoharotics, or by extirpation i that of 
the otbo-, is to overcome the venereal irritation by means of Che ipecific 
remedy for that poifon. 

I have endeavoured to ifhow that chancres are local complaints ; this 
opinion is forther confirmnl by their being delinked or cured by merely a 
local treatment. But in chancres, as well as in a gonorriitsa, it has been 
dented whddier mercury fhould ever be applied locally to them or not; 
fome having objected to it, v^tile others have pradiled it, and probably the 
ilifpute is not yet generally fettled. 

Upon the general idea I have endeavoured to ^ve of the venereal diieafe, 
it can be no difficult talk. to determine thiB queftioo. 

It is to be obferved that in the cure of chancres we have two points in view, 
the ciuFe <^ die chancre itfelf, and the prevention of a contamination of the 
conftitution. 

The firft, or the cure of the chancre, is to be e&ded by mercury applied 
either in extemil dreilings, or internally through the circulation, or in both 
ways. The &cond objod, or pre&rvation of the cooftitution from contam- 
ination is to be obuined, £rft by ihortening the duration c^ the chancre, 
which ihortens the time of jibibrption, and alfo by hitemal modadne, which 
muft be in propomoa to the time dut the abforption may have been going on. 

If 
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If the power of a chancre to contaminate the "conftitutibn, or which is. 
the lame thing, if the quantity abforbed is as the fize of the chancre, and 
the time of ahforption, which moft probably it is, then whatever ihortens 
the time muft diminifli that power, or quantity abforbed ; and if the quan- 
tity of mercury neceflary to preferve the conftitution is as the quantity of 
poifon abforbed, then whatever leflcns the quantity abforbed muft propor- 
tionally preferve the conftitution. For inftance, if the power of a chancre 
to contaminate the ccmftitution in four weeks is equal to four, and the 
quantity of mercury neceffary to' be given internally, both for the cure of 
rfie chancre and the prefCTvation of the conftitution, is alfo equal to four, 
then whatever fhortens the duration of the chancre muft leflen in the fame 
proportion the quantity of the mercury ; therefore if local applications along 
with the internal ufe of mercury will cure the chancre in three weeks, rfien 
only three-fourths of the mertury is neceflarily wantsd internally. Local 
applications therefore, fo far as they toid to ftiorten the duration <^ a chan- 
cre, (horten die duration of abforption, which alfo fhortens the neceffity of 
the continuance of an internal courfe of mercury, all in the fame pr(^)or- 
tion. For example, if four ounces of mercurial ointment will cure a chancre 
and preferve the conftitution in four weeks, three ounces will be fulficient 
to preferve the cftnftitution if the cure of (he chancre can be by any other 
means forwarded fo as to be efie<fled in three weeks. This is not ^Kculatkm, 
but the rcfuU of experience, and the dcftru^on of chancres confinoG it. 



I. OF THE DESTRUCTION OF A CHANCRE. 

The iimpleft method of treating a chancre is by deftroying or extirpating 
it, whereby it is reduced to the ftate of a common fore or wound, and heals 
up as fuch. This only can be done on the iirft appearance of the chancre, 
when the furrounding parts are not as yet contaminated ; becaufe it is 
abfolutely net^ary that the whole difeafod part ftioiild be remored, which 
is done with difficulty when it has fpread conliderably. It may be done 
^ther by inciiion or by cauftic. If the chancre appears upon the glans, 
touching it with the lunar cauftic is preferable to iaciiion, becaule the 
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hemorrhage by fuch a mode would be coniiderable, from the cells of the 
glans. 

. f he common ienfatidn of thr glans is hot very acute,' therefore the cauilic

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Although this operation will hot take off the tumeiaaion of the prepuce 
fo as to allow it to be brought back, yet it will allow of a free difcharge of 
the matter, and alfo in fome cafes it will allow of dr^ngs bdng applied to 
the fores; but not in all, for thctam^fticwi will n6t now allow more of an 
invertion of the prepuce ihan fcdbre, and in fiicJi the fores cannot have 
dreffings applied to ihcm. 

In many cales it will be found thAt lb violent an operation is improper ; 
ibr it often happens that while the inflammation is fo very confiderable there 
is danger of increafing it 1^ this EK^kyhal ttolcnce, rfwKich mortification 
may be the confequoKC ; v^hileen die oth4r lund ^ere are caies where a 
freedom given to the parts would prevent mortification, fo that the furgeon 
muft be guided by the appearances, and other circumftances. Befides theie 
reafons for and againft the operaridrf aiifing from the difcaie itfclf, it *ill not 
always be confented ttf* by the piticnts thcmfelvcs; " for fomc have fuch a 
dread of operations that they will not fubmit to cutting inftnunents ; how-. 
ever in thofe cafes where the iilatter is confined, it will beabfblutejy neceffaiy 
to have an opening fomewhere for the difcharge of it. This is oft»i 
produced by the ulcerative procefs 'going' on on 'Ac infide; whidh'make^ aii. 
opeiiiiig-direftly througji thefldn; lattraitv,' ^hidi' i^rtb adireftibn forthe 
furgeon j thierefore the opening may be made^UroMy into -Grc cavity of the 
prepuce, through ithe fiun, on the fide of tiie penis, by a lancet ; or a fmall 
cauiltic may be applied thoc, for which die lapis fip^itis'is the inoH cori-l

The opening will anow" of the diiJAargeif thctria"ttiir,^d aUb^»3mit aii^y 
proper waih to be throve in. Bat this openiAg ffiould' not be a large one, 
as in many cafes the confequence (^ this lateral opening proves veiy trouble- 
fomc, for from die tumeja^tibii of the j»epuce, the glan's is iqdeez^ on all 
fides, and rather more <hackw%td5 upon-the hody of the penistiian in any 
other direction, by which niea'ns it is bften'fordcd^thiToa^ this opening, 
whercl^ tiie glans is directed to one fidi, and the prepuce to theoppofite, 
having a forked appearance. Befides this ftate of the parts tightens tiie ikin. 
of die penis round the root of the £^ans, ading tiiere fom'cwhat like a 
paraphymofis, and fometimes makes the whole prepuce -nioiiSfy and drop 
ofi; which is often a lucky circumilance ; but if this is not the confequoice, 

then 
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then amputation of the prepuce becomes neceflary ; however this fiiould not 
be done till all inflammation is gone off, and the chancres are cured, whea 
probably the tume&dion of the prepuce will have confiderably fubfided. 

A mortification of the prepuce is fometimes a confequence of chancres 
when attended with violent inflammation, even without any previous opera- 
don; and I have iecu cafes where the glans and part of the penis have 
mortified, while the prepuce has kept it's ground. But I fiiould fufpeft in 
all fuch ca&s, that there is fome &ult in the conftitution, and that the in- 
flammation is of the erifypelatous, not of the true fuppurativekind. 

I have Seen the mortification go ib &r as to remove the whole of the di- 
feaied prepuce, and the parts have taken on fo :&vourabIe an appearance that 
I have treated It as a common fore, and no bad confequences have happened; 
in this caie the difeaie performed what is often recommended in other di- 
feafes of this part, that is circiuncifion ; but this is not always to be trufied 
to, for if abfbrption of the venereal matter has taken place previous to the 
Biortification, a lues voicrea will be the conlequence, although the parts 
heal very readily. 



V. OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL TREATMENT OF PHYMOSIS. 

In thofe cafes yrhsrc violent inflammation has attacked the feat of a. 
chancre, producing phymofis, as before described, and often fo as to threaten 
mortification^ a queftion naturally occurs, what is to be done ? Is mercury 
to be givoi fireely to get ridof thefirft caufeP Or does that medicine increaie 
the cS^ while it defi^roys the caufe ? Nothing but experience can de- 
termine this. 

. But I fhould incline to believe that it is neceflary that mercury Jhould be 
given, for I am afraid our powers to cone£t fuch a coniUtution while the 
firfi: cauie fubfiAs are weak. However on the other hand I believe the 
mercury fhould be given fparingly ; for if it afiiiU in difpofing the conftitu-' 
tioD to fuch iymptoms, we are gaining nothing, but may toie by it's u&. I 
therefore do fuppofe that fiicb medicines as may be thought necefiaiy for die 
conftitution Ihould be given liberally, as well as the fpecific. Bark is the 
3 P medicine 
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medicine dut probably will bc.of moft general u&j Ofuum m moft caies of 
dus kind will alio be of lingular &rvice. 

The bark ffaould be given in large quantities, and along with it merctiiy, 
while the virus is ftill fuppofbd to exifl. Or if the inflammation has arifen 
early in the dileaie. they may be then given together fo as to counterad both 
difeales, and not allow the inflammation to come to ib great a height as it 
would otherways do if mercury was given at flrfi: alone. 

This inflammation may be fo great in many cafes, or be fo predominant 
that merciuy may increase the dilpofltion and therefore become hurtfiil. 
Where this may be luppoied to be the cale, bark muil be given alone. 



VI. OF THE TREATMENT OF THE PARAPHYMOSIS 
FROM CHANCRES. 

A prepuce in the ftate of inflammation and*tume£i£tion> and which has 
been either kept back upon the body of the penis wlule inflami^, or pulki 
back when inflamed, feldom can be again brought forwards while in this 
flat):, thnefore becomes alfo the fubje<S of an operation, which confiils in 
dividing the iams part. a» in the phymoJis. only in a di&rent way, arming 
fVom it's diiTerence of fltuadonj the intention of which operation Is to bring 
the prepuce, when brought forwards, to the Aate of a phymofia th^ has 
been operated upon. This operation becomes more neceflaiy in many caiies 
imder this difeafe than under the phymofis, becaufe it's conlequences are 
gmerally worie; iince. befides the real diieafe. viz. inflammation, tume- 
&^on, ulceration. 6cc. theic is a mechanical cauie producing it's efiefls. hy 
grafping the penis, which can of itfclf produce inflammation where the 
prepuce is naturally tight, as has been obferved. From whatever cauie it 
arifes it often ftfoduces mortification in the parts between the ibidture and 
the glans if it is not removed. This removal fometimes happens naturally 
t^the ulceration c^ the itridhired part; but an operation i& gener^y n&< 
ceHary j and it is more trouUeibme than in the former caie. becau& the 
fwdling on each fide of the ilri£hu% covers or cloies in upon the tight part 
and makes it difficult to be got at. 

The 
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Hie beft way appeus to be to feporate the two dwellings as mudi ae pof- 
fible where you mean to cut, Co as to ocpofe die neck, then take a ciDoked 
t^tory which is p(nnted, and poffing it und^ die fldn at the neck divide it 1 
AD part of the two iWellings on thtf 6des aatd be divided, for it is the 
loofencfs of the Ikin in the& parts y/^eh a^taits of dieir fwellbg. Whm 
this is done the prepuce may be brought forwards over the glans j but as 
tiiis diieafe arofe from chanctes which may require being dre0ed, and a& the 
fiate of a phymofis is a very bad one for fddi treatm^t^ it may be better 
now that die ftri£bire is removed^ to kt k remain tn fktt fame fituation'tiU 
the M^ole is well. 

If the paraphymolis has arifen from a natural tightnefs Of the prepiDcet 
and it's being forced back &om accident, thai no parttcakr treathicnt aftef 
the operation is neceifary, but to go on with the cure m ricomihtoded in 
chancres. It ts indeed probable tdiat m cOnfbqbence of the vielenee pro- 
dnced by the pofitkm of the pr^uce^ as aUb by the opei^atkin, a cOnfidtirti^ 
inflammation may cailiie ; but as this will be an inflaihrnation in oOAlbqbAicd 
of vidence only, local treatmoit for the inflammatku Will be ft^cWntj £ach 
as fome n tations, poulticei, &c. 

Bttt if it is A parap!iymofi« "in c<»lfi!quenc^ of a diltia&d j^yMofis, thcifl 
die j&fne mode of treatmient beecmies^ equdlly neceflary as was reeommehded 
In the phjmofis attended with confiderftble inftimmati(»i ; and prc^biy 
rather more attention is neceflary here, as violence has been added to &<i 
former^&aie. ■' 



VII. OF THE CURE OF CHANCRES BY MERCURY GIVEN 
INTERNALLY. 

• . f . ■ .■ 

■ While chaneres arewncfer local tre:Ament, as before defcribed, if ri 
neceilary to give mercurials internally, both for Ae cure of a chancre and 
the prevention of a lues venerea j and we may reafonably venture to affirm, 
that the venereal di^fition of chancre will hardly ever withfhnd both local 
and internal- mercurials. - 

In 
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In cafes of chancres where local applications cannot ,ea£Iy. be made, as In 
caies ofphymolis, internal mercurials become abfolutely noceHary; and more 
ib than if thqr could be conveniently and freely applied ejcternally. Howevra, 
even jn fuch caies internal mercurials will in the end effe& a cure ; fo that 
we need &ldom or ever be under any apprehcnfion, of not curing fuch a 
di&aie. 

- la every caie of a chancre, let it be ever 6> Olg^t, mercury fliould be 
pvBB: infernally j ev«i in thofc cafes where they were deftroyed on theif firft 
i^panance. It fhould in all cafes be given the whole time of the cur^ and 
continue for fomc time after the chancres are healed ; for as there are per- 
haps few chancres without abforption of the matter* it becomes abfolutely 
neceilaiy to give mercury tQ a^ internally, in order to hinder the venereal 
^{X^tion fmm forming. 

, .HojV.much mercury ihould be thrown into the conilitutk>n in the cure 
eC.^ chancre for t;he preveaticm of that constitutional affedion is not eafUy 
9£;ertainedt as there is in Jhch caies no dlfeaie adhially formed ib as to be 
9, gttide> it muit be uncertain what quantity ihould be given internally. It 
muil in general be according to the iize, nuinber, and duration of the chao- 
fws, ^ large y/& may fuppoie that the abforption will be proportbufRJ to 
^.fiaxfyxXt and if long contmued, the ab£}rption will be acceding to the 
time i,. and if th^ have been many, lar^, and continued long, then the 
gieatc^H: quantity is neceHaiy. 

The circumllances therefore attending the chancre muil be the guide 
ibr the fafety of the conltitution, cfpecially in thofe cafes where £nn6 iheis 
in the cure is laid upon the external remedy. 

The mercury given to z&. intnnally mufl be thrown in ei&er by the ikia 
or Aomach, according to circumibmces. 

The quantity in either way ihould be fuch as may in common i&£t the 
mouth ilightly ; whkh method of giving mercury will be confidered here- 
after. 

When the fore has put on a healthy look, when the hard bails has b(X(»ne 
ibft, and it has ikinned over kindly, it may be looked upon as cured. 

But in very large chancres it may not always be ncceiJary to continue the 
application of mercury either for external or internal a<£tion till the fore is 

healed ; 
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healed; for the venereal action is jufl as Toon deAroyed In a large chancre 
as it is in a iinall one } for every part qf the chancre being equally ai&£ted 
by the mercury^ is equally eafily cured. But the fkinning is different j for 
a large fore is longer in fkinning than a finall one. A large chancre there- 
fore may be deprived of it's venereal adion long before it is flunned over ; 
but a finall one may probably ikln over before the venereal a^ion is entirely 
iubdued. In the latter caie, both on account of the chancre and conftt- 
tudon, it will be erring oh the iafe fide to continue the medicine a little 
longo*, which will mcrfl certainly in the end c^ft a cure: for we may 
reafonably fuppofe that the quantity of mercury capable of curing a local 
cSo&t although alHAed by local applications, or of producing in die con- 
ftitution a mercurial irritation fufficient to hindCT the venereal irritation 
from forming* will be nearly as much as will cure a lli^t lues venerea. 

I haye formerly laid it down as a principle, that no new ai^on will 
take place in another part of the body, however contaminated, whilft the 
body is under the beneficial operation of mercury j but there are now and 
diea appearances which occur under the cure that will at firfl onbarrafs 
the praftitioncr. I have fiilpedcd that the mercury flying tothe mouth and 
throat has ibmetlmes produced floughs in the tonfils» and theie have been 
taken for venereal ; the following cafes in fome degne explain this. 

A young ^ntleman had a chancre on the prepuce, with a flight pain in' 
a gland of one groin, for which I ordered mercurial ointment to be rubbed 
into the legs and thighs, efpecially.on the fide where the gland was fwelled. 
and the chancre to be drefled with mercurial ointment. While he was 
purfuing this courie the chancre became cleaner, the hardnefs at the baf» 
went ofi;and the pain in the groin was entirely removed. About three 
weeks after the firft appearance of the difeafc he was attacked with a fore 
throat, and on looking into the mouth I found the right tomil with a white 
ilough which appeared to be in it's fubftance, with only one point yet ex- 
pofed. From my mind being vrarped by the opimon that theie complaints 
proceeded from the chancre, I immediately fuipe^bed that it was venereal} 
and the only way I could account for this ieeming contradiftion in ono 
part healing while another was breaking out, was, that the healing fore 
3 Q^ wa8. 
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was mated locally as weU Ai con/titutionaUy, whUti the tonfil^ or die om^ 
flitutioii at large, was only treated conftitutionaUy> wUdi was infiiffideat. 
' Soaa after this another gentleman was under my cue fbf venereal fciufisy 
or eruptions on his fldn. for which he uied meccurisl iridton tiU his 
mouth became fore ; and in this flate he continued &x three weeks, in 
which time the eruptions woe aU gcoe, (Ufcoloaratioas being left oaiy 
where the erupticns hadbeaQ»yct at the end of thiee weeks a fkiug^ formed 
ifX one of the tonfils, ejoflly as in the former ca&. This made me doubt- 
ful how far fuch cafes were venereal. I ordered the fridion to be left off» 
tf> ioe what courfe the ulcers would take } the 0ough came oat and left a 
foul lore : I waited ftill kmger, and in a day or two it became clean and 
healed up. 

The iirft mentioned ca& I did not &e to an end ; but I learned that die 
patient continued the meicxuy and got well ; and the ulcer in the tliroat 
wa) Aippofed to be venereal ; but from the drcumftances of the other caie 
I now very much doubt of that. 

. It is more than probable that thefe efieds of mercury only take phcc in 
conftitutions that have a tendency to fuch complaints in the throat. I know 
this to be the cafe with the laft mentioned gentleman ; and it is alio proba-. 
ble that .there may be an increafed di^xiiitbn at the time, cither in c<Mife^ 
quence of the mercury, or fome accidental caufe. I have realbn to fuppoie 
that mercury in ibme d^ree increafes tlus difpofition> which will be forther 
tftken notice of when treating of the cure of the lues venerea. 

. In the cure of chancres I have ibmetimes Gsci^ when the original chancre 
has been doing well, and probably nearly cured, that new ones have- broken 
out upon the prepuce, near to the foil, and have put on all the appearance 
of a chancre -, but foch I have always treated as not venereal. They may 
be fimilar to fome coniequences of chancres, which will be taken notice of 
hereafter. 

' As fwelHngs of the al^brbent glands take place in confequence of otiicr 
^forpdoBS befides ptufons, we ihould be careful in all cafes to ascertain 
the cau&, as has been already deicrib^ } and here it may not be improper 
ftill to obiecve further, that in the cure of chancre^ ftvellings of the glands 
flnll ariie, even when the conftitution is fo much loaded with mercury as to 

be 
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be fufHcIcnt for tihe cure of the lores j but then the mercuiy has beisn 
thrown into the conftitution by the lower extremity ; and therefore there is 
great room for fuiptcion ^at ihdi fwefUngs are not voiereal* but arife ^m 
the mercury : for a real buboe, from abibrpti<m of venereal matter, if not 
come to fuppuration, will give way to mercuiy rubbed into the leg and 
jhigh. In &ch cafes J have always defil^ ftOfXk giving die mercury in this 
way when I could give it by the mouth. 



CHAPTER 
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OF THE CURE OF CHANCRES IN WOMEN. 

THE parts generally aficfl»l with chancres in this fex, are more fimple 
than in men, by which means the treatment in general is &Kq mtfre 
fimple ; but in moll cafes they require nearly the fame, both in the loc^. 
application of mercuiyj and in throwing it into the cohilitution. It may be 
fuppoied however, that it will be neceflary in many cafes to throw into the 
conititution more mercury than in men ; becaufe in general there are more 
chancres, and the furface of abforption of courfe larger. 

As it is diiticult to keep dreflings on the female parts, it is proper they 
ihould be wafhed often with folutions of mercury ; perhaps corroiire fub- 
limate is one of the beft, as it will aft as a fpeciiic. and alfo as a Aimulant 
when that is wanted } but in chancres that are very irritable, the fame 
mode of treatment as was recommended in men is to be put in prance. 
Afterwards the parts may be beimeared with a mercurial application, eitlier 
oily or watry, to be frequently repeated according to the circumftanccs of 
the cafe. 

If the ulcers fhould have Ipread, or run up the vagina, great atcendon 
fhould be paid to the healing of them ; for it.ibmetimes happens that the 
granulations contra^ coniiderably lb as to draw the vagina into a fmall 
canal } at odicr times the granulations wUl unite into one another and clo& 
the vagina up altogether ; therefore in fuch ca&s it will be necelTaiy to keep 
fome fubllance in the vagina till the fores are fkinned, for which purpole 
probably lint may be fufficient. 
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CHAPTER V. 



OF SOME OF THE CONSEQUENCES OF CHANCRES 
—AND THEIR TREATMENT. 

AFTER the chancres have been cured and all venereal taint removed, 
it Sometimes happens that the prepuce itiU retains a conAderable 
degree of tamefe^ftion, which keeps up the elongation and tightncfs it ac- 
quired from the difeaie, ib that it cannot be thought back upon the penis 
to expofe the glans. 

For this perhaps there is in many cafes no cure j however it is neceflary 
to try every poffible means. The fteam of warm water is often of fingular 
iervice in thefe cafes 'j fomentations with hemlock, and alio fumigations with 
cinnabar. 

But if the parts iiiM retain their fize and form, it may be very proper to 
rouove part of die overgrown prepuce j how mudi muft be left to the 
difcrction of the furgeon ; however I fhould fuppofe that all that part which 
projefts beyond the glans penis may be cut away. 

The beft way of removing it is by the knife, but great care ihould be taken 
to diilinguifli lirft the proje^ng prepuce &om the glans. When this is 
perfedlly afccrtained, an incifion may be made cm the upper fwface, the 
penis being held horizontally and followed down carefully j becaufe if the 
uicilion ihould be too near the glans there may be dai^ger of cutting it. 

The parts may be allowed to heal with any common drdluigs, as it is to 
be confidered as a frefh wound; however it will not heal fo readily as a fre/h 
wound made in an entirely found part, becaufe the operation confifts in 
taking away only a fuperfluous part of a i^feafed whole, and whatis left is 
difeafed, but not fo as to produce any future mifehief. 

Some care may be neceffary in the healing of the parts j for it is very 

poflible that the cicatrix may contract, and ilill form a phymoHs. This 

3 R will 
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will be beft prevented by the patient himielf bringing the prepuce often back 
upon the penis; but it fhould not be attempted till the part is nearly healed; 
and it is to be performed vjith great care, and flowjy. 



I. OF DISPOSITION^ TO NEW DISEASES TAKING PLACE 
- ■ -DURING THE'Cl)RE OF CHANCRES. 

Chancres both in men and women often acquire new diipofitions and 
rac)des-^a£iion in tlw4ilw^ the. WTO, which; sire ^various kinds, SKnt-o£ 
which retard the cure, as defcribed, ifid when the pzna are cured lea^ 
than ntnoefied aod indoient, as iA the enlarged prepuce. In others a new 
difpofidon takes place which prevents the aire or healing of the parts, and 
often produces a much worfe di&afe dian that from which it arole. Tfaejr 
aUb b«c(Hiie dx cauie of the ibnnaCioH of tumdrs os thcfe parts, which will 
be taken notice of hereafter. 

Such new difpc^boAMafee place oftner in men than in women, p r obaht y 
from the natiue of the parts themfelves. They fcldom or never happen buA 
when the inflaindiatioB has been vic^ent, which violence ariiiu more &om..the 
nature of the parts than the (^eatfe^ and therefore belongs more to the m.tam 
of the parts oi' conAitution th^ to the diieaie; however I can condeire it 
may alfo take place where the inflammation has' not been vk^ent ; althou^ 
I can hflrdly fay I ])ave ever ieeh it. 

In general they are Ai^^ied to be cancerbus, but I believe they fddoin 
are ; although it ia not impoflible fome may be fo. 

Of this kind nlay be reckoned thofe continued and often increaied in- ' 
flammaticHis, fuppmrations^ and ulceiations, becoming di^ufed through the 
whole prepuce, as alio all along ^ common {kin of the penis, which 
bec(Hnes of a purple hue ; the celltdar membrane evety where on the penis is 
very much thickened fo as to increaie the iize of the whole confiderably. 

The ukeratioa on the iniide of the prepuce will fometimes increaie and 
run between the (kin and the body of the penis, and eat holes through in 
diiterent places till the whole is reduced to a nmnbes of ragged fores. Tlie 
glans often Ihares the iame hte till more or lefs of it is gone; frequently the 
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taeiimt at this pttrt is -vrholty nlcerated awaf, and the urine comes out Ssnc 
wajr iitrther back. If a Hop is not put to the pragrcTs of the ilUeafe, tht 
ulceration will CMitinue ti]I the parts are entirely deilr<^ed. I fufpeCt that 
ibme of theie cafes are fcrofiilous. 

As this is an acute caie immediate relief fliould be given if poi31blc; but 
as it may utie fcom^ various pemiliarities in the conftiCution, and as theft 
pecnliarities are not at iirft icnovm, no rational method can be here deter^ 
mined. The ^trfaparilla is often of lervice in fxich ca^, but requires to bs 
giTcn in large quantities. 

The German diet-drink' has been of iingnlar fervice; I knew a cafe of 
ihis kind cured by It, aita- every known remetfy had been tried. 

The extract of hemlock is fometimes of fervice. ! haw knowa fta-^ 
bathing cure the& complaints entirely. 

A gentleman came from Ireland with a complaint of this kind, and aBier 
trying ereiy ccnnmon, and known method, without eSs£t, as fariaparilla, 
hemlock, German diet-drink} and after having u&d a great, varibt^ of 
dieffings, which were all at laft laid alide, and opium cmly retained to quieft 
the pain, he went afterwards and bathed in the lea, and got wnll. 

It may be fometimes necefiary to pais a bougie> to hinder the orifice of 
the urethra fcom cloiing or becoming too fmall in the.tpno of healing ia 
fuch ca&s. ' 

II. OF ULCERATIONS RESEMBLING CHANCRES. 

It often happens that after chancres are healedi-and all the virus, gone^ 
the cicatrices ulcerate again, and break out in the ftvin of cl^cres.

' Although 
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Although this is moft common in the feat of the former chancres, yet it 
is not always confined to them, for fores often break out on other parts of 
the prepuce } but ftill they appear to be a confequcnce of a venereal com- 
plaint having been there, as they feldom attack ihoCc who never had gonor- 
rhcea or chancres. They often have fo much die appearance of chancres, 
that I am perfuaded many are treated as venereal that are really not fuch : 
they difer from a chancre in general by not fpreading fo faft, nor fo far j 
they are not fo painful, nor fo much inflamed, and have not thoie hard balis 
that the venereal fores hav6, nor do they produce buboes. Yet a malignant 
kind of them, when they attack a bad conilitution, may be taken for a mild 
kind c^ chancre, or a chancre in a good conititution. I have foen ieveral 
that have puzzled me extremely. 

Some fbels is to be laid upon the account that the patient gives of him* 
felf i but when there is any doubt, a little time will clear it up. I have foen 
the £inie appearances after a gonorrhcea ; but that more rarely happens. It 
would appear that the venereal poifon could leave a difpofition for ulccratioa 
of a dii&rent kind from what is peculiar to itfolf. I knew one cafe where 
th^ broke out regularly every two months, exaftly to a day. 

As they are not venereal their treatment becomes difficult; for the cure 
coiUifts more in preventing a return, than in the healing up of the preicnt 
fores, 

Th^ require particular attention ; for although th^ are not dangerous, 
they are often troublefome, keefung the mind in.ihfpence ftx- months. 

I have tried a great variety of means, but with little fuccefs, yet they have 
in' general got well in the end. In the following cafe, the lixivium fapo- 
nartum produced a fpeedy cure. 

A goitleman had three fores broke out; on the prepuce, which had very 
much the appearance of mild chancres. As I was doubtful of their nature, 
I waited fome time, and only ordered them to be kept clean. As thCT did 
not get well, fevcral things were tried. Mercurial dreffings were applied, but 
tliey always produced conltderable irritation, and it was nefxfTary to leave 
them ofF. The mercurius calcmatus was given by way of trial, and to 
fecure the conftitution, but the fores continued the fame. They were cat 
down with the lunar cauftic, which appeared to have a better efk&. than

any other thing tried ; but ftill they were not healed at the end of five 
months. I ordered forty drops of the lixivium tartari to be taken every 
evening and morning in a bafon of broth. After ufing it three days he ob- 
served a OHifiderable alteration in the fores, and in iix they were perfbAly 
ikinned over. He had formerly had fuch fores often, which had always 
been treated as venereal ; but he begaii to doubt whether they really were 
ib £x>m their getting fo foon well In the prefent inftance by the lixivium. 

I knew a gentleman who had theie fores breaking out and healing again 
for years, and by baching in the i^ for a month or two they healed up, and 
jDCver afterwards appearol. 



III. OF A THICKENING AND HARDENING OF THE PARTS. 

In fome cafes the parts do not ulcerate, but appear to thicken and be- 
come hard or firm ; both the glans and prepuce leem to fwell, forming a 
tumor or excrefcence from die end of the penis, in form a good deal like a 
cauliflower, and when cut into fliowing radii running from It's baie, or 
origin, towards the external fucfiice, becoming extremely indolent in all it's 
operations. This gives more the idea (^ a cancer than the firft, being prin- 
cipally a new formed fubflancc. However it is not always a con&quence 
of the venereal dileaie, I have known it to arife fpontan^ufly. 

This diicaie appears to be a tumor of fo indolent a kind, . that I do not 
Icnow any medicine that Aands the leaft chance of performing a cure. I 
have amputated them, and have alfo feen the fame thing done by others, 
from the idea of their being cancerous, and the remaining part of Ac penis 
haJs healed kindly. 

. ..In moft of thefe ca&s a confiderable part of the puiism^fi: be removed^ 
Immediately after the amputation, a fuitable catheter ihould ht introduced 
into die urethra i for if no fuch precaution i^ made ule of, the confequences 
-muft be troublefome ; for the firft dreflings become cemented to the orifice 
by the extravafated bloody and prevent the patirat's making water, which 
mufl be .Attended with obvious inconveniences ; this was the cafe with a 
patient whole penis I amputated.

Another lUfpofition which thde parts acquire from tlie Teneneal poH«t 
is the diipolition to ibrm excrefcences« or cutaneous tumcH-s, called warts. 
This diifK^tton is ilrtHigeft where the chancres were j and indeed chancres 
often heal into warts ; but perhaps the parts acquire dus difpofition fitiBk 
the veoereal matter having been l<xig in. contad: with their furfaces ; fcbr it 
often happens after gemorrhceas where diere had been no diuicres ; and 
probably it is only in thofe caibs where the venereal matter had produced the 
venereal ftimulus upon the glans and prepuce, forming there what may be 
called an infentible gonorrhoea. 

A wart appears to be an excrescence from the cutis, or a tumor farmiag 
upon it, by which means it becomes covered with a cuticle, which like all 
other cuticles, is either ftrong and hard, or thin and loft, juft as the cuticle 
is which covers the parts from vi^ence they arife. They are radiated irota 
their bafis to die CKrciunference, the radii appearing at iht iltrface painted 
or granulated, much like granulations that are > healthy, aaxpt ikM they 
are harder, and rife above the fur£ice. It would appear that the OnrSucc on 
which each is fcHined has only the difpoGtioa v> fonn one, becaufe the 
furrounding and conneding fur&cc does not go into the tike fubfiance > thus 
a wart once begun does not increaie in it's bafis, but ri^lugher'and h^her. 
They have an increafmg power within themfelves j for after nfing' Jahovc 
the furface of the Ikin, on which th^ are not allowed to iiiczea& in biea^ 
at the baJis> the^r fwell out into-a round thick £ibftance wiuch becomes 
rou^ier and rougher. 

This ftrudure often makes them liable to be hurt by bodies nibbing 
aganiA thlnn; and<^n from fucha caufeithcy bked veiy. profuidy, andare 
very painful. . , . 

Thefe cKcrefcences are confidered by many not as iimply a confcquenoe of 
the venereal poifon, but as poffeiTcd of it's fpecific difpciltion^ and therefore 
they have recourfe to mercury for the cure of them ; and it is afiertcd that 
fuch treatment often removes them. Such an cffe& of mercuryilhave newer 

" feen. 
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&en, although given in fuch a quantity as to cure in the fame petibn recent 
chancres, and fometimes a pox. 

As the& fubftances are esEcreibenctis fitim the Ixidy, thejr are not to be 
confideted as truly a part of the animal, not being endowed with the com- 
mon or nattiral animal powers, foy which means the cure becomes eafier. 
They arefo litde of the true, aninaU; and £y inuch of a difcaie, th^ man^ 
4Hding- circomftancefr Aiakc idiGni^ decays an ioiiaminatiDn in the natural 
^nd tfbund ^arts Ttsond the warr will give it a diTpofition to decay ; maaf 
^muU applied to- the iur&ce-will often make them die. Eledbicity wiU 
produce 9daon in diem wiiich they are not ableio liipport; aninflamnu-» 
tion is excited round them, and they drop oiF. 

- Fttnn this view of them, the knife and efchardtics muft appear not always 
jiec<^ry, i^thoogh tb^e modes will aft mare quicidy than *nyothet ia 
many cafes, efpecially if the neck is fmall. In fuch ibnnsd'wart6 perha|)^ 
^'pair of liiflars is the bcft' inftnintent ; bit where cutting inftruments of 
*ftny kind are hcvriUe-to tbe-fotaenr, a fiSot^resd ticd-reund it's neck wiU 
do very well ; but in wluchfoever nray it is firpetated k nriU be in general 
neeHTftry I* to«ch'tfc« bafo wfith oatiftic. 

Efchaibtics' aSt tipoM warts in two different wayei, one t^'^dcmiig pact 
and fiMiivdatiag the remainder, Jb Uiatby applying cfcharotic a^ier e^ha^ 
rotic, the whole decays tt^ei^ably faft; and-itisfeldBmneceffittyto eiat-tfaem 
down to the very root, as the bails or root often 'iepamtos'and is ihrawn .off. 
This however is not always the cafe, for we find that the root does not 
always feparate, and that it will grow again ; therefore in fuch cafes it is- 
necelTary to eat down lower than the general furface to remove the root. 

Any of the caufHcs, fuch as the lapis fepticus, as alfo the metallic 
falts, fuch as the lunar cauflic, blue vitriol, &c. have this power. 
Merely as ftimulants, the nift of copper and favine leaves mixed is ortc of 
thebefl. 

After they have been to appearance fufficiently deftroyed they often rife 
anew, not from any part being left, but from the furface of the cutis having 
the fame difpofition as before j this requires a repetition of the fame prac- 
tice, fo as to take off that furface of the cutis.

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V. OF EXCORIATIONS OF THE CLANS AND PREPUCE. 

It very often happens that the furface of the glaas and infide of the 
prepuce excoriate, becoming excremely tender, and then ^a matter oozes out. 
The prepuce in fuch cafes often beccsncs a little thickened, and fonKtunw 
contrads in it's orifice, both of which render the invecfioa <^ it difficult 
and painful. Whether this complaint ever ariies from avenereal caufc is 
not cermin, as it often takes place where there never has <heen any venereal 

taint. . , 

' This difeafe is in the curis ; and under fuch a difpofition it hits no pcfnr 
of forming a good cuticle. It is very fimilartQ a.g6norriMea:in ,tbi9iw^ 
but is not venereal; 

Drawing Hie prepuce back, ahd fteeping the parts in a folnlipn of lead* 
often takes off the irritation, and a fbuttd cudele is ibrtnod. ' Spirits dilated 
ofbn produce the &me eSe& ; the unguentum cicrinuin of the Ediabargh 
Diipenfatory, lowered by mixbg wt&it equal fATUi of 1)0^. lard> is pAoi 
of fingidar fervice in foch cafes.; but there- are cafes whi^h bid da^ftnce to 
all' our applications, in whic^ 1 have fucceeded by defiring the pci&n to 
leave the glans nncoveied, which produced the ftimulus (^ necdTity for the 
formatioD of a natural cuticle. -

Althoijgh this muft havp beoi flowed in 
general ever fincethe knowledge of the dilea& and.ofahibrptioa, yet a true 
foludon of the formation of bubo could not be given till we had acquired 
the knowledge of the lymphatics being the only abforbents. Upon the old 
opinion, of ^hforption. being performed by the veinsy the lues venerea could 
have eaiily been apcQunted fbr, becaule it could as readily be produced by 
the ,al)ibrbin£. power of the,veins, if they had.fuch, a$, by. the !^mphat^s j 
h\i,% th^difficulb^, wa«,to iay.how the bubo vrasforfned. . T^erethcy.feoQied 
to be at ^ lofs to acfount for this difea&, yet they fometimes expreffed them* 
i^lvesias if fbfy ha4,fo|ne,i4ea of it, although at the ^me. time th^coul^ 
have no clear notions of what they advanced ; nor could th^ demonftrate 
what they faid from the kiiov^lodge of the parts and their'ulits.

Buboes are by fome imputed to the ftopping of a gonorHioea, or as they 
cxprdTed it, driving it to the glands of the grain, confcmnaMy to the idea 
they had of the caufe of the fwelling of the tefticle. But this is not juft» 
for we krtoiw of no fuch ^wcr as ref^llon j and ^, it was -drivth Acre it 
could not be by ftopping the formation of matter, but by increafing the 
abforpdon, <rf which they had no idea. * 

Wben we examine the opiinons of aiiithors Yxmceming the formation «f 
bubo, pri<»' to the knowledge of the powo' of abibrption in the lym^istics, 
we fhall find them making ufe of terms which they could not poffibly under- 
lUnd. For inftance, Heifter.fe^9, " iThty'tK of two kinds, one venereal, 
and the other not ;" but he does not dy that the venereal arifes only fivm

There is bonewF no great ttA&xi why icHiould not happen, and die pof- 
iibility of it leilcns the iuith that is to be put: in the fiq^dittion^.tfart ^ 
di&aic may bc.years in. the confiittition before itJiqjpears ; fer whenever it 
does aj^pear in a lues voierca, it's date is always carried back to.the kiit joeal

Ififls^mation of the vefieU is not nearly ib frequent as that of due glands.

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cfkS: may atKc irom the Ijrmphatics fym'pathiling with the inflammatbn of 
the arethra ; bat I believe the affection is truly venereal ; or it is poflible that 
even the abforption of tlie coagulable lymph which .was produced from the 
renereal inflammation, and which is the caufe of the tumefa<3ion, may have 
the power of contamination^ as appears to be the caJk in the cancer. 

The thickening, or the formation of this hard chord, probably ariles from 
the thickening of die coats of the abicH-bents, joined with the extravaiationr 
©f coagulable lymph, thrown in upon it's inner furfece, as in inilamed veins. 

This chord often inilames fo much as to fuppurate^ and fomctimes in more 
places than one, forming one, two, or three buboes, or iinall abfcefles in the 
body o£ the penis. When diis is going on, we find in fome parts of this 
chord a circumicribed hardnefs, tbim fuppuration tains place in diromtre, 
die ikin begins tt) inflame, the matter cdidq nearer to it, and the abfceis opens 
like any other abfcefs. ' 

I have feen a chain of thefe buboes, or little sth&xSes along- the upper part 
of the penis through it's whole length. 

This may be fuppofed to be exa<^y finiiUr to the inflammation and fup- 
puiatioa of a vein afto' being' wounded and expofed. 

Inflammation of the glands is much more frequent than the ibrmer, and 
ari&E ^m the venereal matter being carried on to the lymphatic glands ; the 
ftrUdure of which, appears to be no more than the ramificaticKis and reunion 
of the abforbent vefrel£,.by which means they.&rm thdie.bodies. 

Frwn this fbufture we may Tcaibnablyfuppofe that the fluid abfwbed is in 
ibme meafure detained in thefe bodies, and thereby has a greater opportunity 
of communicating the difeafe to them than to the diftind: ve0els, where it's 
cour& is perhaps more rapid ; which may accbutit for the glands being more 
frequently contammated. - ' 

Swellings o£ thefe glands^ ate common to other difea&s, and fhould be 
carefUUy diftlngnifhed from- thole that arife from the venereal ptxfon. The 
ficftintjuiry fhould be into the caule,'to fee if there is any venereal complaint 
at Come greater diftance from the heart, as chancres on the penis, or any 
preceding difeafe on the penis ; to learn if mercurial ointment has been at all 
applied to the legs and. thighs of that fide ; for mercury applied to thole 
parts for the cure of a chancre will fometimcs tumefy the glands, which has 
-Jl been 
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been iUppoled to be venereal. We ihould further obierve, if there be no 
preceding diieafe in the conftitution, fuch as a pold, fever. £cc. the progrefs 
of the fwelUng with r^rd &> qiucknefs is alfo -to be attended to. as alio to 
diitinguilh it from a rapture, lumbar abfcefs, or aneurifin of the crural 
artery. 

Perhaps diefe bodies are more irritable, or more fufceptible of ftlmuli than 
the vefiels, thejr are certainly more fufceptible of fympathy ; however we aie 
not yet fuffideotly acquainted with the ufe of thefe glands to be able to ac-* 
count iatisia^torily Sor this difierence. 

It would appear in (bme cates, that it is £>me time after the ahforption of 
the venereal matter before it produces it's cff^ks upon the glands ; in fome it 
has been Hx days at leaft. This could only be known by the chancres being 
healed Hx days before the bubo b^;an to appear ; and in fuch cales it is m<xc 
than probable that the matter had been abforbed a much longer time before, 
for the lail matter of a chancre moil probably is not venereal ; and indeed it 
is natural to fuppofe that the poilbn may be as long before it produces an 
a<5tion on the parts, when applied in this way» as it is either in the urethra, 
or in forming a chancre ; which I have fluiwn to be fometinus ibc or i«ven 
weeks. 

The glands neareft to the origin of die diieafe are in general the only cmics 
that are attacked, as thoie in the groin, whoi the matter has been taken up 
from the penis in men. In the groin, between the labia and thigh, and the 
round ligaments, when abforbed from the vulva, in women. 

I think there is commonly but one g^and at a time ^t is afi^ed by the 
abforption of venereal matter, wliich if fo becomes in fome ibrt a diitinguiih- 
ing mark between venereal buboes and other diieaies of thefe bodies. 

We never find the lymphatic veifels, or glands, that are fecond in order, 
ai]e£ted ; as thofe along the iliac veiTels, or back ; and I have alfo feen when 
the diieafe has been contracted by a fore, or cut upon the finger, the bubo 
come on a little above the bend of the arm, upon the infide of the biceps 
mufcle i and in fuch where the bubo has come in that part none have 
formed in the arm-i»t, which is the moil common place for the glands to 
be ai!e£ted by abibrptlon. 

But 
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But this is not univerfal, although common, for' I was infonned by a 
gentleman who contrafted the dife^e in the before mentioned way, that he 
had buboes both on the inlide of the biceps muicle, and in the ann-pit. 
Another cafe of this kind I have heard of fince ; why it is not more com- 
mon is perhaps not eallly explained. 

It nught be fuppc^ed that the matter was weakened, or much diluted by 
the abJbrptions from other parts by the time it gets through thefe neaieft 
ramifications, and therefore has not power to contaminate thofe which are 
beyond them } but it is moft probable that there are other reafons for this. 
I onbe fufpeded that the nature of the poifon was altered in thefe glands as 
it pafled through them, which was die realbn why it did not contaminate 
the fecond or third feries of glandfi ; and alfo why it did not ^kSt the con- 
ftim^oh in the fame way as it did the parts to which it was firft applied j 
but thu ^planation will not account for the next order of glands to fuppu*. 
rating buboes not being afiefted by the abforption of venereal matter. It 
appears to me that the internal fituation of the other glands prevents the 
venereal irritation from taking place in them ; and this opinion is Itrength- 
endd by obfeiVing when one of thefe external glands fuppurates and forms a 
bubo, which is to be considered as a large venereal fore or chancre, dut the 
abforption from it, which muft be great, does not contaminate the' lympha- 
tics or glands ncct in order, by the venereal matter going direfUy through 
them. 

If diis be true, then the Qdn would feon to bb the caufe of the fufcepti- 
bilitjr of the abforbcnts to receive the irritation. Whether the ikin has the 
power inherent in itfelf, or acquires it from fomc other circumftance, as air, 
cold, or fenfe of touch, is not eafily afcertained, but whichever it be, it Ihows 
that the venereal matter of itfelf is not capable of irritating, and that it 
requires a fecond principle to compleat it's full efl^, that is, a combination 
of the nature of the poifon and the influence of tlie ikin, and that influence 
muft be by fympathy, and therefore weaker than if a^ng in the lame part, 
that is, the fkin itfelf j which perhaps is the reaibn why the venereal matter 
does not always ifk& thofe veflels and glancb, while it always does the ikin, 
if inierted into it.

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The fituation of buboes ariiing from the venereal dUeaie in the penis, are 
in men, in the abforbent glands of die groin : if a gonorrhcea is the cauie of 
a. bubo, one groin is not ocempted more than the other, both may be af- 
jeifled i but if X huho arifes in otmiequence of a chancre, then the groin nu; 
be generally determined by the (eat of the chancre ; for if the chancre is on 
one fide of the penis then the bubo will OHnmonly be on that fide ; however 
tilus is not univerlally the ca&, for I have known inftances, although but few, 
where a chancre on one fide c^ die pnpoce, or penis, has been the cauft of 
a bubo on the 0[^)OJite itde, whkh if arifing frran that chancre is a prpof 
that the ab£}rbcnts either anaftomofe. or decuffate each other. If the chan- 
cre be cm the fi%num, or on the middle of the poiis, between the two fides, 
then it is uncertain which fide will be a&dled. 

The fituation of the glands of die groin is not always the fame, and there- 
fore the courfe c^ die ^forbent veflets will vary accordingly. I have i«en a 
venereal bubo which uolb from a chancre on the penis, a confidovble way 
down die diigh ; on the contrary I have ieen it ctfteo as high as the loww 
part of the bdly, before Poupart's ligsinocnt, and libcnetimes near the pubis,- 
all of which three fituations may lead to fome variations in dK inethodof 
cure, thenf<»e it may be p«^w to attend to them. 

As the di&aie moll CMnmonly ar^ £rom copulation, the fituadons of 
buboes are generally in the groin j but as no part of the body under certain 
circumilances is exempt from this di&aie, we find the neareft external glands 
between the part of abforpdon, and the heart, every where in die boljr ihue 
dM Same £ite with thofe of the grom, efpecially if ext^nal.

The fweiling of the labium appeared to be fomewhat funilar to the fwel- 
ling of the prepuce in fimilar cafes in men, (6 that they would app»r to 
ariie from the fame cauie. 

One would naturally fuppofe that what has been faid of this complaint in 
the lymphatic glands in men, would be wholly applicable to women ; and 
alfo that nothing peculiar to women could take place j but the feat of ab- 
forption is more extenfive in this fex, and the courie of ibme of the ab£>rb- 
ents is alfo diflnrent, from whence there are three fituations of buboes in 
women, two of which are totally difierent &om thole in men, and thefe I 
fufpeO: to be in the abforbents. 

The third fituation of buboes in this lex is fimilar to that in men, and 
therefore th^ may be divided into three, as in men.

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When buboes arife in women where there is no chancre, it is more diffi- 
cult to know whcdier they are venereal or not than in men j for when they 
arife in men vrithout imy local complaint, it' is known that no fuch 
complaint exifts, and therefore the bubo cannot be venereal, excepting by 
immediate abforption ; but in women it is often difficult to know whether 
there be any in&dion prelcnt or not > and tbcre;foFe iii order to afcertain the 
nature of the bubo, attention muft be paid to it's manner of coming on, 
progtisii, and other circumAances^ '

CHAPTER 
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OF THE INFLAMMATION OF BUBOES, AND THE 
. MARKS THAT DISTINGUISH THEM FROM 
OTHER SWELLINGS OF THE GLANDS. 

THE bubo commonly begin} y^Ai alende of p^ which leads dte 
patient toexamihe thepatt, 'f^ierea ifaiflU-4)^ hunbr is tobemt.' 
This incrcafcs like evay other infttmmation that has a tendon^ to ibppu- 
radon ; and if not presented, goes on to fuppuiation ftnd ulcoraiion, the 
matter coming faft to the fldn. 

But we find cafes ^ere they are flow in ihtir ptagn&y which I TuTped 
othd* ariies iram the inflammatbiy pn3cci& beteg k^ bfldc: by Biercuiy, or 
other means ; or being resided by a icrofiiloas tendedcy* fuch a di^ofition 
in the parts not Co readily admitting the tniie'veftereal adion.' 

At firft &e inflammation is confined to the gland^ v4ddi is moveable in 
the cdlnku" membrane ; but as it increafes in 6xe, or as the inffaunmation, 
and more efpecially the ftippbration, advances^ which in all cafes produce 
rather a common efie^ than a fpecific, the fpecific diflance is exceeded, 
the furrounding cdlular membrane becomes more inflamed, and the tumor 
is more diffiifed. Some become erifypelatous, by which means diqr are 
rendered more diffiifed a&d cedematous, and do not readily fupptxrate, a 
circum'flaneti often- attending the ei^fypelflltous inflammatioa. ' ' . 

To afcertain what a difeafe is, is' the'firfl filep in the cure; and when 
two or more caufes* produce fiihitar 'efibfts; great attention is neceJiiuy to

Iffig iisjoidyinjQnegJtuid, veiy flojvAnju'sptQgrefs, ««dgji.ve^ butiUctle or np 
pain, itis.paobably oieRdyicrafuloiiis; .W if .thf Cw^ling is ccmfiderable, 
dijfiiied. and Attended vi^ iome inflMnm»^ aod fMn, then it is wx^ 
pmbable. that^^urc is a conftttutionkl A&ion conJijQiugig io flight fQVO'i the 
l^mploms of idiich .ase laAtude, l«fe id Rppctite, .wint qf Avef, JEoaU 
quick .pulicr and an ^ipcarance of n^roaxhixis heOiQ, Such fwdUiigS ue 
flow in their cure, and do not Gxm. to be i^hSbed by mercuiy, tytn .whm 
very early appdi^. 
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A gentleman had all the fymptoms of a fliglit ferer ; the pal(e a little 
quick and hard, lofs of appetite, and of courJe lots of flefh ; a lUUeflhefs 
and a fallow look. While in this ftate a fwelling took place in the glands 
of one of the groins . He immediately fent for me becaufe he imagined it to 
be venereal. Frcmi the hiftoiy of the cafe I gave it as my firm opmuxi it 
was not ; in this he had not much fiuth. The fwdlings vrere not veiy 
painfiil, and after having acquired a conflderabie fiae ^ey became iUtionary. 
To pleafe him I gave him a box of mercurial ointmait to be nibbed on the 
leg and thigh only, of the fide aiieded, diat it might have a fafficient 
local efied, and as little go into the confutation as pofTible ; but it dkl not 
appear to be (^ any fcrvice to the fweUings in the grcun, tb^ remaining 
JUtionary, and almofl without pain. His friends became uneafy; and ftat 
their furgeons to him, who widiont knowing he was my patient and c^ 
courfe mthout knowing my opinion, imagined that the di&aie was venerea], 
as ibey talked of giving mercury. With refpet^'to the core, I tfaoCQ^ be 
fhould go to the fea and bathe. 

Allowing the cfaanoe of the diiieafe being venereal cr not venenal, to 
be equal, I reafbned upon diat ground. His prefcnt want of health could 
not be fuppofed to arife from any venereal caufe as it was pnor to the 
fwelling in the groin, and 'therefore though the fwelling was. venereal, he 
was not at prefent in a condition to take mercury^ as a fufficient qu«n- 
ti^ of diat medicine fin* die cure would kill him ; and if it fhould not be 
venereal, that ftill a greater qwutity of mercury mufl be giveit than what 
mis ceceffary if it was venereal ; becanie it's not giving way readily would 
naturally make the furgeon puih the mercury further j and be&les this 
difagieeable circumfbnce, the dileale in the groin might be rendered more 
difficult of cure. But if he went to the lea his confutation would be 
reftored j and if the difede in the grcnn proved to be venereal, he would 
be in a proper conditicMi to go through a mercurial courfe, and l^ that 
means get rid of both difeafes by the two methods. =. But if I fhould be 
li^ht in my opinion, that there was nothing venereal in the ca&, then he 
would get well by the lea-bathing alone. 

Thefc arguments bad the defired efied, he went diredUy te the fea, and 

b^aii to recover almoA immediately. About a fortnight after a fmall fup- 

' puradon 
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puratlon took place in one of the glands, I direflxd a poultice (hould be 
made with fea^-water and applied, and if it broke that it fliould not be 
further opened, but poulticed till healed. In fix weeks he came back per- 
fedly recovered in every refpeift. 

The above appearance, with the conititutional afie£tions, I have feen take 
place when there were chancres, and I have been puzzled to determine 
whether it was fympatbetic, from a derangement of the conilitution, or 
from the abforption of matter. ■ 

I have long fufpedted a mixed caie, and I am now certain that fuch exifts. 
1 have feen (^aies where the venereal tnattcr^ like a cold of fever, has. only 
irritated the glands .to difcaie, producing ia than icrofula, to which thqf 
were predifpofed. 

In fuch caics the fwelliiigs commonly arife iLowly,.give but Utde pain, 
and lcem.to.be rather haAened in .their.progTC&. if mercury is given to 
delfaroy the venrasal ds^fition. Soma come to fuppuxation while under this 
refolving couife ; and others which probably had a veneoeal taint at 6ift» 
becomeib inddent that mercury has no efi«d upon them, and in the end 
get well either of thonfelves or by other means, which I imagine may 
have induced Ihme to think that buboes are never venereal. Such cafbs 
requiis groat attention to be able to determine them propedy j and I bdieve 
this requirfi in many caiJes fo mce. a jadg^nent that we fliatl be often liable 
to miftakee. 

Buboes are undoulrtedly local complai^tSt as has been ea^tained. 

How &r the lymphatic glands are to be coolidered as guards againft die 
fiirther progrefs of this or any other difeaie caught by absorption is^ot 
eafily determinod ; we muft however allow diat they cannot prevent the 
poi£}a from getting. into the conilitution in cales where it produces buboes ; 
for whenever it.a0ei^ theie glands in it's coude it produces the iame difeafe 
in them which is capable of fiimifhii]^ the conitituticHi with an incceafed 
quanti^ of the £uiie kind of poiion. 
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: GEKElitAL REFLECTIONS ON tHE CURE OF 

BUBOES. . 

FiLOtM what iiAi been iaid upantheliiftofy ofbiduudtit^besiacdldi 
beii: to entdr into a difci^on of tbe opibionc^ their being a iepo&t 
from the confUtution, and of the conclufion drawn from thk opinion, thit 
tfa^ots^t notia be di^xried^ for according totlw^ieaty, todiiperib dEin 
vDuld ibe to thmw the venereal nuMsr vpaa the confiitiztioii. Bat if dns 
wciEMally ihe cafe then there "woudd be no ooc^on £ir th£ ifStx^macary^ 
pnmded ifaat the bnbo be allowed to pnoceed, as it Would prcwc it's asm 
cure } but even ^olc :viiu> wcsc of this (pinion mre not &lisfiQd vndi ifae 
aire which they fiippofed natnre -had pointed oat, but gave mercuiy and ia 
very large .quantities. . From the &xbc hiftory of a bubo I have aUb eodcft* 
vooml to Aiow that -tfaene ans ifevecal baboos. which aic not in the leaft 
vedoeaU bul fcrafiilouE « and that there arc«Ub buboes winch appear to bo 
only in part veiwreal ; or perhaps only a gland difpofed to fcrofufai bnx^ht 
into aftion by the venereal initation, iinular tt>iirhat happens often &inn the 
auGtter !of the ixnallpax in inocuktian. Thercibre prior to the method of 
cure ihe true vxnereal bnho is to be diftinguiihed from theodiers if potfUe. 
When it is vrdl a£bertuned to be venereal, refolotion is certamly to be at- 
tenapted if the bubo be in a iiate of inflammation only. The propriee^ of 
the attempt depends upon the progrcfs the dUeaic has made. If it be very 
laige, and fapjAiradim appears to be near at hand, it is probable that nicdu- 
tion cannot be eSk&ed ; and if fuppuration has taken fdace, I fltoold very 
much doubt the probability of fuccefs, and an attempt might now pebbly 
only retard the fuppuration, and protract the cure. 

The refolution of thoie inilammations depends principally upon mercury, 
and almoft abfolutely upon the quantity tliat can be made to pafs through 

them: 
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them t «nd the ctne of them, if allowed to come to fuppuration, dqiOKk 
upon die Ikmc drcumftances. The quantity of mercury that can be made 
to pals lAirougha bubo, depends principally apon the quantity of externa} 
iurface for abforption b^ond the bubo. 

Metcuiy is tso be applied in the moft advantageous manner, that is, to 
tboie iiB:&ces by an abfoiption firom which it may pais through the difeafed 
^and ; for by deilroying the difeafe there the conftitution has lefs chance of 
being contaminated. The powers of mercury may often be increafed from, 
the manner in which it is applied. In the cure of buboes it Oiould always 
be made to pals into the conftitution by the ikmc way through which th6 
habit Tocaved the poi&n j and therefore to cffi&, this, it muft be applied to 
the months cf thofe lymphatics which pais through the di&afed part, and 
whidi will ^ways be placed on a foi&ce beyond the di&aie. 

But the fituatitHi of many buboes is fuch as not to have much fur&ce be- 
yond dKm, and thereby J10C toallowjof a fuffidentqiaati^of mn'cuiy b«ng 
taken m in tliis way ^ as for inftanoe, thoie buboes on the body of the poiis 
ariiing &om chancres on die gbna or pcepnce. 

Thdk two far&ces axe not fiiffioient to take in die neceifary quantity ta 
curethafe buboes in it's paflage tfaioagh them; therefore wiwnever the fiiil 
fymptsms of a bubo 4^>pear, it's litnatioD is wbll to be confidered, \nth a 
riew to determine if diere be x .fufScicDt forfiice to cSbOl a core, without 
having recourfe to other ixRans. It is firft to be obfcrved. vriicdier the ab- 
forbent veBUs on the body of the peois are afSaSoedf «c thd giajids in the 
groin. If die di&a& be in the groin, ic muft be oMerred in which of the 
three ifituations of the bc^ before taken notice of, it is« whether on tho 
tipper part of the thigh and groin, on dje lower pan of the belly befora 
Poupart's ligament, or near to the pubes. If they are on the body of dtt 
penis this ftiows that .the ahforbents leading dire&ly fiom the fui£u:e of 
abforption an ^hemfelvet di&aied. If in the groin, and on- the upper part 
of the IJugh,. orpephaps a Utde lower down than what is common^ callei 
the gnxn, then we may fuppoie it it in the glands common to the penis and 
diigh. If high up, or on the lower part of the belly, before Poupart's liga- 
ment, then it is to be fiq^fed that thofe abforbents that ariis from about the 
gcotn, lower part of ^ belly and pubes, pafs through the bubo; and-if &r

forvntrds, then it is moft probable that only the afa£>rbents of the poils and 
fkin about the pubes pais that way. The knowledge of theic fituations is 
very neceflary for the application of mercury for the cure by refoluticm, and 
for the cure after fuppuration has taken place. 

The propriety of diis prdlice muft appear at once, when we conllder that 
the medicine cannot pais to the common circulation without going through 
the difeafed parts j and it muft promote the cure in it's pailage through theni; 
while at the iame time it prevents the matter which has already pafled, and 
is ilill continuing to pafs into the cooilitution fiom acting there, Co that the 
bubo is ctured and the conititution preierved. 

But this prance alone is not always fufficient, there are many caies which 
mercury by itfelf cannot cure. Mercury can only cure the fpecific diipo- 
fition of the inflammation ; and we know that this diieafe is often attended 
with other kinds of infianunation befides the venereal. 

Sometimes the common inflammation is carried to a great hetghtt at odier 
times the inflammation is erifypelatous, and I fufpedl often fcroAilous. Wo 
muft therefore have recourfe to other methods. 

Where the inflammation riies very high; bleeding, purging, and fomenting, 
are generally recommended. Theie will certainly leiTen the a^ftive power of 
the veflels, and render the Inflammation more languid, but dicy can never 
lel^ the ipeciflc eS^s of this poifon, which were the firft caufe, and are 
ftill in ibme degree the fupport of the inflammation. Their efEoGts are only 
lecondary ; and if th^ reduce the inflammation within the bounds of th« 
ipeciiic, it is all the fervice they can perform. If the inflammation be of the 
erifypelatous kind, perhaps bark is the beft medicine that can be given ; or 
if it be fuipefind to be icrofulous, hemlock, and poultices made widi lea- 
water may be of Icrvicc. , 

Vomits have been of fervice in refolving buboes, even after matter has 
been formed in them, and after they have been nearly ready to buift ; this 
k&s upon the principle of one irritation deilroying another ; and the ad of 
fickne^s and vomiting perhaps gives a difpofition for abforptitm. A remark- 
able inftance of this kind happened in an officer who had a bubo at Liibon. 
It c^me. to &ir fuppuration, and was almoft ready to burft. The ikin was 
thin and inflamed, and a plain fluAuation kit. 1 intended opening it, but 
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ss he was going on board a fhip for England on the day following, I thought 
it better to defer it till then. Whep he went on board, he fet fail immedi- 
atelyi-and the wind bleW foi very hard that nothing' could be done for fonit 
days, all which time he was very ficfc, and vomited a good deal j when the 
ficfcrtiififWentidfF, he found the bbbo was'eniirely' gone, and it nisver .aftStf- 
VTifds apptdred. Wheahd came; to England, he went through ajfegulaTq

But in 
fiich eaies' we miift not fo niuch mind thfe forencfe of die-moatfc- as when 
there w but one '; ' however the bub6es iliiift be allowed to 'ga oft- to fuppu- 
ratitMi, rather dian" afled the conftitulidn too'ihuch l^tbfr quantity of mer- 
cfifry J and therefore when there are. two th^ are more likely to ftippurate 
then where there is only one. 

"In the l^ond and tMrd fituation bf trtiboM, if we find rfifet n»^-^itibably 
aiufficicnt quantity of mercury does not pafs through them for their refo- 
lution. 
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luluxi, it nuy be continued to be thrown in by the leg and thigh to aA 
upon the conlHtution, as has been already ob&rvied. The quantity taken 
in in this way muil be greater than what would be neceflaiy if the whole 
could be made to pafs through the bubo. The mouth mull be affedted, 
and that in fHx>portion to dae ftate and progrefe of the bubo. 
, This mediod of refolving buboes occurred to me at BelMe, in &e year 
1 76 1, where I had good opportunities of trying it upon the fddiers ; and I 
can fay with truthj tlut only three buboes have fuppurated imder my care 
fince that time> and two of thefe were in one pa^on> where a imall quan- 
tity of mcrcuty had confidoable efie&s on the conititution, and therefore a. 
fuiSicient quantity could not be fent through the two groins for their refohi* 
tion ; but in both cafes the fuppurations were finall in compariibn to what 
th^ threatmed to be, which I imputed to the mode of treatment. 
■ Many buboes afto: every attempt remain fwelled without either coming 
to refolution or fuppuration, but rather become harikr and fcirrhous. Such 
I apprdiend vwe either fciofvlous at firft, or became fb when the venereal 
difpofition was removed. The cure of them fhould be attempted by hem- 
lock, &a-water poultices, and iea-bathingt as will be further taken notice 
of. 



VI. OF THE TREATMENT OF BUBOES WHEN THEY 
SUPPURATE. 

. ApteR every known method has been ufiid, buboes cannot in all caics 
be reiblved, but come to fuppuration. They then become more an objeA 
of furgory, and are to be treated id fome rdpe^ like any other abfce&. If 
it be thought proper to open a. btd», it ibould be allowed to ^ on thinning 
the parts as much as poffible.

But when a bubo is very large, in which cale there is a large quantity 
of loofe fkin; perhaps the cauflic will anfwer better, both on account of it's 
defhoying fome flcin, and becauie the deftrudion is attended ynfk le& In- .

oftner. ' So ^ as the' conftitution or the part has a ihare in fonning dus 
difeafe, it becomes mcne uncertain ^at the difeafi; is, .becaiife it aftnjl bi 
fome degree partake of the conlViCution or nature of the part. I am apt to 
fui^)ed fomething fcrofiilous in them, especially as they are difcaief c^ the 
lymphatic glands. 

Such difcafes make the cure of the venereal much more uncertain, becaufe 
when the fore becomes ftationary, or the mercury begins to di&grec, we arc 
ready to fufpet^ that the virus is gone, but this is not always the cafe ; the 
virus is perhaps only lefs powerful than the new formed difeafe, and as it 
were lies dormant, or ceafes to adt, and when the odier becomes weaker, 
the venereal begins to fliow itfelf again.

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*-''!|rfae treatment in Cueh cales is to attack the pradomunnt S&aJs, but ftill 
tiu. (difficulty is to find out the dileaie, and when it Is or is not venereal. 
The following cafe explains this difficulty very well. - 
c 'A gd^ejinan^had a very Targe veneceaX bubo : it was opened j he too^ a 
gratt deai (^ mercury for about two months, but I iulpefi not in fufiicient 
flofis,^ which produced a nMrciuial habit ; the bubo had no.difpofitiQn to 
hedl, gnd he came, to me.

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To rctam to the cure of buboes ; where they only become ftationary and 
appear to have but little difpofition to fpread, which is moil common ; and 
pefhaps a finus or two may be ibund running into them from fome other 
gland. I have often feen diem give way to hemlock, and fooner than to any 
thing I am acquainted with, eipccially if joined to the bark. If the hemlock 
is applied both internally and externally it anfwers better. 

Sarfaparilla is often of fingular fervlce here, as well as in other cales ari- 
ling feomingly from the fame caufe ; and I have feen fea-bathing of great 
iervice, as alio iea-water poultice. 

At the Lock Hofpital they ufe goldrefiners water as an application* which 
is of iorice in fwne cales. Dr. Fordyce recommends the juice of oranges 
to be dcank in large quantities, which I have feen good cfGsGts from in fome 
cales. The roezercon is in fonie inilances of fingular ufe.

THE lues TMerea, Iliave already ob&rved, ariies in cohiequence of thd 
posfonoBS matter being abforbtd and carried intti the common cir- 
culation. ' Tfaic ioan of the ^iieafe, which Thave called the canflitutiohat/ 
would appear to be mudi -more complicated* bodi hi the different ways in 
which it may be cafightv and in it's tSkSts when cau^t, than either a 
gonorrhoea or chanCre. It generally ariies tcoca the local complaints before 
taken iloticc cil, ^ Hoc matter being abibrfaed from them and carried into 
the conAitution, The matter hon«vex appears to be capable of being taken 
kito the'coAftitotion by £mple iapplication, widiout firft having produced 
eithtir o? the before meimbned local efibOs, as was tak^ notice of iri 
treating of tiie formation of die buba; but' this feems tobe only when ap-* 
plied to- fome p»iiculac- parts of our body, fuch as may be called a half 
internal furface, as the glans penis; I think it> is probable that it is not 
capdbkiof bding taiken in by the abforbeats df the found ikin. at kaft I 
know of no inftance of it } however this is odly opinion.

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It is likcwife capable of being taken into the conftitution by being applied 
to common ulcers, although not necelTarily rendering thefe ulcers themfelves 
venereal ; alfo by wounds, as has been oblerved ; but I believe alnnys pre- 
vioufly producing ulceration in the wouhd. ' • [ 

Many other modes of infeftion have been fuppo^, but I believe erro- 
neoully; fuch fuppolitions moA probably having taken thdr riie from 
ignorance or deceit, two great fources of error hi this <Ufcaie. 

It is moft likely that contamination takes place about the beginning of 
the local complaints, efpccially when from a chancre j for there is in moft 
cafes lefs chance pf it's happening, aftehvards, becaule the patient cran- 
monly flies to medicine, which generally becomes a prevention of contami- 
nation. For ff it could take place thnnigh the whole time of the cure, we 
fliould havethe jparts contaminated at dil&rent penods, coming into a£Uon 
at different tiniesV feach according to it's Aated time, although in fiinilac 
parts both In their nature aiid other circumilances j but as thele iinular 
parts do not vary much in tiieir times of coining inCo action; it is re^oliable 
to jUppafe th^ were contsiminated iat or near the: Tame time, and therefore 
that no contamination was taking place in the time of the cure, although 
we may fuppofe absorption to be going.on equally then'af at any other time. 
- In CA&s of cpiitaminatiohifrom a gonorrhcto ^ere mj 'mercury has been 
taken, we migfat expert this irregularity in iUnlkr (Ixudures ; but as con- 
tamination fo f^oni takes .place in tim.^ay, we have not a chance of 
gri^t variety from fuch; howev^ it would be worth ^vhHc to afcertain the 
matter, iwliichiifmi a great'in^icafes might bc.donei' ■•■.:. !• ' -. 

Without being very exaAia afcertainJng the'^fiferent proportiOite.ia thofe 
who have , the lues veherea that originates from the three fcveral modes 
above defcribed, I think one may venture to fay from general prafticc or 
experience, that where orx contracts it from the £rft caufe, that is, where 
no local' effc&s have •beenf- produced, an hundred have it from the fecond, 
or gohorrhcea-j and where one )i^s it from the* fecond, an himdred have it 
froni the third, or chancre ; land perhaps not one in live hundred who have 
<:onne£lion with vcnertalwombn, have it^ui the iirft way, and not one in 
art hundred have it frOtti die fecond ; while not one in an himdced would

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•fcape hxnng it fion the third, if ^ means of |nvaitioa vere not made 
uie of in the commoa jxiethad q£ cure of die chancre. 



I. OF THE NATURE OF THE SORES OR UtCERS PRO- 
CEEDING FROM THE LUES VENEREA. 

Ih fvn&quence of the blood being oontuninatcd widi real nnerea} pus, 
it might natoraUji be iuppoied that the. local tffc&s arifing herefrom wouU 
be tike Asat with the original which produced them ; but irom ob&rvatiaii. 
and experiment I have vcafoa ta behere that ther^ aic not, 
. In coalidenng this ftzli^eA tvc may firil ob&rve, that bxal eSeds from 
the conftitution are all of one ^xcics, that is ulcers, let the fijrfacc upoa 
which diey appear be what it will, \idicther the thioat or common ilun„ 
which is not! die caie in the local apptication of the matter in gootvihaea. and. 
chancre s ioi there I oblcrred that it produced ef&ds according ta the nature 
of the 'iiir&ees. Now if the mattes whm in the amiUtutioa weie to ai^ 
upon Ae lame, fptciic pnjicip|» with that whkh is xpfHeA, we ibouiUl 
have g(M«irrh£ea» when it Attacked a canal ; ^»es or chancres whcd it 
attacked crtbes £uiaees ; buib it has never been yet known to pnxluce a go* 
BonhcBa fxom the conftitution^ though this has indeed been Giipe£bcd. For 
ibme gonorrhoeas in which it has not been clear how th^ were contraded^ 
and which did .not caiily give, way to tite common methods of cure, have 
been, fiippofed to base ariien &om the constitution. Whenever the di&a& 
SiSsSU the mouth and no&, it has alvrays been kwked upon as producing a- 
tnie chancre } yet even here I find that fitch ulcers in their iiril appearance- 
are very diSeBoat from chancres. The true chancre, I obiened, produces 
ccHifiderable inflammation, which of couric brings on quickly fiippuration, 
attcadod often with a great deal of pain ; but the local eifo^ from the ctxi- 
ftitucion an flow in their progseis attended with Utde inflammation, and are 
feldcmi or ever painlul, except is particttlar .parts. However this. flu^iOi- 
neft inthc effedts of the poiloa is more or lefs according to the luttire <^ the 
parts- which become dilealcd j for when the tonfils, uvula, or nofe are 
a^ded, it's progrefs is rapid, and the fores have more of the ohuicre in their

appearance than when it ailt^ the flda ; yex I doliot diink tiut the inflam- 
mation is fo great in them as in chancres that are ulcerating equally £dt. 

It has hecn fuppofed that even all the fecretions from the contaminated 
blood could be afK:£ted lb as to produce a like poifon in them ; and as the 
parts of gMicratioii are thrown in the way of receiving it, when frelh con- 
tradled, fo they (till lie under the cenfure of having it retumed upon them 
from the conititution. Hence it has been fuppoled that the tefticles and 
veHculx leminales may be a0e£ted with the difeale ; the femm may become 
venereal, may communicate the di&afe to others, and afW impregnation 
may even grow into' a pocky child: biit all this is- without foundation; 
otherww's when a perfon has the lues venerea no fecreting fur&ce could be 
free froni the ftate <^ a gonorrhcea, nor could any ibre be other than venereal. 
Contrary to all which die iecretionsare the J&me as before j and if a lore is 
produced by any other means in a ibuod part,^^ that fore is not venoeal, 
nor the matter poifiinous, although formed Irom the fame blood. 

The faliva in the cafe of a mad dog being a natural Jccredon rendered 
poifonous, may be brought as an argumoit in cdntradidion to this theory ; 
yet it is ealily accounted for, and might be produced rather as an argument 
in fupport of it. In the dog there is an irritation peculiar to the hydrDj^io- 
bia in the ^ilivary glands ; but the otho- and natural fecretions of the iair.e 
dog, are not capable of giving this infection, becaufe they are not fufceptible 
of the hydrophobiacal irri^tion, and therefore have it not. 

The breadi and fweat are fuppofed to carry along with Aem contagion. 
The milk of the breaA is fuppofed to be capable of containii^ vmereol poi- 
fon, and of aiFedbg the child who fucks it ; but there are feveral reafois 
which overturn thefe opinions. Firft, we find that no fecietion is aSbfted 
by this poifon, excepting whiere the fecreting organs have heta previouily 
afieifted with venereal infliunmation or irritatkm, or it's fpecific mode of 
aiflion. Again, if they were contaminated fo as to produce matter fimilar 
to that of an ulcer in the throat, fuch matter would not be poiibnous, nor 
polTeis a power of communicating the difeafe, as will be explained more 
fiUIy hereafter. Further, true venereal matter, even when taken into the 
ilomach, docs not 2Sk&. either the Jlomach or conftitudon, but is digcAed } 
as was evident in the two following cafes. 

* A gentleman 
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A gentlctiian who Inul cfaaacres which dilchai^ largely, ufed. to \^Jh 
the parts with toiAk in a tea-cup widi fbmc lint, and generally let ^ lint 
lie in the cup in the inilk. A little boy in the hooie ilole the niilk and 
drank it, but whether or not he fwallowcd the lint was not iuiowd. No 
notice was taken o£ this by the gentlnnan eitho' to the family or the boy ; 
and attention unknown to. the &mily was paid to the boy even fpr years, 
bnt nothing happened that could give the leaft fuipicion of it's living af- 
Sc6ted him.either locally in the ftomach or conilitutionany. 
. A gentleman had a moft violent gonorrhcEa in which both the inflani'-' 
mation and the dilcharge were remarkably great. He had al£> a. chordee. 
which was very troubldbme at night when in bed. In order to i;pol the. 
parts and keep tljcsn clean he had a iinall ba^ of milk by the bod iide,. 
in which, when the chordee was troubleibroe, he got .tq>'and di{^)ed or* 
waihed the penis. This operation he frequently repeated in the night. 
Under fuch complaints he allowed a young lady to fleep with him. Her 
cufh>m was to have by the bed fide a bafon of tea to. drink in the morning 
before, ihc got upj' but iinfortunatdiy fot the lady, fhe drank one morning 
the milk inflead of the tea. This was not known till Hie got.up, which 
was five or fix hours after. I was fcnt for diredlly, and in the mean time 
ihe endeavoured to v»mit, but could not. When I. ;came I ordered ip«^- 
ouanfaa, which was to.be fent £»:, and wbich.is flow. in it's operation. 3he 
vomited, but it waa more. than dght hours afto* drinking the milk and 
water, and what. came up. was nothing but flime,, mucus, or water, th^ 
milk being digcAcd. I vras attentive to what might fdlow, but no^iing. 
uncdmmon happened, at leaft for many months. 

. It is alfo fiippoied, that a fostus in the womU of a pocky mother qiiay be 
infetf^and have, the difeafe from her, as it were naturally interwoven with- 
it. This. I flKHfld doubt very much, both, from Vi'hat may be ob&rved of 
t;he iecretions, aiyl fixim finding that even the matter from fuch conftitu- 
ticmal inflapiQuttion is not capable .of coramumcating the di&afe as before; 
QAcndoned. However, one can conceive the bare pofltbility of a diild 
being 2iSc&ed in the womb of a pocky mother, not indeed Axun the dti«afe 
of the iuoUmt, iMit from a part of the fame matter which contanynatea the 
mother and was absorbed by her ; and whether irritating her folids to action. 
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M not may pli^faly be oosntyoA to tho child, pore as abferbed ; and. i£ Co 
it maj zf&^ the child exa£dy in ^ &ine way it did or m^ht have done 
the mother. This idea has been parried iUll fiirthcr ; ibr itt ha& boen fiip« 
poied that fiich a cmtaminated child could contaiainate the bdeafts of a 
cImii woman by iiicking her, the pofiibili^ of which vili bo conSdaei 
p»&iXtty. Wa m^ obferre^ that even the bbod of a poc^ psr£>n has no 
pow^ of contanunating, and is not capable of giving the diftaic to another 
even by inoculatic^ ; for if it were capable of imtating s £mnd ibce to a 
vcnevcal inflammation, no petfsa that had diis matter cinnilating, or had 
iks lues, venerea, could eicape having a venereal ibre whenerer he is Ued or 
recciws a &ratch with a pin, the part £3 wounded turning ipto a chancre. 
For if venereal matter had been on the point of die lancet, oi( on the pun^ 
of the pin, the pMnd^iea would have become chancres. 



II. GP THE MATTER FROM SORES IN THE LUE& VENE- 
REA COMPARED WITH THAT FROM CHANOtES AND 
BUBOES. 

Whbn the matter has got into the conAitu^a it from thsoc« psoducea 
many local tfkOx on ^&ieat paste <^ the hody^ which art in goweal a* 
kind of inflammation, or at leaA aa increaJiad aiftion ocoafioning a fuppun- 
tioa of it's owakind; it ia%}p(^ that the matlm-proiucad in conftqaence 
of theie inftunnutioDS, $railar to (he nutter Irom a gononhoea of chancres- 
is alio venereal and poilbnous. This I believe till now has never been 
dsni^j and upon the firft- view of the fubjeft one would be inpUned to iiip- 
po& that it really ihouM be venereal : ibr firA the venereal matter is the 
cauie } and again the lame treatment cures both diieaies } thus mercuiy 
cures both a chancse and a lues veneco. ; however this is no decifive pnof, 
as mercury cuces many difeaiies befides the venereal. On the odker hand 
there ase many Aeoag reafons- &r bdienag that the matter is not vencmaL 
There is one cufious £idc which fliows it is either not venereal^ or if it be, 
l^t it is not c^ble of a^ng ki fome pefpeds on the iajne bo^ or iame 
ftate of ccmftitution as that matter does which i,s produced fiom a chancre 
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or gonorrhcea. The pus from the& latter when abibrbisd generally pro- 
duccG a bubo, as has been defcribcd ; but we never find a bubo from the 
abfbrption of imtter from a pocky ibre ; for inftance, whoi there is a ve* 
nereal ulcer in the throat, we have no buboes in the glands of the neck j 
whoi there are venereal fores on the arms, or even fuppurating nodes on 
the ulna> there are no fwelUngs of the glands of the arm-pit ; althou^ fiich 
will take place if freOi venereal matter is applied Co a commtm lore on the 
arm, hand, or fingers. No fwelling takes place in the glands of the groin 
from either nodes or blotches on the legs and thighs. It may be foppofed 
that there is no abforption going on from (iich ibrcsj but I think we have 
ho grounds fot fuch fuppolition. I.t's mode of irritation, or the a^<Hi of 
the parts ai&£ted is veiy difierent irom what happens in the chancre, gonor- 
rhoea or bubo, bong hudly attended with inflanunation, which in them is 
generally violent. 

It might be fuppo^ that a conflitution truly and univerlally pocky, is 
not to be affbfted locally by the fame fpedes of matter ; but from the fol- 
lowing experimoits it would appear that matter from a gononiicea or chancre 
is capable of afie^ng a man locally that is already poxed ; and that matter 
from pocky fores, arifing fixHn the conftitution, has not that power. 

A man had been a£feaed with the venncal difeafe a long tune, and had 
been feveral times falivated, but the diieafe ftill broke out anew. He was . 
taken into St. George's Hofpital, af!e6led with a number of pocky ibres j 
and before I put him under a mcrciuial courie I made. the following experi- 
ment : I took £>me matter fixnn one of the fores upon the point of a lancet> 
and made three ihiaU wounds upon the back where the fkin was finooth 
and found, deep enough to draw blood. I made a wound fimilar to the 
other three, wiih a clean lancet, the four woimds making a quadrangle j 
but all the wounds Ivsaled up and none of them e^r appeared after. 

This experiment I have repeated more than once, and with the ^me 
refult i it fhows that a pocky perfon cannot be affeded locally with the 
matter proceeding from the fores produced by the lues vener&i. Biit to fee 
how fit real venereal matter was capable of producing chancres on a pocky 
perfon, I made the following experiment. 

4 F A man 
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A sun vho hsiA wnereal blotcbes on mimy puts of bis Ain, ^wu ino^ 
oulated in ^Quiid parts with matter from a ch»npre» »ad alio with matter 
from his own Cota. The wounds impregnated with the nwtCer from tibe 
chancres becanw chaocFet, but die others healed up. Here then was » 
v^raiereal conflitQtion cs4>ahte of being ai&£tod locally with frfQi rciwreal 
matter. This expoiment I have likewiTe repeated more th«o once, and 
always wkh the £uiie eSs&. 

I ordered a perfoa at St, George^ HcM^tal to be iaecubted widi the 
matter taken from a wdl marked venereal nicer on the tonjil, and aUb -with 
matter irom a gononJuEa, which prodocod the fame el&£U as in the pse-r 
ceding experiment } diat is, ttw maicer from the gpaorthva fwdwed a 
chancre, but diat from the tonfil had no efifeA. 

A woman, aged twenfi^-frvc, came into St. Ge(»ge'« Hofyktai, Auguft 
21, 1782, with lores on her legs, and blotches over her body. Her huf- 
foand was a Toldier. Hs gave her -fhe venereal dii«de, JDecember 1781. 
Her fymptotns then were a diicharge fr«m the v&giaa, aftd a Ikia^l fwc!- 
ling of the glands of the groin, ^hich were p»nful. She had taken ipam 
pills, fuppo&d to be mercunal* to the number of thir^. February 47821 
about three moaths after beiog infis^d. the difcharge QBoppod, but the 
fwelling, which had bocn gradually incieaiing era: £nce it's &il appear- 
ance, had now fiippurated. She applied ieme ointment to it whkh was 
brought her by her huftiand, and in two months it got well, that is, in 
A|«il 1782. After the bubo got well, a difcharge from the va^na came 
on, for which {he took miHV of the Guae pills Qk had taken be&re, to 
the number of thirty. Afrn this time Uotches camf out over her whole 
body ; ibme of which about her 1^, under her anns, and upon ho* nip- 
ples, ulcerated. 

Twins, which fhe bore at eight montiis, in March 1782, at the time 
the bubo was healing, had blotdies upon them at their hUA, and died &on 
after. 

Another girl, about two years okl, whom ihe fnckled, was alfo covered 
with blotches when ihe came to the hojpital. 

To afcertain whether her iecondaiy ulcers vtvre infoftious, that is, whether 
the matter of them would have the ipecific efieds of venereal matter, ihe 

was 
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was iaoeulated with fi)me in^tter 6x>ai one of h^ ownulcen.a&d wUhiome 
matter from a bubo of anotiier peiibn whcxe metcury had not b?^ «&d. 
This was done> September 18, 1782. September ig, the pundure where 
ftic w^ inoculated wjUh Iks' own matter ga.ve jb^ pain three hours from the 
time of inoculation* . ^nd the day foUowiog it mjSamed a little^ The other 
^ad not then infla^oed fit all. 

September 20, both the pun^ures had fuppurated and had the appear- 
ance of a imallpox puftule ; th^ fpread confiderably> and were attended 
yndi a .good deal of inflammation. That from hra- own matter healed 
wi^ common poultices, and ointments without mercury j but the otbo'f 
although treatol ijt a limilar way, conjtiaued in the fame Aatc^ attended 
with much pain and inflammation. 

SepQ^nher 21, the child was inociUated with fo0e matter Srqm one of 
it's own idcers, and with fame common pu6. The piuii^tures both infiamed 
in a finall degree, but neither of (hem fulgurated. 

ThenKH^n* and the child wait into the falivatiop ward, Oflober 21, 
1782 } the child took no mtcrcury. It w«8 fupp(^ that it's gums became 
a little :fQre ; -and the blotches got well. 

During the tjme. that the mother was ufi/^ mercury, the uker from 
inoculation began to get well, and all her voierea] fymptons difappeared. 
What ftall we day to this cafe ? V/wc the blotches venereal ? Thtae was 
every leading etFCivnftance to make us think £>, which was &«n^hened 
by thf method of cwr. ■ If th^ we^ venereal it firengthens my opinioQ 
ihftt the conAitutional appearances of the chleale do not produce matter of 
the fame Ipecies that produced them. If it wafi not vai«real, then it ihows 
•we have no abfolute rule by which. to judge in Atch ca&s. 

It has 'been fuppofed and a&rted frcm obfervation^ that ulcers in the 
mouths of children fn»n a conAimtional difeaie, which cobftitutional di&afe 
vfx fuppoled to be derived ftom the parent, prodwxd the fame diieafe upon 
the nipples of women who had been fucked by them> giving it as it were at 
1^ thitd liand} that is, Uie children were contaminated either by their 
mothers or &thcrs having the difeafe in form of a lues venerea (of which 
I havt endeavoured to fliow the impoflibili^) i the child was the kx^md, 

and 
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and the nurfe wfts the third. If however it w»e poflible b> c(»itaminate 
once in this way it would be poflible to contaminate for ever. 

How far the obfervations upon which t^e b^ore mentioned opinion is 
founded have been made with fufficicnt accuracy to overturn thofe which I 
made with a view to afcertain the truth, I know not. But from a more 
accurate invcftigation of fomc of thofc cafes which were by moft of the 
faculty called venereal, they appeared evidently not to be fuch : to fay what 
they were would lead us Into the confideration of other dKeafes. The fol- 
lowing cafe may leilen our faith in the hifk)rie6 of fuCh as have been fupp^cd 
toi be venereal. 

Before I de&ribe the cafe I fhall firfl mention fbme of the circumfUoccs 
leading to it. 

A child was fuppofed to infed it's nurfe with the venereal difeafe. The 
parents hod been married above twelve years when this child was bom. llie 
fither was a very fond hiifband, and the mother one of the mildeft and mc^ 
a%£tionate women that could poflibly ezifl. The father had a venereal 
gtmorrhcea two years bdon he married, that is, fourteen years before the 
birth of the child. About nine months after marriage they had a child, 
and afterwards a fecond, both <^ which were extremely healthy at tnrth, 
and flill continue. Co. The mother Ml into a weakly ftate of healdb and 
mifcarried of her third child at the end of five months. The fourdi child 
came at feven mmths, but was puny, wejik, and had hardly any cuticle 
when bom. It was immediately after birth attacked with a violent diibrder 
in the bowels fb as to purge blood. It died in a few days and was opened 
by me. The whole flcin was almoft one excoriated furface. The intellinet 
were violently inflamed and thickened. 

With her fifth child, from great care, ihe went eighu months, and it 
was now hoped that fhe might go the full time, and alto that diis child 
might be more healthy than the former. When (he was delivered, the 
child was very thin, but free from any viflble complaint. 

^Some days after birth it became bliftered in a vaft number of places oo 
it's body, which bliflers were filled with a kind of mattw, and when tbqf 
broke they difcharged a thinniOi pus. The inlide of the mouth was in the 
fame condition. Bark was given to the nurfe. Bark in milk was given

to &c diild by the nioatk, zad it was fbiiieated m(k decodion ef b^fej 
but in about three weeks after birtji it died. 

Some weeks after tha death of the c^d the node's nip^e, and the rin^ 
nmnd the Hi|^le, inflaincd> and finrs or ulcers were fbnued with a dreuni'- 
^ribed bafe.'' Tbejrwece poulticed, but without benefit. She alfo complainad 
cf a iibro throat, but du ianfation Ibe complained of was fo low in the 
l^roat that iwthing difeafed could be ieen. A fweHiog took place- in the 
glands of the artn-j»tr but they did not fnppucatc. She applied to a |^* 
fician, and from the account (ht gave bt pronounced her difeaie to be Tene^ 
real, and that ihe had given fuck to a feui child ; and ordered ten bants of 
mercarial CHntnwnt to be ruUied in on hra legs and.thighs^ dg^ of which 
had been ufed when I faw her, and then her mouth was beccnne eietreaiely 
fore. 

Thefe circumAances came to the ear$^ of die family, and an alarm took 
place. The hnfeand went litHn Jurgeon to fbrgcouy and Irom phyfician^ to 
l^yficion^ to know if it was poflible for him to have the diftafe for fiftiv* 
teen years, and never to have perceived x fit^Ie ^mptDun of it in ail tiat 
time : or zf it was pdfiblie he could get childioi: with tisie difoiSt now, when 
the two firft were healdiy. He alfi> warited to know, if it was pofiible for 
his wife to have caught die difeafe from him under fnch drcumftances j and 
alGa, if fhe could breed children with diis dxfeaie,^ ahhongh ifae her&df never 
had a fingle fjimptom of it. if we take all the above mentioned drcum- 
ftances as fe^ts, it was impoifible there could be any thiig venereal in the 
cafe ; but as they could not be abfolutely proved 10 he 6t£ts, thare remained 
a doubt'in thenvind, a- fiunething ftili to.bepnncd. 
" Now let us fee what the refult of th» (SUe itfdf iays. ■ TIk nurfe's moutfc 
was become extremely fore from the merciKy when I firft fkw herw I.delired 
that Mr. ^tt might fee her along vrith me; and'it was the ofamoa of us 
both, that the fores on the nipple anditfunditwCK not venereal' j^ but it was 
fllkdgedi' that as (he Had talcen mercury their not having a venereal appear^ 
ancenowwas owln^.to diat cwiie. The bark was given, as -alio the far- 
fttparilla, but the fores did hot heal, no^ did they get worfc; nor did the 
ihouth get htttcr by leaving off rfie' mercury ; they both as it were become

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Aatimaiy. I orAuoA the hemlock, but that appeaad ta have no < 
While this was gc»ng on eruptions broke out on the fkin. The Jkin of the 
hands anci fingers peeled off, the nails of bodi fingers and toes iepaiated, and 
lores formed about their roots, which were all fuppofed (by many) to be ve- 
nereal. But £xne of them appearing while the confUtution was full of 
mercury, and o^rs difappearing without any further ufe of that modicincv 
I was clear they were not. We fu^wded that her mode of living was fudi 
as contributed greatly to the omtinuance c^ h«^ firll complaint, and gave 
rife to the new ones } the looked deje^ed and fallow. She was defired to 
go into'an hofpital, i^ch ihe did. As loon as (be got into a warm bed, 
and hail good whole&me food flie began to mend, and in about five or fix 
weeks fhe had got fat and almoft well, the fore only about the root of tbft 
nail of the great toe had not healed j but that appeared now to be owing to 
the root of the nail being detached, therefore a^ng as an extraneous body. 
-£he came out <^ the hofpital before diis toe had got v^» and hy returning 
t« her old poor mode of living the ibrenefs in the mouth returned ; however 
ihe mended in the end without the ufe of more mercury. 

This cafe I (hall further confider when on difeafes refembling the venereal. 

The following cafe will fiuther prove that we often fufped complaints t9 
be venereal when they really are not. 

A gentleman had for fomc time blotdKS on his Hun. The face, arms, 
legs and thighs, were in many places covered with them, and they woe 
in theif different ftages of violence. In this fituation he appHed to me ; and 
I muft own they bad a very fufpidous appearance. I afked him what hs 
fuppofed thefe blotches were ; he faid he fuppofed them to be venereal. 
I afked him when he had a recent venereal cranplaint ; he told me not for 
above twelve months. I then afked him how long he had had the blotchcsj 
and the anfwer was, above £x months. As this was a fuiiiciait dme for 
making obfervations upc»i them that might afcertain better than the mere ' 
appearance what th^ were, I afked him if any of the blotches that came 
firfl had di&ppeared in diat time j and he &id many j I delired to lee where 
thofe had been ; and on examining I found only a dilcoloured fkin, common 
to the healing of fuperficial fores. I then declared to him that they were 
not veneieal, for noat would have di£ippeared if they had. He now in-

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fever, and a^r a time it partakes a good deal of the natore of the 
heOic. 

. Theie ^imptoms often take place independent of or unattended by any 
Ipcal a£Uc», and when that i& the cafe it becomes very uncertain what the 
dileaie is j for we may ob&rve that in the proof of any point whidi 
cannot be made out directly it Is the concurrence of drciunllanoes that 
becomes the proof. Many of theic iymptoms gjve way to mercury, which 
IS probably the only concurring circumilance attending diis complaint 
that is a proof of it's being venereal.' It rather howeva- appears to be 
againil: this idea that for the moll part a much ihialler quantiQr is luf- 
ficient for the cure of fuch fympt(»ns than what is neccflary for the cure 
of local complaints. But if mercury always cured them it would not be 
vqy material what they were called. It is worth confideration however, 
how £ir the venereal potfon when in the conflitutioa does or does not 
al^^^ys prodxux local e&^ls^ diat it in general does we are certain ; but 
whether it is ever a cauie of conftitutbnal. iyn^mms, fimply, fuch as lols 
of appetite, wafting, debility, want of Qcepr and fever, at kit becoming 
beiftic, is imcertain ; utd it is alio uncertain if it is ever capaUe of pro- 
ducing local z&ioas fimaa irritations only without an alteration of the 
ibucdiire of the pai;ts irritated, as cough, iectetion from tbe huigs, |Hirging, 
headachs, ficknefs, pains in diSerent parts of the body like, rheumatic 
pains, but not foun an alteration of the ftnidure of the part taking place, 
as beginning nodes. If fuch e&ds take {dace, werauilin fuch a caltf 
rely entire^ on the hiih>ry of the difea&, and pronounce according t<) 
probability. Such ccnnplaints come oftaer under the management of thfl 
phy£cian than t3ae iiargeon, to whom I would recommend a particular at-* 
tention tothisi. 

The fever in coniiujueace of the vsnecea] irritation, like moil other 
fevers, deiaages the con^tution which thereupon aiTumes fuch adtions as 
it has the greate£b tendency to. It is capable c^ producing glandular 
fffellings in many parts of the body, and probably many (^ the nodes

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diat arifc in the time of this fisver may proceed from the fever, and fimilar 
to every fuch effeft from whatever caufe it does not partake of the difeafc 
which produced it, for it is not venereal ; it only takes place in conftitu- 
tbns very fufceptible of fuch- aaion where the predifpofing cauie is ftrong 
and probably at feafons moft fitted to produce it, only waiting the imme- 
diate caufe to put them into aftion, fuch will and do go away of than- 
ielves when the predifpoiing caufe ceafes, fiich as ieafon. 



IV. OF THE LOCAL AND CONSTITUTIONAL FORMS OF 
THE DISEASE NEVER INTERFERING WITH ONE ANO- 
THER. 

I obferved when treating of the gonorrhcea and chancre, that ihcf do 
not interfere when occurring in the fame perfon, the one ndther increaling 
the fymptoms, nor retarding the cure of the other. And it may alfo ba 
obfervcd, that the chancre or gonorrhcea and the conftitutional form of the 
difeafc meeting in the fame perfon do not interftxe with each other, .either 
in their fymptoms or cure -, therefore a man may have any one of the 
kinds, and then get another without incieafing.the firft, or having the lait 
increafed by the firft. 

To explain thefe efiefts more fiilly, let me ob&rve» that if a man has ai 
gonorrhcea, and a chancre appears fome days after, the chancre does no! 
dther increafe or diminiQi the gonorrhcea. Again, if a man has dther a 
gonorrhoea, a chancre, or both, and a lues venerea en£ie in confequence of 
either of thefe, ndther the gonorrhcea norchancreis afieftedby it. Ifaman 
has a lues venerea and gets either a gonorrhoea, or chancre, or both, neither 
of them affects the lues venerea, nor are their fymptoms the w(»ie. Nor is 
the cure of either fingly, retarded by the preferice of the other ; for a gonor- 
rhoea is as eafily cured when there are chancres, as when there are none, even 
although the chancres are not attempted to be cured} and a chancre may 
be cured locally independent of the gonorrhcea. Further, a gonorrhoea, 
chancre, or both, may be as eafily cured, when the conilitution is pcoced 
nther by thein, or previous to their appearance, as when the perfon is in 

perfca 
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■ptxSaGt healA j but the chancre has this advantage, that the conAitution 
cannot be cured without it's being Ukewife cured. 

The gonorrhcea and chancre indeed fo hi influence one another, as the 
one can be in fome degree a caufe of prevention of the other, as has been, 
already obferved j but I believe that diis circumftance does not aflifl: in the 
cure of either, yet I could concave it might, each afUng as a derivator ta 
the other, withoi^ increaiing it's own fpeciiic mode of action ^ 



V. OF THE SUPPOSED TERMINATION OF THE LUES 
VENEREA IN OTHER DISEASES. 

This difeafe .&ld(»n or ever interferes with other diforders, or runs into, 
or terminates in any other, although it has been very much accuied o£ 
doing Co i for a termination of one di&ale in another, as I underftand the 
exprefBon, mCid always be a cure of the one terminated ; but the venereal 
dileafe ne?ver terminates till the proper reme^ is applied, and therefiM* never 
can run into any other difeale. 

' That venet«al complaints may be die cauie of others I diink is very pro- 
bable. I have feen a chancre the immediate caufe of an erifypektous in> 
flammation, but die venereal did not terminate in the oifypelatous ihflam- 
matiwi, for if it had the chancre would have been cured; nor was the 
^ifypdatous inflammmation vmereal ; the chancre only aded here as a 
common irrifiator, independent of the fpeciiic quality of die difeaie as a 
caufe. I have itiiown a venereal bubo become a fcroflilous fore as ibon 
as the voiereal a^Ma- was deftroyed by mercuiy ; this was not a venereal 
terminating in a ibrofiiions sifie^on, for in fuch a view the fcrofula muit 
have cured thevenereal. The venereal di&afe would feem only to partake 
of the nature of fuch diforders as the conftitution was previoufly difpofed to, 
and may pulh into adtion the caufes of thefe dllbrders. The fame obferva- 
tion anpd ' mode o£ reaibning holds equally good with refpeft to odier di- 
ieaies. . The common' fymptoms however of the lues venerea, though ia 
ibme degne according to the conititution, are not ib much Sa as either in 
ihis (Akituxer or the gomwrhoea ; for the lues venerea is atteiided with vety 
' little 
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little inflammation* which in general pamkes much more of d>e oatuM of 
the conititution than any other di&aied a(!Hoa. . . :- , 



VL OF THE SPECiFIC DISTANCE OF -THE VENEREA!, 
INFLAMMATION, . . ; . 

I have already obierved, that many fpeclfic diieafes, as alio thole arifing 
from poifon, have their local effe^ confined to certain diflances, which I 
have called their local. Ipecific difta&ce ; and it would appear frpm obfcrva- 
tion, that the venereal irritation and infknimatioii^ of whatever kind it may 
be, is guided by this principle; , for it feldom extends iar beyond the furiace 
that receives it ; theacigbtraurhgpart aotbaving a tpedency to'iQmi|)athj& 
or run eafily into ihie kind of inflanuiiatton. Thi« is the reaiOi) why we find 
a goDonhcea for weeks coaftned to oofl fpot in ^ i/v^va iik toen, apd £at 
mouths to the vagina in womta, not exjbsndu^g ^r^er-.in eHher. In,chaBa«ft 
aJfatheinflammatJonia ooniaiedie the Jibit of 4>q^is without hQC4Riui£.ibt 
djffuicd as when irom common accidents. As. a fUrlEher proof of ^h^ $k^ wo 
&idit is abb confined to tiie g^tajads «f the^rainincaiib,of bid^94«till mat-

leafonably 
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reafonably iuppoie, that fuch healthy coilftitutions are the furdteft in difpb- 
iition fhim the inflammatory aftion j and we may alfo fuppofe ftUl more Co 
from the fpecific. What would appear to ilrengthen this idea is, that when 
• ^e conftitution is fuch as readily goes into inflammation, the more readiljr 
does the inflammation fpread, every part being fufceptible of fuch z&ioa $ 
and we find that in many the ipecific alfo fpreads, although not in {o great 
a degree, fron which we may fuppofe that the fpeciflc is always a more 
confined mode of a£Uon. I have fufpeded that whoi the body was dilpofed 
to increafe the inflammation beyond the ipecific diftance, it was of the erify- 
pelatous kind, as was Qientioned bejEbre> and which is to be attended to in 
the cure. 



VII. OF THE PARTS MOST SUSCEPTIBLE OF THE LUES 
VENEREA— OF THE TIME AND MANNER IN WHICH 
THEY ARE AFFECTED— WHAT IS MEANT BY CONTA- 
MINATION, DISPOSITION AND ACTION— SUMMARY OF. 
THE DOCTRINE. 

When I a^ffxd the cauJes for fo great a di&rence in the efieds of the 
iame pcufon upon two diflerent furfaces, as forming the gonorrhcea and 
chancre, I then iaid I did not know whether fimilar furfiices in every part 
of the body were equally fufceptible of this irritation, having but few com- 
parati^ trials of, the dire^ application of the poifon to other parts befides 
thofe of generation. . But it would appear that Ibme parts of the body are 
much lefs fufceptible of the lues venerea than others ; and not only lb, but 
many parts, fo &r as we know, are not fufceptible of it at all. For we 
liave not yet had every part of the body afield ; we have not feen the brain 
a&ffced, the heart, fiomach, liver, kidn^s, nor other viicera j although fuch 
cafes are defcribed in authors. But as there are difiercnt orders of parts 
refpe£ling the times of the diieafe appearing, and as the perfbn commonly 
flies to reli^ upon the firft or fecond appearances, it may be fuppofed that 
the whole difeafe in the parts anally aflcfted is cured before the other 
parts have had time to come into action, which will therefi>re be cured 
: . 4 I under 
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under Ae ft&te of a difpofiUon onljr» if we can conceive that a eofe can 
take place before parts have come into adUon. But if die parts viiibly af^ 
felted are cured ndiile thole only difpoied are not, and afterwards come into 
aOion, they would form a iecond ordo- reipeAing time j and if tiiefe agtin 
aie cured, and odier parts under a difpoiition fliould come intt> adion, fuch 
would form a third order of parts refpeding time. The lungs have been 
bdieved to have been afiefted with the venereal di&afe, both from the cir- 
cumftances preceding the complaint, and from the complaint itfelf being 
cured by mercury } and their being aflfeAed when the other viicera are not^ 
may arile from dieir being in fome degree an external ftnfice> as will be 
explained hereafter. 

It is this form of the difeafc therefore that gjves us the comparative iuf- 
ceptibility of parts both for difppfition and aftion. For we muft fuppo& 
that all parts are equally and at once exposed to the a^on of the poilbn ; 
but though there may be various d^rees of fufceptibility, it will be fufficient 
for practice to divide them into two, under the followmg appellations of 
frft in ortUrt Au^fecond in order, to which we may add the intermediate. 

Whether the parts that are really firil af)e(^ed are naturally more ea£ly 
afleifted by this kind of irritation, or that fome other circumilance which 
bdbngs to thefe parts is the cauib, cannot be abfelutely determined ; but 
&om conlidering the matter attentively it would appear to be owing to fome- 
thing fbcdgn to the conftitudon, and alfo not depending on the nature <^ 
the {Mirta thcm&lves ; for if we take a view of all the parts dut are firil afw 
6£ted by this dileafe when arifing from the conflitution, which I fhalt 
fuppoie are the parts moll fufoeptible of it, we Hull fee that in the recent 
ftatie (^ the diieafe thdie parts are fubjet^ to one general iSkGaon, while 
there are iloular parts of the body not afie£ted by this difeafe, and not fub- 
yoQt to this general afieiftion. Probably the parts iectrnd in cvder may 
naturally be as fufceptible of the irritation as thofe firil in order } but not 
being under the influence of an irritating cauie they are later in coming into 
a^ion ; and there are alio probably other caufe in the nature of the parts 
themielves, fuch as being indolent in all their a£ticms, and of courfe indolent 
in this, therefore later in coming into a^on. However it is not univerlally 
the cafe that the parts which I have called firil in ordo- are always fo j oa 

the 
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ihe contrary, vn find- that this order is invoked in {bme cdxs, although hni 
nreljr. We cannot fuppofe that this difference arifes frcan any a(5Hve power 
tn the poi£}n, nor any particular diro6Uon of it, but from properties in the 
parts dieno&lves j for it may be alk>wed us to fuppofe, that when this mat-i 
ter has got into the (Circulation, it A&i on all parts of the body with equal 
force ; ^at it, it is not determined to any one part more than another by 
any graieral or particular power in the animal machine j nor is the natur* 
of the poifon fuch as will fall more readily on ,onc part of the body than 
another, when they are all in limilar circumftances. That fome parts there- 
fore are more readily af&£ted by it than others, owing to circumftances 
which are no part of the animal principle, nor of the poifon ; and a!fo that 
ibme parts of the body have a greater tendency to be irritated by it than; 
Others, muft be allowed. 

- The parts Aat arg aflfefted by this fbnn of the difeafe when in' it's eaHy 
^ge or appearance, \vhich I have called lirft in order, are the fkin, tonfile, 
nofe, throat, infide <^ the mouth, and fometimes the tongue/ When in it'^ 
feter ftatc, the perioftcum, fafciae, and bones come into a6lion, and thcfe I 
Call jeoond in order ^ parts. Perhaps the bones come into aftion from the 
membrane being affected. 

- That we may be able to acco«nt in ibme meafure for thefe fimilar efiedts 
as to time in diffimilar parts, fiich as the fkin and the toniils, two Very dif- 
ferenl kinds of parts, let us consider in what circumftancc they agree, and 
why they are more fiifceptible of this irribition than thoft parts that prob- 
ably are naturally as much fo, although th^ do hot take it on io readily, 
fiieh as die perioAeum, faiciae, and bcoies. 

The moft nmaricable circumibtnce perhaps to which the external fur&ce 
M cxpofbd, and to which the internal is not, is cdd, or a fucceflion of dif- 
fident degrees of cold. For we may obferve in general, that the atniofphere

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in which vit Uvt is cdder than t^K human body* in; it's ufual tempaattuet 
therefore die (kin, &c. is continually expofed to a cold greater than what 
the interna] parts are ; and we find diat all thofe parts wiueh are dk^ ex- 
pofed to thisj admit of being much more eaiily afk&edt or come more 
readily into a^^on in this difeafe than the others. 

It is certain that cold has very powerful eHe^ on the aiiimlil ceoonon^i 
It would at leaA appear to have great powers of difpofing the body for re- 
ceiving the venereal irritation, and going readily on with it. 

From this idea we may account for feveral circumftances refpofling this 
difeafe j why the mouth, nofe and fldri are the moft frequently a&aed by 
it, becauie they are moft fufceptiblc of it from the caufcs before mentimed,^ 
and for the lame reafon they come more readUy into action. If this is a 
true folution, it alio accounts for thoie lecond in order ; fer if the poifin 
has contaminated both the order of parts as to the fufceptibility and time <rf 
coming into a£tion, it is natural to fuppofe that thofe parts that are as it 
were prBdifppied by the common cau&s, aiid therefore wt^ ealily afinded, 
viz. the fiu^ces that are moft cxpofed ihall come firft into adim; the 
parts expo^ to cold in the next degree, forming the fecond in order, come 
next into aOion, fuch as bones, periofteum, &c. but even in them it is not 
in every bone alikc^ or every part alike in any one hoot; for it appears, firft 
in thoie that are in fome meafure within the power of being afield by 
fympathy from appUcation of cold to the fkin : we find that when the 
deeper feated parts, or the parts iecpnd in order come into aftion, fuch as 
the periofteimi or bones, it is firft in thefe that are neareft the external ibr- 
face of the body, fuch as the periofteutn or bones of the head, the tilMa, - 
ulna, bones of the ilofe, &c. nor does it afted the& bones on all fides 
equally, but firft on that iide next the extemal furface. However, it would 
appear that in the bones there is another ca^ie beiides the viciflitudes <£ 
weather, why this difeaie ihould attack them ; for the perioileum of lxHies» 
or bones themielves, are not liable to be diieafed on all parts in propor-

tion 
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tlon to the diftance from the flun, the peiioileum which covers ^ ankles, 
or many of the joints being as near the external furface as many other parta 
of the periofteum or bones that are affbSed. The nature of the bones 
themfelvcs which are covered by that perioAeum are fomewhat dii&rent, 
they are fofter io their texture, therefore th^ would lean to be aiie<£ted ia 
proportion to their neamefs to the ikin and hardne& of the bones jointly j 
which would incline us to believe that the bones are more ealily zikSbedf 
and rather have ibme influence uptm the periofteum in this difeaie> than the 
periofteum updn them; and this fufceptibility in the hard bones would appear 
to be in proportion to their quantity of earth and expofure to cold combined. 

It may be c^jeifted to this theory, that the fore part of the tibia, &c, 
cannot be really colder dian the back part ; bat thai it may be fuppofed* 
that it is not neceflary that die part Ihould be adually cold, but only 
within the power of fympathy. For a part that is not adually cold is cap- 
able of being af&)^ed from it's iympathiftng with a cold part in the lame 
manner as if a^ually cold j although perhaps not in fo great a degree, and 
therefore requires a longer time to come into -ai^tHi than if it were adually 
cold. We find for example, that when the Ikin is adually cold, the mufcles 
underneath are thrown into alternate action, fo that vre tremble, or our 
teeth chatter with cold, and yet it is pebble that thelb mufcles may not be 
colder at this time than any other ; although it is moft probable that they 
are really colder,* which will aflift the power of fympathy. So far as cold 
can afteA the actions of parts, fo &r alfo will the fympathiling part be af- 
fo^ed in proportion as it is nearer to the parts aiEhially cold j therefore the 
deeper feated parts in the venereal difeafe are later in coming into action. 

The adual cold parts come firft into action, then thofe that are lels fo, 
and next thofe. that are neareft in fympathy, and fo on, except the parts firft 
in order of fuiceptibility have been only partially cured, and then their re- 
currence may correfpond with the adion of thole that are fecond in orda of 
fufoeptifaility, and all the parts will come into adtion together. What 
would feem to ftroigthen this opinion is, the different eftefts that arile from 
dif&rent climates : in warm climates the difeafe feldom or ever ari&s to fuch

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a heiglit as in coB cUmites ; it is more flow in it's progrefs ftnd much 
more eaiy to cure, at leaft if we may give credit to the account) we havo 
' recdved o£ the difeafc in itich climates. 

Whether the dii&rence in the time of appearance between, the fuperficial 
and deeper &atcd parts in warm climates is the fame as in cold ones, I do 
hot know i but frcnn the above theory it Should not be fo great in die warm 
as in the cold climates. 

Befides the cau&s already mentioned, it wouldappear that diere are others 
by which the lues venerea may be brought fooner into action than it other* 
ways would be if left entirely to the nature of the conftitudon ; for I think 
I have feen cafes where fever has brought it into a.&ioa whoi the difpoiitiDn 
had been previoufly formed. Like moil other difcafea to vt^tiich diere is a 
fuTceptibility or difpofition» we find that any difturbance in the conftitutioa 
fiiall call it forth : fcrofida, gout, and rheumatiim are ofttn called fi»th in 
this way. 

Having faid that the deeper ieated parts of the body come into at^ion later 
than thofe diat are fuperficial, I ihall now obierve, that when the lues venc-r 
rea has been cured fo far as only to remove the fiiil adions, but not to 
eradicate the difpofition in the deeper loUed parts* as has been caphuned* 
under fuch circumftances of the cUieaie it never attacks again the external, 
or the parts that were firft afibfied. but only the deeper leated parts which 
are fecond in order of time. The reaibn is. that the d«per feated parts 
had not aflumed the a£tion at the time of the cure of the iirft. The fbl-< 
lowing caies, ielefted from a great number of lunilar caies. will illuftrate the 
dodrines we have laid down. 

In January 17S1. A. B. had conne£tiMi with a woman, and two days 
afVer perceived an itching in the glans : at the end of ^ibur days he &vad 
chancres upon the prepuce. He took about twenty grains of cfdomd. 
and dien ap^died to a furgeon. under whofe care he remained three moodu. 
that is, till April. He thou£^t iiimielf neariy well, and wont into the 
Country, taking a few pills with him. ami at the end of another month 
bdieved himlelf per£cdiy cured. Three mondis after, that is in Auguft. by 
lyin^^in damp flieets he caught cold, and had confiderable fever, for which 
James's powders were given. Socai after taking that medicine, fpots of a 
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t)Oppcr colour Appeared upon his lege, and he had violent pains in his fliin 
bones. By the order of a country furgcon be rubbed in about an ounce of 
mercurial ointment, arid had a flight fpitting ; the pain ccal^, the {pots 
di&ppeared, and in a month he again conceived himfelf to be well ; diis 
was in Odober 1781. In June 178a, he had the influenza: aboutafbrt- 
night afterwards hia left eye inflamed, and he had a pain in the head, and 
a noiSk in hia ears. Five days afterwards his throat became fore. Three 
mocka after the inflammation of his eye ieveral puftules made their appear-* 
ance near the anus. The& fymptoms remained till the 21ft of Auguft. 
when hfi came into St. George's Hofpital. He rubbed in ftrong mCTcurial 
ointment till hia mouth became (ose ; he fweated very much ; the pain in 
his head remainol, but the complaint in his eye, and about the anus, tpg»> 
ther with the ibre throat, were totally nmoved. 

It would appear that in this caie it required fotae additicmal power acting 
npon the body to difpofe it more readily to aflUme the venereal aftion. That 
oold has a ftroag power of this kind we have aJlowed, which appears in this 
ea& to have been the flrft immediate caufe; but a fever appears to ham 
been equally efisAual in jvoducing the &cond return of the fymptoms. 

Here was the venereal difpofition in the cooftitution firom April 178 1. 
^ time he was cured of the local complaint, till June 17S2, iburtecn 
months after j and then it reappeared iJcvon months after that» which 
periods mj^t have been loager if it bad n«t been called forth by the twa 
circumftanccs of cold and fever. 

Let us confider how hr this caje correfponds with the opinion of tha 
$Bxm being eaficr of cane than the difpofition. The &(ik a^oo. that is, 
the chancma. wwe po&dtly cured I^ the quanti^ gf ourcury he took at 
firft, ibr ttuy never rccunfid i but the vcpfreal matt^ bad produced the difpo- 
&6on in the conftitutian, which was aot cured by tbe iuoe quantity of jner- 
cuiy, for blotches appeared three months after i but all the parts that had 
taken on die di^>o&tioB at that time had not thvi cqme into adtion ; thereforo 
vnly the parts which had com? into a<^n wei% qurod by the iecond oouda 
of mercury ; and the other parts which had not yet taken on tlie adion, 
wmt tm with the diipc^tion till the iniju^.^ (which happened eleven months 
after) brought them into action. The flift clafs of pocky appo»ances were 

pcrfcftly 
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perfectly cured by the iecond courfe of mercury, as the local had been cured 
by the firft j for they never reappeared, not even with the &cond. The 
Iecond fet of pocky fymptoms, we have obferved, appeared to be perfeftiy 
cured by the third courfe of mwcury. How far there may be a third fet of 
pocky fymptoms to come forth, time can only tell. 

This cafe further proves that fometimes the fecond fet of fymptom* 
appear firA, and the firft fecond j and alfo ihews the difference in times be- 
tween the firft pocky appearances after the healing of the local, and between 
the fecond appearance of the fymptoms after the healing of the firft. 

A gendeman had a chancre in May 1781 : in the lame month next year; 
1782, he had a gonorrhoea j and in May 1783 he had a fere diroat. He 
had no connexion with any wcmian from September 1782, till May 1783, 
which was about a fortnight before his throat became fore, and had had 
no immediate local complaints. 

When I law the throat firft, I feid it was not venereal } and he being 
rather of a hedtic habit, was ddired to go M Briftol. When at Briftol, an 
ulcer appeared at the root of the uvula, which made him immediately coma 
back to London. When I law this ulcer I faid it was venereal. He now 
went through what I fuppofed was a fufficient courfe of mercUiy, and all 
the venereal fymptoms appeared to be cured/ He went into die country 
about the month of Auguft ; and about the b^inning of January 17S4, viz. 
four months after the fuppofed cure, he felt a pain, together with a fwelling, 
in his Ihin bones, for which he went through a courfe of nicTCury whidi 
removed both the pain and the fwelling. 

In this cafe we have every reafon to fuppofe that the diliwfition had taken 
place in the bones, or their covmngs, ftom the fiuae caufe that a^dbed 
the uvula ; but the uvula came firft into action, being of the firft order of 
parts. Whether this was really die cafe or not, we muft allow tibat in the 
parts fecond in order, the difpofition, and not the a^on, did exift at the 
time when the difeafe in the uvula came into adtion, as alfo at the time 
when he vrent through a courfe of mercury fufficient to cure the uvula ;

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W^ iriiiA'atfo albtv that die diipc^tkm was not remo^ted by the quantity 
of mercuTy wliicsh was capable of ranoving the di&afe in the uvula. From 
all which I would' draw the 'following inferences in confinnation of the 
preceding doftrine : firil^ that the parts about the throat are capable of 
aHuirilhg the' aifiioh fboner thdn die bones. Secondly, it is probable that 
tnietcnry: cgLti cure the adidn oaiy, and not the dilpofitlon ; and thirdly. 
that 'the vehertdl pus is not prefent in the circolarion while the fe- 
condary aftions take place j for if it were, the parts firft in order would 
ftand an equal chance of being again contaminated, and of coming into 
»6tidh'a"ieeond time ; ftippc^g die venereal matter ftiIl>to eidH in the con- 
4titucidA ^ter tfa« puis fii^ll throWn- into a£tion are aUblutely cured, (b as 
*o contaminate 'the parts that 'are ibctmd in order of aAion, we ihoutd cer- 
tain^ have the parb 'firft In order take on die difeafe a fecond and even a 
dilrd tinie, and lb on» whilfr-theifecondor third in order would'be going on 
and htity coming into'thiar lirft a&ion j dnd dierefore we might liave tho^ 
diat ars firft' tn^vder'tuid'tkoie-that arc iecbndin'ordei: inadion atthe &me 
time. This might be carried ftUi 'further, forasitis poffible for the parts 
firft in order of fufcc^bility t<» have the difcafe -a fecond time, while the 
parts iecond m order are wida- ^ iiifluence.of the iirft infoftion, thofi: fitft 
in otder lAiy be contatninatsd a &con4'dniefbom a new or freftt infedion, 
whieh would tiea toes vedei^ upon a liies venerea, a cale which certainly 
may happen. If the matter does really continue in the conftitudcHi it would 
Jx natural to fuf^x^ that die parts moft eaSly'afiedbed by it would remain 
ib as long as the poifon remained. It may indeed be alledged, that parts 
which' liavc already been accaftomed to 'this irritation and cured, are ren- 
dered by that means lefs fufceptible of it. 

. If the poifon were ftill capable of circulating after it's viiible effc&s were 
cured, then giving mercury in the time of a chancre can be of litdc fcrvicc, 
as it can only afiift in the cure of die chancre, but cannot prelerve the con- 
-ftitudoh from infofiicn, A^ch does not agree with experience; for pradtice 
informs us, that not one in fifty would efcape the lues venorea if the chan- 
cre were <Mily cured locally ; fo that mercury has the power of preventing 
a difpofition &om forming, and therefore necefiivy to be given while we 
fuppofe abforpUon going on, or while there is matter that may be abforbed.

This is m>t pectUiar to ^e venerc^ d^a&, bat commoa to fnany olhen, 
and ia Ibme it may be rererjedt fyr there arc di&afea whc^ difpofitioo cav 
be cured, and therefore the ^&ioa pijevcnted by Aich madiciaes as vovH 
rather incnaie the «£tic»i if ^vea in the time <^it. 

The parts firft «f&S«d are mew «a61y curedj accprdiitf t? otu* pnsleitf 
fiKdiod, dnn the -parts focond in order. A put oiwse prirA^y •pwa4 if 
tterer irritated again by idie £une Aock of ini^^on. though pr^mbfy fwiF 
other parts in the conftitution are fttU under ^e ^enoreal irritaiioaf If the 
h£ts ftated be juft, the drcunsftanos «f the diftafe appearing to h^t the 
ports firft attacked and atUcking tiu iecondaty p«fts is otfily accounted fer. 
It is no more than ihc fitft parts bdag cured vhile the jbcoodary sre net« 
and of coai& going m with ^ t^ieafe, the firft rcmaiiii»$ well. 

If this mo(^ of acooonting for dide drcwnflances bo juil, it proves two 
things ; firft a former aiSstion, thtt this di&aib ia the form cf Iocs venerea 
has not the power of contamiiuting parts. Hot alroufy under it's influoioe, 
even in the fame oonil^tutiQa ; Jixondly, -that die venereal poifoa \a not 
circuktii^ in the blood-all die time die difta& i« going on In the conAitu- 
tion J fo that mdl pn^bly the poifoa osAy ioritaiBs when joft ahfisbei^ 
and is iban expelled oc thrown out in £>me cf the iecretiDns. 

The above account of the lues reneica may he reduced to the iolkiwuig 
heads. 

Fitft, that moft parts, if not all, that are a^i&d In die lues vcncrei 
are afieded widi the venereal initatian at the iame.time. 

Secondly, die ports eiqpo&d to co3d a» the BxH tihat take on the TCncreal 
adion ; then the deeper fiated parts, according tq dieir fiilbeptifailiiy for 
'fochadibn. 

Thirdly^ the vcneical Hfipo&xioa when once formed in a part muft necd^ 
iaoly go on to fosm the venereal adion. 

Fourthly, 
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Fourthly, ^t all parts of the body under fuch difpofidon do not run 
into adtion equally h&, ibme requiring fix or dght weeks, others as many 
months. 

Fifthfy, in the parts that come firft into aAion the difeaie ^ks on increaT. 
ing without wearing itfelf out, while thofe that are lecond in time follow 
the 6ine amrie. - 

Sixthly, mercury hinders a difpoiition from forming, or in other words^ 
Itreventfi conitaouiutioo. 

Seventhly, mcrcuiy does not defiray a diipofitiott already fbimnt 

Eighth^, mercury hiodcrs the action fiiim tiJcing pbce aldun^ A* 
^apoAtion be firmed ; and 

Ninddy, merauy cues die, a^on.

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CHAPTER II. 



OF THE SYMPTOMS OF THE LUES VENEREA. 

WHEN the venereal matter has got into the conftitution in any (tfdie 
ways before mentioned, it has the whole body to work upon, and 
ibews kCdf in a variety rif Ihapes ; many of which putting on the appearance 
of a dificrcnt difeafe wc are often obliged to have recoiirie to the paKoeding 
hiflory of the cafe before vre can form any judgment of it. Probably the 
yarietics in tb« appelrsuices may, be're&red to the three folkming cvcum- 
Aances ; the difii^t kinds of conftitutions ; the difierent kinds of ic^idi 
zfkSteA i and the diflerent difpofitions the iblids are in at the time ; f(H- I 
can eafily conceive that a peculiari^ of conftitution may make a very mate- 
rial difierence in the appearance of the &me fpecific complaint ; and I am 
certain that the Iblids according to their diiTcrcnt natures produce a very 
dij&rent appearance when attacked with this difeaie ; and I can alio eafily 
conceive that a difierent difpofition from the common in the i(^ids at the 
time, may make a coniiderable difl^nce in the appearances. 

The difierence of conftitution, and of. the &me parts at di&rent times, 
may have coniiderable cfk&s in the difeaie appearing fooner, or later ; this I 
am certain of, that the difterent parts of the body produce a very coniidera- 
ble di&raice in the times of appearance of this difeafe. That it appears 
much fooner in ibme parts than in others is beft ieen where diilerent parts 
are aftc£ted in the iame perfon j ibr I have already endeavoured to Ihow that 
it is moft probable all the parts affi»fled are contaminated nearly at the iame 
tin». This dLdference in the times is either owing to ibme parts being na- 
turally put into afUon more eaiily by the poifon than others, or that they are 
naturally more aiftivc in themielves, and therefore probably will take on more 
quickly the aftbn of every diieaie that is capable of aifefting them. 

When on the general hiitory of the lues venerea, I divided the parts into 
two orders, according to the time of dieir appearance j I alfo ob&rved that 

the 
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the iirft were commonly the external parts, as the fkin, noie, tonfils ; and 
that the iecond were more into-nal, as the bones, perioileum, ^cix, and 
tendons. . . 

The time necelTaiy for it's appeaiance, or for producing it's local ef&dts in 
the leveral parts of the body moll readily afibfted after it has got into the 
confutation is uncertain ; but in general it is about fix w^ks ; in many cales 
however it is mudi later, and in others much fooner. In fome cafes it ap- 
pears to produce it's local efieffcs within a fortnight after the poffibility of tlie 
abibrption of the matter. In one cafe a gentkman had a chancre, and a 
fwelUng in the groin came on, and within the before mentioned time he had 
venereal nuptions all over the body. He could not impute this to any 
former complaint, yet there is a pofTibility of it's having ariloi from the firft 
mode of catching the difeafe, by fimple contad^, at the time he got the local 
or chancre, which might extsiui the time to a week or more, although this 
is Aot probable. In another cafe, three weeks after the healing of a chancre, 
erupticMis broke out all over the body, and this happened only a forta^ht after 
leaving off the courfe of mercury that cured the chancre. The e&£te on 
other parts of the body that are lefs fufceptible of this irritation, or are flower 
in their action, are of courfe imich later in appearing ; and in thofe cafes 
where both orders of parts are conCanunated, it is in gmwral pot till after the 
firfl has made it's appearance&r a confiderable time, and even perhaps after 
it has been cured ; for while the parts firfl in order of action were contamina- 
ted and undo* cure, the fecond in order are only in a lUte of contamination^ 
and go on with the difcafe afterwards,' although it may never agaia appear m 
thefirfl. 

From this circumfbmce of the parts fecond in order coming later into ac- 
tion, we can plainly fee the reafbn why it fhall appear in them, althouj^ the 
firfl in order may have been cured ; for if the external parts, or firft in order, 
have been cured, and the internal, or fecond, have not bein cured, foch at 
the tendons, bones, periof^um, 6cc. then it becomes confined folely to thefe 
parts. The order of parts may fometimes be inverted, for I have feen cafes 
where the periofleum, or bone, was a&£ted prior to any other part j whether 
in the lame cafe it might in the end have ai&fted the fkin, or throat, I will 
not pretend to fay, as it was not allowed ft> go on ; but it is pofHble the fe-

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cortd drder of jftir?s may be afie^ed wltJiout ffie fi'rfl hsvmg tier Been fcori-* 
tariiinated. 

It's eiTedls upon the deeper feated parts are not like thofe produced m fiij 
ixternal, arici (lit difference Is ft* remarkable is to give the appearance of 
ino^her diicaie; and a piribn accuftoiried t(y iee it in thk firft parts bntyj 
^oidd be entirely at i lofs about the fccorid. 

The parts which come firft into aftion go oh with it; prdb^Aily on tf»e 
hrht principle, iiiucfi qnickel- than what the others do j and this ariln from 
th'e riature of the parts, as has already bfecn obferved. 

Each fucceeding part that betomes affcifted is floT^ei- arid flower in it'j 
progrefs, ' And more fixed in it's fymptoms when produced ; Hiis arifcs a!ft 
froiri the hatural dlipofition of fath parts; all their actions Bein^ floxv, ivhich 
Indolent ddion linay be affiftcd Hy the abfericc of the greai difpcrfihg caufej 
ihat is cold. I fliould however fufpcift that warmth did riot coritribufe mueft 
lb their indolence of aiftion; fof if it did it would affift hi the cure; which it 
appears not to do, thefe parts being as flow in thdr operations of reftoraSori 
as th^ Art id their d^ons of difeafe. We may aHb obfcrvCj that limilar 
parts cortitf fooher into adtibni and appear to go on hrorc rapidly with it> as 
they ire tkktct die ibnrcc of the circulation. It appears earlior oii Ae lae^ 
head, flldfilders, and breaft, than on the legs, and the eruptJoriJ cemc fijoncr 
to fuppuration in the before mentioned parts/ 

Thfe cifcurtiiiiance of it's being vtry late in appearing in foihe parts, when 
it h^d be£:n Drily Cured in k's firA appearance, ai mentioned, his made many 
foppoft fii'dt the poiSm lurked folnewhere in the foKds j and otficrs that ii 
kept circulating in the blood for years. 

It is riot however caiy todetertnint this pdirii, hut th»e can be no good 
rtafbii for tht ifit4 Ihypotheiis, as the lurking difpofition never takes j>Iace 
jifior fo it's firft appiairarfcei for iriftance, we n«ver tirrd that a man had a 
"chincfe a twfel^rmctt'th dga, ari^ Aat it brcdte out after in vcriercal fcinft 
\Tpo'n flife fldn; or ufcerS in the rfirbat. "tht flownefs of it's ptogrds is only 
whferi ffe p3xt% left fflfcfepiibic of it's irritatiwi have becri aflefled by it.

1*HE firfl Tythirtdrtin of tk<s diHcafc after alfl&rptjen appear (fithef 6n iS* 
(km, throat, ot rftoutfi ; tliefe differ frofe one aftethtir aecot^ihg to Ift^ fiftWffe 
of thi parts afftded, therefore I fhall difMe fliSfri ihto hv6 kihdsj iWibu^ 
ithcre apf)ears to be ho iKfiertnCe iii the natare of (hfe difeaft itlelf; 

The appearance on the ikih I fhall eall the firft, although it is hot dlWays 
the firft appearance ; for tliat in fte difoaii is often as early ft lyiriptOrii as 
any. The appearances tipon the Jlkin generally fhow thehifelves in evtrf 
part of the body, no pSrt being more fufceptible than another; firft in dHco^ 
louratrons, making the iTcin apjiear mottled, niany of them difaj>pe*ring», 
whil/t othtTs continuci and ihcreaic with the difeale.* ' 

In others it will come on in diftindt fcflolchis^ often not obferved till Icurft 
are forming; at other tiines they appeiar in finall diftinfl inflammations, 
containing matter and refcnibKng pimples, birt not fo pyramidal, nor fo red 
at the bafe. 

Venereal blotches at rfielr firft cohiing out are v^n attended with inflamJ- 
matloii, which gives them a degree of tranfparency, which I think is gene- 
rally greater iii the fumnwt, than in tJite winter, efpecially if the patient be 
kept wartft. In alittle time this inftatnmation difappears^ and the cuticfc 
peels off in the fomi of a fcurf. This foihetitaes mifleads tlw patient, and 
the furgcon, who look upon this dying away of the infliimmation as a decay 
of the difeafe, till thfc fucceflion of fcurfs undeceive them. 

Thefe difcolou rations of the cnticle arife from the venereal irritation, and 
are feldo'm to be reckoned a true inflainmation, for thty feldom have any df 
it's charadteriftics, fhch as tumefaflion and pain j but this is tfue only ofi 
thcrfe parts moft expofed; for in parts well covered, and in parts conftantly

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in contad with other parts there is more of the true inflammatcMy appear- 
ance, efpecially about the anus. 

The appearance of die parts themfdves neort begins to alter, fbiming-a 
copper coloured dry inelallic cuticle, called a fcurf ; this is thrown off, and 
new ones are formed. Thefc appearances ipread to the breadth of a fix- 
pence or ihilling, but fcldom broader, at Icdl for a confiderable time, every 
fucceeding fcurf becMning thicker and thicker, till at hft it becomes a con- 
mon fcab, and the difpoijtion for the formation of matter takes place in the 
cutis under the Icab, fo that at laft it turns out a true ulcer ; in which 
ftate it oxntnonly fpreads, although but flowly. 

Thefe appearances arife firft from the gradual lofs of the true Ibund cuti- 
cle ; the di&aied cutis having lofl the difpofition to form one ; and as a kind 
of fubftitute for this want of cuticle, an exudation takes place forming a 
fcale, and afterwards becoming thicker the matter acquiring more confift- 
ence it at laft forms a fcab ; but before it has arrived at this ibge the cutis 
has given vray and ulcerated, which continues gradually to change the dif- 
charge more and more into a true mattn or pus. When it attacks the 
palms of the hands and the foles of the feet^ where the cuticle is thick, a 
leparation of the cuticle takes places and it peels off, a new one is inune- 
diatcly formed, which alfo iisparates, fo that a ierics of new cuticles takc& 
.place fi-om it's not fo reacUly fonhkig fcurfs as on the common fkin. If 
the difealie is confined to thoie parts it becomes more difficult to determine 
whether or not it be venereal ; for moft difeaies of the cutb of thefe parts 
produce a foparation of the cuticle attended with the fame appearances ia 
all, and having nothing chara£terillic of the the venereal difeafc. 

Such appearances are peculiar to that part of the common (kin of the 
body which isufually expofod; but when the fldn is oppoied by another 
ikin which keeps it in fomc degree more moift, as between the nates, about 
the anus, or between the fcrotum and the thigh, or in the angle between 
the two thighs, or upon the prolabium of the mouth, and in the arm-pits, 
the eruptions never acquire the above defcribed appearances, and inilead of 
fcurf« or foabs we have the (kin elevated, or as it were tumefied by the ex- 
travafated lymph into a white, foft, moiil, flat fur&ce, which difcharges a 
white matter. This may perhaps arife from there being more warmth, 
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tuuore pedjmation, and lefs. evaporation » as wdl as fana theikin bong thin- 
ner in iudi places. Wbat fbengthens this idea itill more is, that in mai^ 
VMKital patients I haveieen an approach towards iuch appearances on tho 
common ikki of the bo^ j but then it was on fuch parts as were covered 
with the cloatfas ; for on thole parts of the fkin that were not covered there 
was only the flat icoif : thcfe however were Tedder than the above ddfcribcd 
aj^iearances, but hardly To high. 

How fitr this is peculiar to the venereal 6i&a& I know not, as it may 
take pkce in moft icurfy emptims of the ikin. From a fuppoiition of this 
not beang venereal, I have dcftro^red ^cm at the fide of tlw anus with caul&c* 
and the patient has got wdl j however, from my idea <^ the diifeaie, that 
every xfftiEt &oin the cooitititdon is tmly localt uul dierelbre ntay be cured 
locally, this treatment having proved a cure docs not determine die quefticm. 

Thtt di&aie on it's firft appearance trfton attacks that part of ihis fingers 
upon which the nail is fiarmed, making that fur&ce red which is ieeh. 
ihining through the nail, and if allowed to ctmtinue a iepantion of the nail 
takes place, fimilar to the cuticle in die before de&ribed .fymptom& ; but 
here therecannot be that r^^ilar fucceffiim of nails as there is c^outicle. 

It alfo attacks the fuperfides of the body which is covered widi hair, pro- 
dncinga feparatioa of the hair; a prevoition'of the growth of youi^ hair 
is alio the con&quence while the diieaie lafts. 

. The ftcond part in which it appears is moA cmnmonly the throat, jEbroe- 
times the mouth and tongue. In the throat, tonfii8,.aailinfide of the mouth, 
the difeafe generally fhows itielf at once in the fimn of an ulcer without 
much previous tumda<3i(Hi, fo that the tonfils are not much oilarged ; for 
when the vena:<eal inftunmation attacks thde parts it appears to be always 
upon the furiace, and it very ibon tcrminatet in an uker. 

Thefe ulcers in the throat are to be well diftingoKhed from «U others of 
die fame parts. It is to be remarked, that this diieafe when it attacks 
the diroat, always I bdieve produces an ulca ; aldioogh diis is not com- 
monly underftood ; 6x I have ftcn cafes whese no ukeratkm had taken place* 
called by miftake venereal ; it is therefore c»ily this uker that is to be di- 
ftinguilhed from other ulcers of thefe parts. This ^lecies of ulcer is 
generally tolerably well marked, yet it is perhaps in all cafes not to be 
4 N dUlinguifhcd 
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diftinguiffaed fi(»n others that attack this part, ibr ibme flutll hare tlie 
appearance of being vaiefcal, and what are really vicnereal ihall reicmble 
thofe that are not. Wehave ieveral diieaies of (his part which do not pnv 
duce ulceration xm the fur^tce, one of which is commoa influamation of 
the tonfils, which often fuppuratss in the centre, fbnning an abicefs, which 
burftis by a iinall openiog, but never looks like an ulcer began apon the 
fiuface as in the true venereal j and this ci& is always atteniM with 
too much inflammation, pain, and tumeftSion of the parts m be venereal ; 
and if it fuppurates and burfts it fabfides directly, and it is attended probably 
with other inflammatory fymptoms in the conftitution. 

There is anotho' diieafe of thefc parts which is an indolent tumefadiaa 
of the tonfik, and is peculiar to many people or conltitutions, having finxK- 
thing of the fcroAJa in them, producing a diicknels in the ipeech. Some- 
times the coagulable l]rmpb is thrown out on the fiiriace, and called by ibme 
ul(Xrs, by others Houghs, and fuch are (^bcn called putrid Son throats. Thofe 
commonly fwell to too large a fize for the venereal j and diis appearance is 
eafily diflinguiihed fiom an ulcer <»- lofs of fubflaoce } however, where it vt 
not plain at £rft fig^t it will he right to endeavour to remove ibme of it t 
and if the fur&ce of the toofil is not ulcerated, then we may be fure it is 
notvcnereal. I have Icen a chink filial with this, appearing voymach like 
an ulcer; but upon removing die coagulable lymph the tonfil has appeared 
perfedly fi>und. I have feon caies of a fwelled tonfil where a floug^ formed 
in it's centre, and that Hough has opened a pailage out for ttielf; and 
when it has been as it were flicking in this paiTage it has appeared like a 
foul ulcer. 

The moft pazzling {tage of the complaint is whoi the Hough is come 
out, for then it has.mbft of the charaders of the venoeal ulcer j but when 
I have Jeen the diieafe in it's Aril Hages^ I have always treated it as of the 
erilypelatous kind, or as ibmething of the nature of a carbuncle. 

When I have iben them- in their iecond ftage only I have been apt to 
fiippoie them venereal ; however, no man will be fo ralh as to jMonounce 
what a dileafe is from the eye only, but will make inquiries into all the 
circumftances before he forms a judgmoit. If there have been no preceding 
local fymptoms wldiin the |«oper dat^ he will fu^}eiid his judgment and

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wait a iittle to Ac.- howfir oature is- able to rdieve lurfelf. If ichen has 
been any precodiog fever it w31 be. ftill le(s (probable that it is, Tonereal. 
However* -I wflllaot hy of what JuCurti fuch f:aj(es are, but only that they 
are not venereal, as th^ are of&sj bellied (o.be... J haye j&eaa ibre throat 
of this kind taken for venereal, and mwcuty given till it.ibould zSoSt the 
mou^, vdiich when it did it brought <hi a niortifictfion on all thofe parts, 
concerned in the firll difeare, fo that the tonfils and the uvula otortified 
and floughed a^vay. It would therd^ire: appear Uiat this Ipecies of the fore 
throat is aggraratcd -by mercury. 

There is another complaint of tho& parts which is often taken Jbr vene- 
real, which is an ulcerous exoniation, where the ulceration qc excorizticas 
run along the fur&ce of the paits, becoming very broad and fbraetinies fiiiul 
having a regular tnnaination, but never going deep into the fubftaoce of tbt 
parts as the venereal do. There is no part of die in&de of the mouth ex- 
empted from this ukeroos excoriation ; but I think it is moA fiequenC 
about the root of the uvula, and ^reads forwards along the palatum, molle. 
That fuch are not venereal is evident from their not giving way in general 
to mercury j and I have Iccn diem continue for vreeks without altering, and 
a true veneical^lcer appear npon the centre of the excoriated part. 

The diflerence between the two is fo ihong that there can be no miftake;^ 
the patients have gone through a cour& of mercury which has perfectly 
cured the venereal ulcers, but has had no -efl^ upon die odters^ which 
were afterwards cured by bark. 

The true venereal ulcer in the throat is perhaps the leafl liable to miAafce 
of any of the fenns of- the dileale. It is a fair lois of fubi^ce, part 
being dug out as it were from the body of the toniil, with a determined edge, 
and is commonly very foul, having thick white matter adhering to it like 
a flotigh, which cannot be vi^afhed awiy. 

Ulcers in fuch fituations are always kept moiil, the matter not being 
allowed to dry and form fcabs, as in thoie upon the fkin ; the matter is 
t:arried off the ulcers by deglutition, or the motion of the parts, fo that no 
fucceHion of fcurfs or fcabs can take place, as on the ikin. 

Their progrefs is alio much more rapid than on the common {kin, ulce- 
ration taking place very fafl. 

Like 
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Like moft other fpreading ukers they- are generally very foul, and filr 
the moft part have diickened or bordered edges, \duoh is very common to 
venereal or. -cancerous fores, and indeed to moft fores v^uch have no difpo- 
fiticm to heal, whatever the Specific diieafe may be. 

When it attacks the tongue it lometimes produces a. tluckoiing and hard- 
neis in the part ; but this is not always the caft, for it very oAeh ulcerates 
as in the other parts <^the mouth. 

The^ are generally more painiiil dian iho& of die ikin ; although not 
Co much lb as common fore throats arifing firom inflamed trmfils. 

They oblige the peribn to fpeak thick, or as if his tongue was too large 
for his mooth, with a finall degree of fnuflViig. 

. Thefe are the mc^ common fymptoms of diit ftage of die di&aie ; but 
it is perhaps impofliMe to know all the fymptoms this poalbn produces when 
in the conftituti<xi. I knew a gentleman \^o had a tea£ng cough, vt^iich 
he imputed to it; for it came on with the fymptomatic fever and cohtimud 
with it, and by nfing mercury both di&ppeared. 

^here are inflammations of die ^es whieh are (iippofed to be venereal; 
for after the ufual remedies againil inflammjition have been tried in vain, 
mercury has been g^ven on the fuppofition of the ca& bong voiereal, and 
fometimes with fucceft, which has tended to eftahliih this opinion. But If 
fuch cafes are venereal, the difeaie is very diflerent from what U is what 
attacking other parts, from die coniUtutiMi, for the inflammation is mora 
painful than in venereal inflammation proceeiUng from the conilituticm ; and 
i have never feen fuch cafes attended with ulceration, as in the mouth, 
throat, and tongue, which makes me doubt much of their being venereal. 



II. EXPERIMENTS MADE TO ASCERTAIN THE PROGRESS 
AND EFFECTS OF THE VENEREAL POISpN. 

To aicertatn feveral fiifts relative to the venneal difeafe, the following 
experiments were made; They were b^un in May 1767. 

Two 
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Two pnndares were made on the penis with a lancet di|>ped in venereal 
matter fitun a gonorrhoea ; one pundhire was on the glans, the other on the 
prepuce. 

This was on a Friday ; on the Sunday following there was a leafing itch- 
ing in tho& parts which laAed till the Tuefiday following. In the mean 
time thefe parts bang often examined, there ieemed to be a greater rednefs 
and moifture than ufual, which was imputed to the parts being rubbed. 
Upon the Tuefday morning the parts <^ the prepuce where the puncture had 
been made were redder, thickened, and had formed a fpeck ; by the Tuefilay 
following the fpeck had increafed and difcharged feme matter, and there 
feemed to be a Httle p(»iting of the lips of the urethra, alfo a feniation in it 
in making water, fo that a dilchargc was expected from it ; the fpeck was 
now touched with lunar caultic, and afterwards drefled with calomel, oint- 
ment. On Saturday morning the flcnigh came off, and it was again touched, 
and another flough came ojf on the Monday following. The preceding night 
the glans had itched a good deal, and tm Tuefday a white fpeck was obierved 
where the punAure had been made ; this fpeck when examined was found 
to be a pimple foil of yellowifh matter. This was now touched with the 
cauiHc, and drei^ as the former. On the Wedneiday the fore on the pre- 
puce was yellow, and therefore was again touched with cauAic. On the 
Friday both floughs came off, and the fore on the pr^nice looked red, and 
it's bafis not fo hard j but on.the Saturday it did not look quite fo wdl, and 
was touched again ; and when that went off it was allowed to heal up, as 
alfo the other, which left a dent in the glans. This debt (»i the glans- 
filled up in fome months, but for a conliderable time it had a blui^ caflr. 

Four months afterwards the chancre on the prepuce broke out again, and 
very ftimulating applications were tried; but tbefe foemed not to agree with 
it, and by letting it alone it healed up. This it did foveral times afterwards;- 
but always healed up of itfelf. That on the glans never did break ^out» 
and herein alfo it differed from the other. 

While the fores remained on the prepuce and glans, a fwelling took 
place in one of the glands of the right groin. I had for fome time con- 
ceived an idea that the moft ei&£tua] way to put back a bubo was to rub in 
mercury on that leg and thigh, which would fend a current of mcrcuiy 
4 O through 
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tbraugb ^ iaflamol gland) this afforded a good oi^rtttnity of nuking 
tfas exporimont. I had often iucceedcd in thu waj^^ but nonr wanted to put 
it more critically to the teft.' The fores upon the penis were healed fae&ra 
the redu^on of the bubo was attempted. A few days afta- heginniiig the 
j9ttTC\uy in this method Hxe gUod liiblided aonfidei aUy, it was then kft off i 
for the intention vas not to cure it completely at pre&nt. The gland 
lome time aft^r began to fivcU ajain, and as much meFCoiywas rubbed 
in as appeared to be fuScient for the cotiFe redw^ion of the gland ; bat 
it >V9S meant to do no more than to cure t}ui gland Ipcally, vrithout jpnog 
enough to prevent the conftitution fnnn being osntaminatsd. 

About two months aiter the lail attack of tbo bubo, a Httk fliarp pricking 
pain was le)t in Qne of the tonfils in fwallowing any thing } and on in- 
fpetftiDR a fnuUl ulcer was found, which was allowed to go on till die nature 
of it was alcertained* and then recoutfewas had to mercoty; "The mnt:ury 
^Tfts thrown in by ^e. iame kg and thigh as before, to fecurc the gland 
iix>re ed^ually, although ^lat was not now probably neceflary. 

As fooa as die ulcer was dunned over the mercury was kit off^ it not 
being intended to deftroy the poifon, but to obierTc what parts it would 
next afici^. About three months after, copper coloured blotches broke out 
qn the ikin, and the former ulcer retomed in tho toii£l, Mercuiy wis 
now applied the &cond time for thofe ef%i^s of the poifon from the c«i- 
Aituttoa, but ftill only with a view te palliate. 

It was left off a fecond time, and the attention was given to mark where 
it would break oat next» but it returned again in the fame parts. It not ap- 
pearing that any fiirther knowledge was to. be pttxnucd by only paltiatiag the 
diieafe a, fourth time in the ton^, and a third tine in the fkin, mercuiy was 
now • taken in a fufficicnt quantity, and for a proper time, to comf^ete tbc 
Qute. 

Tiie tvne the experiments took up, &om the Erft infordon to the complete 
cure, was about thrw years. 
. The above cafe is only uncommon in the noode of contrafting the ^eaie, 
and- the particulai; views with which f«ne parts a£ the treatment were di- 

* Tbe prance in 1 767 was Id apply a mercurial plaill«r on the part, or to rub in laerciiriaL 
oiQimcnl on the part, which couJd hardly a^ by any oiher power than Qrmpatby. 

refted; 
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reded ; but u it wts meant Co prove moiLy dungs which dioi^ not imoom- 
mon are yet not attended to, attention was paul to all the circiiindances. It 
provct many things, and ttpens a field for further ccnje&ire?. 

It proves firil> that matter from a gonorrhcea will produce chancres. 

It makes it jvobable that the glans does not take on the venensil irritatioa 
£} quickly as the prepuce, llio chancre on the prepuce iofiamed and fup-> 
purated in fomewhat more tlun three days, and that on the glans in abmt 
ten ; this is probably the reaibn why the glans did not throw off it's flongfas 
(6 fbon. 

It renders it hi^ly fvobable that tnerciay applied to the legs and A^i^ 
is the be(t method to re^^e a bubo ; and there&ce at&i the beft mftthDd of 
applying mercury to alHA: in the cure, even ^ndieri &e bubo fiipporatel. 

It alib fhcwfr that buboes may be reiblved in this wa^ and yet the coniU-J 
tutioa not fafe j aad thonfbne thaC mote mercury jfaoald be thrown in, efpc' 
cially in cafes of aaif reflation, than what fim^ reiblves the bubo. 

It fhews that parts may be coatuninatcd* and not having taken on iha 
a^tiim may have, the poiibn hept dormant in tfacm while under a coucfe of 
mercury ibr other fymptoms, but break out afterwards. 

It alfi)'ihews that the poifon having orginally only contamiaatcd certaia 
parts, when not comptotdy cured can break out again only in thofe ports. 



Itt. OF THE SYMPTOMS Of THE SECOND STAGE OF THE 

LUES VENEREA. 

This ibgeof the difeaiek not fo well marked a^r the d>nn«-, and as it is 
e£ more importance it requires all our dilcemmmt to determine what tfas 
di&afe is. 

The parts lels fufceptible of this irritati<Hi are fuch as are nnore out of the 
way of the gn^t exciting cau&, which is the external air, as has hem hehfi 
r^ted. And they begin to take on the venereal a£tion whedler It may or it 
may not have proAiccd it's local d&As upon the«ctcrn&l'or ejqx^ed forfaces) 
and they even go on wi^ the a£tion in many cafes afiter thefe furfaccs Srft 
a&^ed have taken on the action and have been cured, as has been already 

obferved. 
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obierrod. Thde deeper leatod parts arc the periof^iim> tendons, fecix, and 
ligaments ; however what the parts afiedfced may be when the diicaie is in 
this Hage is not alwa3rs cotain ; I have known it produce total dcafnefs, and 
fbme of thoie caies to end in fuppuration, attended with great pain in the 
ear, and fide of the head; fuch cafes are generally fuppofed to ari& from 
ibme other cau&; and nothing but fame pardcular circumftance in the 
hiftory of the caie, {bme fymptom attending it> w a lucky idea ftriktng the 
ibrgeon, can lead to the nature of the complaint. 

When thefe deeper ftatcd parts become irritated by this poifon, the pro- 
gress is more gradual than in the firft ; th^ have veiy much the charader 
of fcrofulous fwelUngs, or chronic rbeumatiim, only in this difea& the j<unts 
are not {o iiibjcft to it as they are in the rheumati&i. We Aiall find a 
fwelling come upon a bone when there has been no poflible means of catch- 
ing the infefUon for many months, and it will be of fome fize before it is 
taken notice of, from having given but little pain. On the other hand there 
ihall be great pain, and probably no fwelling to be obierved till fome time 
after. The lame oblervations are appllcaUe to the fwdling of tendons, and 
fafcix. 

As thefe fvVellings increafe by flow degrees, th^ ihow but little iigns of 
inflammation. When they attack the peribileum, the fwelling has all the 
appearance of a fwelling of the bone, by being firm and cloJely conneded 
with it. 

. The inflammation produced in thefe later fbges of the difeafe can hardly 
get beyond the adhefive, in which flate it continues getting worie and worfe, 
and when matter is formed it is not true pus, but a ilimy matter. This may 
arife in £Hue degree &dm the nature of the parts not being in themielves eafily 
made to fuppurate -, and when they do fuppurate the (ame languidnefs fUll 
continues, in fo much that this matter is not capable of giving the extraneous 
ftimulus, fo as to excite true fuppuration or ulceration, even after the conili- 
tution is cleared of the original cauie, and then the difeafe is probably fcro- 
fulous. Some nodes either in th£ tendons, or bones, U& for years b^re th^ 
form any matter at all ; and in this cafe it is doubtful whether tbey arc 
venereal or not, although commonly fuppofed to be fo. 

I have 
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I have alieatfy ob&rved that die pain in the firft fiages of this diitsUe it 
much lets than taight.be atpeEbed, coofidciing the effects produced hj the 
poifon. The difeafe bang very flow and gradual in it's progrefs may account, 
for it's giving little pain ; an ulcer in the throat cau^ no great pain, and 
the fame may be faid of blotches on the ikin> even when they become large, 
lores. 

When the perioftcum.and bones bec<Hne afeiSted, the pain is ibmetimes- 
very conHderable, and at other times there is hardly any j it is not perhaps 
eafy to account for this ; we know alio that the tendinous parts when in- 
flamed give in fome cafes very confiderable pain, and that of the heavy kind, 
while in othos they will fweH confiderably without giving any pain. 

Theie pains are commonly periodical or have their exacerbaticais, being 
commonly worft in the night ; this is common to other aches or pains, efpe-. 
cially of the rheumatic kind, which the voiereal pains rejemble veiy much*. 

When the pain is the firll fymptom it a&xds no difldnguifliing mark of 
the difeafe, it is ther^ore often taken for the rheumatifm. 



.IV. OF THE EFFECTS OF THE POISON ON THE . . 
CONSTITUTION. 

The poifbnous matter Amply as extraneous matter produces no change 
whatever upon the conftitution, and whatever c^bQs it has depend wholly 
upon it's Cpeci&c quality a&a poifon. The general e£k&s of this poiibn on., 
the conftitution are flmilar to other irritations, cither local or conftitutional.- 
It produces fever, which is of the flow lund ; and when it conliaues a con- . 
fiderable time it produces what is called a hei^c difi»ndon, which is no 
more than an habitual flow &ver ariling from a caufe the confUtution cannot 
overcome. While this exifts it is impoflible that any thing ialutaiy can go 
on in fuch a confUtution : the patient loies his appetite, or even if his appe- 
tite is good, lofes his flefli, becomes reftlels, lofes his fleep, and looks lallow.* 

* This kind of look although ariling entirely from a hairafled coAftitution is alvraTt fiqipoled to 
be peculiar to a venereal one ; this j<lea howertr docs not uife from the look onl/ but from the 
leading fymptoms.

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Iq the firit IHge of dua dileaJie beforeit begins to fliovitielfexteraaU^ die 
patient has generally rigors, hot fits> hea4achs, and 'all the fymptoms of an 
approaching feva-. 

Thefe fyitiptonu c(»}tinuing for fame days, and o^en ibr weeks, fhow that 
llieTe is fome irritating caufe which works flowly upon the con^tutiao ; It is 
then fuppofed to be whatever the invention or ingaiuity of the praftitioner 
ihall call it j but the Tcnereal eruptions or nodes upon citha^ the perioftcum, 
bones, tendons, or other parts, appearing, Ihow the cau£:, and in ibmc d^rcer 
cany off the iymptoms of fever and relieve the confutation for a little time, 
but they foon recur. 

' Thefe donititational complaints however are not always to be found, tha 
poifon itimulatiog fo HovHy as hardly to a^i^ the conftitotion, Qnlc& the 
poiibn is allowed to remain in it a long time. 

There are a number of local appearances mentioned by authors which I 
never &.w> fuch as the iiHures about the anus, £cc. There ace alfi> a number 
of difeaTcs defcribedby authors as venereal, efpecially ^r Ailruc and his iol- 
lowcrs, which are almofl endlefsj the cancer, fcrofula, rheumatifin, and 
gout, are confidered as arifing from it, which may be in fome meafurc true, 
but they are with them the difeaie it&If, and all their coniequences, as con- 
fumption, wafting from vrant of nouriihment, jaundice, and a thouland other 
diieafes which happened many years before the exiilance of the lues voierea, 
are all attributed to it. 

There is even at this day har^y any dkeaie the pra^itic»ier is puzded 
about, but the venereal comes inunediately into his mind j and if this became 
the caufe of caitaful inveftigation, it would be produdive of good, tmt with 
many the idea alone fatisfies the mind. 
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CHAPTER m. 



GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON THE CURE OF 

THE LUES VENEREA. 

IT has been obferred before, that there arc three forms of the veoereal 
iafe(^on, ganorrhica, chancre, and the lues venerea, which Tadous 
fiums I have endeavoured to account &r. As tb^ all three ariiie from the 
iiinie poifon, and as the two £rft depend only on a difierence in the nature 
of the parts, and the lues venerea on another circumllance which has been 
explained, it would be natural Co fuppofe that one ntedicioe, whatever it is, 
would cure all the ibrms c^ this difeaie. But we find from experience, that 
this does not hold good ; ior one medicine, that is mercury* cures only the 
chancre and the lues venerea, and the gonorrhcea is not in the leaA afiefted 
by it; and what is ftill more remarkable is, that the two which it cures are 
in no refped: £milar, while the gonorrhcea which it doea not cure is fimilaf 
in fqmc refpeds to the chancre, which it does cure. 

It may be remarked in general, that there is not only a di^&rence in the 
form of the dtieaie, but alio in the modes of aarc, and in the times necef- 
f»ry for the cure of the di^&rent forms of the difcafe, even when the iame 
medicine cures. The gonorrhcea in it's cure is tttt moft udcertain of the 
three, the chancre next, and the lues venerea the mofl certain, although 
cured by the fame medicine which cures the t^iancre. 

A gonorrhcea in ibme caies {hall be cured in fix days, and in others 
require as many months ; which in regard to time is about the proportion 
of thirty to one. A'chancre may be fomedmes cured in^wo weeks, and 
often requires as many months ; which is in the proportion oi four to one. 
The lues venerea in general may be cured in one or two months ; which is 
only two to one. This calculation {hows the regularity and irregularity as 
to time in the cure of eachibnn of the diieaie. 

I have 
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I havQ formerly ob&rved. that indiipolitions of the body often aifed this 
difeaic very confidcrably, more eipecially the gonorrhoea and the chancre. 

When an increafe of fymptoms takes place in a gonorrhoea from an in- 
difpofition of body, nothing Aiould be done for the gonorrhcea, the indiijpo* 
fition of body being only to be attended to j becaufe we have no ipecific 
for the gonorrhcea, and in time it cures itfelf. But this prai^ce is perhaps 
not to be followed in a chancre^ or }ue& venerea. It may be neceflary in 
thofe to continue the mercury, although perhaps more gently, for the mw- 
cury is a fpeclfic that cannot be difpenfed with, becaufe neither the chancre 
nor lues venerea get well of themfelves, but always increafe. 

This form of the venereal diieafe I have divided into two ftages. When 
in the parts moft fufceptible of the diieafe, which I have called the firft 
onler of parts, and which appear to be the fuperficies only j the lues vene- 
rea is perhaps fubjei^ to leJ^ variety than dther the gonmrhcea or chancre, 
and it's mode of cure is c£ courfe nKH^e uniform ; although the diieafe be 
lefs eafily afcertained, at leafl for ibme time. In the fecond order of {»rt$ 
the lues venerea becomes more complicated, and it's cure ilill \c£s to be de- 
pended upon. 

The cure of this fonn is much more difficultly afcertained than either c£ 
the two former, they being always local, and their efk&s vilible, become 
more the object of our fenies, Co that we are fcldom or ever deceived in die 
cure} although at the fame time the cure is often more tedious and difficult; 
for whenever the fymptoms of the gonorrhcea or chancre have entirely dis- 
appeared, in general the patient may look upon himlelf as cured of them ; 
but this is not the cafe in the lues venerea. 

A lues venerea is the effo&s of the pcufbn having circulated in the falood 
till it has irritated parts fo as to give them a venereal difpofition, which 
parts fooner or later aiTume the venereal afUon, according to the order of 
their fufceptibility. 

When the venereal matter is circulating, I have, fiippo&d that cotain 
parts are irritated by it, and that a vaft number of other parts efcape, as is 
evidently the cafe with the chancre ; for in the cafe of a chancre the whole 
glans, prepuce, and fkin of the penis, have had the matter applied to diem, 
yet only one or more parts are contaminated or irritated by it, all the others 

efcape; 
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eTca^ye ; and we often lee in the Iiies venerea, that when the parts contami- 
nated afllime the aftion, it is confined to them without a^Aing other parts, 
although the difeafe be .allowed to go <»i for a confiderable time without 
any attempt to a cure; and alfo if thefe parts are imperfeftly cured the 
dijfeaie returns only in them ; therefore thefe cffe<Ss, although arifmg from 
the conftitution, are in themlelves entirely local, Jimilar to the gonorrhcea 
and chancre, and like theni may be cured locally ; and the perfon may itiU 
continue to have the lues venerea, although not in thefe, yet in other parts, 
becaufe there may be many other parts in the iame body that are under the 
venereal difpofitioft although they may not yet have aflumed the venereal 
aiflion. To cure the localand vifible efk&s of the dileafe we muft attack 
it through that medium by which it was communicated, that is, the blood, 
without however conlidering the blood itfelf as a difeaied part, or containing 
the poifon, but as rfie vehicle of our medicine which will be "carried by it 
to every part of the body where the poifon was carried, and in it's courfe it 
^^11 a^ upon the difoaied folids. This practice mull be continued fome 
tune after all fymptoms have difappeared; for. the venereal a<ftion may to 
appearance be ftoppod, and fymptoms difappear, and yet all return again, 
the venereal a<Sion not being completely deftroyed. If the medicine were 
alfo a cure for the difpofition in the parts fccond in (Milcr, and could prevail 
their coming into ai3ion, it would be neceflary to continue it fomewhat 
longer on their account ; but this is not the cafe, for the vifible efleifts, 
fymptoms, or appearances, in the firft order of parts give way to the treat- 
ment, while the parts that have only acquired the difpofition, and are 
(till inadlive, afterwards afitime the adtion and continue the difeafe. This 
deceives the furgeon and leaves the ground-work for a fecond fet of local ' 
cffedls in the parts fccond in order j but I have aflerted that what_will cure 
an aftion will not cure a difpofition j if fo we fliould pufli our medicine 
no ■fijrther -than the cure of the vifible tffe&s of the poifon, and allow what- 
ever parts may be contaminated to comeinto aftion afterwards. 

The parts that firft afiTume the venereal adion are eafieft of cure ; and I 
'have fulpedled.that thofe effefts of the difeafe being external, were in fome 
degree affifted in their cure by the local aftion of the medicine, which evi- 
dently paffds off through thofe parts.

As the fecond a^ attwdiod with more, tunx&f&vv or fwellvig than the 
firft* itbecoines a queftjon, wheth^ the mercurial. ctMfrfis £htHil4 .he. con* . 
tinued till the wholj; has fu1:^ded> Bijt I belike itjs: i\ot,ne9e£EKy, to, 
continue tbeniii^thod of. cure till t^ whole. tvimela<^oa di&pp^r^s f^ ^' 
thde loical icomplaiQts caonoc contamiqate the cpqftitutioix hy reahforption, 
and a9 the voiereal dlfpofition .and adiion from the cooftttution can be cured . 
Vfhile the local c$k&8 fti^ remain, even where, the tumefa&ion Ibnning 
nodes on the bones, fafci^, &c^ is carru4 :the length of fu{^aration» there i 
can be no occajion for. cpnUaumg thp courfc Jongcr than the . deftrudJOD .of. 
the venereal action. Bujt.thi$.e£&«2 ofjqur mediciue is not eafily known, 
therefore it will be neceflary to pju^ue the method. of cure till the appear- 
ance« become flationary. and probaUy a Uttle .longer to deftrt^. ^ whole 
a&ion of the difeafe. From.thefe. circumftaoces it would appear, that the 
venereal irritation, when .in this ^age of the. diiCeaJe is cafier of cure thtn . 
^e cife&a of that, irritation, fuch as the tumeiadion. 



I. OF THE USE OF MERCURY IN THE CURE OF THE 
LUES YENEKEA. 

Mercury in the lues venerea, as in the chancre, is the great fpecific, 
and hardly any thing eUe is to be depended upon. It is necei&ry that we 
ihould always confider well the efk&s of this medicine, both on the coniH- 
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futipn at;largc, aod-diedifeafe-ioc-wludi-itis given. The.cffeas of mer-. 
Cjiry-, on a conllitution will al^^J^ be. as die quantity of mercuiy in that, 
coniUtution ; and whenthe liu&e^juantity aSc&s one cpniUtution more than^ 
another, it is in the proportion of the irritability of that coniUtution, to the^ 
ppwer-s of merciQT', entirely independent (^ any particular [Mvparatioa, or 
apy paiticuW mode of giving it. 

With' regard to the preparations of the medicine* ^d the modes of 
applying it, we are to confider two thiijgs. Firft, the preparation and mode . 
thatjis attended with the leaft trouble or inconvenience to the patient i and : 
f^cond, the preparation and mode of adminiftering it that n^il readily con- 
veys the neceflary quantity into the conftitution. 

Nothing can Hiow more the ungrateful or uniettkd miiid of inan, than . 
l^s treatment of this medicine. If there is fuch ^ thing as a fpecific, mer- 
cury is one for the venereal difeaie in two of it's forms ; yet mankind are in , 
purfuit of other fpecifics for the difeafe, as i^ fpepifics were more common . 
than difeales ; while at the fame time they are too oSisa contonted with the 
common mode, of treating many other diieales for which they have no fpe- 
cific ;' and thefe prejudices are iupported by the. public^ who luye in their 
minds a dread of this medif^e^ ari&ig from the want of knowledge of our 
jiFcdecellbrs in adminiil^iag it j and many of the preient age, whQ are 
equally ignorant, take advantage of this weaknefs. 

Mercury in the conftitution afts on all parts of the machine, cures thofn 
which are dileaied, ai&^Ung but litUe thofe that are found. Mercury rs 
c^|Ti^! into the cpnllitution in the fame way. as other fubAance$,. either 
externally by the fkin, or internally by the mouth : it cannot however ia 
ail cafes be' taken into the conitimtion in both ways; for ibmetimes it. 
happens that , the abforbcnts on the flcin will npt readily rweive it, at Icaft . 
no efSs& will be produced either on the difeafe of coniHtution ftom fuch. 
application; when; this is the cafe it is to be cpnijdered a^ a misfortune, for 
then it muft he given internally by the moudi, although podtbly this mode, 
may be very improper in othep rcipe<Ss, and often inconvenient- Oa the. 
other hand it fometimes happens that the intern^ abforbents will not take, 
up this medicine, or at leaf! no cS^ is produced either upon the diieafe or 
-confUtution } in fuch cafes it is right to try all the diilerent preparations of 

the 
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the medicine j for it will fometimes happen that one preparation wUl fuc- 
cced when another will not. I have never fcen a cafe where neither external 
nor internal applications of mercury were not ablbrbed j fuch a cafe muft 
he mi&rable indeed. 

I may juft ob/erve here, that many lurfeccs appear to abforb this medi- 
cine better than others ; and moft probably all internal furfaces and fores- 
are of this kind ; for when we find that thirty grains of calomel rubbed in 
on the Ikin has no more effeft than three or four taken by the <mouth, it 
becomes a kind of proof that the bowels abforb it beft ; alfo, when drdfing 
a finall fore with red precipitate produces a falivation, it (hows that fores 
are good absorbing furfeccs, efpecially too when we know that the lues ve- 
nerea generally arifcs from a chancre. 

A patient with a ftump which produced- too much granulations, was 
drefled with ointment containing a large proportion of red precipitate ; the 
fore was about the iize of a crown piece, it very nearly brought on a fali- 
vation, and the patient was obliged to leave it oiF. 

■ A mulatto woman had upon her leg a very bad ulcer which \ras about 
the breadth of two palms ; it was drefled with red precipitate mixed with 
common pintment, which foon threw her into a violent ^Uvation. 

A lady, in. the month of December 1782, was burnt over the whole 
breaft, neck,, and (houlders, as alfo between her flioulders, on which parts 
deep floughs were formed. The fores at firft healed nearly up, and tolera- 
bly well for burns ; but they broke out anew and then became more obfti- 
nate. Seven months after the accident ihe came to London, with veqr 
large fores extending acrois the brealt, and upon each fide to the ihoulders j 
they were extremely tender and painful. Th^ continued to heal for fome 
time after Hie came to London ; but ihe became ill, having been ai^st^ed 
with extreme irritabiUty, lofs of appetite, ficknefs, and throwing up of her 
food and medicines. At this time the fores again began to ipread, and be- 
came very large. After having been two months in town with little ad- 
vantage, 1 tried warmer dreffings, as bafilicon to fome parts, to foe if any 
advantage would arifo from fuch treatment, and it was found that thele 
parts healed rather fefter than the others; but the forenefs was fo great, 
even from the mildeft dreffings, that they could onlj' be ufcd in part. I 
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'next tried red precijntate miixd widi tke omtment ; and that it might in-f 
oMafe the pain as little as pofiible, I ordered only ten gmins to two ounces 
t)£ the ointment. This af^xared to :^;Ke better with the fores than th« 
ointment alone; and we were happy in having found a drefUng which both 
haftened on the cure, and was ea£er than the former. But about the fourth 
or fifth drefllng from beginning the ufe of the precipitate^ fhe began to 
complain of her gums ; the next day began to ipit, and by the feventh or 
«ghth day the mouth was Co fore, and the fpitling fo coijilderable, that upon 
confidering the cale we began to fufpe£t that it might proceed from the red 
jvecipitate in the ditfling. The gums, inlide of the cheeks, and the breath, 
were truly mercurial. We immediately left off this dreiSng, excq>t to a. 
<maU corner, and had recourse to the former dreffings. In a &w days the 
€^k&s of the mercury abated, and the fores looked more healthy than ever, 
and we again be^n to drefs part of the fores with the cojitmcnt containing 
precijHtate, which &\l agreed with them. When die reouth fyH. became 
^f&^ed (he had not ufod much above one half of the ointment ; and by th« 
time we had difcovcred the cauie about three fourths of it had been ex- 
pended in dreilings, fo that there were not quite .tea grains of precif^tatc 
applied } and although this took up fereo or eight dayi, and the ointment 
muft have been foon removed from the fore by the difcharge. fft a confitkr^ 
able fpitting was produced,-which lafted above a tnonth. Jt it hwdly to be. 
ctmceived Jiat above ^ grain 'or two could oealiy. be taken into 3th« couilitv- 
tion i for w^n wc co&fider the parttdes of pixcipitate were covered wiih 
Tjintment, and a vafl difcharge of matter fo as ibon 10 ronove this fn>aU 
quantity from the fore, we can hardly admit the poflifciyty of more heiflg 
abforbed ; and if this idea of die quantity taken in i$ juft, tt> wh»lt imifl we 
attribute the great fufceptibility to the eflcas of the medicine? Was it 4he 
irrhable' ftate c^^e patient at the time f For the ihte of the cooJUtution 
appeared to me to be-that in which the locked jaiw often ukcs {^ce; and ( 
trftcn had diis difeafc in nsy mind. The patient afterwaids got wdl by the 
life ^ an bintnwnt in wluch pitch vras an ingredient. All this t^ds t9 
-jbow that fores and internal Airiaces abforb bett^ than the Gtin. 

Befides ^e pra^ticabili^ of getting the medicine into dte conftitujioa ifi 

«ther way, it is proper to confider the cafiefl for the patient, each modt 
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having it's convenience and inconvenience, which arifes from the nature gf 
the conftitution of the parts to which it is applied, or from certain fituatieos 
of life of the patient at the time ; it is therefore proper to give it in that 
way which fuits theie circumftances beft. 

To explain this further, we find that in many patients the bowek can 
hardly bear mercuiy at all, therefore it is to be given in the nuldell fonn 
poflibie ; alio joined with ilich other medicines as will leiTen or correA it's 
violent local effects, although not it's fpeciiic ones on the coniUtution at 
large. 

When it can be thrown into the conftitation with proprie^ by the ex- 
ternal method, it is preferable to the internal, becauie the flun is not nearly 
lb eflential to life as the ilomach, and therefore is capable in it^if of bear- 
ing mnch more than the ftomach ; it alfo afieds the coniUtudon much 
le& { many courfes of mercury which are abfolutely neceflary, would kill 
the patient if taken by the ftomach, proving hurtful- both to the ih»nach 
and inteftines, even when given in any form, and joined with the greatcft 
corre&ors : on the other hand, the way of life will often not allcrw it to be 
applied externally. It is not every one that can find convenience to rub ia 
mercury, therefore they muft take it by the mouth if poflible. To obviate 
the inconvenience ofien arifing from the vifible cfk&$ of mercury, many 
preparations have been invented; but any preparation of mercury ^othicing 
an eiEe& di&rent from die fimple effeds of mercury in that conflitutioo, 
fuch as fweating or an incrcafed difcbai^ of urine, muft be Gippo&d. either 
not to ad as mercury, or the fubftancc with which it is compounded pro- 
duces this eftA ; but if it's peculiar e&ds are lefs than ufual, I ihould 
very much fitfpeift that the mercury is adisg in part as a compotuidj and 
not entirely ai mercury. 

Mercury, like many other medicines, bat two e&As, one upcA the osi- 
ftitution and particular parts, which is according to it's mode of irritation, 
independent of any difeafe whatever. The other is it's fpecific efk&s upon 
a difeafed aifHon of the whole body, or of pacts, whatever the difea& be, 
and which efisdG are only known by the difeafe gradually dilappearing. 
The firfl becomes an objed of confideradon for the furgeon, as it is in fcane 
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nuarure by than he is to be gaidcd ih-^nng this medicine fo as to h«.^ 
it's rpecific tff^^ts fufficien't for the core o£ the diieaie. 
. Whatever injury mercury may do to the couititution it is by it's vifible 
efiefts, and thence t}ie pretended art in aroiding thoie vifible e£fe^ has been 
too much the caufe of great impofition. The part upon which it's ede<^s 
are moft likely to fall is the part that is in moil caies attempted to be avoided, 
or guarded agatnft, and that it the mouth. I believe that wc are not pofiefled 
of any means of other driving the mercury to the month, or of [Keventing it 
from attacking that part. Cold and warmth are the two great agents 
mentioned by authors j we find diem recommending die avoiding of cold, 
for fear the mercuiy ihonld ily to the tnoath» as if warmth was a pieventicHi ; 
while others, and even the iaoie authors, when talking of bringing the 
mercury to the mouth, recommend warmth, as if cold were a preventive. 
This being the cafe, we may reafonably fuppofe that neither die <Mie nor the 
other have any material cfSs&. 

In giving mercuiy in the venereal diiea& the firft attention ihoald be to 
the quandty, and it's vifible e^fts in a given time ; which when brought 
to a proper pitch, are only to be k^t up, and the decline of the diieaie to be 
watched } for by tlus we judge of the invifible or ipecific effi^fts of the medi- 
cine, which will often infixm. us that fome variation in the quandty may be 
nece&ry. 

The vifible cfk&s of mercury are of two kinds, the cmic on die conilitu- 
don, the other on {omt parts capable of lecretion. 

In the 6rft it appears to produce univerial irritability, making it more 
fufcepdble tff all impreilions ; it quickens the pulfe, alfo in»eaie& it's hard- 
neisi producing a kind of temporary fever ; but in many conititntions it ex- 
ceeds this, ading as it were as a poifon. In fome it produces a kindof he^ic 
fever, that is, a imall quick pulfe, lofs of appedte, reill^nds, want of ileepy 
and a fallow compieidon, with a number of cimfeqiient fymptoms j but by 
hang a litde accuftomed to the ufe of it, tbefe conftitudonat c£Eb&s com- 
monly-become leis, of which the fi>llowing cafes are flrong inibtnces. 
. A gendeman rubbed in mercurial ointment for die redu£ticm of two buboes. 
He had only rubbed in a few tunes when it affected his co&fticution fo much 
that it was noceflary to leave it off. He was feized with feveriih complaiots

c^ the hc^c kind, a imaU qmCk puUe, debility, lois of appetite, iu> Jkep, 
and night fweats. He took the baxk-with James's powder, and aflb milk, 
and got gradually rid of thdb complaint*. As the buboes were advancing, 
it was neceflary to have rcccRn*ie to mercury again ; and I told him that now 
ic would not prodaoe the &me cflci^ fo quickly, nor lb vidently as before. 
He rubbed in a con&derable quantity without hh connitutian or mouth b^^ 
aBcded, but die buboes fiippucating, made meprder it to be left off a fecond 
time, and when they irere opeiml he bad Rconr& to the ointoKat ajain for 
the third time, and without producing any ^fiigrccabie effbits. The buboes 
took on a healing dij^KiitCtQn for a while and then became iUtionaiy, low- 
ing that a -new dilpoEttion was fbrtmng. Ht was diro^ed .to ieaVe n^ die 
ettitmentand to bathe in the fea, which he did aad Che buboes began to heal. 
In about three weeks however it was thought nece^iy io rub ki again, and 
when he began, which was die fourth time, it had almoft an immediate and 
violent eSo& upon his mouth ; he 1^ off again till his noouth became a Iktk 
better, and then returned to the caercury a £itb ttihc, and was able to go on 
with it. 

A flout healthy man rubbed in nwicuriai ointment £ix a bubo tUI it af- 
fected his mouth j it further brought on very di&greeaHc cbnititudonal com* 
plaints, fitch as lofs of appetite, watchiiilnofs, fallow complexion* U&Otds 
from the leaft exerciie, and fwelled legs ; and although various meanis wot 
u&d to reconcile the conftitutidn to it, yet it continued toa£t»sz poifon. 

Mercury often produces pains like thofe <^ the rheumatiitn, and alia nodes 
which aie of a icrofiilous nature, from dience it has booi accufed of aiie<3ing 
the bones, ** lurking in theoo," as authors have o^eftdic. . 
. It may be fuppofed to be unnecdTary to mention in the peefent ilate of our 
knowledge, diat it never gets into the bones in the form of a metal, although 
this has been aiTerticd by men of eminence and authori^ in ^e prof^on, aod 
even the diifei^ons of dead bodies have been brought In praof (^ it ^ bnt my 
experience in anatomy has not convinced me of the realhty d fiich.appear- 
ances. Thofe authors have been quoted byothersj imaginary catfics ctf'difeafc 
have been increa&dj die credulous, and ignorant fa^Sdtioaa inilled, and 
patients rendered miferable. 

II. OF 
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11. OF THE QUANTITY OF MERCURY NECESSARY TO • 
BE GIVEN. 

The quantity of "mercury to be thrown into the coriftitution for the cure 
of any venereal complaint muil be proportioned to the violence of the di&ale. 
Two circumilances are however to be ftridly attended to in the adminiAra- 
tion of this medicine ; which arc, the time in which any given quantity is to 
be thrown in> and the efibfU ic has on fome pafts of the body» as the Gilivary 
glands, ikin, or inteftines. Thde two circumftances taken together are to 
guide us in the cure of the difeaic ; for mercu^ may be thrown into the iame 
conftitution in very different quantities fo as to produce the fame ultimate 
efk&f but the two very different quantities muft be alfo in different times ; 
for inftance,. one jxmce of mercurial ointment rubbed in in two days will 
have more e^e& upon the conllitutionthan two ounces rubb«l in in ten; and 
to produce die iamc efied: in the ten days, it may perhaps be neceflary to rub 
in three ounces 'on jnore. 

The efifet^ on the coniUtution of one ounce rubbed Jn in two days are 
confidemUe,' and alfo- it's ef&Sts upon the di&a£cd parts ; therefore a much 
lefs quantity in fuch a way vrill have greater efie£ts ; but if theie eficds are 
principally local, that is, upon the glands of the mouth, the' conAkutlon at 
large not being equally Simulated, the effort upon the dileafed parts muft alfo 
-be leis, which is to.be determined by the local dileafe not giving way in prp- 
portioa to the£fiefl£:of the nurcury on fome {Kirticular part. 

If it is I given in very fmall quantities, and increafed gradually fo as to fteal 
inlenfibly on the conftitution, it's viable efefts are lefs, and it is hardly con- 
ceivable how much may at laft be thrown in, without having any vilible 
cSea at all.' 

■ To give an idea of this, a gentleman had ibe mercury ^ on lus moudi upon rubbing in ten 
grains of the ointment a day, for ten days ; the ointment was equal parts, but by leaving off and 
beginning anew, he at lafl rubbed in eighty grains every night for a month, without having his 
moutit, or any of die fecretitms vifibly afleAed. 
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Thefe drcumftanccs being known, it makes mercury a much more effica- 
cious, manageable, and iafe medicine, than formerly it was thought to be ; 
but unluckily it's viable eSa&s upon fome particular parts, fucb as (he 
mouth, and the inteftines, are Sometimes much more violent than it's gene- 
ral cffcft upon the conftitution at large ; therefore a certain degree of caution 
ie neceiTary, not to ftimukte thide parts too .quickly^ as tlxat will j>Fevept the 
Deceflary quantity being given. 

The c(»iftitution, or parts, are more iufbeptible of inercury at £rft than 
afterwards ; if the mouth is made ibce, and allowed to recoror, a jxmch 
greater quantity may be thrown in a. fecood itimev bcSore ;the {ajsx Airen^s is 
produced ; and indeed I have fecn cafes where it could not be seproduced from 
as much as poflibly could be thrown in. Upon a renewal of the coucfe.cf 
inercury therefore the &me precautions are not neoedaiy as at firft. We atP 
howOTo- every now and then deceived by this modicine, it being hardly poCi- 
4ible to produce vifible eibfts at one time.j and afterwaids the mooth, and 
inteftines, fhall all at <Hice be a^fe&ed. 

Mercury when it falls on die naouth produces in many cooAitutioQS vxv 
lent inflammation, which ibmetlmes terminates in morti£caiiaa. The oonr 
ftituticHis in vdiich this happens I fufpedt are of the criljqKlatous kind, or 
what are called the putrid ; there^Dre in fuch, greater caution is neceflary. 
Mercury in general, that, is where it only produces it's common e&ifte, ^don 
otcvcT does any injury to theconlUtution. It Ihould &em only to ad fir 
the time, and to leave the conftitution in ao iiealthy ftate. fiut this is not 
always the cafe, for probably mercury can be made to a£Ec& every conititu- 
tion very materially, being capable of prodtudng local difeafcs; as has been 
mentioned ; and al(b capable (^retarding the cure of diancres, buboes, and 
certain efS6&s of the lues venerea, after the poifon has beoi deilroyed. 



III. OF THE SENSIBLE EFFECTS OF MERCURY UPON 
PARTS. 

The fenOble efieds of mercury^are generally an lacreaie of i<Mne of the &- 
cretions, a fwelling in the ialivary glands, and increaie of £iliva i an incrcafe 
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-of <^e ieoretkn; of the bpwcjs* which produces jpur^ng* apd an iacre^ of 
fiat fxpstioa .of the fltin, producing fw«rt, ajib often an increafc of the fccrc- 
*ion of urine. -Soroetinies one of theft focretioos only ss i^&e^, fooietimes 
fflooe, and fometiDics ail of them togiethcr. But ^ efieds upon the mouth 
are the jnoA J&equcnt. 

Meoctuy of^ produces headaches* and alfo coiliveDefs> when it's action 
on other parts becomes lenHble, efpecially upon the glands of the mouth. 

When the mercury &Us upon the mouth, it does not a0e^ all parts of it 
equally, fometimes attacking the gums, at other times the cheeks, which 
become thickened, and ulcerate, while the gums are not in the leail afieded* 
las appears by tltt patient being cq>able of biting any thing hard. 

Mercury when it falls upon the mouth, and parts belonging to the mouth, 
not only iftcieafts the difcharge of thole parts, but it brings on great tume^ 
£b£Uoo, which is not of the true inflammatory kind where coagulable lymph 
is thrown out, but rather reianbling criQrpelaious tutxuiaftioii. The tongue, 
cheeks, and gums, fwell, and the teeth become JooJe ; all which is in pro- 
portion to the quantity of mercury given, and fufc^tibility of the parti for 
iuch irritation. It produces great weaknels in the parts, in which ulceration 
eaiily takes place, efpecially If they are in the leaft irritattd, which is often 
done by the teeth, and even mortification fometimes enfues. How far it 
produces fimilar effects when it falls on other parts I do not know. The 
faliva in fuch cales is generally ropy, as if pnncipally from the glands affi^fted. 
The breath acquires a particular fmcU. 

As mercury generally produces evacuations, it was oaturaUy imagbed that 
it was. by this noeans it cf&fited a cure of the venereal dijieafe ; but expenencr 
iias taug^ us that in curing d>c venereal di&aie by this u»dicine, evacuatk)n8 
of any kind produced by it arc not at all necelTaiy} and this might have 
' been fuppoftd, as ^milar evacuations fvoduced by other medicines are of no 
fervice, theic£are it was i-ca£}nahle to imagine ffaat thefe.cracuatiQns when 
■produced by mcrcary, were alfo of no fervice ; except we could faji^ie that 
the evacuation produced by the mercwy was not the fame vrtth that produced 
by other medicines, but that it was a fpecific evacuation ; that is toiay, a 
dtfdurge carrying .<^ the venereal poifim by it's union with, the mercury « 
^and therefore the Sa&ct the mercury went off, the ibonor would the^poiibn be 
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carried out of the conftitution. But this is not found to be the ca& in prac- 
tice i on the contrary evacuations produced by the medicine retard the cure, 
efpecially if the fecretary organs are too fufceptible'of this fHmulus ; for then 
t}ie quantity which is neceflary, or fufficient for the cure of the difeaie can- 
not be taken in, the eficds of the medicine upon particular parts being 
greater than the patient can bear ; and the quandty of mercury to be thrown 
into the conftitution muft be limited, and regulated according to die quanti^ 
of evacuation, and not according to the extent of the difeale. On the other 
hand if it is given with care. To as to avoid violent evacuation, any quanti^ 
may be thrown in fufiicient for the cure of the dileale. 

Certain evacuations may be fuppofed to be a mark of the coirititational 
effefts of mercury, but they are not to be entirely depended upon, the fecreti- 
ons being only a proof of the fufceptibiUty of fbme parts to fuch a ftimulus j 
however it is probable that in general they art a good gage of it's conititu- 
tional efieds. Some have gone fo ^ as to fuppoie that quantity of mercury 
alone, without any fenfible effisds is fi^cient for the cure of the diieaie ; 
and this is in fome degree the cafe, but not completely fo, ibr we have no 
good proof of it's afieding the conftitution but by its producing an iocrcafc 
of fome of the iecretions. 



IV. OF THE ACTION OF MERCURY. 

Mercury can have but two modes of a£don, one upon the potion, 
the other on the conftituticm ; we can hardly fuppofe it to a^ both ways. 
If mercury a£ted upon the poilbn only, it might be fuppofed to be in two 
ways, either by deftroying it's qualities by decompofing it, or hty attrading 
it and carrying it out of the conftitution. If the firft were the aOion rf 
mercury, then we might reafonably fuppofe that quantity alone would be 
the thing to be depended upon ; if the fecond, that the quantity of evacua- 
tion would be the principal citcumilance. 

But if it z6l upon the principl? of deftroying the difeafed z&ion of the 
living parts, counterafting the venereal irritation by producing another of a 
du^rent kind, then neither quantity alone nor evacuation will avail much ; 
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but it will be quantity joined with fenfible efk&s that wUl produce the 
quickeft cure, which from experience we find to be the caie. But although 
the efk&s that mercuiy has upon the venereal diieale are in fome degree in 
proportion to it's local e&&s on fome of the glands, or particular part ' 
of the body> as the mouth, ikin, kidneys and inteftines, yet it is not ex- 
atflly in this propQrtion> as has been mentioned. When mercury difagrees 
as it were conftitutionally, producing great irritability and he£Uc iymptoms, 
this a^on or irritation is not a counter irritation K> the venereal diieale, 
but is a conftitutional irritation, having no eifeft on the diieaie, which 
continues to increa&. Mercury loiing it's cSc&s upon the difeafe by ufe, 
is a proof that it neither a£ls chymically, nor by carrying off the poifon by 
evacuation, but by it's ftimulating power. 

The effedb will always be in proportion to the quantity in a given time, 
joined with the fufceptibility of die confUtution to the mercurial irritation. 
Thefe circumfUnces require the minuteft attentitm ; and in order to procure 
it's greatcft aftion with iafety, and to procure this in the moft effoftual 
way, it muft be given till it produces local effects fomewhere, but not too 
quickly, that we may be able to throw in a proper quantity ; for local 
efie£ts produced too quickly prevent the fufficient quantity being thrown in 
for counterat^g the venereal irritation at large. I have &ai caies where 
the mercury very readily afled locally, and yet the <^onJUtution was hardly 
aiiedted'by it, for the difeafc did not give way. 

A gentleman had a chancre which he deftroycd with cauftic, and drefled 
the ibre with mercurial ointment. He had alio a fmall uneaiinefs in one. 
of his groins, which went no further, but which fliowed an abforption of 
the poifon. The chancre foon healed, and he rubbed in about two ounces 
of mercurial ointment. He began this courfe with fmall quantities, that is, 
a fcruple at each rubbing, and increafed it; however it foon afieded his 
mouth, and he fpit for about a month. Two months after he had a vene- 
real ulcer in one of his tonlils. Here was a coniiderable fenfible cBsA 
from a fmall quantity of mercury, which proved ineffedhial, becaufe it's 
fpecific e£k£b, as I apprehend, were not in proportion to it's ieniible eSeds j 
the lalivary glands being too fufceptible of the mercurial irritation. 
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On die other hand I have ieen ca&s where qtianti^ did not arUwer till it 
was given fo quickly as to afiba the conftitution in iiich a nuuiner as to pro- 
duce local irritation, and confeqnoitly finfible eracuations, which is a proof 
that the local efieds are often the fign of it's fpecific tSkOs on the coafti. 
tution at large, and Aiowb the ru£::q)tibility of the di&afed parts to be 
affefled by the medicine is in propordon to the cfk&s of it upon the mouth. 
It's e&£ts are not to be imputed to evacuatiini» but to it's irritation, there" 
£>Fe mercury (houM be given if poflible {q as to produce fenfible cSkidta 
upon fooM parts of the body, and in the largeft quantity of mercury that 
can be g^ren to produce thefe eSk&s within certain bounds ; and d»t thefe 
icnfible ^leds dwuld be the means c£ deteiminiog how £u the medidne 
may be pufhed, in order to have it!$ beft cBbb&s upon the dileale without 
endangering the conftitution. The pradice here moil vary accordiog to 
cittcun^ances ; if die difeafe is in a violent degree, 1e& ngard mnft he had 
to die constitution, and the meicuTy is to lie thrown in m krgo' qusotities ; 
but if die diieafe be noild it is not necefiary to go beyond that rule, although 
it is better to keep up to it on purpofe to cure the diieafe the ibona. 

If the dileafe is in the Arft order of parts i leis quantt^ of meicufy is 
neceilary than if it woe in the fecpnd order of parts, and h»d been of long 
ihuiding with it's firil appearances only cured and the venereal diipoittioa 
ftill remaining in the iecondaiy parts. To cure the di&a^ whether m die 
ibrm of chancre, bubo, or lues venerea, jvobably the ftme quantity of 
mercury is necdlaiy ; for one ibie requires as much mercury as Mty lores 
in the fame per£», and a ihiall fore as much as a large one j the <Mify dif- 
ference, if there is any, muft depend upon the nature of the parts a^i^ted, 
wheliier naturally aftive or indolent. If there be any material difference 
between the recent and coofttttiticoal, which I apprehend there is, it may 
make a di&ccD^ in the qoantity. I do conceive that the recent an upm 
the whole more difficult to cure; at kaft they commonly requite logger 
time, although not always. 

Having thus hi pmnifed thefe general rules and obfervftUons, I Ihall now 
give die di&rent CMthods of adminiftrriog rocrcuiy. 
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V. OF THE DIFFERENT METHODS OF GIVING MERCURY 
EXTERNALLY— INTERNALLY. 

Previous to the giving of mercury it is veiy proper to underftand as 
Qwch fis poilible the conftitudon of the patient with regard to this medi- 
cine, which can only be known in thotb who have already gone dirough 2 
xnercuriat courie g but as many of our patients are obliged to undetgo this 
treatment more than once> it becomes no vague inquiiy ; for ss there ate 
many who can bear this medicine much betta: than others, it is very proper 
that this ihould be known, as it will be a diredion for our |»vfent pradice. 
I think that fyw con^tutions alter in this difpofition ; although I knew one 
cafe which, adnvtted of a considerable quantity at one time without being 
vifibly tff^&edi but about a twelve month after was af&£tcd with a veiy 
little. 

When- nwrcuiy is given to cure the lues venerea, whatever lengdi we 
aaean to go m the TenfiMc eSEe^ of it, we Should get to that lengdi if 
pofllblc, and we ihould keep up to it. For we Shall find it difficult to 
bring it's ^is&» to that ftandaitl again if we allow it to get below it. If 
tfae mercofy Should get beyoad what we intended, we fliould be very much 
upon our guard in Itnvering it ; and ihould probably begin to give it again 
before it's eficfls are reduced to the intended Standard : for the iame quan- 
tity tiow will not operate fo powerfully as b^bre; inibmuch that what at 
firft proceed greater eficds than was intended, will not be fuflicimt after- 
wards. 

Mercury is h^ ap^ied ^eternally in form of an ointment. Un£hious 
iuUUnces koqt it divided, attach it to furfaces, and.do not dry ; it may alSb 
be fuppo&d that it becomes a vehicle for the mercury, and carries it through 
the absorbents to the general circulation ; for it is probable that oil is as eaj^ 
of ab^rptioD as watry fubSlances. 

' If the fymptoms are mild in the firft cwder of parts, and the patient not 
accuSlomed to mercury, of it is known that he cannot bear the medicine in 
gmt quantity, and k is intended to condud the cure by almoSl infenfible 
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means, it is proper to begin with fmall quantities. One fcruple, or half a 
dram, of an ointment made of equal parts of quickfilver and hogs lard, rub- 
bed in every night for four or fix nights will be iufficient to begin with. If 
the mouth is not aflcfted the quantity may be gradually increaial till two or 
three drams are rubbed In at each time i but if the firft quantity has afie^tcd 
the mouth we may be almoft certain that the glands of the mouth are very 
fufceptible of the mercurial ftimulus ; therefore it will be proper to wait 
two or three days till that efiedi begins to go off. 

When we begin the fecond time the quantity may be gradually, increa^d, 
at leaft a fcruple every time, till two drams or more is rubbed in each night, 
which may be done without aifefting the patient very oonfiderably a fccond 
time, as has been already obferved. 

If all the fymptoms gradually difappear, there is no more to be done but 
to continue this pradtice for a fortnight longer by way of fecurity ■ 

This method fteadily purfued will cure moft recent cafes of lues TCncrea ; 
but it is not fufficient if the dife:ife has been merely kept under by flight 
courfes of mercury ; a greater quantity becomes neceilary, frcHZi a- kind of 
habit the conditution has acquired, by which it ts rendered lefs fufceptible 
of the mercurial ftimulus. 

If the difeafe fliould return in the fecond order of parts, we may be certain 
the iame quantity of mercury will not be fufficient to cure them, their adion 
being flow imder the venereal irritation, therefore require more than what 
had been firft given. 

I may be allowed to remark, that where the venereal fymptoms have been 
ulcers in the mouth or throat, I have fufpeded that the mercury being 
brought to the mouth, and the faliva being impregnated with it, and acting 
as a mercurial gargle, cured thoie parts locally } and that the conftitution 
has remained ftill tainted'; the mercurial adHon in it having been much in- 
ferior to what it was in the mouth. Perhaps fomething fimilar may take 
place in eruptions of the (kin where the mercury pafles off by fweat j for we 
know that fulphur will cure the itch by pafling off in perfpiration. If thefc 
are &dls, then it may in feme degree account for the local iymptoms in the 
firft order of parts being eafier of cure than thoie in the iecond. 

The manner of living under a mercurial courfe need not be altered ftam 
the common, becaufe mercury has no at^lon upon the difeafe which is more 
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£ivoured by one way of life than another. Let me aik any one What ^Se£t 
eating a hearty dinner, and drinking a bottle of wine can have over the ac- 
tion of mercury upcm a venereal fore ? Or what efk& can walking in froft 
and fnow Jiave upon the operation of mercury, either to make it affcft any 
part fenfibly, as falling upon the glands of the mouth, or prevent it's efkA 
upon the venereal irritation ? In ihort I do not fee why maxury Ihould not 
cure the venereal difeaie under any mode whatever of regimen or diet. 

I own however, that I can conceive cold aifoSling the operations of mer- 
cury upon the venereal difeafe ; it is polTible that cold may be favourable to 
the venereal irritation* and therefore contrafy to that produced by mercury ; 
and there is ibme Hiow of reafon for fuppoJing this } ibr I have before aHerted 
that cold was an encourager of the venereal irritation ; and therefore keeping 
the patient warm may diminilh the powers of the dileafe while under the 
cure. 

- Mercuiy given . internally is in many cafes fuificient, although in general 
it is not fb much to be depended on as the external application ; therefore I 
would not recommend it, or give it in cales where the difeafe has not been 
fufHciently cured by former courfes of mercury. It is the moft convenient 
way of giving this medicine, for many will fwallow a pill, who do not 
choofe to rub the body with the ointment ; indeed there arc many circum- 
fiances in life which make this mode of introducing it into the conflitution 
the moA convenient ; but on the otha' hand there are many conflitutions 
that cannot bear mercury given internally j when thefe two circumftances 
meet in the fame patient it is un^rtupate. 

Mercury taken internally often produces very difagreeable eflbfts upon the 
ilomach and inteflines, caufing ficknefs in the one, and griping and purging 
in the other. 

If it be found necelTary to give it internally, andit diiagree either with the 
fton^ach or inteflines, or both, even in the moft jtmple preparation, it's ef- 
fects, whatever they are, mufl be corrc<fted or prevented^ by joining with the 
mercury other medicines. If it aSeGt the ftomach only, the mercury may 
be joined with fmall quantities of the eflential oils, as the effential oil of 
cloves, or camomile flowers, which wiU in many cafes take off that cfk&. 
If it both difagrce with the flomach and bowels, which I believe ariles eithec 
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fitm the mercary meeting with aa asM in the ftomach by vYddi part of it is 
diiiblred fomui^ a £t]t, or from being given in the form of a fait, both of 
which will generally purge and become the caufe of their own expullion. 
There are two ways of obviating thefi: efie&s ; the firft is, by preventing the 
^t £ram ibrming ; the Jiecond» by mitigating it's efie^ls on the inteftines if 
fanned, by taking off their irritalMli^. - To prevent the fait from fbnning. 
the befl way is to join the mercury with alkaline fubfiancea, cither &lts, or 
earths : and when given in a &Une ftate, it may be joined with opium, or 
fixne of the efiential oils. 

To prevent the formation of the £ilt, take c^ the preparations of mercoiy, 
liich as marcdrius calcinatus^mercuriusfufcus, or c^omel, forming theminto 
pills with die ad^tion of a iinall quanti^ of (oft foap, or any of die alkaline 
£dts i the alkaline ialt abb prevents the [hII from drying : orin^ieadof theft 
a calcarious earth may be joined with the mercury, fuch as chalk or crabs 
^es : upon this principle is the mercurius alkahzatns, which is crude oler- 
cuiy rubbed down with crabs ^es. But thc& fubAances add conliderably to 
the bulk of die medicine, no Ids than twenty grains being necciEify for a 
dofe } which contains ieren grains and a half of cmde mercury. The mcr< 
cnrius calcinatus rubbed with a iinall ]XDportion of opium makes an cffica- 
cioQS pill, and in general agrees well both with the Ilomadi, and bowels. 
Opium has been long joined with mercuiy to cure the venereal diicafe. By 
ibttie as much has been attributed to the opium as the mercury } however 
o|iium should be given with care, for it is not every conftitution with which 
it agrees, often producing imtability, in ftxne laflltude and ddnli^, in otfid^ 
^lafois. 

If the mercury is not given in the above manner, but in the form a( a £ilu 
or die ialts are allowed to form, then it fhould be jraned with mie third ef 
opium, and a drop of the oil of doves, or cam<»nilc, which will make it 
agree with the ftomach, and pccvcnt it's purging; <»■ if it is found ftill to 
dilagree bodi vnth the ftomach, and bowels, compound it ftill further, by 
joining with the mercury the alkaline ialts, the opium, and fome eflential 
oU. 

A grain of mercurius calcinatus made into a pill, vnth die additioo of foch 
medicines as the ftomach or bowels may require, may be given every night 
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lor tk week ; and If in that time it has not itfe&cd the mouth it may be re- 
peated evening and morning j and after the patient has been accuftomed to 
die medicine and it is found not to fall much upon the mouth, it may be in- 
creafed to two grains in the evening, and one in the morning. 

The fame direftions hold equally good either with the mercurius fulcus, 
or calomel ; but it reqijiires more of thefii lail preparations of mercury to 
have the Gant meiHcinal ^t& upon the difcafe, than of the beibre mentioned ; 
perhaps the proportion of their effects are about two, or three, to one. Why 
this ihould be the cafe is probably not calfily accounted for, the quantity of 
mercury being very nearly the fame in a given weight in both, . (or in eight 
grains of calomel there are (even grains of crude mercury. Three grains of 
thde preparations aj^iear only equal to one of the mercurius calctnatus. 
The crude mercury given in the fame quantities with eithw <^ the former 
appears the leaft efficacious of all, for fifteen grains of crude mercury rubbed 
down with any mucilage^ feetns only equ^ to one or two of the mercurius. 
calcinfttus. 

The corrofive fuUimate, which is a £dt cabbie of flimulating violently, 
is generally given in folution in water, brandy, or fome c^ the fimple vraters, 
and has been u&d with the appearance of confiderable fuccefs. It would 
appear that it removes ulcers in the mouth as foon, if not foon^r than any of 
the other {H'^urations ; but this I fufped anUes from it's applicaticm to thefe 
parts in it's paSage to the flomach, ading upon than locally as a gargle i 
however from experience it appears not to have fufHciont powers over the 
vciwreal irri^ticm; in recent cafes only removuig the vifiblc local effis^,^ 
without entirely deftroying the venereal adion j for many more have been 
found to relapie after having taken this preparation, than ftom many of the 
others ; which is owing to it's paffing very readily off by the fldn. fiefides 
it di&grees much more with the ftomach, and inteftines, than any of the 
other preparations. 

' A grain <^ this medicine difSblved in about an ounce of ibme fluid, is ge- 
nerally the dole, and increafed according as it agrees with the bowels, and 
. according to it's efk&s upon the mouth, and difeaft. 

As corrofive fublimate contains an acid, and as you muft be guided by the 
efk&s of the acid on the bowels, the quantity of mercury you can give in 
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this form is necelTarily finaller than in the other preparations. Ward's drc^ 
containing leis acid can be given in larger quantity^ atid is more efficacious on 
that account. Perhaps any of thefc preparations united widi a icruple of 
gum guaiacum may have more e^£t than whoi given alone j an electuary 
is a convenient form. 

This praiSice continued for two months will in general cure a common 
lues venerea ; but here it is not meant that any time ihould be fpecified. 
After all the fymptoms of the difeafe have difappeared, this courfe ihould be 
continued at Icaft a fortnight longer; but if the fymptoms difappear very fud- 
denly, as they often do, perhaps within eight or ten days, probably from the 
medicine going oiF by thofe furfaces where the difeais appears, the medicine 
ihould be continued thr^ weeks, or perhaps a month longer, and the dofe 
increaied. In fuch caies the vifible local eflfeds appear to be cured, while 
a venereal difpoiition remains in the parts. 

Various are the preparations of meri:ury r^ommended for internal uie, 
ivhile praftitioners have generally been fatisfied with but one for external 
application. Every praftitioner finds fome one of the pitparations anfwering 
better to appearance in fome one caie than another, which cails the balance 
in favour of that medicine in his mind ; or others finding tlvc bad cfk^s of 
a particular preparation at fome one time, have generally condemned that 
preparation ; not to mention that deceit is often pra£tiled in the cure of this 
difeale. One would naturally fuppoie that the fimpleft preparation is the bei^, 
that which i& eafieil difiblved in the animal juices, does leait mifchief to the 
ilomach, or general health, and is leail diilurbed or hindered in it's opera- 
tions ; for we can hardly fuppofe that any fubftance joined with mercury 
which alters either it's chymical or mechanical properties out of the body, 
can add to it's power in the body, except a fubflance which had a iimilar 
power when ading alone. The preference generally given to the ointment 
' (hows this ; and if we could find a preparation flill more fimple &an the 
ointment, that preparation fhould be uied in preference to the crude mercuiy. 
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VI. OF THE CURE OF THE DISEASE IN THE SECOND 
OR THIRD STAGE. 

In the more advanced ftages of the dileaie the mercurial courie muA: be 
pufhed iimher. The greateft quantity of that medicine that the patient 
can .bear at a time is to be thrown in and continued with i^adinefs till 
there is great reafon to fuppofe the diieaie is deftr<^ed. It will not be pof- 
fible in iii(:h cafes to prevent the mouth from being confiderably affeded, 
the quanti^ of mercury necefiary to be thrown in for the cure of thefe ilages 
of the dileafe being fuch as will in moft cafes produce that cffeSt, 

Before the difeafe has advanced fo far, the patient, moA probably has 
taken mercury, and it is proper to inquire how he has been afiei^ed by it, 
and what quantity of it he could bear, which will in ibme degree direct us 
in the quantity now to be begun with. If the patient has not taken mer- 
cury for a conlideiable time, and is eaiily affected by it, which is the cafe 
that admits of the leaft quantity, it wiU be necei^ry to begin cautioufly, 
regulating the quanti^ according to circumftances ; but if the perfon has 
taken mercury lately, although eatily af&dted by it, more freedom may be 
ufed on returning to it, becaufe it will have Ids power on his mouth, as 
alio on the difeafe ; again, if the perfon has been taking merciuy very lately, 
and is with difficulty af£e£ied by it, which is the cafe that admits of the 
greateft quantity, then it may be adminiitered freely Co as to a^tft the con- 
ftitution in the proper time. If the mercury is brought to the mouth In fix 
or eight days, and a conBderable forenefs is produced in twelve, it will in 
general be a good beginning. In fuch cafes the conftitution is if poffible 
to befurprized by the medicine fo as to produce it's greateft ef&^, but with 
fuch caution as to be able to keep up thefe eHedts by quanti^. 
' Friction will anfwer better than giving it internally } for in this way we 
are furer of throwing in a larger quantity in a given time than could be 
taken internally without hurting the Aomach. 

The quantity of mercury applied in this way fhould be under certain cir- 

cumftanccs, in an inverfe proportion to the fur&ce on which it is applied, 
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and the furface fhould be completely covered with the omtmenti for half 
an ounce of mercurial ointment rubbed in upon a given furface will have 
nearly the fame efie^ as one ounce rubbed in on the lame fur^icc ; dierefbre 
one ounce to have double the efieft ihould have double the fur^ce. The 
quantity of ointment muft therefore be adapted to the quantity of furface, 
for on a certain, extoit of furface no more than a determined quantity of 
ointment can be applied ib as to be abforbed ; and appl^g a greater quan* 
ti^ would be uielefs j and if the quanti^ of fnr&ce is ^cater the iamc 
portion of ointment cannot be difu&d fo as to employ fully all the abforb- 
ents. Every {vxfacc which is ufed may therefore have it's fiilt quantity cf 
cnntmeot, but certainly Ihould not have more, if we are to attribute the 
efie^ of the mercury to the quuitity. 

It has moft probably been always the pra<fHce to rub the mercury well in, 
as it is tmned ; bat I fufped that this arofe rather A'om an idea of the fur-^ 
&ce being porous like a ip«ige, than of abfbrpti<Ht being perfmned t^ the 
a^on of veflels ; and it is probable that this adion in the veflels pxxfaicbg 
at^orpdon may be rather difturbed than excited by iridioa. 

How long the courle is to be foUowsd is not to be cxa£t\j aicertainedj it 
may be thought proper to condnue it till the local appearances, as nodesv 
have fubfided ; but I fufpe£t that this is hardly necdfary, except th^ give 
way readily j £ot in fuch cafes die local complaints, or tumefaddon. Sec. 
generally require a longer time to be removed than die venereal a^on; 
and local applications muft be of ^vice, elpeciaUy if fuch tumefa^ons are 
obftinaCe. 

The manner of living under fuch a levere couri^ which is inevoy rdped 
weakoiing, is to be particularly attended to j die patient muft be fuf^rted, 
and the local ei&£h of the medicine in the month preventing his taking 
many kinds of nourilhment, especially fuch as are of a Iblid form j fluids 
muft form his <mly nouiiflunent, and thefe ihould be fiich as will bccrane 
felid after they are fwallowed ; milk is of this kind. An «gg beat up with 
a litde fugar, and a little wine ; lago, faloop, &c. ibrm a proper diet. 
In many cafes wine and bark mtift be given through die wh<Ue courie. 
Sugar is perhaps one of the beft rcftoratives of any kind we are acquainted 
with* when a conftitudon has been very much debilitated by long idling,

irom whatever caufe> whether from the vnnt of ibod wlim ^x^ health, or ia 
riw time of di&aie, or "where die food ha« not been aHowed to anfwcr the 
conititutional wafte, as in a courie of mercury, and when the diieaiib or 
courlc of mercuiy is gone, then fugar will reftore fuch conftitution probably 
better than any thing elfe. 

Althou|^ it is not a conunon opinion, and therefore not a common prac- 
tice to give fugar entirely with this view, yet there are fufBcient proofs of 
it's nutritive qualitiy over ahnoft every other fubftance. It is a well known 
fv£b, that all the negroes In the fugar iilands become extremely lufty and 
&t in the fugar-cane feaibn; and they hardly live upon any thing elie. 
The horfes and cattle that are allowed to feed upon them all become fat. 
The hair of the horft becomes fine. Birds who feed upon fniit never eat 
it tUl itbecrane very ripe, when it has formed the greateft quantity of ft^gar* 
and even then only on fuch as fiunilh the largcft quanti^ c^ fugar. 
Infeifts the lame, but in this tiibc we cannot have a ftionger inlUncc 
of this fe£t tiian in the bee. Honey ds compofed of fu|^, with fome 
other juices of the plant, mth a little efiential oil ; but &gar is the prin- 
•cipal ingredient. When we confider that afwarm of bees will live a whole 
winter on a few pounds of hon^, keep up a conftant heat about ninety-five 
or ninety-fix degrees, and the a^ons of the »iimal ceconomy equal to that 
heat, we muft allow- that fugar contains perhaps more real nouriflimentthan 
any cfhoT known fubHahce. 

We fee too that whey is extremely &ttaiing, which is the watry part 
of the milk» containing neither the oil nor the coagulable matter ; this arifes 
principally from the fugar it contains | for being compofed x>f the watry 
pait it holds all the fiigar of the milk in (btution. If the milk is allowed 
to becMtit four it is not' Co fattaiing, becaufe it is the fugar which is be- 
come ibnr. 

Although the nutritive qualities of ibgar have not been fo generally 
known as to introduce it into univerfal pradice, yet they have not entirely 
efeaped the notice of praditioners. <Mr. Vaux, from .obferving the negroes 
in the Weil Indies growitig fat in the fugar feafon, has been induced to 
give it in very large quantities to many of his patients, and with veiy good 
eifedts. Honey is perhaps as good a mode of taking this fubftance as any : 
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fweetenirig every thing thet is either eat or- drunks vi^iether by fiigar ifi hooey, 
or fugar alone, is probably inamaterial ; yet it is probable' that the other 
ingredients in honey may add to it's nutritive quality. 



vn. OF LOCAL TREATMENT. 

If the local ef&£ts have gone no further than inflammatioo and fwdling, 
either of the ibft or hard parts, moft probably no local treatment will be 
neceflary, for the treatment of the conftitutton will in general remove them 
entirely. 

It Ibmetimes howevi^ happens that the local complaints will not give 
way, but die parts remain fwelled in an indoloit and tna^ve ftate, even 
after there is every reafbn for fuppcding the conftitution is perlbdSy cured. 
In fuch cafes the conftituticxial treatment is to be affiAed by local applica- 
tions of mercury to the part, either in the form of a plaiiter or <untmeDt. 
The latter is by much the belt mode. If thefe are not fufiicient, as often 
happens, we muft endeavour to deftroy this difpofition by jnoducing an 
inflammation of 4Uiother kind. I have feeh a venereal node which gave 
excruciating pain cured by an incifion only bong made down to the bone 
the whole len^ of die node ; the pain has cea&d, the fwelling has de- 
crealed, and the fore healed up kindly without uking a grain of mercury. 
BMers have been applied to nodes with fucce& ; they have removed the 
pains and diminifbed the fwetlings { ib far fiimiihing a proof that local 
treatment may aflift mercury in many cafes. 

This treatment has not only been ufed to alCft mercury in th<^ caies 
where the medicine did not appear to be equal to the dileaie, but it has 
been ufed at the commencement of the cure, and even before mercury had 
been applied ; but it was ftill thought neceilary. to go through the iaine 
mercurial courfe as if nothing had been done to the local oomplaittts. 

It may be aiked, what advantage arifes from the inciiion or application 
of the blifter ? The advanuge is immediate relief from violent pains ; and 
as there are two powers acting, it is natural to fuppofe the cure will be 
mcwc ijwedy. 
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Afber all the abore trials it may happen tiiiat the local ^k&s fliall (UU 
remain, forming as it were a new difeafe^ wluch DKrcury may increafe, aod 
therefore other methods of cure may be tried, as will be d^ribed hereafter. 



VIII. OF ABSCESSES— EXFOLIATION. 

When an abice& forms in a node in the periofteum die bones ^re gene- 
rally a&*fted and make part of the abfceis. Great attenticHi ihould be paid 
to them, for fappurations in them are not like fuppuratitms in commoa 
abfceiles, th^ are ieldom produced fitmi the true fuppurative inflammation, 
and therefore are flow in their pn^reis, rarely producing true matter, but a 
mucus, ibmething re&mbling fUme, which lies flat upon the bone. This 
circumftance makes it difiicult to determine when fuppuration has taken' 
place, and in many ca&s to' deleft matter, even vdtere it is £onntd. Ano^ 
ther circumftance which renders the prefence of matter in fiich cafes doubt- 
fiil is, that the pro^ids of the di&afc is generally checked very early by 
the tti^ of mocury. This matter is often reabsorbed during a moxurial 
courie ; and it is proper, particularly in an early ftate of the comj^aint, 
to give it this chance ; but if the abforption does not take place, and the 
complaint is in an advanced ilate, it mufi: be opened. 

The furg^cal treatment of the parts under iiich circiunftances is the Cimc 
as in other diieaies of thefe parts; opening with great freedom is abfolutely 
neceifary ; for the more parts are expoled, the more inclinable they are in 
general to take on the healing ftate, and ftill more fo here ; for violence 
aflifts in deflroying the venereal diiix)fition. No fkin coverii^ a bone {hould 
be removed frcHn an ab&eis, efpecially in the lower extremities. 
. If the abfcefs is opened freely, and an exfoliation takes place, which is 
generally the ca&, it is to be treated a9>any other exfoliation. Exfoliations 
flicceed much better here than in many other ca&s, becaufe the difeafe from 
which they proceed can generally be corrected, which is not the cale in many 
difeafes of bones where exfoliation takes place. Cafes Ixowever fometimes 
occur in which after the venereal diipofltion has been cortedted apotber di- 
ieafed action takes place in the bone, the nature of which will be explained 
4 y ^whcn 
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when npon the cffeSts remaining after the difeafe it ctntdr and the dt&aies 
ibaxtime? productd by the cure. 



IX. OF NODES ON TENDONS, LIGAMENTS. AND FASCLE. 

Th b obfervations made on the nodes of the perlofteum and bones are ap- 
plicable to fwellings and fuppuratioas of the ligaments and faScias ; but it is 
ftill more difBcult to afcertain the pre&nce (MT inatto- in them than in the 
fbrnicr. 

. When a thickening only of the ligaments or faicie is the ooniequence of 
the (Gleafe, it is very obftinate, as in many cafes the dilcafed part may be 
cleared of all venereal taint and itill the fwellings remain. Bliihrs may often 
be applied here with fuccefs } but if they foil, then it will be abiblutely nc- 
ceiTary to make an inciiifMi into the part, to excite a more vigorous A66oa ; 
for although the complaint has nodiing venereal in it, nor is any contami- 
nation to be feared from it in future, yet as it leaves oftoi veryobftinate and 
difagreeable fwellings, which neither give way to medicine nor time^ it is 
proper to u& every means for their removal. 



X. OF CORRECTING SOME OF THE EFFECTS OF MERCURY. 

For ME R L Y when the management of mercury was not fo well underftood, 
nor it's efScCs in this diiea& fo well known as th^ are at prefent, it was ge- 
*erally itippoled K> zQt by evacuation from the ialivaiy glands, and wa» 
therefore always given till that evacuation took place ; and as it's efieds in 
ike cure were imagined to be in proportion to the quantity of this evacuation, 
it was puflied as far as poHible without endangering fufibcation. Fnam this 
treatment it often happened in thofe confHtuticns which wece very fufoepti]^ 
of ihs mercurial irri^tion, and in which the medicine 'produced much nK»e 
violent ef&fts on £kme particular iccretitms than could be wiihed, that re- 
courfe was obliged' to be had to medicines corre£ting the efieds of mercuiy i 
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Its thefe eSe&s were often an hindrance to it's being given in fui&cient quan- 
tities for the cure of the di&afe. 

I mentioned, when treating of the effects of mercury, that the fcnfible in- 
creafe of the fecretions produced by it were in the following order ; firft of 
faliva, then fweat, then urine, and often of the mucus of the inteftines, pro- 
ducing purging J I alfo ob&rved that when any of thofe fecrctions became 
too violent, that the hand of the furgeon was tied up till they were modera- 
ted. Attempts have been made to leilen thofe efiedls in two -wtiys, either by 
the deftru<£tion of it's power on the body in general, or by it's removal, but 
neither of theie means have fucceeded. It never has once been thought ne- 
Ceflary to attempt to lelTen it's powers on the organs of fecietion, fo as iliU 
to retain the iame quantity in the conititution, or even to throw in more, 
which if it could be efet^ed would be fometimes of great fcrvice j but as wc 
are not yet acquainted with powers fuiHcient for thefe purpofes, we are obli- 
ged to obferve great caution in our mode of giving the mecficine. 

I have endeavoured to fhow that this medicine need not be given witli a 
vivyf to procure thofe evacuations, and that it may be given in any quantity 
without increafing either of thofe fecrctions in any evident de^ee i however 
after every precaution we may be ftill deceived, and the medicine will every 
' now and then produce greater eifedts than were intended. It is very necel- 
fary therefore to Sack, for a preventive of the eifefls of mercury, when likely 
to be too violent, or to remedy thofe effcds when they have already taken 
place. 

The common prai^ce when mercury produced violent effetfts upon the 
inteftines, was to counteract the& efkOcs ; but this was not done with a view 
to retain the mercury in the conftitution, but to relieve the bowels that were 
fiiflering hy.tlw action of the moUcine : whereas the ]n-oper pratSice would be 
to ftop it's pfogrefs here, as In every other outlet, that more mercury may be 
retained in the conAttution, 

Although thefe inthvaicd fecrctions arife (ran the conilitutions being loaded 
with mercury, yet there is no danger in flopping them, for th^ do not arile 
from an univerlal difpolition becoming a local, or critical one; and there- 
fore if fuch ap a^on be checked or flopped in one place, it muft necelTarily 
fall upon fome other ; but it is from the part being more fufeeptible-of this. 

initation 
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irritation than any other, and the quantity now in the conftitution being 
equal to the fufceptibility of the part ; and therefore though it'*, cffe&s arc 
ftopped here, it docs not break out any where clfc, every other port bang 
capable of fupporting this quantity, and of remaining unafieif^ till moce i» 
thrown in. 

When the mercury attacked the ialivary glands it increa&d that fecretioft 
fb much as in fome cafes to oblige pradiitioncrs to adminifter fuch mahdnes 
as were thought likely to remove this new complaint. This fufceptibility 
of the glands of the mouth, and the mouth in general, to be eafily put into 
ailion by tliis medicine, was generally fuppoied to arifc frcma a fcorbutic con- 
i^tution, to which mofl con^)laints of die mouth are attributed. I am of 
opinion that fcrofiilous people, and th(^ of a lax and delicate habit, are 
more fubjet^ to have it &11 on the mouth than thoie of a contrary tem- 
perament. . 

Purges were given upon a fuppofition that mercury could be carried off 
by the evacuation produced by them, and they were repeated accordii^ to 
the violence of the e&£ts of the medicine, and the ftrei^th of the patient : 
but I can. hardly lay that I ever have icen the eSBsSts of mocuiy upon the 
mouth, leffcned by purging, whether it arofe fpontaneouily, was produced 1^ 
purging medicines, or even when arifing from the mercury it&lf. As diis 
method was not found fuffident for the removal of the complaint other me- 
dicines were trifil ; fulphur was fuppoied to be a fpecific for the removal <^ 
the eifeft of mercury. Whether this idea arofe from praftice or reafoning is 
not material i' but I diink I have feen good e£k&s from it in f(»ne cafes. If 
we can fuppofe purging of any fervice, purging with fulphur would anfwer 
beft, as it would exert it's effei^ both as a purge and as a fpecific. 

Sulphur certainly enters the circulation as fidphur, becaufe our fweat and 
urine fincll of it ; if it does not combine with the mercury and deffaoy it's 
properties as mercury, it is poUible, agreeable to ^e opinion of thole who 
firfl thought of giving it with this intention, that it may fo combine as to 

* Sulphur united with any of the metals probably dcftroys their foli&jlity in the jukes, or at 
Icaft dteir effects in the circulation; none of the cinnabars a& either as lulphur, or mercuiy. 
Crude antimony^ v^ich is legulus of anQmony and fuljAur, has no efie^. Arlnuc when joined 
with fulphur has no tfkA, nor has iron. 

form 
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form iEthiops mineral, or fomething fimilar, for we know that the jEthiops 
mineral however fonned does not in gen«al falivatc. It is poffible too» that 
fulphur may ad as a contrary ftimulus to mercury, by countera'aing the e£- 
fedb of it in the conilitutjon. Sulphur has even been fuppofed to hinder the 
mercury from entering the circulation. Upon the whole, as thefe preparati- 
ons of fulphur and mercury are ftill fuppofed to have good effects, and as I 
think 1 have feen good effefts in other cafes, we muft cither allow that they 
enter the circulation, or that their whole effefls are on the ftomach and in- 
teftines, with which the reft of the bodyfympathifes. The good eifecas from 
fulphur in leflening or altering the immediate dkAs of mercury, can only 
take place when that medicine is really in the conftitution ; therefore a 
diftin^on is to be made between fuch as arife immediately from mercury, 
and one continued from habit after the mercury has been evacuated from the 
conftitution, a cafe that fomedmes happens, and which will be taken notice 
of in it's proper place. 

The tafte in the mouth from the ufe of mercury has been known to go off, 
and not be perceived for a fortnight, and the lame tafte has recurred j this I 
am informed has happened twice to one gentleman from the firft quantity of 
mercury taken. To account for this is not eafy ; in whatever way it happens 
It is a curious fad. 

_When the macury has fallen upon the mouth and throat, wafliing thofe 
parts with opium has often good cffixfts, for opium takes off irritabili^, and 
of courfe the foreneis, which is one means of leffening the fecretion . A diam 
of tin^hira thebaica to an ounce of water makes a good wafh, or gargle.* 

When the mercury falls upon the ikin it is neither fo difagteeable nor fo 
dangerous as when it falls upon the mouth ; however it may often happen 
that it will be proper to check fuch a difcharge, both upon account of it's 
being troublefome and of It's leffening the e&&B of the muedicine in the con- 
ftitution by carrying it off. The bark is perhaps one of Ibe heft corredors 
of this increafed fecretion. 

* My u(ing opium in this way was from analogy, finding that opium quieted the bowels when 
B purging came on in confequcnce of mercury-: I tried it by way of gargle to the mouthy atid 
found good cfic^ from i^ but not equal to thofe which it produced in the boweU. 

4 Z When 
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When the medicine attacks the kidneys and increaies the iecretion (^dufe 
glands, it is not (o troublefome as when it produces fweating, tiiougfa it is 
poffible that it may carry off the mercury too foon j but as we have but few 
medicines that can leffen that fecretion, in moft cafes it muft be allowed to 
go on. The bark may in fuch cafes be given with advantage. 

When the mercury fells upon the bowels it proves often more dangerous 
and troublelOTie than in any of the former cafes, cfpecially the two laft ; but 
it is perhaps moft in our power to prevent ot palliate. Opium fbould be 
given in fuch quantities as to overcome the complaint, and I believe will 
^Idom liiil in removing all the fymptoms. 



XI. OF THE FORM OF THE DIFFERENT PREPARATIONS 
OF MERCURY WHEN IN THE CIRCULATION. 

It would appear from reafon, and many circumiUnces, that mercury 
muft be in the ftate of folution in the juices of die body before it can aft 
upon the venereal difeafe, and indeed before it can ad upon any other di&aie. 
That mercury is in a ftate of folution in our j uices and not in the ftate of any 
preparation of mercury that we know of is veiy probable from the following 
fads. 

Firft, crude mercury, every ialt of mercury, and calx of mercury, ia foluble 
in the fpittle, when taken into the mouth, t^ which means it is rendered 
fenfible to the tafle j from thence it muft appear that it is capable <»f folution 
in fome of onr juices. 

Secondly, crude mercury when divided into foiall parts by gum arable, ice, 
fo as to be eaiier of folution when ' taken into the ftomach, generally purges ; 
but crude mercuiy taken without fuch divilion has no fuch powers, not being 
fo readily dil^ved in the juices of the ftomach. The fimple calx of mer- 
cury has die fame eftefb, purging, and much more violendy from being, I 
fuppofe, readier of foludon in the animfll juices ; for if it only purged from 
it's union with the acid which happened to be in the ftomach it moft pro- 
bably would not purge more than crude mercuiy ; although it is very pro- 
bable

bable that die calx is eafier of Ibliition in a weak acid, than even iEhe crude 
mercuiy. 

Thirdly, every pre^paraticm of mercury producing the fame dftft in the 
mouth, and alfo having one and the fameei&tEt in the'conftitution, fliows 
diat th^ muft all undergo a change by which they arc reduced to one par- 
ticular fcxm. We cannot fay what that form is, whether it is the calx, the 
metal, or any other that we are acquainted vrith ; but it is probable that it 
is not any of them, but a new folution in the animal juices peculiar to the 
animal itfelf. This is rendered ftill more probable by this ctrcumftance, 
that every pfeparatitm of mercury put into the mObdi, undergoes the fame 
change, and the Q>ittle has the lame ta^ from every one of them. If every 
different preparation of mercuiy had the fame properties in the conftitution 
that it podefles out of it, which we muft {Uppole if it enters and continues in 
the fame form, in that cafe the venereal pcnfon mull be o-adicated in as 
many difierent ways as there are preparations. Crude mercury would aiS 
mechanically, by increafing the weight and momentum aX the blood ; the 
calx would a<£t like brickdufl, or any otho- powder that is heavy ; the red 
precipitate would ftimulate by chymical properties in one way, while the 
corrofive fiiblifnate would aA In another, and the mercurius flavus in a third ; 
this lafl would mofl pfdakiy vomit as ipecacuanha does, whicji vomits 
vriiether thrown into the flomach or circulatiui. 

Fourthly, all the preparations of mercury udien locally applied a£t always 
m one way, that is, as mercury j but fbme have alfb another mode of 
action, whJch is chymical, and which it according to the :Q)ecific nature 
of the preparation. The red precipiute is a preparation of this kind, and 
aAs in both thefe ways, it is either a ftinujlant or an elcharotic. 

To afcertain whedier this opinion of mcrcuty being in folution in our 
juices was jull, I made the following experiments upon myfelf. I put ibme 
crude mercury into my mouth, as a ftandard, and let it flay there working 
it about, fb as to render it eafier of folution, till I tafhd it fenliblyi I then 
put into my mouth the mercurius calcinatus, and let it remain tUl I per- 
ceived the tafte of it, which was exaftly the fame j but I obferved that it 
was ealier of folution than the crude mercury. I tried calomel in the fame 

way. 
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way, and alio corrofive fubUinate, after being diluted with water, and the 
tafte was Hill tlie fame. It was fome time before I perceived the tafte of 
the crude mercury in my mouth. I tailed the calx and calomel much 
fooner. The corrofive fublimate had at firft a mi^Kd tafte, but when the 
add was diluted it had exadly the fame tafte with the fcrmeri all theft 
di^:r^t preparations producing the 0me ieofation or taftx in the mouth. 

From the efte^ of thefe experiments it would appear, .that the mercury 
in eveiy one of theni ^vas diftblved in the fpittle, and reduced to the fame 
preparation or £>lution. 

To try whether mercury in the conftitution would produce th^ fame tafte 
in the mouth, I. rubbed in mercurial ointment upon ipy thighs till my 
mouth was afieded, and I could pliunly tafte the mercury ; and as far as 
I could rely upon my mtuKxy the tafte was ex^Oly the fame as in the for- 
mer experiments. 

I allowed icanc time fop my noouth to get perfe^y well and free from the 
tafte i I then took cal<HiKl la pills till it was affiidxd aigain in the ^me 
way. I afterwards took mercurius calcinatus, and alfo corroftve fiiblimate. 
All thefe experiments were attended with the famd refhlt ; the mercury in 
every form producing the &me taile, which was alfo exai3:ly thf; fame as 
when the feveral pnparations were put into, the knouth. . , , 

From the above experiments, it muft appear, that whm Qisrpuiy produces 
evacuation by the mouth, it certainly goes off in that difcharge j and ffom 
thence we may reafonably conclude, that when other evacuations are pro- 
duced from the medicine when in the conftitution, as. purging,, Cweatingt 
or an increaftd flow of urine, that it alfo goes off by thefe evacuations, 
which become outlets to the mercury. 

Fn»n the above experiments it appears to be inunateijal what prepara- 
ti(Hi of mercufy is ufed in the cure of this di&a&, provided it is of eafy 
folution in our juices, the preparations eafteft of iblution bemg always tltp 
beft. 
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XII. OF THE OPERATION OF MERCURY ON THE POISON, 

Mercury may be fuppofcd to aft in three different ways in curing die 
venereal diieafe. Firfl, it may unite with the poifon chymically, and de- 
compofc it, by which means it's powers of irritation may bcdeftroyed. 
Secondly, it may cany it out of the conltitution by evacuation j or thirdly^ 
it may produce an irritation in the conftitution which counteracts the vene- 
real and entirely dcflroys it. 

It has been fuppofcd that mercury atfts (imply by it's weight in the circu- 
lating fluids ; but of this we can form no adequate idea ; and if it were Co, 
other fubftances fliould a<S on this difeafe in projwrtion to their weighs 
and of courfe many of than ihould cure it j but from experience we find, 
that fuch bodies as have confiderable weight, as moft of the metals, have no 
effea on this difeafe. We have no proof of mercury z&iag by a decompo- 
fition of the poifon from any of the concomitant circumftances. 

Mercury certainly does not cure the venereal difeafe by uniting with the 
poiibn and producing an evacuation. For in thofe cafes where mercury is 
given in fuch a way as to produce confiderable evacuations, or in thofe con- 
ftitutions where evacuations are eafily excited by mercury, it's effedts upon 
the difeafed' action are the leail ; and the &me evacuations produced by any 
other means have not the leafi efiedt on the cUfeafe. 

Whether the mercury be fuppofcd to carry off the circulating poiibn, or 
to decompofe it, ui ndther way could it produce, when locally applied, any 
effect on a venereal inflammation or fore arifing from the conftitution ; foe 
as long as any of the poifon exifted in the circulation, none of them could 
be healed by local applications, the circulation conftantly carrying the poifba 
to them i but we find the contrary of this to be true ; for a venereal fore 
arifing from the conftitution may be enrol locally^ 

The lail or third of our modes of aiftion of mercury feems to me the 
mofl probable, and for many reafons. Firfl, becaufe the difeafe can in 
many cafes be cured by raifing a violent ftimulus of another kind j and per- 
haps if we could raife fuch a confUtutional irritation without danger,, as we 
5 A often 
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often can in local cafes, we might cure the venereal difeafe in the iamc 
manner, and in one quarter of the ufual time. Secondly, we find that 
meccuiy aits as an univerfal ftunulus, cauling great irritability m the con- 
ftitution, making the heart beat failer, and rendering the arteries more 
rigid, fi> as to produce a hard pulfe, as has been already obierred. It may 
&rther be faid to produce a di&afe> or a peculiar or unnatural mode of zQkm 
in a certain degree. The following cafe will illuftrate this. A gentleman, 
liad. ete(^^i;ty recommended to him for {ovne complaint be had. The eke- 
tacixy was appHed, butt without any vifiible e^£t. Befides the complaint 
for which he uied eledriclty, he had a venereal one, for which he was firft 
put under a courfe of mercury, and while under it the dcftricity was apphed 
fw the focmer complaint ; but he had beccune Co irritable that he could not 
bear the fl»cks of one half their former Arength ; but the moft curious 
part of the caic was, that the {hocka had a much greater effc& on the di- 
{ea& than what th^ bad before when twice as ihting, and he now got 
cured. This gave the furgeon a hint, and having another occafion to ufs 
elefl:ricity, alfo without efiwSt, he put the patient under a gentle courfe of 
mercury, and then- found the iame efiefts from the elo^ridty as in the 
former ca&, and the patient alio got well. 

The powers of mocury upon the coniUtution appear to be as ths quantity 
of mercury and the fufccptibUity of the coniHtution to be afieded with it, 
wilhcHitany relation b) the di&afe itfelf; and we find that the power c^ 
mercury upon the difeafe is nearly in the Ikme proportion. This Bx€t gives 
us 4n idea of the imtadon of mercury upon the conftitutiaa, aod confe- 
quenjiy a^ id^of adminifterii^ it, and of the cure of any diieafe for whidi 
it is a remedy. 

As we find that a given quantity of mercury produces double ef{e^ in 
fome con^Itutions to what it does in others ; alfo, that in thofe cafes it pro- 
duces it's dSe&s upon the difeafe, we are led to believe that it is this cffaSt 
upon the conlHtution which cures the difeafe; and therefore if it did not 
produce this eSe& it would alfo not have performed a cure. I have already 
obferved, that the cure does. not go on exactly in proportion to the vifible 
e&^upon the conflitutioD, except quantity in iks medicijie is joined with 
it ; which if true would incline us to believe that there was fomething moie 

than 
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ttum iimply a conftitatlonal fiimulus, which moft probably is a peculiar 
Qiecilic efkOi which is not regulated entirely by it's viiible ei&£ts, either 
conititudonal or local, although they appear to have fome conne^on. 

This faft being known obliges tis to be more liberal in giving mercury in 
tho& cCHiftitutions vt^ov it makes but little imprefiion, than in thoie which 
it eafily irritates; although in theTe laft we mufl not be entrrdy regulated 
by it's local tfk&s, nor depend upon a commonly Tufficient quantity, but 
be ruled by the fenii^ity of thei conftitution, and quantity joined; for in 
thofe where the conilitution appears to be very fufceptible of the mercurial 
kritation, where finall quantities produce confiderable local efieds, it is ftill 
necefTuy to have quantity, although it is not (o neceilary to take the quan. 
tity in general that is fuppofed to be fufiicieht: We muft be guided by the 
three fbLlowing circumiljances, the difappearance of the diicafe, the quanti^ 
of irrieation produced^ and the quantity of the medicine taken. 



Xrn. OF GUM GUAIACUM, AND RADIX SARSAPARILL^B 
IN THE VE^fEREAL DISEASE. 

I have hidierto only recommended mercury in the cure of die venereal 
diieafe ; and indeed it is the only medicine to be depended upon. However 
as botfi the guaiacum and farfaparilla have been recommended as powerful 
remedies in this complaint, I took a favourable opportunity of trying dietr 
comparative powers in the venereal diieafe upon the iame perfon. 

The gnaiacum* I found had coniideraUe fpecific power over the diieaie, 
Goni^^^tIy it may be of fervice in flight cafes where it may be inconve- 
nient or improper to give mercury on account of fome other dUeafe. Thefc 
cafes however I have not yet afcertained { or it may be g^ven in thoic cafeG 
where it is af^uvhoided that the quantity of mercury neceflary to fubdue 
the difeafe would be too much for the conilitution to bear ; cafes which. 
fometimes occur. The farfaparilla appeared to have no effect at all. 

■ The lignum guaiaci was imported by the Spaniards fromHiljumda as a cure for die reneieal 
diieafe, in the ytar 1 5 1 7, having been given to one of them by a native. 

I fliall 
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I ihall relate eXadly the cafe in which their comparative powers were 
tried. A man came into St. George's Hofpital with venereal fores over 
almoft his whole body : there were many excrefcent fores in the armpits, 
fomc of which were about the fize of an halfpenny ; there were the fame 
appearances about the anus, betwe»i the buttocks^ along the perinxum, 
^between the fcrotum and thigh, where thofe parts come in conta(5t with 
one another. Thofe upon the ikin in gwieral had the common appearance. 
I ordered a poultice of the gum guaiacum to be applied to the fores in the 
right armpit j alfo a poultice of a ftrong decodion of far&pariila and oatmeal 
mixed, to be applied to the left armpit. Thefe poultices were changed 
every day for a fortnight j the excrefcent fores in the right armpit wcte 
entirely healed, and become even with the flcin, and covered with a natural 
fltin, although fomewhat difcoloured j th6 fores in the left armpit, which 
were poulticed with fariaparilla, were rather worfe than when the poultice 
was firft applied, as indeed were all the fores, except thofe in the right 
armpit. I then ordered the poultice of guaiacum to be applied to the left 
armpit, which was done, and the fores there alfo got well in a fcfftnight; 
I was now perfeftly convinced that the gum guaiacum had cured thcic 
eruptions locally. 

I next wifhed to fee what cffeft the gum guaiacum would have upon 
the remaining fores when given internally, that is, thofe about the anus, 
forotum, and on the fldn In general. .The patient began with half a dram 
three times every day, which purged him; but this was prevented by 
joining it vnth opium. In about four weeks all the eruptions were cured, 
and he was allowed to ftay in the hoipital fome time longer to fee if he 
would continue well j but' about a fortnight after he began to break out 
anew, and in a very fhort time was almoft as bad as ever. I began a fecond 
time the gum guaiacum internally, but it had loft all it's powers, or rather 
the conllitution was no longer af&£ted by it. He was put under acourfe 
of mercury and cured. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

OF THE EFFECTS REMAINING AFTER THE DI- 
SEASE IS CURED, AND OF THE DISEASES 
SOMETIMES PRODUCED BY THE CURE. 

IN treating of the local ef&ds of the v«iereal difeafe, the gonorrhoea and 
chancre, as alfo the bubo, I obferved that after the virus was deftroyed 
there remained in many cafes Tome of the fame fymptoms, and particularly 
after the gonorrhoea. It was alio obferved, that though all the fymptoms 
were entirely cured, yet they were liable to break out again. A gleet will 
appear, fbmetimss attended with pain, £> as to refemble a gmorrhsa ; after 
chancres there will be ibres refembling them ; and buboes after the virus is 
gone, will not heal, but Spread. In the lues venerea the fame thing often 
happens, efpecially if the inflammation and fuppuration have been violent in 
the parts. Thefe ^es puzzle confiderably j for it is difficult to fay when 
the venereal virus is abfolutely gone. In fuch doubtful caies the treatment 
to be followed becomes more uiuletermined. 

Such complaints are more common in the tonfils than in any other part, 
for we often .find that while a mercurial courfe is going on, and the ulcer on 
the tonfils healing, or even healed, they ihall fwell, become excoriated, and 
the excoriations fhall fbmetimes fpread over the whole palatum mollc, which 
renders the nature of the difeafe doubtful. I believe thefe excoriations, as 
wdl as fuch other appearances of dlfeale as come on during the ufe c^ 
mercury, are feldom or never venereal. In all fuch caies I would recom- 
mend not to continue the mercury longer than what appears fufficietft for 
overcoming the original venereal complaints, not confidering thofe changes 
in the cafe as venereal. The bark is often of fervice here, and may be given 
either' with the mercury, or after the mercurial courfe is over. 

5 B it 
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It often happens that venereal abfcefles will not heal up, although they 
have gone a certain length towards it ; for while the venereal adtion remained 
in the part, the mercury .difpofcd that part to heal, but under that courfc the 
conftitution and part had acquired another difpofition, proceeding from a 
venereal and mercurial irritation affefting a particular habit of body, or part, 
at the time, which new difpofition differs from the venereal, mercurial, and 
natural, being a fourth difpofition arifing out of all the three. I fulped 
however that it depends chiefly on the conftitution ; becaufe if it was owing 
to the other two, we fhould always have the iame difeale ; and what makes 
this opinion more probable is, that it differs in diiferent people, at leaft it is 
not cured in all- by the fame means. The conftitution being predif{>oled, 
the other two become the immediate caufes of a«fUon. As ibon as the voiereal 
irritation is deftroyed by the mercury, or becomes weaker than the other two, 
then the efFeds of the others take j^ace. WhUe the venereal action prevails 
the mercury is of fcrvice, and the fore continues healing i but when it is 
lellened to a certain degree, or deftroyed, the mercury not only lofcs it's 
powers, but becomes a poiibn to the new diiirafition that is fonned ; for if 
mercury is continued the fore fpreads, it fhould therefore be immediately IcA 
off. 

Some of the fores formed in this way not only refift all means of cure, but 
(^^ inflame, ulcerate, and form hard callous bafis, fo as to put on the ap- 
pearance of a cancer, and are often fuppoled really to be fo. 

We find alfo that new difcafes arife from the mercury alone. The tonfils 
fliall fwell where no venereal diieafe has been before, the pericrfteum fliall 
thicken, and alfo probably the bones, 'and the parts over them Hiall become 
cedematous and fore to the touch -j but as thele cotaiplaints arifo while under 
a mercurial courfe they are not to be reckoned venereal, but a new difeafe, 
although theyare too often fuppofed to be venereal, -and on that account 
the mercury is pufhed as far as pofiible. In fuch cafes if the complaints 
for which the mercury was given are nearly cured, and the medicine has 
been continued a fufiici«it time after to complete the cure of thofo com- 
plaints, then of courfe it ftiould bc' left off; and if there be any doubt it 
ihould be left off rather fooner than if no fuch complaint bad takes 
place, becaufe it is probably producing a worfe diieafe than the venereal ; 

and 
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and if after the ourc of thefe complaints from the mercnry» the venereal 
dUeafe begins again to come into action, mercury muft be given a fecond 
time, and now the conflitution will be better able to bear it, especially if 
attention has been paid to the reftoring the ftrength of it. Thofe difoifes 
of the tonlils and periofteum I fufpeft have Ibmething fcrofulous in them. 

Befides local complaints arifing from the combined a<5tion of' the mer- 
cury, the difeafe, and the coniHtution, there is ibmctimes a conftitutional 
eSc&t which is a weaknefs, or debility, a languor, want of appetite, frequent 
fweats threatning het^c; but thefe happen moftly in thoie conftltution^ 
with which mercury difagrees. Thefe complaints, local as well as confti- 
tulional, ariie in fome meafure from weaknefs. They are difficult of cure, 
whether arifing from a venereal chancre, bubo, or thie lues venerea. 
Strengthening medicines are of moil fervice : the bark is of great ufe though 
in general not fufiicient, as it can only more or lefs remove the weakness, the 
fpeciiic qualities (Ull remaining. What thefe are, is I believe not yet known, 
but I fufpeiA that many partake of the ferofula, and this opinion is ftrength- 
ened by their frequently giving -way to fea-bathing/ 



I. GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON THE MEDICINES 
USUALLY GIVEN FOR THE CURE. 

A decoction of the woods, anwng which are c<Mnm<mly included gualacum 
«nd fariaparilla, is one of the firfl medicines in the cure, and many of the 
cafes yield to it, which gives them the credit of curing the venereal difeafe» 
while fuch difeafes were fuppofed to be venereal. The Jarfaparilla was oftea 
given alone, and was found to produce nearly .the iame dSs&, The good 
effects of it in one cafe eftabliihed it's reputation.'' A diet drink difeovered 

* laacaleofan ulcerated rib from a venereal caule, and five nodes on file fliiivbone, of twelve 
months Handing, a deep falivation of fix months was undergone, after fruitlefs attempts by gentle 
ftiftion. None of the fores were healed by the mercury, and the patient was ordered to bathe In 
the fea, and take the bark, In three or four months the fores all healed up very kindlyj but the 
fide lafl: of an.

at 
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at Liibon was alfo of confiderable iemce j and as it cured ciSes fimlkr ta 
fhofe cured by the ikrfaparilla, it was imagined that the diet drink confifted 
principally of a decoftion o£ this root. This was ftill on the fuppofition 
that all thofe caies were venereal ; but it was obfenred at laft that thofe 
medicines did not cure this difeafe till moxniry had been given, and in tolera- 
bly large quantity. This was fufficient to lead fome thinking minds to doubt 
whether they were venereal, or not j and their being cured by difibrent me- 
dicines oug^t to produce a convi^on of their being difltrent from the vene-' 
real tk&afe, and that they are themfelves of diilerent kinds. 

The mezereon has alio been found to be of fervice in ibme ^rmptoms of 
the lues venerea, fuch as nodes of the bones, but their being venereal was 
taken for granted. The mezereon is feldoni given in venereal ulcere in the 
throat, or blotches on the ikin, which of all the venereal fymptoms are the 
moll certain, and themoft eafyof cure ; yet it was conceived that it removed 
fuch fymptoms as are the mod difficult o£ cure j but alt thofe cafes in which 
tiie mezereon has. been given with' fuccels plainly appear not to have been 
venereal. 

When the hemlock came into lalhion in this country it was given in 
almoH: every difeafe, and of courfe was tried in fome of thofe complaints 
confequent to the venereal difeafe ; and £me of thefe it was fbond to cure 
fo that it now Hands upon the lift of remedies. Vdno's v^etable firup has 
had limilar efkOs in fome of thefe cafes ; and opium appears alfo to have 
oiany advocates. C^ium, like the ^rfaparilla, and mezereon, was liippofed 
by it's lirft introducers to cure the lues voierea,* but like the Jarfaparilla, it 
appears to have no e&d: till mcrcuiy has done it's beft, or it's worA.* It has 
certainly confiderable c&&s in manydifeafes, both in fuch as are confeqnoit 
to the venereal difeafe, and others arilTng from other caufes. 

It has been long a &vourite medicine of mine, not only as idieviog 
pain, for that is it's common ,^c&, but as a medicine capable of altering 
difeafed a^ons, and producing healthy ones. In all fores attended widi ir- 
ri^bility, a:deco(fti(Mi of poppy heads made into a poultice is an excellent

application. 
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application. Bleeding fores that do not atife from weaknefs, but from 
irritability, have the bleeding Aopped immediately by this application. 
Mr. Pott is, I believe, the firft who ftiowed the world it's ufc in mortifica- 
tions. My iirft mode of applying it for the cure of difeafes was locally, in 
which I found it had moil lalutary efkGts in fome cafes, and it was(»xlered 
afterwards internally uptm the iame principle, and it was alfo found to have 
falutary eSk&s in this mode. In two caies that had been long fulpeded to 
■be venereal, it's c^&s were very remarkable ; and by it's having cured diem 
it confirmed me in my opinion that they were not. But' when I was in- 
fomied that they cured the venereal difeafe in the army in America by 
opium, I then began to queftion myfelf, whether I had formed a right judg- 
ment of the nature of thofe two cafes which wa% cured t^ opium. To 
alcertain whether opium vrauld cure the lues venerea or not, I made the 
following trial at St. George's Hofpital. 

A woman was taken into the hofpital with blotches on her {kin which 
had arrived ft> the llate of fcabs, and with mil-marked venereal ulcers on 
bodi toniils. A grain <^ opium was ordered to be taken the futk night> 
two the iecond, and Co on, increafing a grain every night, unlefs fomething 
fhould arife to forbid it. This was dofdy followed till the nineteenth 
night, when ihe was ordered a dofe of phytic as (he had become coftivc^ 
and the opium was ranitted. On the aoth Ihe began again, and continued 
increafing die dofe a$ b^re till it amounted to thirty grains, no alteration 
being produced in the fores, except what aroie from the lofs or time, whereby 
they were rather worfe. I concluded, that if fhe had taken mercury to 
&Wc& the conilituticui as much as the opium did, the venereal difeaie nuift 
have been nearly cured, or at leafl much leflened j but as that was not the 
cafe, it convinced me that the opium had no eSc& whatever on the venereal 
difeafe. I then put her under a courfe of n^ercury, by fH£tion, and in a 
ihort time it ailcfted her mouth, the fores fbon began to look better, and 
they went on healing without interruption, till the dileafe was cured. I may 
juft obierve, ihe found very little inconvenience frtnn the opium ; it kept 
her quiet, but fhe was pot particularly fleepy. 

Opium for the .future will be given wUh another view than what it haa 

commonly been, not merely to allay pain, but to cure difeafcs. As thofe 

3. C di^alH 
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diieafes -which opium will cure are not jret known, it will be tried in a 
thousand cafes in which it will not fucceed, and in many it will even do 
harm ; but at laft it will find it's pUce ; and the doies for fuch purpoies 
will probably far exceed what is given at prefent. But as opium is capable 
of doing mifchief, it fhould always be given with great attention tt> it's 
e&&s. It's efk&s are juil the reverfe in fome cafes of what thc^ are in 
common. In £>me conftitutions it increafes all the complaints, even fuch 
as it commonly cures. I have known conflitutions where opium diiagreed 
in every way ; • where it purged ; where it increafed the irtitabili^ of the 
bladder and urethra, producing watching, reftleJInels, and extreme uneaii- 
nefs. It in ibmc cafes leemed to a£t like a poi£>n : the following is a 
ronarkable inftance of this, and is alfo another proof of it's inefficacy in 
the venoeal difeaie. 

Luke Ward was admitted into St. Bartholomew's Hofpital, January 1 2. 
J785 ; his complaint was an ulcer in the Uiroat of three mondis ftanding, 
which both fixim it's appearance, and the iymptoms which preceded it, 
feemed to be venereal. He was ordered two grains of opium twice a day, 
which he took a few days without any other eSSe^t than that of fleqiing better 
at night than ufual, wheri the dofc was increaled to two grains three times 
a day. His throat now gave him lefs pain ; but upon infpci^on was not 
found to be at all mended. After two days the dofe was increaibd to three 
grains thrice a day ; irom this quand^ be felt little or no inconvenience : 
he complained of being a little drowzy ; his eyes were rather infl^ncd, and 
his dec rather flufhed. He continued to take this quantity for five days, 
and then it was increafed to three grains four times a day. Next morning 
the rednefs and heat of his £ice was much increaled, and had extended over 
his whole fkin ; he complained of pain in his head. His pulfe was full 
and flrong ; he was bound in his body, and his bdly was tenie and pain- 
iiil. The opium was omitted, and fuch remedies as the prdcnt i^p- 
toms leemed to require were given, but without ei!e£t ; all his fymptoms 
continuing to increafe till he died, which vrAs on the fourth day after ; 
during this time the ulcer increaied much, and th^ diichai^ of faliva was 
fo great as to refemble a flight &livation. 

This 
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This ca& prcwes in the firft place, that the opium had no cSsdt upon 
the uker in the throat ; and in die next, that it is a medicine capable of 
producing very violent eSeits in the conftitution, requiring therefore great 
caution in the mode of adminiflsring it. 

John Morgan was admitted into St. Bartholomew's hofpital with an uli- 
centted leg. The common applications vrere tried for ieven weeks, at the . 
end of which time he was in every refpetft worie, haying no fleep from 
conftant pain, and he was finking very feft. Two grains of opium were 
given every two hours, for twen^-thcee days, it made him hot and coftive, 
and his pulfe became ftrong and full, but without fleep or abatement of 
pain. The dofc was incrcafed to four grains every two hours jn the day, 
and eight grains every two hours during the night. The eflefts were 
coftivenefs, retention of urine, lofs of appetite, an inflammatory difpoAtion, 
jw fleep, without any amendment of the ulcer. On the third day of 
taking the laft mentitmed quantities he awoke frmn a fliort fleep delirious, 
and continued fo for twelve hours, when it left him very weak, flck at his 
ilomach, and with a low pulfe. In three or four hcairs the delirium re- 
turned and continued forty^ght hours ; the pulie on it's return immediately 
ro(e, and his ftrength returned to a very great degree. When it went off 
he fell into a found fleep for about eight hours, and aWoke very tranquil, 
though weak ) no more opium was given, and the leg in the fyacc of a 
-month healed. 

In the firft twenty-three days he took twenty-four grains a day ; for the 
laft diree days he toc^ feventy-two grains a day. In twenty-fix days he 
took feven hundred and fixty-eight, which is nearly two ounces of opium. 

Sarfaparilla is frequently given ; but the opinions formed of it's ufe appear 
'to be vague and undetermined. It is neither wholly allowed, nor is tt ab- 
folutely denied to have cfk&a upon the venereal difeafe. It is the common 
opinion that farfaparilla does not cure, except wher£ mercury has been 
given. 

From die comparative experiment made with it and the guaiacum. it 
would appear to have no efFed: upon the venereal irritation itfelf, and there- 
fore can be of no fervice till that irritation is deftroyed ; and b» mercury is 
the antidote for that poiibn, and becomes one of th? cau&s of the com- 
plaints 
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.plaints which fariaparilla is good (or, therefore mcrciuy is not only neceflaiy 
to deftrc^ the poifon, hue alfo aflifts in fbnning the difeafes we are now 
treating of. 

From the opinions of it's being of iervice in the venereal diiJbaie» it hat 
been, and is ftill a common pra«^ce to give it vrith the mercury ; whether 
it really is of any iervice, is I believe much to be doubted ; but it is eafy to 
conceive it in many cafes to be of ufe in preventing the formation of fhe 
difeafe arifing from mercury. When given along with the mercory it is 
often joined with the gum guaiacum, or the wood of the guaiacum, which 
we know will have Ibme effe»ft. 

The fariaparilla is generally given in form of a dccoftion, three ounces to 
three pints of water, boiled down flowly to a quart, and the half or whole is 
drank every day, generally at three difier»it times, often at meals. It is 
Ibmetimes ground to a powder and taken evay day with the iame cffe& ; 
but I Hiould prefer the extract made into pills, as the ealidl wiy of taking 
this medicine. 

In many of thefc cafes I have feen good efic£ts from the hemlock, of 
which the following is an inftance j and I would further refer the reader 
back to the obfervations gjven of this medicine when treating of thediAafe 
produced in confequence of a bubo, page 284. 

A poor woman had undergone repeated Salivations, which had fdways 
relieved the moft preffing iymptoms j but after being affliiled more or left 
for three or four years, ulcers broke out in her nofe, and all over her £tce, 
with what is called a true cancerous appearance. The fores became ibcm 
very deep, and gave very confiderable pain. Mercury, farfaparilla, and bark 
were given, without eflfed; the fores getting daily worfe» the parts a&ftcd 
Were ordered to be held over the Aeam of a decoction of hemlock every four 
hours, and as much cxtrad to -be taken internally as the patient could 
bear. ' She had fleep, and was free from pain the firft night ; and in a few 
days the fores put on a healing appearance. She loil her nofe and one iide 
of her mouth » but in fix weeks time every part was fkinned over. She 
remained well for three months, when the difeafe returned with redoubled 
violence and foon deftroyed her : probably the hemlock fhould have been 
continued longer. 

II. OF 
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•IL OF THE CONTINUANCE OF THE -SPITTING. 

It £}metunes happens that the {pitting continues after there is every rea- 
fon for iiippofing the mercury is entirely out of the cpnfytution j for the 
tafte-of the medicine Hiall be entirely gone: this is ilmilar to fomc of the 
ijmptomt of the difierent ipecies <^ th^ voH^val difeafe. As it is only a 
^roQtiauation of fin action, qc fiD cffeQ: of mercury whoi ^n the co.nftitutioi|, 
it is necefiary to 4iftiDgujih' it £r<v;a. the orijjnjJ, or frqm ljk< ini«nedia<9 
eifefts of mercury ; fince on this diftiniftioij refts the miethod of cprt. Thi» 
may be reckoned a gleet of theJ£ parts. Such conftiCatiop« have been ge- 
ii»»Uy fuppofed &orbutic j jind wbsre theirs 19 » great fvip^biiity of rh9 
roercBrial ftimulus In diefe p^rts the ii^iVatioB wil.l contiioue for months sfter 
the mercury has b«en {romplotely removed; but tiijs medicine nolt being 
givM BOW n qu^tity fufHcipnt to produce fuch vitdept e^:^ <» th^ &U- 
yary i^andSj the^ caies ftldom occur. 

In fuch cafes I would recommend ftr^ogdiouDg dkt, and flrec^thenj^ 
medi<;iaefi : bark, and fteel, arc fome of the beft^. Sea-ba^iiflg is one of 
the beft reftorativos of relaxed habits, efpecially afto' mercury. Mead't 
tini^re of cantharjde^ is fuppofed to be of &rvice in thole caies. I am ia^ 
clined to believe that a folution of .c^um might be of fervipe as a gaigle. 

The alveolar prpce<3es hav^ fomet;imes become dead, and exfoliations have 
taken place, this alone has ^pt up a d^fcharge of faliva. V/hfn ^i»^ hap* 
pens we muft wait till ieparation takes f^e, and <ytrft^ die looie pieces^ 
after which the falivatioa wUl fubiide. 

I have feen part of the jaw exfoliate from this cauie. In moft calcs the 
teeth are 1qo&; and in jxm>y they drf$i out.

CHAPTER V. 



OF PREVENTING THE VENEREAL DISEASE. 

AS difeales in general Ihould not only be cured, but when it is poflible 
prcvcBted, it will not be improper to fliow, as ^ as we know, how 
that may be done ; for in this diieafe we can with more cert^t^r prevent 
infcfiion, it's origin being known. 

■ ' Preventives are previous or immddiate applications, and may be divided 
into various kinds ; as thofe that will not allow the venereal matter to come 
in contact with the parts j thofe which walh it off before it itimulatcs ; 
and thofe which will aft chymiically and deftroy the poiibn. 

Oils rubbed on a dry part ftick to it and prevent any thing that is watiy 
from coming in contact with it ; and as the venereal poifon is' mixed with a 
watry fluid, it is not allowed to touch the part. 

Every thing which ha« a power of mixing with the venereal thatter, and 
removing it from the part to which it is applied, may prove a prevention j 
cauilic alkali is th^ beft for this purpofe, It unites with the matter, form- 
ing a foap, and is then ealily washed off. 

It is poffible this union with the alkali may deftroy the poifon : the 
alkali mult be much diluted or it will excoriate. 

Lime-water would make a good walh. 

If both thefe methods were put in pradlice there would be ftill more 
fecurity. 

Goulard's cxtraft of Saturn has the power of coagulating the animal 
juices i how far this would anfwer I cannot fayj for I can concave that 
the matter may be coagulated and the poifon not deftroyed. 

Corrofive fublimate in water, about a grain or two to eight ounces, has 
been knovra to prevent the catching of the difeafe when many other things 
have failed. 

PART 
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CHAPTER I. 

OF DISEASES RESEMBLING THE LUES VENEREA. 
WHICH HAVE BEEN MISTAKEN FOR IT. 

THERE is piobably nb one diiibare to which ibme other may not bear 
a ftrong reiemblancein fbme of it's appearances or lymptoms, where- 
by th(y may be miftaken for, each other; The lituation of ia complaint alfo 
may miHead the judgment. A lump for inftance in the breafl of a woman 
may reiemble a cancer fo much as to be miftaken for one, if all the diilin- 
guiihing marks of cancer are not well attendedto. An ulcer on the glans 
penig, or in tht throat, and nofe^ creates a fufpicion of the venereal difcafc. 
Even the way in which a difeafe is caught . becomes a. caufe of fufpicion. 
The fluor albus in women fomctimcs produces a gonorrhcea in men, but it 
is not venereal, as has been mentioned. Drinking out of the fame cup with 
a venereal patient was formerly fuppoied to be capable of communicating the 
lues venerea, but this notion is I believe now exploded. Of late years a new 
mode of producing the venereal diieafe is fuppofed to have arifen ; this is by 
the tranfplanting of a tooth, from the mouth of one peribn into the mouth 
of another. That fuch pradlice has produced di&afe is undoubted, but how 
far it has been venereal remains to be coni^dered. 

Difeafes which reiemble others, feldom do it in more than one or two of 
die iymptoms j therefore whenever the nature of -a difeafe is fufpctSed the 
.whole of the fymptoms fhould be well invefUgated, to fee whether it agrees 
in all of them with the difeafe it is fu{pe£ted to be, or only in part. This 
obfcrvation fecms to be more applicable to the vehcreal difeafe than any other; 

for 
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for there is hardly any diforder that has more diTeaies relembling it in all it's 
difi^nt forms than the venereal diicafe ; and when a 6i£ca& rejfembles tht 
venereal in fomc of it's fymptoms, but not at all in others, then thofc other 
fymptoms are to be let down as the fpecific or leading ones of the difeale to 
which it belongs ; the re&mbling fymptoms to the venereal bong only the 
common ones. But if a diieaie is fufpe^ted to be venereal, though it is not 
p^ei^y marked} yet if it xeiembles the venereal in moil of it's fymptoms, it 
muft be fuppo&d to be venereal, that bong the moft probable, although it is 
by no means certain ; for probably the venereal can hardly be demonifa^ted 
in any caic, e^>ccially in the ibrm of the lues venerea, &ara it's aot having 
the power of contanunation. 

Although the venereal diieafe keeps it's fpeciik {Hx^)erties fSiliix^ in it's 
leveral forms, yet it's fymptoms are in appearance common to many other 
diieales, and in that light it cannot be iaid to have any one fymptom pecu-* 
liar to itfelf. For inftflncry every fymptom a^ the venereal diieaie, in fbcm 
of a gononhcca, may be produced by any other viiible irritating cau& j aod 
often without any caufe that can be alSlgned ; even buboes and fwdled ficfti- 
cles, which are fymptoms of this diieafe, iuve followed bodi AimalatiE^ 
injedtions and IxHigies, when applied to the urethra of a Ibund peribn ; jud 
indeed diefe two fymptoms when they do ar^ fr(»n a venoiftal cauie uiauny 
cafes are only fyn&ptomatic, not fpecific, but inoie efpeoialfy the fwdkd 
teilicle. 

Sores on the glans penisj prepuce, -fee. in form of chancres, may, amd da 
^rife without any venereal infe£tion i although we may observe th^ ihey ace 
in general a conibquence o£ former venereal Cores which have been petfe&ty 
cured. 

The fymptoms produced from ^e infedtion when In the conftitutkm are 
Yuch as are common to many other diieaies i viiz. blotches on the fldn, arc 
common to what is called fcorbutic habits -, pains common to rheumatifin, 
fwellings of the bones, peiiofteum, fafeke> &c. to many bad habits, perhaps 
of the icrc^ulous and rheumatic kind. Thus moft of die fymptonw of fhe 
venereal difeaie in all it's forms are common to many other di&a&s j there- 
fore we are led hack to the original caufe, to a number of leading ctrcum- 
itances, as cktes, and it'fi ^ie^ upon others from conned^m when only 
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local, joined with the pre&nt appearances and fymptoms before we tin de-> 
tErmine abfolutely what the diieafe truly is j for all three taken together may 
be fuch as can attend no other diieafe. However with all our knowledge, 
and with all the application of that knowledge to fuipicious fymptoms of 
this difeafe, we are often miftaken; often calling it venereal when it is not ; 
and fometimes fuppofing it to be fome other diieafe when it is venereal. 

Rheumatifm in many of it's fymptoms, in ibme conflitutions, reiembles 
the lues venerea ; the no£hirnal pains, fwelling of the tendons, ligaments, 
and periofteum, atid pain in thofe fwellings are fymptoms both of the rheu- 
matifm and the venereal diieafe when it attacks thefe parts : I do not know 
that I ever faw the lues venecea attack the joints, though many rheumatic 
complaints of thofe parts are cured by mercury, and therefore fuppofed to be 
venereal. 

Mercury given without caution often produces the fame fymptoms as 
rheumatiliii ; and I have leen even iuch fuppo&d to be venereal and the 
medicine continued. 

Other difeafes ihall not only refemble Jthe venereal in appearance but in 
die mode of contamination, proving them&lves to be poifons by afleding the 
part of contact, and from thence producing immediate confequences fimilar 
to buboes ; alio remote confequences fimilar to the lues venerea. 

As errors in forming a judgment of a difeafe lead to errors in the cure, it 
becomes almoll of as much confequence to avoid a miilake in the one as in 
the other ; for it is nearly as dangerous in many conflitutions to give mercury 
where the diieafe is not venereal, as to omit it in thofe which are ; for we 
may obierve, that many of the conilitutions which put on fome of the vene- 
real fymptoms, when the diieafe is not prefent, are Uiofe with which mercury 
feldom agrees, and commonly does harm. I have feen mercury given in a 
fiippofed venereal ulcer of the tonfils produce a mortification .of thofe glands, 
and the pattent has been nearly deflroyed. 

When treating of the lues venerea and giving the fymptoms and general 
appearances- of the diieafe, I related fome cafes which appeared to be venereal, 
though they really were not ; and I fhall now refer the reader to thefe, as it 
will be unneceflaiy to give them again here, although if they had not been 
formerly taken notice of this would have been a very proper place. 
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As the difeales in queftion are various, and not to be reduced to any fyftent 
or oixler that I am acquainted with, I ihall content mylelf with relating the 
caies, and thereby put it in the power of (^ers to judge for themielves, if 
they ihould not be inclined to adopt the cdncluiions I have drawn from 
them. 

On the 28th of July 1776, a gentleman, then in the Weft In(^> 
fcratched the end of his finger with a thorn. On the 31ft he opened an ab- 
icefs on the ftioulder of a negro woman who had die yaws, and had been 
long fubjed to fuch abfcefies in di^rent parts of the body, and to incurable 
ulcerations afterwards. At the inftant after the operation, he perceived a 
little of the matter upc»i the fcratch, and exclaimed that he was inoculated. 
On the 2nd of Auguil, hp amputated a boys Snget of thirteen years of ag^ 
for a fore refembling worm-eaten wood. The icratch on his finger did not 
heal, but from time to time threw off whitifli fcales : this appearance alaimed 
him, and he rubbed in 'mercurial ointment very freely. Notwithfbnding 
this, in the month of September, a painful inflamed tumor appeared on the 
fecond joint of the finger, vdiich was foon followed by &veral others on the 
back of the hand, in the courfe of the metacarpal bone cf the forefinger. 
He AiU continued the mercurial friction, but without efied, for the tumon 
daily multiplied ; and by the month of November extended to within a finall 
diilance of the axilla. They did not go on to fuppuration at this time. 
About the end of November he began to be a^dted with ievcre noAuma] 
pains in difierent parts of the boify, but efpedally along the tibia and fibula, 
with frequent fevere headachs, which continiied to incixaie K> an almofl in- 
tolerable degree for five m<»iths, though he ufed, mercurial fn&ion, with 
decot^cMi of fariaparilla evety day in great quantity. , 

In the month of May 1777, a icabby erupticm appeared in diffemit partt 
of the body, efpecially the legs and thighs, and the befiue mentioned tumon 
ulcerated j but this was fi>Uowed by a remiffion of the noi^mal pains. 

He never could bring on a falivation, though his mouth was conftantly 
tender, even for months. The ulcerations became daily worfe, and a voyage 
to England was thought the only refource. He arrived in London the ift 
of Augufl, and by the advice of Dr. William Hunter and Sir John Pringk 
he be^;an again a courfe of mercory and fkrfaparilla, with a Biilk diet. I was 
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called in, and judging that two thirds of a grun of mercurius calcinatus 
every day was too finall a dofe, if it were judged to be venereal, it was or* 
dered to be gradually increafed to five grains ; and he continued this course 
, till November, when all the fores were perfeftly healed. 

He rtow difcontinued the mercury, and remained free from all fymptoms . 
cf the diforder, except fome nodes on the tibia, and rheumatic pains on ex- 
pofure to cold, until about twelve months ago he began to have an uneaii-* 
nefs in fwallowing, a rawneis in the throat, and a difcharge of vifcid mucus 
from that and the pofterior noftrils, all of which ftill continue. 

The following obiervations may be made on the above cafe. 

There can be little doubt that the dileafe was the yaws. The yaws is a 
di&aie that refembles the venereal in feveral of It's lymptoms as well as ia 
the manner in which it is moil commonly conununicated. It difiers how- 
ever in fome cHential particulars. The yaws have a regular progrefs, after 
going through which they leave the conllitution in an healthy ilate, al leaft 
free from that difeaie : it being fufficient for the cure that the patient be put 
in a ftate ^vourable to general health. Thus, a n^ro Idbouring under the 
dileafe muft do little or no work, be kept clean, and have a better diet than 
ufual. Under thefe circumilances, he conynonly gets well in from four to 
nine months ; although the unfavourable cafes will contintie much longer. 
Varibus medicines arc given for the cure, but it is not clear that any of them 
do good. Mercury has confiderable power over die difea&, without being a 
fpeciiic for it. If givoi early it will either check die {HX)grefs of the diJea& 
or perhaps even heal up all the fores on the fkin : but nothmg is gained by 
this, for the difeaie Toon breaks out anew. Some {»a£titioaers of medicine 
in the Well Indies, are of opinion that interrupting the couife of the di&afc 
by mercury is productive of no other evils than thoie of lofs of dme, and an 
imperfect cure ; others affirm, that it is often the caufe of what they call the 
bone-ach. Towards the end of the difeaie it is generally allowed that mer- 
cury may be given fafely and even with advantage. It is probable the long 
continuance of the diieafe being above fourteen months, and al& the pains 
in the bones in the prefent cafe, were owing to the very early and free uie of , 
mercury. It may be allowable to add, that the yaws do not diSSa more 
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fivm the venereal difeafe in curing thetnfelves, than in this circumilance, 
that like, the fmallpox they &ffe& none a fecond time. 

A gentleman applied to me for the cure of chancres, fituated on the at- 
tachment of the prepuce to the penis, and alfo on the frjenum. Mercury 
was ufed chiefly by friiSion, in order to ailed: the conftitution ; it was alio 
applied to the fores, in order to aifcd them locally. The cure of the chan- 
cres went on gradually and without interruption, and in about five weeks 
they were perfedly healed. He almoil immediately had conne^on with a 
woman, and long before we could fuppofe the mercury had all got out of his 
constitution. In a very few days after the firft connetftion the prepuce began 
to be chopped all round on the edge of it's refledtion. He continued his con- 
nedicHis, and upon it's growing worfe he applied to me, and I found the 
chops very deep and the prepuce there fo tight and fore that he could not 
bring it back upon the penis. The queftion now was, whether this was 
venereal or not ? The ibres them^ves did not appear to be ib, but more 
was to be taken into the account than fimply appearances. It was firft to 
be confidered, whether it might poflibly be a return of his former com- 
plaint. This could not be the csSe, becauie they ^vere not in the iame 
parts. It was next to be queftioned, was it poiTible for this part of the 
prepuce to have been contaminated at the fame time with the former, with- 
out having come into aftion till now, having been prevented by the cour& 
of mercury, which had not cured the difpofition, and being now left off it 
had cc»ne into action ? This could not be well anfwercd, although not 
probable, becaufe it appeared to come too foon into adion after the leaving 
oif of the medicine, for I did fuppoie there was itill a great deal of mer- 
cury in the conftitution. Was it then poffible for him to have caught it 
from the woman ? This I fuppofed could not have been the cauie of thefe 
chops, whatever efieA this connection might have to render them veno-eal 
hereafter, for they appeared too foon after it, efpecially as he had mercury in 
his conitituti(Hi at the time, and as the parts had been accuftocned to die 
application of venereal matter but a very little time before. Although from 
all circumftances taken together I vras ccmvinced it was not venereal, yet an 
appreheniion arole in his mind concerning the poHibility of having given 
it to the lady, as he had connexion after their firft appearance. I was 
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equally convinced of the Jmpoflibility of the one as of the other, therefore 
defired him to reft eafy on that head. He went immediately into the coun- 
try, and without doing any thing for thdfe chops they got perfeftly well. 
In lefs than a fortnight after this connexion the latty became a little indif- 
pofed with a flight fever, and a fwelling came in one of her groins. I watched 
the progress of this fwelling, which was flow, and I did not believe it to be 
venereal. It at laft formed matter and broke, and a poultice was applied to 
it. Inftead of ulcerating or ipreading, it rather took on a healing difpolition, 
and in about fix weeks it was perfedlly well. While it was healing, fcuriy 
eruptions came out on the flun, fome on the face and thighs, but more 
efpecially on the hands and feet, where the cudcle peeled oiF. Upon the 
firil appearance of theft, I was a little Hnggpred, but as the, fore wa? healing 
I was unwilling to give credit to the appearance, and therefore beg^^ed that 
nothing might be done, and they all got well. 

From the general outline of thde cafes, one would naturally have faid they 
were venereal, but the particukr circumftances being all invcftigated, and 
the whole taken togedier, led me to fuppofe that they were not, and the 
evoit proved that to be the cafe. 

The following cafe was communicated by Mr. French of Harpur-ftreet. 
• " June the g^, 1782, a gentleman applied to me for an ulcer which was 
fcated on the glans penis, attended with exceffive pain. Knowing him to be 
an intemperate man, and learning fnun himielf that during a ftate of intox- 
ication he had been connet^edwith a woman, I judged the complaint to be 
venereal. He was now in a feverifli ftate and unfit for the exhibition of 
qiercury, I therefore prefcribed for him deco^ion of bark with elixir of 
vitriol and tin^ra thebaica proportioned to his pain. I'diredled him to ab- 
ftain from every kind of fermented liquor, to livexhiefly upon milk, and to 
waih the ulcer with, a liniment compofed of equal parts of oil of almonds 
and aqua ^pphirlna. 

About the 17th of the fame month, fome check having been given to 
the fever, the fore looking cleaner, and his pain having abated, I ordered 
him finail dofes of the argentum vivum and extract of htnnlock. 

July the 4th, finding the mercurial courfe disagree, I ordered three grain* 

of the extract of hemlock to be taken two or three times a day, and the 
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decQftion of h^k to bft takm. 9s hefoK, with twnity ^ops of dndnra 
thftbaica, which was gradually increaied to fixty, at bcd-tomc. 

The ulcer had Ipread very much during the mercurtal cour&, and h^d 
nqw dei^royed half the glans penis. 

October i A, Mr. Hunter was cpnTuIted* and ordered the patient to add the 
powder o£ laurlaparilla to the decoAion of bark, to take Uudanom free^, 
^ W»& theibrc9 with tini^ra thebaipa. Socm after beginning this courfe 
the remainder of the gUos penis Houghed off, the ports gradually healed, and 
health was r^kired. 

There were two other fymptoms in this caib which ds&rve bo be takm 
notice of, a confiderable entargement of the £balp on the right fide of die 
OS frontis, fUld on the left parietal bone, attended with exceflive paipt and 
vibicGS refembUng the fea-icurvy on the in&le of the left tibia, both of wiuch 
di&ppeared in the courfe of the cure. 

Some months after, the tumor in the head netumed, and fenxal tUb&x&t 
were formed which Wfre opoied, and the craniiua found canous to a great 
extent' Qo account of the pain, he has for £omc months pail; taken two 
hundred and forty drops of laudanum, and foe grauu of opium daily. Tlioia 
ipres healed up and others broKe out in difierent parts of the head, which 
alio got well, and in June 1785 there was only one large uIcqt in tJw vigle 
of the right eye." 

A lady was delivenxl of a child on the ^oth of September 1776, ^ infent 
being weakly and the quantity of milk in the mother's hnaJka abundant, 
it was judged proper ta procure the child of a perlbn in tfw neighbourhood 
to ailift in keeping thobreafta in a proper ilate. It is woi^y of icmgrkmg, 
that the lady kept her own child to the right b^eaft, the ftrango- to the 
kit. In about.fix weeks the nipple of the left breaft began to inffame^ and 
the ^and& of the axiUa to fwdl. A fow days after &vcral imall tdocrs were 
formed about the nipple, which spreading rapidly ibon comnounkated and 
became one ulcer, and at taft rttc whole nipple was deftit^cd. 'Hie bunor 
in the axilla fubfided, and the ulcer in the bceafl healed in about three 
months from it's iirft appearance. On inquiry, about this time die chUd t£ 
the ftranger was ihort bnathed, had the thrulh, and died uhid, wi^ puny 
fores on deferent parts of the body. The patient now complained of fbooting 
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punc m di&rant pdt>ts cf the. bcxfy, wluch'^nrefiiccceded by an tnipliba 
on the arms, legs and thighs, atony of tHrich betame ulcers. 
; ^c was now put an^ a mercurial conrfe> with, a deco^tim o£ far- 
£4}arilli. Mercury was tried m a. vasietf of form^, in felution, in pills 
ipternolfy,. aiid cKtcrnal^io the: fianii of ointmmt. : It could, not be bon-> . 
tiiuied abovd a fev days at i time, aa it always broi^t pn fever or purging* 
vnth extreme pain in the bowels. In this {bate (he remained till Mardi 16, 
1779, tdien fbe was (kiiverBd of anatl^o child in a ^iieaied Hale. This 
child WAS committed to. the care of a wetnurie, and lived abovt nine wetks t 
the cuticle peeling oif in varioua parts, and a fcabby eruption covering the 
whole body- J the child died. 

Soon after tito deguh of the duld the nux£e complained of headach and 
£»e throat, togetlicr with ulceration of the breaibs. Various ronedies was 
fpvtxi to hf r, but {be dEterrained to go inta a pi^lic hofpital^ wherrfbe was 
^iwated, and aitar Ibmc moodis ihe was diicfaargwl, aUhougb not cned of 
the di&alb. The bones o£ the noie atxl palate exfoliadiedr and in a few 
montjiu ihe al^ (fiBd tabid. 

0£ the various. r«inedie8 tried by the lady harielf, nbnn fiiccoeded Sa woQ 
as ie^-bathing. About the month of May jhebeganaonirfit of die Lilbon 
diet-.drinh, and ccmxiaued it with BSgulaitty about a.mDalh« ..drcfiing ^ 
fiwes with kodanum^ by which treatinent the^ ibres^ healed up } and m Sep- 
tember fhe was deUvered of another child, fete horn external marks of 
di&afe, but very fickly } aod it died in the caurie of the month. 

About a-twclvemonth after the iore broke out again, and ahhough mer-i 
ODiiat dreCii^ and internal medioioes were given, remained &r a twelve^ 
month, i^icn th^ began again to heal np> 

The following ca&s being all derived irom one lk>ek, they fhow as much 
as polTible, that new poifbns are ri0ng up every day, and alfo very fioiilas 
to the vnaereal in Qiany se^wfts, althow{^ act ia all ; thsntfbro it is the 
want of finularily that bcoamea the criterion to judge ^r, and not ike. fimi- 
lari^. The parents of the child, who was the £ih)ed -of the fitllowiag 
hiitcuy, wn« and arc to all appearance healdiy peo{^. The child waft 
weakly when bom ; and the mcdher having little or no milk,. «4ieB it wi» 
three weeks old fhe gave it to a niii^ wheMie mjJik was then iettm month* 
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old, and wasgiving fock to her own chlM. ' The foiter-mother allowed 
her own to fuck the right breaft while the other Tincked the left. 

The nurle obfenred.that the ikih of the ibfter-child began to ped offj 
but no rawncjfe or forenefs took place except about the anus, where it looked 
as if fcalded. The fame kind of peeling took place on the lips, but they 
did not appear to be fore, although the; people. in. the countiy ikid it was 
the thmfii. The inner furfeceof thcmouth and tongue appeared ibiiad. 
In a foctoight. after her receiving the child' it died, and then Ihe allowed her 
own child to fuck both breafts for three weeks ; at the end of which fbe 
came to town to nurle a gentlenaan's child. 

She gave fuck to tliis fecond child i but af^ being in town about ten 
or eleven days, £he dkl not &el herKelf perfectly well; which made them 
fuppoie that the new mode of life, confinement in town, and probably better 
living, might not iagrec with heci^iahd {be went into, the country and took 
the gentleman^s child with ho*. ■ About three or four days aft^ ihe went to 
the countiyj for iuflancc, jaticmt a fortnight :aiter (he took' lihis child, and 
five weeks after the death of the firil child, her left nipple, which the 
firil nuried child had always fucked, began to be lore, fo that Ihe could 
not let the child luck it. This ulcer oa the nipple became cxtianely pain- 
ful, and in a day or two eriiptioins came; out- oii her>&ce, which were! loon 
followed by the fame avo-.her whole body, but moll da her legs and thighs; 
they continued coming out {or about a fortnight, and had at firlt very much 
the appearance of the .eruptions of the fmallpox, on die third day of their 
eruption attended with ftver, uniVer&l lineafincls, and great pain. The lalt 
ef wormwood mixture, with the tcAaceoiis .poivders, ivas givoi every four 
hours, with Ibme opening medicines,' as tbe^ infiilion of &na,. IcJu^le tar- 
tar. Sec. every lecond or thitd. day, but without effe&f the complaints 
increaiing. 

■ Two or dlreei days after the eruption on the fkin appeared, one of the 
glands of the iarmpit hc^g^ to fwell, . and farraed matter, and was opened 
within a fortnight afler it's firll appeai^ce^ and healed almoft direfily. 
Some of tlie eruptions incrcafed fall and became very l)rbad fores, nearly 
of the fize of a half-crown, bfpecially on the l^s and thighs, and were 
covered witk a broad icabi; many remained finall and only appeared like

pimfrfcs. i About a fortnight aiier the Erft appearance of the eruption> foov: 
began to die away, becoming lefs foEe) and about four weeks after this 
appearance a foul ulcor attacked the left tonfil. . 

r'TbJe&rgeon in the .country* from all thefe circumAances, finding he 
CDiild not get ai^ ground by the before mentioned treatment, determined to 
^ve her the folution of the corrolivc. fublimate, of which he gave half a 
grain. ih'lblution night and morning ; in about a week there leemed to be a 
ftop :put 10; the fpreadin^ of the ulccrsi and the difcharge to be ledened Annet 
tlung, the ulcer in the throat putting on a hetter appearance. / 

It was at this period.1 firft few her, which was about fix weeks after 
the. firft appearance of the eruption* and a fortnight after the appearance o£ 
die vlcer in the tonfil. The eruptions were then very much as before 
deiciibed.^ but Utt ulcer in the tonfil was clean and healing. From the 
hiftdry.of ^the cafe I did conceive it not. to be venereal ; I therefore defired 
that all medicines might be left off, which medicines could on]y have been 
taken. &i;,a fiutnight at moft, becaufe it was after the appearance of the 
wlccr on the tonfil the mercury was given, which was only of a fortnight's 
ftanding when I faw her. She foon after recovered. 
■ 'Aftv being well for fimie time; fhe. again af^lied .to the furgeon in the 
CouHtiy,. an abfcefs having formed where the complaint firft began in tha 
breaft, attended with frefh eruptions on the face. 

The abfcefs was opened, 4nd it healed up jn a few days, and upon Caking- 
{^e.cooUn^ phyfic the: eoipfions difeppeared. She has, continued very' 
well evet fvio$ without any other bad e^^ than the total lofs of hernip- 
pie.. This (:afe:was co-tainly underilood to be venereal. 
: About five days after the appearance of the eruption on the nurfe, the 
gentleman's child was taken awaydnd given to a healthy woman of a florid 
<?(unplQxiQn, aged (\yenty.fom: ' ye^^, and who' had Iain in with her firft 
child eleven n>opthj ^'ti;ten 0ie beclajne wet rlurfe to this child. After a few 
days ihe obferved eruptions on the child's head, not unlike thofe already 
defcribed on the firft nurfe which it had fucked. It's mouth foon after be- 
came excoriated, fo that it fucked with difiiculty. After a fiiort time 
thofe eruptions on the head became dry i^ndipecled off, others appeared on 
therfiice* knees and feet, but wholly unlike the former, as the firft matu- 
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ncsd, while the ktter appeared only fmtancous, peelii^ off and Icaiii^f a 
circumrcribed fpot of a light dua color, ^^ch continoed increafing lor 
five weeks. Thefe eruptions continued nearly three months from dicir 
commencement, at which period the child was extremely emaciated, but 
no particular treatment was indicated, Co no medicine was exhibited, and in 
a few weeks after it came to London and got pcr&ifUy well. 

The iecond nurfe a few d^ after giving fuck to the child, had blotch 
fippear on her left breaft, precisely the iame with tho& on the firil nurfe ; 
with this difference only, that they were fewer in number, and attended 
widi a greater degree of phlegmonous inflammation. They continued, and 
increased in iize for feven or eight days ; then the nipple of die liune l»eaft 
became ulcerated ; the ulceration fpreading io much as to endanger the lols 
cf it J her thjghs now became difeaf^ and t^tetvfsrdi her legs. ^ 

She fuckled this child about twelve wedcs. The di&afe -faenwd no 
longer to increaie, and in twelve or fourteen days after diss mtirely dif- 
appeared without her taking any medicine, except a few ounces of ifae de- 
cpdion of die bark. The only application to the breaft waa ungoemin 
fimplex. ' . ; ; . . 1 r- . 

The milk at this time became £> fiiuU in quantity, that they wttt under 
die neceility of providing a third wetnnrie £»- the child, and the ieewid 
returned to the country. Her own child being weaned fhe had no further 
occaHon for the milk, and in a few days it wholly difappeared; hut by way 
ef amufing the child when poeviih, Jhe allowed if to take the. n^ple, v^ocfa 
had been diieaied, in it's mouth ; the conTequence was, di^at in a few days 
this child alfo became difeafed in like manner with the fbtmer. She now 
applied to an eminent furgeon for affiftance, who not being acipiainted with 
the hlAory, fuppofed it venereal, and ordered a colourlefs medicine, fuppofel 
from drcuniftanoes to be the foludon of fobliraate, fixteen grains to half 
a pint of water j the dotfe a cable>fpo(mful. She took tlus medicine as 4fi- 
tf^Ud^ and alfo gave it to her hufband and child ; the child a tea-fpoonfiil 
only at a time. While taking this medicine Ihe got well. 

The diird wetnurfe, like the former, was in a Hirnt time affe^d, but die 
bbtches in this cafe woe ftill Awer in nvimher, (he difcafe appearing to

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k& toafidenbly in it's pbvdr, as.sach frdh infe&ioQ became lefs malig- 
nant than the ibnner. She got well without taking any medicine. 



I. OF DISEASES SUPPOSED TO BE VENEREAL PRODUCED 
BY TRANSPLANTED TEETH. 

SkMcz ihe opdrstion of tranff^ndng teeth hts been pciiAi&d in London, 
iome ca&s have occured in which die -venereal infedton has been iuppoied 
to be communicated in .diifi way ; and th^ have been treatisd acawdmgly ; 
oor h»a the nvthod of cure tontkd to weaken the ^fpicion : yet when all 
the drcumftances attending them, bcdi in the mode of catching the difeUe, 
aod in die core vhen tceated a$ nmernal, arc conlidcttd, diciu is ibmething 
in. them all wiii(:h is doI exifiSy fimilar to the: afluy ap|)eanulCe' of the 
veaereal di&aie when .cao^t in the ixiiitiiian way j' eipodally too when ic 
is conikleced that fcnue of the caies were not treated as venereal and yet 
got weQ, and theo&r; the oices of the otlurs which apptored to be from 
mercury ;tre not tdefu- junofsiofdiccr having 'bom venereal:' 
. I bdkre Uat I have:iecnmo& if o&t all die caies of diis kindwhich bars 
occured, and have attended fiime of them/ in all of them i^e time of local 
aiifediOn after the iniertion of the toosh has bem almoft regularly a monthi 
which is too lopig for the venereal to take cSbdl at a me&um ; and where 
^ey bare produced-OQofUtnttonal fymptcnisdiofeag8iga have- either fellowed 
the local too clofe.for the yendieal or too re^;ular as to '■ omc- Bet it may 
bf advanced thai a dtiea& has ■ been, produced jnt^bly as bad in it's con- 
iequcaccs as the venereal. That a jjiieafe has been fermed in this way 
is certain. 

t The £rft cafe o£ this .kind which can»e under my carc> was a lady who 
had lonc of die bicu^iidsti ^tranfplaitted. Hie tranfplanted tooth faftened 

'ItUtoberemstflcuilicre, tlial I do not In the pFefent cafe lay »ay 9ie& at aU on my op- 
tion <^ the lues venerea not having the power of coiitaminatioii^i and I bplkvewe muft aBow 
if thefe are venereal it mufl have been the lues venerea in die perfoo faun whom the tooth was 
talcen; Ibr dkxhcna are not nimmon in -the mouth, and' they wtJuld be feeti on 'examination. 
I hfiHtrit few difeharga fioular td goaonbot* take place Act*, i ■

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vqiy well. About a month, aftsr fhe. danced till live. or fix o'clock in dtc 
morning,, caught cold, ^and had x'Ssvcr in co^iequeacc, which lailcd near 
fix weeks. In this time ulceration in the gum and jaw took place, though 
it was then not known. And when Jhe was beginning to recover, it was 
found that not only the gum and focket of this tooth were di{ea&d, but aliS 
thofe of the teeth next to itj. The two teeth wete taken out, and the fockets 
of both afterwards exfoliated, but the parts were very backward in healing. 
Xbis hickv?ahhiels-gaKB[ n& to>Tftiaoas bplnioas, the principal of which 
Vf&9, 'thatt it !was: vendreal.- In the /mean time' airi&ig .appeared upon one 
of the legs* which was of. the indolent noie kind, ^his was alfo fihpedted 
by fome to be venereal, or rather was a corroborating circumllance of 
the former Ofnnion.; .but I gave it as my opinion that it was not. I 
delired ihe nugjbt go to the>&a and bathe, which :ihe. did,: and gocper- 
fefUy welh both in.the ja^ and. leg; and.has oontiiiuedi^ fo everrdnce. 

The fecond cafe of tjus kind Ihave Jeeti was alio in a yoiing la^: the 
tranfplanted tooth failened extremely well, and continued Co for about a 
month, when the gum began to ulcerate, leaving die tooth and focket 
bare. The ulcer i.$»ntinued, bnd blotches appeared upon the Jkin, and 
ttlccts.alft> in thelthroat." TJie (Sieafe was treated as venereal,' die c«n- 
plaints jgiiye-way to.lhis courie, hut th^ recurred feveml times after verf 
f^vere courfes of mercury : however Ihe at laft got well. 

The only obfervation I can niake on this cafe is, that the iyhiptonis 
recMrted after jcentivwed^ courfes.of mercusy, much oftncr than is-ufual in 
ve9ereaVc^es.j:arul'I'had:my fufpicions aSl^long thatitwasifcn^ous. 

The thitd' cafe ,was,'.o£'a gtEntleman,: where the tranfplanted tooth reJ 
inained, without giving the leaft diiturbance, for about a month, when 
the edge of the gum began to ulcerate, and the ulceration went on' till the 
tooth dropped.out. ..Some, t^e after, fpots appeared almoft'eveiy where on 
th^.ikin J .tjv^ had hpt the. tj-aly venereal appearance, bdt were redder, ot 
more tranfparcnt, and more circumfcribed. He had alfo a tendency to a 
hedtic fever, fuch as reftleiTnefs, want of fie^, lofs of appetite, and headach. 
After trying feVeral things and not 'finding relief, he was put under a courfe 
of mercury, and a^l dif^fe. ^Jlappe^red accprding to the cpmmon courfe of 
the cure of the venereal .difeafe, and wc thought him vrell i but fome time 

after. 
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after, fhe fame appearances fetumed^ With the additi&n of fwelling in the 
bones of the metacarpas. He W46 now ptti tindef anothw courfe of mercury 
more ievere than tlK former, attd in the ufuil titne all the lymptoihS agaih 
di&ppeired. Sev^^l mort^ after, the fame eruptioris came out again, but 
AOt in k great a degree as bkfbrct ^d ^^^out any bther attendant fymptom^. 
He a third time took mercury, but it \*^s ohly ten grains of cortofive fublr- 
mate in the vhote, and he got quite well. The time between his firft 
takuig merouy and his being cured was a fpace of three years. 

Quciyi Could this cafe be venereal? The rm> firft courfcs of flfcfcury 
removing the eruptions, would feetn to prove it was t but the third courfe 
alfo renioving them, wliich confifled of otily ten grains of corrofive fublfanatt, 
would iecm to prove that it could not be venereai j for if it had, the appear- 
ances which returned after the fecotid cotu-fe, in which a confiderabie quan- 
tity ef mercury httt b*sn giveti, would not hav* yielded to ten grains. 

Tho fovtth cafe wa* that of a young Udy trbo had a tooth tranfplanted, 
and about die fame diftance of time after it, a^ inentloffed in the former cafes, 
the gum began to ulcerate, and the ut(?efation was making coiilideifable pro- 
greft. The furgeon who Was firft Confolted defined ftwrcury to be ^tm. 
immeditteiy. - 1 was aftdfWftrdd defifid td ide h^, Udd ad\'iled that mercury 
ftiould nol be had recoarfe to, ^att \Vi tfiigjit dfcertain thi iiature of the cafo; 
ftff if ihe took mercury and got well, it wttild be adding one more to the 
number of the fuppofed venereal cafta 4riling- from- fucb a cauft. I recom- 
mended drawing the tooth, that we fflight fee what effeds Would be produ- 
ced by the removal of tile firft cauft. 

Thi tooth was drawn, and the gum healed up as faft as any common 
ulcer, and has ever fince continued wdl. 

T1h6 cafe requires no comment. I may however be allowed to obfcrve, 
(hat if the lady had gone through a courfe of mercury, fhe would have in all 
probability alfo got well ; for the tooth, in the time neceflary for compleating 
thccouffcof mercury, would have dropfi^ddut J and if this had really hap- 
pened, wa need not hefiteM in affirrsiBg, tha« it would have been confidered 
as venereal. 

The fifth cafe was that of a young hwiy^ eighte«i years of age. Who had ofcc 

of the inciforei tranfplantcd, whi^ faftdned v^ry well; but Cix or fevan

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rweeks after the operation, an ulceration of the . gum took [Jace> the toqtli 
was immediately ordered to be removed, and die bark was given without anjr 
other medicine being had riKourfe to, and (he got well in^a few weeks. 

The lixthcafewas that of a gentleman, aged, twenty-three, artatiTeof CHKf 
of the WeiV India iflands, who had the two fror^t iociloKS tmnfplanig;}} 
and about the. fame time after the operation, as in the fofmin- c^les, an.ul- 
CQtation of the gums took pl^ce, which increafcd to a v<ry great d^;Tee, 
and the edge? of the gum floughed off. An eminent furgeon was confulted, 
who ordered the bark, and the patient without taking any oth^ ineiKcine 
got well, in nearly the iame time as the lady in cai^ four* and five, who 

. lud the toeth token out. The gums recovered themlelves p^fe&Iy, but were 

-confiderably ihorter. 

If we take fome of the above cales and ccHo^er them as they at firft ap- 
peared, we fliall' almoll pronounce them tQ li^ve: beea tdoeie^lt If we take 

. the others, we fliall {^oofAince them abfi^i^ly Apt to be yenersal » . and if 
we confider evoy circutnilance rdating K> thofe probably vepereal, we Ihall 
as far as reafoning goes, conclude that they, were not venereal.. The firft 
cafe thdt appeareii at the time to be venereal, is. the iecond of dtole before 

. related ; but ae I did not.-atten4 the lady through tfie whc^e of the cur^ . I 

: can fay \e& upon it ; Hie certainly h^d the fympton^ recur oftner. than tfaey 
do in venereal cafes^ in commcHV where the difeafe is attended with no am- 

- biguity, and took more ^lan ^ ofual quantity of mercury ; thqe is thoe- 
fore in this cafe ibmething not plcarly underftood, becaufe it does not exactly 
agree with venereal cafes in general in all it's parts. 

The fourth cafe was fimilar in it's recurring, and in the quantity of mer- 
cury that appear©! to be neceflaiy to remove the fymptoms^ 

The moA ferious efk£ts of the tranfplanting of a toodi happened to a 

. young lady, and which is related in tlu Medical Tranfa^ions by Pr. Wat- 

: fon. " ■ 

The denliU being alanned at the firft appearance, defired me to go and 

. fee her upon his own account. The edge of the gum was juft then b^n 
to ulcerate. As I did not know well what was heft to be done, I dedred 

• him to make a Arpng folution of corroiive fublimate, and let the mouth 

• be ofKn wa£hed with jtD.al&.ibme lint foaked in it and appl]^ to the 

" parti 
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■part J but as this did not ftop it's progrefs, ihe applyed to Dr. Watfon, 
.to whoie account of the cafe I muH refer the reader, and from that account 
I muft take my materials to reafon upon. However I may roiiark, that 
the cafe appears to have been fuppofed at laft to have been venereal, what- 
-ever might have been the.iirft opinion, and for the two following reaibns ; 

- firft, from the mode of catching the diieaie -beiog poflible j and fecondly, 
horn it's not giving W4y to medicines which are of no &rvice in the venereal 

-difeife; and this opinion appears to have been confirmed by the diieaib 
igiving way to mercury. But the cafe itfelf abftraded from the mode of 
catching it, and even the mode of cure, does not perfedly agree with the 
commOQ attending cirounftances of the venereal, nor has that attention Uen 
r paid, to the neceCaiy circumflances fuflicient to determine it to be venereal. 
' The progrefs of the ulcecation ia the mouth, which was the firil Q^np- 

■ tdaif was by much 'too rapid ^ a venereal ulcer in common J jfor it mu^ 
.be conladered, if venereal, &ln{^ as a^ chancre, or. local a^^fUon. 

Now let us trace the progrels of the diicafe into the con(litutioa. " About 
this time" vh, when the local, di&aie was making fucb> rapid progrefs 
** blotches appeared in her hxxi Tieck, and various parts of the body; 
ieveral of tfaiafe. became ulcerated painful fores".* Now this date of the 

■ conftitu^nal ^Bfedtioos following the local, is by, much too foon to be 
venereal; we,b]i<7w if a lues venerea ari&s either from a gonorrhcea or 

, chancre, it does not appear in common till about fix weeks, often much later, 
but feldom fooner. I Ihall leave the circumflance of there being no fwblling 
,of the lymphatic glands of the neck, forming bubors, as that ia not a con- 
.ilant f^ptom. attending' the venereal' matter getting into th|£ circulation, 
. although it Qiould be allowed to have fome weig^, cfpecially where other 

- cif camftances ido not perfedly agree^ Th6 appearances from the conilitu- 
tion when they did. take place, were much more violent and rapid in their 
progrefs than any venereal blotches I ever faw : we know in the lues 

; venerea :thatl they are mondis before they arrive at the flage of Icabs j ' 
: alfo the paitf attending thofe fores did not in .the leaft correfpond with 
the lues voierea. Venertal blotches hardly give any ien£ttion, or at leaft

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vciy little ; but after all, mercury cured diis difea& whatever it was : twcn^- 
eight grains of calcwael made into ^rteen pills was taken, probably, in ten 
or twelve days ; for it was direded (he fhoiild take one or two each day^ as 
the bowels would allow; but although tin^ura thebaica was givm, diey 
purged fo much as made It neceifary to ^ve no more in this way ; but al- 
though ib little mercury was taken, and had alfo run off coofiderably t^ the 
bowds, 3«t " During the taking of tiiefe, however, the ulceriticHi rf her 
moudi and cheeke did not fpiead, but were left pain6il and of a mijdtr »^ 
pearance ; the blotches in her face and body grew pakr, and fuch of them 
as had ulcerated healed apace and no new ones appeared." ** Unguent 
cceruleum ibrtius" was therefore diroAed ** to be well nibbed into her legs 
and thighs twice a day^ in fmall dofes," leaift U Ihotild be detemnned to die 
bowels. *' In about ten or twelve days her griping and purging returned with 
violence, the <nntment was therefore difcontinocd ; at this time the blotches 
were all gone ; the ulceration in her feco- and body were comf^BoAy healed, 
and thofe of hw mouth nearly fo." 

The only remark I have to make oa the cure is; that t&e qoandly of 
mercury was not fafficient to cure chancres on the penis, making iiidi rapM 
progrefs as thofe did in ber mouth ; nor could the £une quantity of mercniy 
cure voieKal Sans on the fldn, which h^ made fueh rapid prt^rcfs as itay 
did in this caie ; and if we take in the e^£t diis had upon her health, with 
the termination of the whc4e, I think we {hould pronottnce it not vcDCteal; 
for the Ipeciiic circuniftanccs, if it was venereal, were juft as unommicMi as 
the mode of catching it. ■..-.! 

Many of thefe cafes, iiifpe^ed of being venereal, I bare fecn occafionally, 
and al&ough the patients recovered while under a courfe of merpuiy, yet 
on account <^ ^e want of attention in the pradatkners to the very circam- 
ftances that would decide the diieafe to be either venereal or not, I pais diem 
ever unnoticed. < 

After having conlidered the caiibs them&lvcs of tho& who had the teetfi 
tranfplanted, let us alfo confider the peribns finm whom die teetfa were 
takoi ; for I cannot hdp thinking that this wiH throw fame l^ht upon the 
fubje£t. Let me fuppofe that the young girls from whom the teeth were 
taken really had the lues venerea, and that the teeth were of courie alio in- 

foOed, 
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fe£kd, which, ift 3 fuppofition n^ unfavourable to my real opinion, it 
appears to me that even ia this cafe there can be no difference between the 
gums of tha girl from wthoni the tooth was taken, and the gums of the 
pedbn who recdved it : if the ulceration took, place in the lail from con- 
ttmination, would not the focket in the girl ftoai whom the tooth was 
l!a£eii likewife have ulcera^ i But this ^ not. happen in any of them. 
I have here fuppoied the teeth capable of being contaminated ; although I 
-fieliove we have never yet £xn them have this difeafe primarily, but only in 
confequence of it's breaking out fomewbere elfe, in the moutl^, throat, or 
^■efe, and fpre^diiig to them ; but {till, if they are capable of having the 
diiea&, and cbmmunicftting it to others, it bscoraes vf:ry extraordinary that 
dlbfe people ihould have Ht Upon the only fuch; teeth ^at probably w^e 
ever fo contaminated. 

When we confider that th? girls frpm ^yhom the teeth were taken, had 
not the leaft appearance, of 4ii^$Ue ^t thp tii^e> ^n4.h$ui none when the dileafe 
iiroke out jn .^ per&n vfhp recdved the tf eth* it become^ ' ilrange t^t jt 
fhould break out in the receivers, and not in the giver. 

It is alfo lingular that an ambiguity should follow this difeafe in all it's 
ftages ; in the mode of it's being caught, the appearance, and the cure. 

Let us fum up all the arguments in favor of the difeafe not being vene- 
real. Firfti two patients whofe cafes were fimilar to the others in their 
origin, recovered without medicine. 

Secondly ; they who feemed to he cured by mercury had not a treatment 
cxaftly fmiilar to thofe who were indifputably poxed. 

Thirdly ; I confider it as impoflible for parts to have the power of con- 
taminating, which have not themfelves affumed the difeafcd atSion. 

Fourthly j the parts contaminating were never known to have been con- 
taminated themfelves. 

But it muft be nearly the fame thing to thofe who want to have teeth 
tranfplanted, whether my reafoning is juft or not; for a difeafe in confe- 
quence of the operation moH certainly has taken place ; and in feme cafes 
tiiis has been worfe, or cured with more difficulty, than the lues venerea 
in common ; and whatever the difeafe -may be, I yet know of no mode of 
5 I prevention. 
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prevention, except the drawing of the tooth early, and that has been tried 
in one cafe only, and in that cafe was fuccefsful. 

From this account many may be deterred from having this operatioa 
performed ; in that light no evil can arife, except being mortified that no 
means of relief can be had recourie to in cafes of bad teeth ; but it is to be 
remembered, that this is a publication of all the unfuccefsful cafes, which 
is the very reverfe of what is generally prafliled in medical boeka; iwd 
they are moitioned upon no other principle than that the difeale, when it 
happens, may not be improperly managed. 

It may be afked, what is this di&afe ? That mdy be with more difficulty 
anfwered, than what it is not. I fhould fay that a (bund tooth tranfplanttii 
may occafion fuch an irritation as ihall produce a fpecies of di&aie wUck 
may be followed by the local complaints above mentioned. 

I cannot conclude without intimating that undefcribed di&afes refonUing 
the venereal are very numerous ; and that what I have laid is rather to be 
conlidered as hints for others to profecutc this inquiry further, than as k. 
complete account of the fubjeft.
